'HE  editor  and  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  MUNICIPAL  RECORD  appreciate 
exceedingly  the  compliments  and  words  of  praise  vvhic^h  greeted  the  first 
Annual  Municipal  Blue  Book  published  a  year  ago.  We  have  been  much 
encouraged,  therefore,  to  continue  with  our  plans  for  a  yearly  issue  of  this  nature 
and  as  a  consequence  have  added  much  new  material  for  1931. 

The  Municipal  Blue  Book  attempts  to  fill  an  obvious  need  for  a  reference  book 
which  will  give  data  and  statistical  details  concerning  our  city  and  county  gov- 
ernment. We  realize  that  we  have  only  made  a  start  since  the  job  is  a  big  one. 
We  have,  however,  made  a  careful  study  of  the  situation,  and  as  time  goes  on  we 
are  confident  that  the  annual  issue  will  more  and  more  approach  the  ultimate  for 
which  we  have  planned. 

Nineteen  thirty  was  a  year  of  important  developments  and  events.  Many 
changes  have  occurred  in  our  municipal  personnel  and  a  record  of  these  changes 
will  be  found  in  the  present  volume.  We  will  appreciate  ideas  and  suggestions 
for  future  issues  and  welcome  any  criticisms  of  a  constructive  nature. 

San  Francisco  has  endured  bravely  its  share  of  the  general  depression.  Great 
credit  is  due  our  municipal  executives  and  our  citizens  in  general  for  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  the  situation  was  realized,  studied  and  means  made  available  to 
relieve  distress.  We  know  of  no  other  city  which  so  early  and  so  effectively  grasped 
the  problem  and  solved  iL  While  other  municipalities  were  awakening  to  the  fact 
that  a  serious  condition  existed,  San  Francisco  already  had  acted  and  as  a  con- 
sequence the  suffering  has  been  less  here  and  more  quickly  alleviated. 

San  Francisco  is  a  good  place  in  which  to  live.  Our  parks  and  playgrounds, 
our  roads  and  pavements,  our  schools,  libraries  and  other  educational  institutions 
are  world  famed.  We  may  be  certain  that  every  facility  needed  for  mental  or 
physical  development  is  available  here  to  all  of  our  citizens. 

San  Franciscans  are  a  happy  people.  We  hold  the  opinion  that  there  is  more 
personal  liberty  to  be  enjoyed  in  our  city  than  in  any  other  with  which  we  are  ac- 
quainted. As  a  consequence  people  from  all  over  the  world  come  to  us  and  enjoy 
our  hospitality.  Many  remain  with  us  and  those  that  must  leave  our  welcome, 
promise  themselves  an  early  return. 

During  the  past  two  decades  the  reputation  of  San  Francisco  as  a  city  of  happy 
and  prosperous  people  has  been  spread  throughout  the  country  under  the  leader- 
ship of  its  well-beloved  chief  executive,  now  promoted  to  the  post  of  governor 
of  his  native  state.  We  welcome  our  new  leader  Mayor  Angelo  Rossi  and  are 
certain  that  under  his  guidance  we  will  progress  and  expand  and  that  he  will  greatly 
enhance  the  lustre  and  fame  of  San  Francisco.

Mayor  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco 


XGELO  J.  ROSSI,  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  another  of 
those  native  sons  of  whom  California  is  justly  so  proud.  He  was  born  January  22. 
1878,  in  the  little  mining  town  of  Volcano,  in  Amador  County,  famous  as  the 
location  of  the  Alother  Lode.  In  1890  his  family  moved  to  San  Francisco  and  the 
Mayor  has  since  made  his  home  here.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
city,  attending  the  North  Cosmopolitan  School  which  is  now  known  as  the  Hancock  School. 
His  first  position  was  as  cash  boy  in  a  retail  dry  goods  store  in  San  Francisco.  Soon  after- 
wards, however,  he  entered  the  florist  business,  working  in  the  beginning  as  an  errand  boy 
for  the  firm  Carbone  and  Monti.  Remaining  with  this  company,  which  is  now  known  as  the 
Pelicano-Rossi  Floral  Company,  he  has  become  its  president  and  manager.  He  is  also  a 
director  of  the  Floral  Telegraph  Delivery  Association. 

In  1902  Mr.  Rossi  married  Miss  Grace  Allen  and  their  union  has  been  blessed  with  three 
children,  one  son  and  two  daughters. 

Love  of  San  Francisco  and  keen  interest  in  all  things  pertaining  to  its  betterment  and 
advancement  have  played  a  large  part  in  the  life  of  the  Mayor.  He  has  always  been  deeply 
interested  in  the  civic  afTairs  of  San  Francisco  and  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  its 
development.  He  has  been  prominently  identified  with  the  Dow'ntown  Association  of  San 
Francisco,  having  served  as  a  director  of  this  organization  for  many  years  and  as  its  president, 
during  the  years  1920  and  1921. 

He  is  president  of  the  Dante  Sanatorium  and  has  held  this  ofifice  for  the  past  ten  years. 
This  sanatorium,  owned  and  operated  by  the  Italian  Benevolent  Societies,  is  recognized  to  be 
one  of  the  leading  institutions  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  not  only  as  a  hospital,  but  also  as  a 
place  where  convalescents  may  recuperate  under  most  favorable  conditions. 

In  the  great  Admission  Day  celebration  of  1910,  sponsored  by  the  Native  Sons  and  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Golden  West,  Mayor  Rossi  was  the  Grand  Marshal.  In  1925,  he  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Native  Sons  and  Daughters'  celebration  in  San  Francisco,  the  Diamond 
Jubilee  anniversary  of  California's  admission  into  the  Union,  still  remembered  as  one  of 
the  high-lights  in  this  city,  famous  for  its  celebrations. 

His  entry  into  public  office  was  made  in  1914,  when  Mayor  James  Rolph  Jr.,  now  the 
Governor  of  California,  appointed  him  a  member  of  the  playground  commission.  His  next 
office  was  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to  which  he  was  elected  by  the  highest 
vote  received  in  the  election  of  1921.  While  serving  this  term  on  the  Board  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  finance  committee,  the  most  important  of  supervisors'  committees.  He  also  was 
the  chairman  of  the  supplies'  committee  in  which  capacity  he  was  the  leader  in  establishing 
the  bureau  of  supplies,  a  department  which  has  saved  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco  more 
than  §2,500,000  since  its  inception. 

In  1929,  responding  to  numerous  requests  from  civic  and  business  organizations  in  San 
Francisco,  he  again  ran  for  the  ofifice  of  supervisor,  and  was  for  the  secod  time  elected  with 
the  largest  vote  on  the  ticket.  In  the  reorganization  of  the  Board  following  this  election  he 
became  chairman  of  the  finance  committee,  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  most  responsible  ofifice. 

On  January  8,  following  his  election  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Angelo  J.  Rossi  was 
inaugurated  into  the  highest  office  within  the  gift  of  the  people  of  his  city.  Mayor  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  aggressive  policies  making  for  the  upbuilding  and 
development  of  San  Francisco,  adopted  by  the  Mayor  since  his  inauguration,  and  the  energy 
and  ability  he  has  shown  in  carrying  out  these  policies,  bid  fair  to  make  his  administration  one 
of  the  brightest  in  the  glorious  history  of  San  Francisco.

Of  the  construction  of  any  and  all  public  buildings  and  struc- 
tures under  plans  duly  approved  by  the  various  departments, 
including  all  School  Houses  and  Fire  Department  buildings 
and  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  any  and  all  buildings  and 
structures  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

Of  the  designing  and  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
sewage  and  draining  systems;

BUREAU  OF  ENGINEERING— FUNCTIONS,  AND  SCOPE  OF  OPERATIONS 


The  San  Francisco  Bureau  of  Engineering  is  confronted  with 

a    multiplicity    of   problems    covering    the    entire    field    of    Civil 

Engineering,    from    constructing    a    block    of    pavement    to    the 

building  of  the  mammoth    Hetch   Hetchy  project.      In  addition 

to  the   Hetch   Hetchy   work   this   Bureau   is   responsible   for   the 

engineering  involved  in  the  following  work: 

Establishing  and  plotting  of  grades. 

Preparing  and  revising  maps  of  the  city. 

Research  work  along  lines  of  modern  practice  and  keeping 
specifications  in  conformity  therewith. 

Preparation  of  proceedings,  plans  and  specifications,  the  sur- 
veying, the  issuing  of  assessments,  and  all  work  incidental  to 
public  and  private  contracts  for  street  and  sewer  construction 
assessable  to  private  property. 

Preparation  of  plans  and  reports  and  constant  observation  for 
maintenance  of  bridges  and  pumping  stations. 

Supervision  on  maintenance  of  public  street  improvement  struc- 
tures, street  signs,  etc. 

Report  on  high  pressure  extensions  and  on  airport  maintenance. 

Surveying  for  various  departments  of  the  city. 

Preparing  plans,  maps  and  estimates  for  lighting  districts. 

Supervision  of  side  sewer  installations  by  city  forces. 

Listing  and  mapping  city  property. 

Preparing  underground  structure  records,  such  as  sewers,  high 
pressure  lines,  water  lines,  conduits,  etc. 


Advanced  plans  and  estimates  on  various  projects  called  for  by 

the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  improvement  clubs. 
During  the   past  year   the   following  major   projects   have   been 

completed: 

Bernal  Cut  Boulevard,  Bay  Shore  Boulevard,  Alemany  Boule- 
vard (three  sections),  Junipero  Boulevard,  Nineteenth  .Avenue 
Extension,  Great  Highway,  Esplanade.  Laguna  Honda  Boule- 
vard. Portola  Drive.  Corbett  Road,  three  sections  of  Fillmore 
Street  sewer,  one  section  of  I'ifteenth  Street  sewer,  three  sec- 
tions of  Alemany  storm  drain  and  (jeary  Street  sewer. 

The  following  work  is  now  under  construction: 

Sunset  Boulevard  (three  sections). 

Alemany  Boulevard  'one  section),  Alemany  storm  drain  (two 
sections),  and  College   Hill  sewer  tunnel. 

In  addition,  bids  will  soon  be  received  for  section  "B"  of  the 
Fifteenth  Street  sewer,  section  "E"  of  Fillmore  Street  sewer, 
and  a  bascule  bridge  across  the  channel  at  Third  Street. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  almost  been  completed  by  this 
department  for  the  second  section  of  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard 
Extension  under  Joint  Highway  District  No.  10.  the  first  unit 
having  been  completed  during  the   past  year. 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply  System  construction  has 
progressed  satisfactorily,  together  with  power  house  operation 
and  power  disposal. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Municipal  Railway  tracks  on  Tara- 
val  Street  has  been  completed  under  the  supervision  of  this 
department.

The  oflice  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  was  created  by  a  Charter 
amendment  and  began  its  work  on  July  1,  1923.  The  section  of 
the  Charter  dealing  with  this  department  states  that  it  shall  con- 
sist of  a  purchaser  of  supplies  ap|)ointcd  by  the  Mayor  to  receive 
a  salary  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  such 
other  deputies  and  assistants  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  purchaser  of  supplies  has  the  authority  to  purchase  all 
supplies  of  every  kind  and  nature  rc(|uired  by  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  city  government  excciit  the  Public  Library, 
upon  requisitions  issued  by  the  respective  departments.  He  also 
has  authority  to  sell  personal  property  belonging  to  the  city  and 
county  when  authorized  by  a  resolution  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Since  the  inception  of  this  department  it  has  steadily  grown 
in  importance  until  it  is  one  of  the  most  valued  in  the  city  and

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county  government.  It  has  meant  the  centralization  of  all  pur- 
chasing, thereby  making  for  grea  tsavings  and  better  type  of 
goods  and  materials.  Under  the  direction  of  Leonard  Leavy, 
the  purchaser  of  supplies,  it  is  estimated  that  approximately 
$2,401,000  has  been  saved  for  the  city  and  county  through  this 
centralized  purchasing. 

During  the  fiscal  vear  of  1929-1930  gross  purchases  amounted 
to  $8,197,880.40.  Of  this  total  local  purchases  reached  the  figure 
of  $4,650,790.67.  Some  examples  of  savings  which  resulted  m 
an  estimated  net  saving  of  $465,000  for  the  year  are  as  follows: 
Stencils  for  school  department,  47  per  cent;  valve  oil  for  police 
department,  62  per  cent;  steel  counters,  files,  etc.,  for  the  mu- 
nicipal courts,  57  per  cent;  pedestrian  lanes  and  markers  for 
the  traffic  department,  58  per  cent,  and  steel  drums  for  the 
schools,  74  per  cent. 


The  expense  of  the  department  for  the  year  amounted  to 
$42,361.55,  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total  purchases. 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  central  warehouse  for 
the  department  has  been  awarded  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  construction  is  well  under  way  with  expectation  of  comple- 
tion next  July.  The  cost  of  the  first  unit  will  amount  to 
$89,667. 

The  establishment  of  a  central  warehouse  will  eliminate  the 
decentralized  receipt  and  distribution  of  stores  which  now  ob- 
tain; will  enable  the  purchase  of  commodities  in  larger  quanti- 
ties, thus  getting  the  benefit  of  reduced  prices;  will  enable  the 
Purchaser  of  Supplies  to  care  for  receipt  and  inspection  of  all 
materials  and  supplies  without  extra  employments,  other  than 
those  heretofore  classified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  to 
be  eventually  a  part  of  the  Bureau  of  Sunplies.

An  Efficient  Department 

This  department,  under  the  supervision  of  Ralph  W.  Wiley, 
its  chief,  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  departments  in  the  city 
government.  The  following  is  taken  from  the  Grand  Jury 
Report   of   December,   1930: 

"It  is  a  conceded  fact  that  the  smooth  functioning  of  the  signal 
systems  of  both  the  City  Police  and  Fire  Departments  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  accuracy  of  operation  and  efficiency  of  the 
Department  of  Electricity.  It  also  finds  this  Department  oper- 
ating on  a  business  like  and  efficient  basis  and  recommends 
Chief  Wiley  as  an  able   electrical  engineer  and  executive." 

Inspection  Departm,ent 

The  inspection  department  is  composed  of  a  corps  of  in- 
spectors under  the  supervision  of  Chief  Inspector  Sam  Curtis. 
The  filing  system  used  in  the  office  in  room  205,  City  Hall,  is 
one  of  the  best  on  record,  lender  a  new  system  installed  by 
Chief  Wiley  all  permits  are  paid  for  in  advance.  The  cash  win- 
dow is  presided  over  by  John  Harold,  who  greets  everyone  with 
a  smile. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Office,  situated  at  Turk  and  Octavia  Streets, 
is  the  most  up-to-date  office  in  the  country.  There  are  between 
1200  and  1300  fire  alarm  bo.xes  and  approximately  300  police 
boxes,  all  connected  upon  circuits  which  are  centralized  at  this 
station.  From  this  station  all  fire  alarms  are  sent  out  over 
other  circuit  to  all  fire  houses  within  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

Traffic  Signal  System 

Next  in  importance  is  the  Traffic  Signal  System.  This  system 
has  been  claimed  by  expciits  as  the  finest  in  the  country.  Mar- 
ket Street  with  other  streets  coming  in  at  various  angles  is 
unique.  There  is  not  another  city  in  the  country  that  has  the 
same  problem  to  overcome  when  installing  its  traffic  signals. 

Very  few  people  realize  that  all  signals  in  the  city  are  con- 
trolled from  the  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office.  These  signals  are 
automatic,  the  timer  is  so  set  as  to  automatically  change  the 
timing  of  the  signals  at  various  hours  of  the  day.  Everything 
pertaining  to  fire  alarms  or  traffic  signals  are  manufactured 
in  our  own  shop  at  264  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  .A.t  the  present 
time  there  is  being  installed  a  radio  transmitting  station.  The 
next  issue  of  this  paper  will  give  a  full  description  of  same.

The  City  Attorney  must  give  legal  advice  to  all  officers, 
boards  and  commissions  named  in  the  Charter  when  requested 
to  do  so.  A  great  proportion  of  the  work  of  this  office  is  con- 
cerned with  opinions  in  writing  to  the  officers  and  board  re- 
questing the  same. 

Approximately  one  hundred  cases  per  year  against  the  Mu- 
nicipal Railroad  are  either  settled  or  tried.

In  addition  to  the  general  office  force  there  are  tvventy-two 
civil  service  copyists,  who  are  specially  engaged  in  copying  the 
official  records.  Chief  Copyist  John  T.  Kane  is  in  charge  of 
this  important  branch  of  the  service.  All  of  this  group  are 
civil  service  employees. 

Edmond  Godchaux  was  elected  to  the  important  position  of 
Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  Novem- 
ber, 1899,  and  took  charge  of  the  office  on  January  8,  1900.  He 
served  three  successive  terms,  of  two  years  each,  until  January

city  officials.

SHERIFF'S  DEPARTMENT 

The  office  of  sheriff  is  provided  for  in  the  charter  of  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco.  He  is  an  elective  officer  having 
a  term  of  four  years. 

Unlike  sheriffs  of  most  cities  the  sheriff  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  has  few  pohce  duties  to  perform.  This 
is  due  to  the  consohdation  of  the  city  and  county  government 
under  which  form  the  police  department  has  jurisdiction  over 
the  combined  area.  The  exception  to  the  above  is  the  trans- 
portation of  prisoners  and  arrests  of  offenders  in  civil  matters. 

Other  important  duties  of  the  sheriff's  office  include  the  con- 
ducting the  city  and  county  jails,  the  serving  of  writs,  super- 
vision of  criminal  and  civil  courts,  and  the  transportation  of 
insane  committments  to  the  various  state  institutions.  The 
sheriff  also  serves  all  jury  summons  for  the  municipal  and 
superior  courts.  He  has,  however,  no  hand  in  the  selection  of 
jurors. 

There  are  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  three 
jails;  Jail  No.  1  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Hall  of  Justice  on 
Kearny  Street;  Jail  No.  2  in  the  beautiful  Ingleside  district  in 
the  center  of  Balboa  Park  and  Jail  No.  3,  also  located  in  the 
Ingleside  district. 

Jail  No.  1  houses  all  prisoners  awaiting  trial  on  felony 
charges   and  has  an  average  daily  population   of  200  prisoners. 

Jail  No.  2,  built  in  1872,  has  been  condemned  by  Sheriff  Fitz- 
gerald as  a  fire  trap,  has  an  average  daily  population  of  400 
prisoners,  and  in  peak  times  has  had  as  many  as  600  prisoners 
confined  within  its  walls.  This  obsolete  structure  will  be  aban- 
doned with  the  completion  of  the  new  jail  scheduled  for  oc- 
cupancy on  January  1,  1932. 

Jail  No.  3,  which  formerly  housed  all  women  prisoners  was  in 
many  respects  more  of  a  fire  trap  than  Jail  No.  2.    Built  in  1858, 


three  years  before  the  Civil  War  began,  and  partially  destroyed 
m  the  great  fire  of  1906  this  structure  had  been  repeatedly  con- 
demned as  unsafe  and   obsolete. 

Fitzgerald  Modernizes  Jail 

Sheriff  Fitzgerald,  himself  a  graduate  engineer  as  well  as  a 
practicing  attorney,  realizing  these  conditions  at  the  outset  of 
his  campaign  for  election  promised  relief  and  laid  plans  for 
their  correction.  In  July  of  last  year  his  plans  were  realized 
and  his  election  promises  fulfilled  when  the  women  prisoners 
were  removed  from  this  death  trap  to  newly  renovated  quarters 
in  a  wing  of  County  Jail  No.  1.  Here  the  women  prisoners 
are  situated  in  a  modern  building  which  includes  an  up-to-date 
heating  plant,  the  latest  sanitary  appliances,  and  a  roof  garden 
for  recreation. 

The  other  election  pledge  made  by  Sheriff  "Dick"  Fitzgerald 
for  a  new  county  jail,  for  which  a  movement  had  been  unsuc- 
cessfully carried  on  by  former  sheriffs  since  1906,  when  the 
grand  jury  first  condemned  the  present  structures,  was  also 
realized  under  the  leadership  and  untiring  work  of  the  sheriff. 
In  a  campaign  in  which  newspapers,  radio  and  personal  con- 
tacts were  used  to  the  utmost  the  bond  issue  to  finance  the 
building  of  a  new  jail  was  carried  by  the  greatest  majority 
in   the   history  of  bond  elections  in    San   Francisco. 

After  two  and  a  half  months  of  personal  visits  to  the  various 
sites  in  San  Mateo  County,  where  it  was  decided  to  locate  the 
new  jail,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Supervisor  Warren  Shan- 
non, chairman  of  the  Building  and  Lands  Committee,  six  sites 
have  been  selected  and  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
From  these  six  sites  the  best  will  be  determined  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  construction  will  begin  as  soon  as  possible  in 
the  contemplation  of  completion  by  January  1,  1932. 
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OFFICE  OF  THE

The  office  of  the  Public  Administrator  is  located  in  the  Phe- 
lan Building,  where  it  has  been  maintained  for  the  past  twenty 
years.  This  is  a  central  location,  convenient  both  to  attorneys 
and  all  others  who  are  interested  in  the  various  estates  admin- 
istered by  this  office. 

The  vast  majority  of  estates  handled  by  the  Public  Admin- 
istrator's office  are  those  in  which  either  the  heirs  are  unknown 
or  are  not  resident  in  the  State  of  California.  Claimants  to  the 
estates  are,  as  a  general  rule,  foreign  residents,  which  renders  it 
imperative  for  the  administrator  to  exercise  great  care  in  sifting 
the  proof  of  heirship  that  must  be  submitted  in  support  of  their 
claims. 

During  Mr.  Katz'  incumbency  he  has  administered  several 
hundred  estates,  and  in  no  instance  has  his  account  in  connec- 
tion with  these  estates  ever  been  challengd.  Distribution  has 
always  been  made  to  the  lawful  heirs  even  though  the  possi- 
bility of  practicing  fraud  is  greatly  increased  by  the  fact  that 
the  deceased  dies  without  relatives  living  here  and  very  little  is 
known  of  his  antecedents. 

.•\side  from  other  considerations  the  office  is  unique  in  that 
its  activities  are  largely  carried  on  with  those  who  are  not  resi- 
dents of  the  state,  and,  in  most  instances,  residents  of  foreign 
countries.  The  office  is  thereby  obliged  to  carry  on  a  huge  cor- 
respondence, giving  all  manner  of  information  and  details  con- 
cerning the  deceased  and  his  property  to  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  distant  lands.

The  former  Widows'  Pension  Bureau  became  the  County 
Welfare  Department  through  Ordinance  Bill  No.  9028,  Ordi- 
nance 8524,  New  Series,  approved  September  24,  1929.  The 
specific  function  of  the  department  is  to  administer  state  aid 
and  county  aid  to  the  needy  minor  half  orphan  living  with  its 
widowed  mother,  to  the  needy  blind  of  the  City  and  County  of 


San  Francisco,  and  to  the  needy  aged  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San   Francisco. 

There  are  now  receiving  aid  under  the  Half  Orphan  Aid  Act 
in  this  county  352  families,  involving  826  children,  166  blind  and 
788  aged.  The  department  expends  in  relief  approximately  half 
of  $1,000,000  state  and  county  money.  The  amount  e.xpended 
for  the   state  is  refunded  semi-annually. 

On  the  accuracy  of  the  work  depends  the  state  refund,  and 
on  the  thoroughness  of  the  case  work  depends  the  well  being  of 
the  families  and  individuals  involved. 

The  effort  of  the  department  is  always  toward  developing 
self-reliance  and  independence.

It  must  be  admitted  that  San  Francisco  has  one  of  the 
finest  and  most  modern  police  departments  in  the  United 
States,  not  only  in  regard  to  its  personnel,  but  also  in  the  mat- 
ter of  equipment. 

The  department  boasts  a  photograph  gallery  that  is  second 
to  none  with  an  expert  criminologist  in  charge,  the  last  word 
in  motor  vehicles,  armored  cars  and  a  fleet  of  thirty-eight  motor- 
cycle sidecars,  automobiles  equipped  with  radio  receiving  sets 
and  a  business  office  through  which  is  transacted  all  the  ordi- 
nary routine  work  of  a  clerical  nature  that  the  operation  of  a 
large,  constantly  growing  business  necessitates. 

The  volume  of  correspondence  that  is  handled  by  the  de- 
partment is  amazing,  but  with  the  latest  in  telegraph,  mimeo- 
graph, multigraph,  typewriting  and  teletype  machines,  the  work 
is  carried  on  in  an  efficient  businesslike  way  and  an  accurate 
record  kept.  The  filing  of  all  records,  not  only  the  identification 
and  finger  print  records,  that  require  an  entire  department  su- 
perintended by  experts  in  this  line,  but  the  general  correspon- 
dence and  business  files,  would  make  a  story  of  its  own  claim. 

The  teletype,  too,  is  worthy  of  more  than  superficial  mention — 
it  is  operated  on  the  same  principal  as  the  Hoover  multiple 
typewriters,   that   is,  each   station   is   fitted   up   with  a   receiving

machine  and  when  the  operator  at  headquarters  types  oiit  a 
message,  it  is  simultaneously  recorded  at  all  the  police  stations 
throughout  the  city.  Kach  mesage  is  numbered  to  avoid  duplica- 
tion, and  if  only  certain  districts  are  to  receive  a  message,  the 
ones  that  are  not  to  receive  the  same  can  he  cut  out  by  the 
operator  at  headquarters.  This  is  a  rapid,  certain  method  of 
getting  in  touch  with  the  various  stations  and  eliminates  the 
uncertainty  of  telephone  messages  as  well  as  the  possible  in- 
accuracy and  at  the   same   time  gives  equal  speed. 

With  all  this  modern  e(iuipment  and  alert  personnel  it  is 
small  wonder  that  criminals  and  would-be  criminals  from  other 
sections  give   San    Francisco  a  wide  berth.

Four  new  schools  have  been  opened  for  occupancy  in  tlu- 
past  12  months, — The  Presidio  Junior  High  School  and  the 
Roosevelt  Junior  High  School,  the  Winfield  Scott  Elementary 
School  and  the  John  W.  Geary   Elementary  School. 

The  Roosevelt  Junior  High  School,  located  at  .Arguello  Boule- 
vard and  Geary  Street,  consists  of  three  sections  or  port.s — 
auditorium,  academic,  shop  and  gymnasium.  The  academic 
portion  is  in  the  center  of  the  structure. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  is  of  red  brick  with  rich  pattern 
brick  work  of  Indian  designs;  also  tile  and  cast  stone  and  cop- 
per ornamentation  have  been  used.  The  design  of  the  exterior 
of  the  building  is  of  the  so-called  "modernistic"  style. 

The  auditorium  section  of  the  building  houses  a  stage  and 
dressing  rooms,  a  choral  room,  music  library  and  three  music 
practice  rooms,  one  science  lecture  room  and  one  science  lab- 
oratory, one  band   practice  and   two   free-hand   drawing  rooms.

In  the  academic  section  are  fifteen  class  rooms,  one  library, 
one  text  book  room  and  one  librarian's  work  room,  one  me- 
chanical drawing  room,  one  sewing  room,  and  one  home  mak- 
ing room,  administration  rooms,  cafeteria  with  kitchen  and  serv- 
ice  rooms,   a  business   training,   bank  and  one   typing  room. 

The  shop  and  gymnasium  building  contains  two  gymnasia, 
two  shower  rooms,  two  special  exercise  rooms,  two  rest  and 
physical  examination  rooms,  one  each  of  the  following;  general 
shop  with  tool  and  supply  rooms;  wood- working  shop  with 
tool,  supply  and  finishing  rooms;  printing  shop  with  store 
room  and  a  sheet  metal  shop  with  tool  and  store  rooms.  Also 
there  is  a  cooking  laboratory  with  pantry  and  practice  dining 
rooms. 

In  the  play  yard  one  basketball  court,  five  handball  courts  and 
one  volleyball  court   have  been   installed. 

E.xclusive  of  the  land  the  cost  of  this  school  was  |582,559.54. 
The  school  is  attended  by   1156  pupils. 

The  Presidio  Junior  High  School,  located  on  city  property, 
bounded  by  Geary  and  Clement  Streets  and  Twenty-ninth  and 
Thirtieth  Avenues,  is  U-shaped  in  plan  and  erected  at  the 
north  end  of  the  site. 

On  the  exterior  the  building  is  cement  plastered  and  orna- 
mented with  cast  stone  and  the  style  of  architecture  is  Roman- 
esque. 

There  are  four  sections  in  the  building  as  follows: 
Academic   portion,  assembly   hall   portion,   shop   building  and 
gymnasium  building. 

In  the  academic  portion,  which  is  along  Thirtieth  Avenue,  are 
twenty-four  class  rooms,  one  library,  one  library  work  room 
and  one  textbook  room,  two  sewing  rooms  with  a  fitting  room, 
one  millinery  room,  two  cooking  laboratories,  with  a  pantry  and 
a  practice  dining  room,  a  teachers'  work  room,  two  general 
science  laboratories,  two  business  training  rooms  with  con- 
nected banking  rooms,  and  one  typing  room,  three  free-hand 
drawing  rooms,  one  science  lecture  room  and  administrative 
rooms. 

The  assembly  hall  section,  which  is  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  tlie  site  at  the  corner  of  Clement  and  Thirtieth  Avenue,  con- 
tains an  auditorium  with  balcony,  stage  and  dressing  rooms. 

To  the  east  of  the  assembly  hall  and  adjacent  to  it,  extending 
along  Clement  Street  and  to  Twenty-ninth  Avenue,  is  the 
shop  building  in  which  are  housed  the  following: 

Cafeteria  and  kitchen  and  service  rooms,  one  cabinet  and  pat- 
tern shop,  one  elementary  woodworking  shop,  two  finishing 
rooms,  two  lumber  rooms,  offices,  lockers  and  wash  rooms,  one 
painting  shop,  one  electric  shop  and  one  sheet  metal  shop.  Each 
shop  has  the  necessary  store  rooms  and  instructor's  office. 
There  is  also  in  this  building  a  choral  room  with  a  music  library 
adjacent. 

The  gymnasium  portion  is  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
property,  extending  along  Twenty-ninth  Avenue  and  adjoining 
the  shop  building.     It  contains: 

One  band  practice  room  and  three  music  practice  rooms,  two 
shower  rooms,  one  physical  examination  and  hygiene  room,  two 
special  instruction  rooms,  one  boys'  and  one  girls'  gymnasium 
separated  by  a  folding  partition,  which  permits  its  being 
thrown  open  into  one  large  room.  In  this  room  there  is  a 
balcony  on  one  side  extending  the  full  length.  There  are  also 
two  apparatus  rooms  and  rest  rooms. 

The  balance  of  the  property  is  devoted  to  play  area  in  which 
are  two  basketball  courts,  three  handball  courts  and  a  baseball 
field. 

The  cost  of  this  building  exclusive  of  the  land  vifas  $809,- 
620.18. 

The  John  W.  Geary  School  is  a  two-story  reinforced  con- 
crete building  with  stucco  exterior  and  cast  stone  trim  and  tile- 
roof.  It  contains  nine  standard  classrooms,  one  kindergarten, 
assembly  room,  lunch  room,  kitchen,  teachers'  rest  room  and 
teachers'  lunch  room,  clinic,  principal's  office  and  book  room, 
and  the  necessary  sanitary  appurtenances  for  boys  and  girls. 
A  cafeteria  is  a  special  feature  of  the  building.  It  has  an  un- 
usually large  yard  for  a  school  of  this  size.  It  was  erected  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $128,000. 

The  Winfield  Scott  School  is  a  two-story  reinforced  concrete 
building  with  stucco  exterior  and  terra  cotta  trim.  It  contains 
fourteen  standard  classrooms,  two  kindergarten  rooms,  special 
opportunity  room,  library,  work  room,  clinic,  principal's  office, 
principal's  waiting  room,  and  auditorium  with  general  activities 
room  in  connection  with  it  that  is  designed  to  be  used  as  a 
lunch  room  as  it  has  a  kitchen  adjoining.  It  has  modern  and 
complete  sanitary  appurtenances  for  boys  and  girls  and  an  ex- 
ceptionallv  large  yard.  The  building  was  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$197  771.89;  the  cost  of  the  land  was  $77,568.06,  or  a  total  of 
$275,339.95.

Over  fifty  varied  recreative  activities  are  afforded  through  an 
extensive  program  which,  divided  into  music,  drama,  athletic, 
social  and  acjuatic  branches,  provides  tnteresting  recreation  for 
children  anywhere  from  three  to  ninety-three  years  of  age. 
Attendance  statistics  taken  from  this  program  reveal  3,872,508 
participants  and  spectators  attracted  to  playgrounds  during  the 
fiscal  year  1929-1930.

.\11  playijround  equipment  and  recreative  facilities  provided 
by  the  department  originate  in  the  Construction  and  Mainte- 
nance Department,  which  designs,  constructs  and  services  all 
structural  equipment  such  as  playground  buildings  and  play 
apparatus,  landscape  engineering  and  placement  of  facilities. 

While  it  is  primarily  the  business  of  the  Playground  Depart- 
ment to  provide  healthful,  recreative  programs  and  facilities 
equally  attractive  to  grownups  as  well  as  children,  this  depart- 
ment takes  pride  not  only  in  its  successful  proprrams.  carefully 
planned  facilities  and  excellent  equipment,  but  chiefly  in  its 
record  growth  and  achievements  within  the  past  few  years.

FACTS  ABOUT  THE  RETIREMENT   SYSTEM 

The  membership  of  the  retirement  system  was  at  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  1930,  7,713,  of  which  number  1,275  became  mem- 
bers during  the  year. 

The  retirement  system  has  assets  of  more  than  $8,000,000. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year  there  were  63.S  persons 
receiving  retirement  allowances. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  84  persons  were  retired  and  became 
eligible  for  pensions. 

The  total  amount  of  retirement  allowances  and  death  benefits 
paid  to  retired  members  and  their  beneficiaries  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  was  $422,958.61. 

The  membership  of  the  board  is  made  up  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Supervisors;  the  Auditor  of 
the  city  and  county;  three  members  elected  from  the  active 
members  of  the  Retirement  System;  a  resident  officiaj  of  a  life 
insurance  company  and  an  officer  of  a  bank,  both  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor.  Arthur  S.  Holman,  manager  of  Trav- 
elers' Insurance  Company,  and  DeWitt  C.  Treat  of  the  Ameri- 
can Trust  Company,  are  the  two  officials  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.

HORACE  DE-LPHOS  GATES 


Horace  Delphos  Gates,  who  for  thirty 
years  was  head  of  the  Engineering  De- 
partment of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  San  Francisco,  passed  away  at  his 
home  in  Sheridan,  .Sonoma  County.  Calif., 
after  a  long  illness  at  the  age  of  83. 

^fr.  Gates  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass., 
and  was  a  direct  descendant  of  General 
Gates  of  Revolutionary  War  fame.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  .American  Society  of 
Civil     Engineers    and     was    engineer    in 


charge  of  construction  of  the  first  rail- 
road and  wagon  bridge  across  the  Sacra- 
mento River  and  was  connected  with  im- 
portant work  on  the  old  Central  Pacific 
under  Mr.  William  Hood,  which  included 
the  laying  out  of  Redding  and  other 
towns  and  miles  of  construction  of  the 
town  road  itself. 

Mr.  Gates  was  also  engaged  on  hydro- 
graphic  surveys  for  the  United  States 
Government  and  in  mining  engineering  in 
Nevada  and  California.  He  numbered 
among  his  friends  and  associates  such 
men    as    William    Hood,    Col.    Flint,    Col. 


Mendall,  L.  J.  l.e  Coute  and  a  host  of 
others  well  known  in  the  field  of  engi- 
neering. Mr.  Gates  was  a  man  of  unim- 
peachable integrity  and  of  high  intellec- 
tual attainments. 

He  was  particularly  interested  in  young 
men  just  entering  upon  a  career,  for  these 
he  encouraged  with  helpful  advice  and 
teaching.  One  of  these  has  fittingly  said: 
"A  man  more  kindly  in  nature  than 
Horace  Gates  has  not  been  known  among 
us."  Mr.  Gates  is  survived  by  a  widow, 
Grace  Budsall  Gates.

THE  NEW  CLASSIFICA- 
TION  OF   POSITIONS 
FOR  SALARY  AND 
EXAMINATION 
PURPOSES 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  14,  Chapter  II,  Article  II  of  the 
Charter,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on 
April  29,  1929,  adopted  a  classification  of 
duties  of  all  employments  for  which  said 
Board  is  required  to  fix  compensations 
under  said  Section  14.  This  classification 
was  prepared  under  the  provisions  of  said 
Section  14  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion and  upon  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  said  Board  requested  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  recommend 
a  salary  schedule  to  fit  said  classification. 
■  The  Civil  Service  Commission  accord- 
ingly prepared  a  schedule  of  compensa- 
tions and  presented  it  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  July  29,  1929,  for  its  con- 
sideration. The  salary  schedule  was  then 
referred  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  a 
Joint  Committee  of  its  Board,  composed 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Civil 
Service  Committee. 

Public  Hearings  Held 

This  Joint  Committee  then  held  nu- 
merous public  hearings,  and  at  each  of 
tliese  public  hearings  representatives  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  were  pres- 
ent. The  proceedings  of  these  public 
hearings  were  recorded  in  shorthand  by 
an  expert  reporter  and  later  transcribed 
into  typewritten  reports. 

When  the  Joint  Committee  completed 
its  public  hearings  it  held  a  conference  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion, at  which  conference  there  were  pres- 
ent representatives  of  various  labor  or- 
ganizations   and    employees'   associations. 

During  this  conference  the  legal  point 
was  raised  that  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission should  have  held  public  hearings 
on  said  schedule  of  compensations  be- 
fore it  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  Joint  Committee 
then  requested  an  opinion  from  the  City 
Attorney's  office  and  Assistant  City  At- 
torney Heidelberg  advised  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee that  it  was  necessary  for  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  to  first  hold  public 
hearings  before  submitting  said  schedule 
of  compensations  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. The  Joint  Committee  then  de- 
cided to  hold  in  abeyance  its  decisions  on 
the  various  protests  made  before  it  and 
orally  requested  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  hold  public  hearings. 

Civil  Service  Commission 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  accord- 
ingly then  gave  notice  of  dates  at  which 
public  hearings  would  be  held  before  it, 
and  after  all  who  desired  such  public 
hearing  had  been  heard,  the  public  hear- 
ings were  declared  closed  on  December 
11,  1929. 

In  order  to  save  much  duplication  of 
work  the  Commission  announced  at  the 
beginning  of  its  public  hearings  that  all 
of  the  protests  made,  and  proceedings 
had,  before  the  Joint  Committee  would 
l)e  made  a  part  of  the  public  hearings  to 
be  held  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  then  carefully  con- 
sidered    every     protest     and     suggestion

mittee, regarding  the  schedule  of  com- 
pensations, and  made  such  changes  in 
said  schedule  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commission  seemed  just  and  proper. 

On  April  9,  1930,  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  again  presented  the  salary 
schedule  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to- 
gether with  recommendations  for  certain 
amendments  to  the  duties  classification. 
This  last  report  is  still  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

In  order  to  save   the   large   amount  of 


work  done  on  the  new  duties  classifica- 
tion, and  to  keep  the  new  duties  classifi- 
cation up  to  date  as  far  as  possible,  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  adopted  the 
new  duties  classification  on  November  17, 
1930,  for  examination  purposes. 

The  adoption  of  the  new  duties  classi- 
fication by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
for  e.xamination  purposes  means  practi- 
cally the  reorganization  of  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice system,  and  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission is  gradually,  but  as  quickly  as 
possible,  re-allocating  the  positions  of 
the    classes    in    the    old    classification    to 


classes  in  the  new  duties  classification. 

In  addition  to  this  reorganization  work, 
the  Commission  is  holding  numerous  ex- 
aminations to  establish  lists  of  eligibles 
from  which  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  oc- 
cur in  the  newly  established  classes  as 
well  as  for  the  purpose  of  filling  vacan- 
cies that  now  exist.  The  Commission  is 
endeavoring  to  hold  examinations  before 
July  1,  1931,  for  every  class  in  which 
there  is  a  vacancy.  Since  July  1,  1930, 
9,493  persons  have  applied  to  participate 
in  the  ninety-three  examinations  that 
have  been  set.

PLANETARIUM  RECOMMENDED 

Extracts  from  the  report  of  C.  E.  Grunsky,  president  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences,  submitted  to  the  Academy  on 
February  18,  1931: 

"Several  months  ago  a  representative  of  Karl  Zeiss  &  Co. 
was  in  San  Francisco  to  awaken  interest  in  the  erection  of  a 
planetarium.  The  apparatus  lor  a  planetarium  such  as  the 
Adler  Zeiss  Planetarium  of  Chicago,  the  Fels  Zeiss  I'lanetarium 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  (Jrififith  Zeiss  Planetarium  of  Los  An- 
geles, the  latter  about  to  be  erected,  is  manufactured  and  fur- 
nished by  the  Zeiss  Company.  While  no  progress  appears  to 
have  been  made  in  enlisting  financial  support  for  this  project, 
opportunity  was  nevertheless  afforded  to  the  Academy  to  ex- 
press its  interest  in  the  matter  and  to  offer  to  accept  the  man- 
agement of  the  planetarium  if  the  same  be  located  on  some  site 
convenient  to  the  buildings  of  the  Academy  in  Golden  Gate 
Park. 

"The  popularity  of  the  Steinhart  Aquarium  has  not  waned. 
On  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays  the  Aquarium  is  freqncntly 
overcrowded.  More  floor  space  is  needed  for  the  convenience 
of  visitors  and  much  more  tank  space  is  needed  for  additional 
material.  The  aquarium  at  San  Francisco  should  be  second  to 
no  other  aquarium  in  this  country.  Appreciating  this  fact,  an 
appeal  was  made  to  the  city  authorities  severl  months  ago  for 
funds  in  the  amount  of  $750,000  for  an  extension  to  the  aquarium. 
This  sum  would  suffice  to  treble  the  floor  and  tank  space.  It 
would  be  a  gracious  act  on  the  part  of  the  city,  either  out  of 
current  funds  or  by  means  of  a  bond  issue  to  provide  the  money 
now  needed  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Steinhart  Aquarium. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  view  will  prevail."

The  Planning  Commission  provided  for  in  the  Charter  is 
composed  of  five  members  appointed  for  terms  of  five  years  by 
the  Mayor,  and  a  salaried  engineer  of  expert  and  technical  train- 
ing- with  at  least  five  years'  experience.  The  Commissioners 
receive  $15  for  each  meeting  attended,  provided  that  the  aggre- 
gat  amount  paid  all  of  the  members  shall  not  exceed  $5000  per 
year. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  make,  maintain  and  adopt 
a  master  plan  of  the  physical  development  of  the  city  and 
county,  which  plan  must  include  maps,  plats,  charts  and  de- 
scriptive matter  giving  the  location,  character  and  extent  of 
streets,  viaducts,  subways,  bridges,  boulevards,  parks,  play- 
grounds, squares,  aviation  fields,  open  spaces,  location  of  public 
buildings  and  lands,  and  the  removal,  relocation,  widening,  nar- 
rowing, vacating,  abandonment  or  extension  of  any  of  the  fore- 
going w-ays,  grants,  open  spaces  or  buildings. 

The  City  Planning  Commission,  by  a  Charter  amendment  of 
January  17,  1929,  has  the  exclusive  zoning  powers  in  the  city 
and  county,  except  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  may,  after  an  appeal  from  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sion, rescind  the  action   of  the  said  Commission. 

The  Commission  also  investigates  all  plats  or  replats  of  sub- 
divisions of  land  laid  out  in  buildijig  lots  and  streets,  alleys,  or 
other  portions  of  the  same  to  be  dedicated  to  pul)lic  use  within 
the  city  and  county  and  recommends  the  result  of  its  investiga- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  its  consideration.

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Hetch  Hetchy  Project 

THE  City  Engineer  is  authority  for  the  statement 
that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  will  be  completed 
by  1923.  This  tremendous  undertaking,  which  will 
cost  approximately  $82,000,000,  will  give  to  San  Fran- 
cisco a  water  supply  and  ample  power  to  accommodate 
a  city  twice  its  size  and  population. 

The  project  will  provide  400  million  gallons  of  water 
daily  for  domestic  use  and  250,000  horsepower  of  hydro- 
electric energy  for  general  lighting. 

The  history  of  the  water  supply  of  San  Francisco 
dates  back  to  1858,  when  the  city  secured  its  water 
from  wells  and  springs  and  peddlers'  water  carts.  In 
that  year  wide-awake  citizens  organized  a  water  com- 
pany, and  at  that  time  there  was  a  strong  sentiment  in 
favor  of  a  municipally  owned  supply. 

Since  1901  the  City  Engineer  has  devoted  his  ener- 
gies to  planning  the  project,  and  each  year  has  shown  a 
development  of  one  of  the  finest  water  supplies  in  this 
country. 

The  building  of  the  O'Shaughnessy  dam,  the  im- 
pounding of  waters  in  Lake  Eleanor,  the  construction 
of  great  power  houses,  the  boring  of  tunnels  and  the 
building  of  pipe  lines  has  gone  on  until  now  the  work 
is  nearing  completion. 

The  citizens  of  San  Francisco  are  proud  of  the 
achievement  and  proud  of  the  far-sighted  men  who  are 
carrying  this  great  undertaking  to  completion. 

It  is  a  stupendous  piece  of  work  and  has  been  han- 
dled with  consummate  skill.  The  Hetch  Hetchy  project 
is  indeed  a  monument  to  its  builders. 
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Budget  Appropriations 

AYOR  ROSSI  and  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  en- 
titled to  the  unstinted  praise  of  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco  for  their  efforts  to  keep  down  the  tax  levy 
for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

Their  task  has  been  a  difficult  one,  but  by  judicious 
pruning  of  appropriations  for  the  many  departments 
of  the  civic  government,  the  committee  succeeded  in 
submitting  budget  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1931-32, 
the  total  of  which  is  $26,376,130  as  against  $26,858,329 
for  1931. 

The  Finance  Committee  in  its  report  states  that  the 
situation  is  the  most  acute  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  That  no  wage  reduction  was  made,  nor  increases 
in  salaries,  nor  new  positions  created,  is  evidence  of  the 
careful  consideration  that  was  given  by  the  Finance 
Committee. 


Junior  College  Students 

SUPERINTENDENT  GWINN  recently  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Education  that  259 -students  in  at- 
tendance at  San  Mateo  Junior  College  are  residents  of 
San  Francisco. 

This  statement  deserves  serious  consideration.  The 
taxpayer  who  is  compelled  to  send  his  child  a  dis- 
tance of  twenty-five  miles  for  an  education  feels  that 
he  is  entitled  to  a  better  outlook. 

San  Francisco  with  its  magnificent  school  system 
does  not  boast  a  Junior  College.  As  a  result  this  city 
and  county  must  pay  nearly  $100,000  annually  for  the 
259  students  who  travel  daily  to  our  sister  county  in 
search  of  learning. 

The  children  are  endangered  on  the  busy  highways 
or  by  speeding  interurban  service.  The  cost  of  trans- 
porting a  child  is  an  added  expense  to  the  parent. 

With  all  these  things  in  mind  it  behooves  our  alert 
city  to  erect  a  suitable  edifice  for  a  Junior  College  and 
equip  and  man  it  with  the  best  talent,  so  that  our 
children  may  be  educated  at  home. 

Play  in  Safety 

SINCE  street-playing  has  become  in  this  automobile 
age  about  as  dangerous  as  playing  with  dynamite, 
the  San  Francisco  Playground  Commission  during  the 
year  continued  its  campaign  to  discourage  street-play- 
ing by  children. 

With  the  increase  in  playground  facilities  through- 
out the  city,  the  Playground  Commission  inaugurated 
a  campaign  to  inform  parents  and  children  of  the 
dangers  attending  children  that  play  in  the  streets.  In 
addition  to  securing  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  hav- 
ing their  children  "play  in  safety"  on  the  playgrounds, 
the  Department  sought  to  extend  the  safety  education 
to  include  also  playground  children. 

Directors  at  all  playgrounds  gave  "safety  talks"  to 
children  during  the  year. 

Statistics,  furnished  by  the  Public  Safety  Depart- 
ment of  the  California  State  Automobile  Association, 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the  "play  in  safety" 
campaign.  These  statistics  disclosed  that  in  San  Fran- 
cisco 27  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  were  killed 
by  automobiles  in  1926,  18  in  1927,  and  22  in  1928. 

Every  ninety  minutes  each  day,  a  child  under  fifteen 
years  of  age  is  killed  by  an  automobile  somewhere  in 
the  United  States,  the  statistics  indicate. 

The  Playground  Commission  plans  to  continue  its 
"play  in  safety"  campaign  until  parents  will  no  longer 
knowlingly  permit  their  children  to  use  the  dangerous 
streets  for  playgrounds.

MUCH  matter  of  a  political  na- 
ture bearing  on  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  project  is  being  published 
by  some  of  our  newspapers.  Conse- 
quently the  impression  of  the  trust- 
ing reader  who  absorbs  this  without 
the  customary  grain  of  salt  is  being 
clouded  so  that  he  is  liable  to  obtain 
erroneous  ideas  about  this  great 
work  that  the  city  is  doing. 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  construction  is 
proceeding  soundly,  with  every  as- 
surance of  completion  in  1933.  It 
would    have    been    completed    one 


year  earlier  but  for  the  newspaper 
agitation  following  the  fatal  gas  ex- 
plosion of  July,  1930,  an  agitation 
which  resulted  in  a  delay  of  a  year 
and  additional  construction  costs  of 
probably  $2,000,000. 

Tunneling  Through  Livermore 
In  the  tunnel  through  the  Liver- 
more  hills  1400  men  are  working 
day  and  night  in  three  shifts,  push- 
ing forward  the  boring  at  the  rate 
of  two-thirds  of  a  mile  per  month. 
It  is  no  boy's  job,  no  work  for  a 
weakling,  no  place  for  the  man  who 


croaks  "It  can't  be  done."  The  work 
calls  for  energy  and  experience,  and 
to  those  loyal  San  Franciscans  who 
are  carrying  on,  regardless  of  snip- 
ers, the  greatest  credit  is  due. 

This  Coast  Range  tunnel  follows 
closely  the  line  located  by  John  R. 
Freeman  in  1912,  when  the  city 
abandoned  the  old  plan  of  pumping 
over  the  Altamont  summit  and  sub- 
stituted for  it  the  augmented  grav- 
ity flow  system  with  tunnels.  It 
runs  in  a  general  westerly  and 
southwesterlv  direction  from  Tesla

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Portal,  seven  miles  south  of  Tracy, 
to  Irvington  Portal,  near  Mission 
San  Jose.

Budget  Submitted 

The  City  Engineer  on  December 
14,  1925.  submitted  to  the  Super- 
visors a  budget  of  expenditures  for 
the  Foothill  Tunnel  and  for  begin- 
ning work  on  the  Coast  Range  Tun- 
nel. Two  months  later  the  portion 
of  the  budget  applying  to  the  Foot- 
hill Tunnel  was  approved  by  the 
Supervisors,  thus  allowing  that 
work  to  proceed,  but  they  withheld 
approval  of  the  Coast  Range  Tunnel 
work  to  again  question  the  advisa- 
bility of  the  tunnel  construction 
which  had  been  adopted  as  part  of 
the  Freeman  plan.  On  October  24. 
1926,  the  Coast  Range  Tunnel  bud- 
get was  again  submitted  to  the  Su- 
pervisors. In  January.  1927,  a  re- 
port was  submitted  by  Dr.  W.  F. 
Durand,  noted  hydraulic  engineer 
of  Stanford  University,  now  con- 
sulting engineer  on  the  Hoover 
Dam,  substantiating  the  City  Engi- 
neer's policy  of  tunnel  construction, 
rather  than  the  discarded  method  of 
pipe  and  pumping  over  the  moun- 
tain. On  March  5,  1927,  or  fifteen 
months  after  the  City  Engineer's 
original  request,  the  Supervisors  ap- 
proved the  budget. 

Work  Inaugurated 
Work  began  immediately.  Roads 
were  built,  camps  constructed,  and 
sinking  of  the  first  shaft  at  Arroyo 
del  Mocho,  near  Livermore,  began 
in  May,  1927.  From  the  San  Joa- 
quin Valley  to  Alameda  Creek  in 
Sunol  Valley  is  a  section  of  contin- 
uous tunnel  25.1  miles  in  length.  No

single  tunnel  of  such  length  has 
ever  before  been  attempted.  To  fa- 
cilitate construction  of  such  an  im- 
mense undertaking,  five  shafts  were 
sunk  from  canyons  down  to  the  line 
of  the  tunnel  to  lireak  the  long  tun- 
nel into  short  sections.  Two  of 
these  shafts  are  more  than  800  feet 
deep.  From  the  bottom  of  each 
shaft  tunnels  were  driven  both  east 
and  west.  From  the  two  portals 
tunnels  were  driven  to  meet  these. 

Tesla  Portal  Tunnel 

At  the  present  time  the  tunnel 
from  Tesla  Portal  has  met  the  tun- 
nel driven  east  from  Thomas  Shaft, 
a  length  of  23,306  fet,  or  twice  the 
length  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel, 
and  in  about  eight  months  this  4^-

mile  section  will  be  completely  lined 
with  concrete  and  ready  to  carry 
water.  Two  other  sections  aggre- 
gating 6.7  miles  are  expected  to  be 
"holed"  through  in  three  or  four 
months.  Of  the  total  length  of  28^ 
miles  of  tunnel,  18^^  miles  have 
been  excavated. 

The  remaining  unit  necessary  to 
complete  the  aqueduct  is  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Pipe  Line,  47.4 
miles  in  length.  Ordinarily  eighteen 
months'  time  would  be  required  to 
construct  this  line,  and  until  re- 
cently it  was  considered  advisable 
to  defer  its  construction  until  such 
time  that  it  and  the  Coast  Range 
Tunnel  might  be  completed  simul- 
taneously— in  other  words,  that  the 
pipe  line  should  not  be  completed  to 
lie  idle  until  the  tunnel  might  be 
ready  for  use.  The  yearly  loss  from 
prior  construction  is  4]A  per  cent  on 
cost  and  I'/j  per  cent  on  deprecia- 
tion annuallv,  a  total  of  6  per  cent 
on  $7,000,000,  or  $420,000.  But  a 
succession  of  winters  of  very  low 
rainfall  has  indicated  the  wisdom  of 
earlier  completion  of  the  pipe  line 
to  assure  emergency  water  if  next 
winter  also  should  be  abnormally 
dry. 

Rainfall  Recorded 

A  record  of  San  Francisco's  rain- 
fall has  been  kept  since  1849.  Dur- 
ing this  period  the  average  rainfajl 
has  been  over  22  inches  per  year. 
With  this  amount  of  precipitntion, 
the  local  water  system  formerly 
owned  by  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  is  capable  of  producing 
65,000,000  gallons  daily,  while  the 
draff  on  the  s>  stem  is  only  52,000,- 
000  gallons  daily.  Until  now  it  has 
been  conceded  by  all  engineers  that 
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this  system  could  produce  ample 
water  for  the  city  until  1932  or  later. 
Three  successive  dry  years  have 
caused  a  crisis  this  year  in  our 
water  supply. 

The  Raker  Act 

The  Raker  Act,  under  which  San 
Francisco  was  granted  certain  rights 
in  Yosemite  National  Park,  states 
"that  the  said  grantee  shall  not  di- 
vert beyond  the  limits  of  the  San 
Joaquin  Valle}-  any  more  of  the 
waters  from  the  Tuolumne  water- 
shed than,  together  with  the  waters 
which  it  now  has  or  may  hereafter 
acquire,  shall  be  necessary  for  its 
beneficial  use  for  domestic  and 
other  municipal  purposes."  To  avoid 
conflict  with  this  stipulation,  the 
time  of  completion  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  system  was  fixed,  very  con- 
servatively, for  1932.  to  synchronize 
with  exhaustion  of  Spring  Valley 
sources. 

To  carry  the  city  safely  over  the 
present  period  of  low  storage  of 
water  in  the  local  reservoirs,  an 
emergency  connection  has  been 
made  between  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
pipe  at  Newark  and  the  pipe  of  the 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District 
at  San  Lorenzo.  This  district  has  a 
pipe  line  from  Pardee  Reservoir  on 
the  Mokelumne  River  to  Berkeley, 
with  capacity  of  about  65,000,000 
gallons  daily,  while  the  average 
daily  consumption  in  the  district  is 


about  36,000,000  gallons  daily.  The 
emergency  connection,  consisting  of 
thirteen  miles  of  36-inch  and  44- 
inch  main,  is  delivering,  since  Feb- 
ruary 25,  about  17,000,000  gallons 
daily  and  additional  work  is  now 
being  done  which,  by  July  1,  will 
double  its  capacity.  The  sale  price 
of  the  water  is  four  cents  per  hun- 
dred cubic  feet.  The  entire  trans- 
action of  constructing  the  pipe  line 
in  record-breaking  time  and  secur- 
ing this  water  was  made  possible  by 
the  very  friendly  cooperation  of  the 
officials  of  the  district  with  the  City 
Engineer's  office  and  the  Water  De- 
partment. 

Sunset  District  Wells 

Wells  in  the  Sunset  District,  near 
the  Ocean  Beach,  are  supplying 
6,000,000  gallons  daily.  The  devel- 
opment of  these  wells  is  the  result 
of  a  study  of  underground  water 
supply  in  San  Francisco  made  un- 
der direction  of  the  City  Engineer 
in  1913.  This  study  disclosed  the 
existence  of  an  extensive  ground 
water  supply  in  the  comparatively 
undeveloped  and  lightly  populated 
area  e.xtending  from  the  hilly  back- 
bone of  the  city  out  to  the  ocean 
beach. 

In  1924,  one  of  the  driest  seasons 
on  record,  the  City  Engineer  re- 
quested the  officials  of  the  water 
company  to  sink  wells  in  this  neigh- 
borhood, but  they  declined  to  listen. 


Last  year,  shortly  prior  to  acquisi- 
tion of  the  company's  system  by  the 
city,  he  again  repeated  his  request, 
and  the  company  began  construc- 
tion of  a  well  system,  pumping  sta- 
tion and  pipe  line,  to  deliver  6,000,- 
000  gallons  daily.  The  work  was 
completed  by  the  city's  Water  De- 
partment and  is  in  operation  since 
June,  1930. 

Alameda  Tunnels 

The  developed  flow  from  Hetch 
Hetchy  Alameda  tunnels  is  4,000,- 
000  gallons  daily,  so  through  co- 
operation with  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, the  water  supply  has  been  in- 
creased 40,000,000  gallons  daily  this 
year.  Thus  we  are  assured  of  am- 
ple water.  If  we  are  favored  with 
normal  or  above  normal  rainfall 
next  winter,  our  reservoirs  will  be 
well  filled. 

As  additional  assurance  it  has 
been  decided  to  lay  the  60,000,000 
gallons  daily  San  Joaquin  Pipe  Line 
immediately.  Bids  will  be  received 
May  20,  l931,  specifying  a  time  of 
completion  of  one  year.  If  we 
should  be  threatened  with  water 
shortage  after  next  winter's  rains,  it 
would  then  be  in  order  to  determine 
ways  and  means  to  deliver  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  over  one  of  the  passes 
in  the  Coast  Range  for  delivery 
from  Tesla  to  our  constructed  pipe 
lines.

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Safeguarding  of  Water  Supply  a 
Health  Department  Function

THE  safeguarding  of  our  public 
water  supply  is  one  of  the  most 
important  functions  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health. 

The  procedure  must  embrace  a 
number  of  precautions  that  deal 
with  the  sanitation  of  the  storage 
system,  both  inside  and  outside  of 
the  city  limits,  and  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  factors  that  have  to 
do  with  disease.  Aristotle,  many 
centuries  ago,  said :  "The  greatest 
influence  on  earth  is  exerted  by 
those  things  which  we  most  freeh- 
and frequently  require  for  our  ex- 
istence, and  this  is  especially  true  of 
water  and  air." 

Water  is  not  technically  classed 
as  a  food,  but  it  is  an  essential  arti- 
cle of  diet  and  is  a  prime  necessity 
of  life,  which,  in  addition  to  entering 
the  dietary  of  the  individual,  is  also 
important  for  the  proper  cleansing 
of  the  person,  clothing,  and  of  our 
environment. 

Water  in  nature  contains  impuri- 
ties in  solution  and  in  suspension. 
Some  of  these  are  organic  and  some 
are  inorganic.  They  consist  of  va- 
rious gases,  fluids,  and  solid  sub- 
stances, but  these  are  not  generally 
the  disease-bearing  type  of  impuri- 
ties, and  it  is  the  latter  which  the 
Department  of  Health  must  seek  to 
prevent  entering  this  city's  water 
supply  and  which  comes  generally 
through  contamination  by  sewage 
of  the  discharges  of  carriers  of  the 
communicable  diseases. 

Safeguarding  Supply 

To  safeguard  the  water  supply, 
the  department  has  recommended  to 
the  Division  of  Water  Works  that 
no  picnics,  camping  or  uncontrolled 
habitation  be  had  on  the  watersheds 
that  border  the  storage  reservoirs. 
As  an  additional  safeguard,  the  sup- 
f)ly  from  these  reservoirs  is  chlori- 
nated prior  to  entering  the  storage 
system  for  distribution  to  the  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  city.  Here  again 
before  the  product  enters  the  service 
pipes  the  water  is  once  more  chlori- 
nated, thus  doubly  insuring  the 
elimination  of  pathogens  or  human 
disease-bearing  organisms.

The  water  supply  of  our  city  is 
being  daily  examined  and  has  been 
free  of  pollution.  Every  effort  will 
be  bent  to  keep  it  so.  It  may  be 
interesting  to  the  general  reader  to 
follow  the  procedure  carried  on  by 
the  laboratory  of  the  Department  of 
Health  in  the  examination  of  our 
water  supply.  The  methods  followed 
by  our  laboratory  are  those  outlined 
in  the  standard  methods  of  water 
analysis  as  set  forth  by  the  Ameri- 
can Public  Health  Association  in 
1923. 

Weekly  Tests 

Samples  from  the  incoming  supply 
are  collected  weekly  at  the  source 
of  entry  to  the  city  reservoirs,  while 
daily  examinations  are  made  from 
these  distributing  reservoirs  or 
wells.  The  samples  are  collected  in 
four-ounce  glass  stopper  bottles 
which  have  been  sterilized  and  cov- 
ered so  as  to  prevent  any  outside 
contamination.  These  are  for  bac- 
teriological investigation.  A  larger 
or  half-pint  bottle  is  collected  for 
the  chemical  examination  at  the 
same  time. 

These  samples  are  received  at  the 
laboratory  within  four  hours  after 
they  are  collected  so  they  are  not 
iced.  If  not  examined  immediately 
after  they  are  received,  they  are  at 
once  placed  in  the  ice  box. 


Inasmuch  as  the  chemical  findings 
of  our  water  supply  vary  but  little 
from  time  to  time,  the  detailed  an- 
alysis which  includes  the  determina- 
tion of  total  solids,  ammonia  and 
albuminoid  nitrogen,  nitrates,  nit- 
rites, oxygen  consumed,  total  resi- 
due, fixed  residue,  etc.,  has  been  dis- 
continued. The  latter  tests,  how- 
ever, are  made  on  well  waters  and 
those  from  unknown  sources. 

At  the  present  time  the  routine 
chemical  examination  consists  of 
the  determination  of  turbidity,  color, 
alkalinity  and  chlorine  content. 

Bacteria  Tests 

Bacteriologically,  the  w^ater  is  ex- 
amined for  the  total  colony  count 
per  cc.  for  the  presence  of  B.  Coli. 
Plates  from  each  sample  are  made 
on  agar  (A.  P.  H.  A.  standards)  and 
incubated  at  37  degrees  C  for  24 
hours,  at  the  end  of  which  time  they 
are  counted.  The  second  set  is  in- 
cubated at  room  temperature  for  the 
period  of  forty-eight  hours,  when 
it  is  also  counted. 

The  follow-ing  quantities  are  in- 
oculated in  lactose  broth  fermenta- 
tion tubes  containing  at  least  three 
times  the  amount  of  media  to  water 
used :  For  each  sample  we  use  five 
tubes,  to  each  of  which  10  cc.  of 
water  is  added ;  one  tube  to  which  1 
cc.  of  water  is  added,  and  one  tuber 
to  which  .1  cc.  of  water  is  added. 
These  are  then  incubated  at  37  de- 
grees for  twenty-four  hours,  at  the 
end  of  which  time  they  are  examined 
for  presence  or  absence  of  gas.  In- 
cubation is  continued  for  another 
twenty-four  hours,  and  then  sub- 
cultures from  tubes  showing  10  per 
cent  or  more  gas  are  made  on  endo 
or  eosin  methylene  plates  and  at  the 
end  of  twenty-four  hours"  incubation 
the  plates  are  examined  for  the  pres- 
ence of  colonies  of  B.  Coli.  These 
are  picked  and  inoculated  in  lactose 
broth  tubes  and  examined  on  the 
following  day,  and  if  gas  has  been 
produced  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  is 
confirmed. 

Additional    tests,    namely    methyl 
red  and  V'oges-Proskauer,  are  then 
made  to  determine  if  the  B.  Coli  are

MARCH  3,  1931,  marked  the 
completion  of  the  first  year 
of  operation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  and  it  is  of  in- 
terest to  look  back  over  the  year  and 
review  some  of  the  experiences  and 
results  of  that  first  year  of  the  de- 
partment's life. 

It  has  been  a  year  during  which 
San  Francisco's  newest  municipal 
enterprise  has  been  called  upon  to 
meet  various  crucial  tests,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  department  has 


met  these  tests  has  been  a  source  of 
gratification. 

Borrowed  Postage 

Starting  without  a  dollar  on 
March  3,  1930,  it  was  necessary  even 
to  borrow  money  to  buy  postage 
stamps  to  mail  out  the  water  bills, 
as  Uncle  Sam  will  not  extend  credit 
for  stamps. 

Likewise,  it  was  necessary  for  the 
City  Treasurer  to  advance  to  us  suf- 
ficient funds  to  cover  the  first 
month's    pay    roll,    which    was    due 


before  collections  for  water  sold  dur- 
ing the  first  month's  operation  would 
be  available. 

From  this  modest  beginning  we 
find  ourselves  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year's  operation  with  a  profit  of  cash 
in  hand  in  our  surplus  account  of 
over  $500,000 — this  after  having 
paid  all  operating  expenses,  taxes 
and  bond  interest  charges,  and  after 
having  paid  off  on  the  purchase  price 
the  sum  of  $750,000  in  bond  redemp- 
tion.

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Add  to  Investment 

In  addition  to  this,  there  has 
Iieen  added  to  our  capital  in- 
vestment the  sum  of  $1,314.- 
570,  representing  expenditures 
for  various  additions  to  the 
system,  including  extension  of 
our  water  mains  to  provide  ad- 
ditional facilities  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  installation  of  the 
Sunset  wells,  which  have  added 
five  and  one-half  million  gal- 
lons daily  available  supply  ;  the 
construction  of  the  Upper  Ala- 
meda Tunnel,  which  will  add 
thirteen  million  gallons  daily 
to  our  average  water  produc- 
tion, and  various  other  items. 

Complaint  Adjusted 

Immediately  upon  our  start- 
ing to  function,  we  were 
swamped  with  complaints  al- 
leging raises  in  water  rates, 
speeding  up  of  meters,  etc.  In- 
vestigation showed  that  these 
complaints  were  in  part  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  average  water 
hill  is  a  minimum  in  the  month 
of  March,  the  time  of  taking  over 
the  properties,  and  that  the  average 
bill  increased  through  the  summer 
months  to  a  maximum  in  Septem- 
ber, when  it  is  30  per  cent  higher 
than  the  minimum  bill,  after  which 
the  average  again  gradually  reduces 
to  the  minimum. 

This  perfectly  natural  condition 
was  seized  upon  and  exploited  by 
persons  and  interests  unfriendly  to 
the  public  ownership  of  our  water 
supply,  and  much  capital  was  made 
of  it.  However,  a  careful  and  sys- 
tematic follow-up  of  each  complaint 
has  resulted  in  clearing  up  this  con- 
dition almost  entirely,  so  that  now 
we  occasionally  receice  letters  ex- 
pressing appreciation  for  our  assist- 
ance in  locating  leakage  which  has 
resulted  in  reduction  of  consumers' 
bills. 

In  the  late  summer  of  1930  the 
low  state  of  our  storage  and  the 
marked  lowering  of  the  water  plane 
in  the  Pleasanton  gravels  forced 
serious  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
taking  steps  to  make  provision  for 
augmenting  our  water  supply  in  the 
event  that  we  should  experience  an- 
other year  of  deficient  rainfall. 

Additional  Water 

Following  a  thorough  study  of  the 
situation,  a  report  was  made  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  who,  under 
date  of  October  14,  authorized  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  East  Bay  Mu- 
nicipal Utility  District  to  secure  an 
additional  suj)ply  of  twenty  million

gallons  of  water  a  day,  more  or  less, 
from  this  source,  and  also  enacted 
an  ordinance  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  the  necessary  pipe  line 
and  pumping  plant  for  delivering 
the  water  purchased  from  the  east 
bay  into  the  system  of  the  Water 
Department. 

The  contract  for  this  pipe  line, 
which  was  appro.ximately  thirteen 
miles  in  length,  consisting  of  36" 
and  44"  diameter  pipe,  was  awarded 
on  November  5,  1930,  to  the  West- 
ern Pipe  and  Steel  Company,  which 
company,  by  working  three  shifts, 
completed  the  connection  and  we 
began  delivering  water  into  our  sys- 
tem from  this  s(Hirce  on  the  morning 
of  February  22.  1931. 

Special  provisions  were  written 
into  the  contract  to  provide  for  the 
discontinuance  of  work  with  the 
least  e-xpense  to  the  city  in  the  event 
that  at  any  stage  of  the  work  suffi- 
cient rain  should  fall  to  replenish 
our  storage  to  such  extent  as  to 
render  completion  of  this  emergency 
connection  unnecessary. 

As  the  season  developed,  however, 
we  experienced  one  of  the  driest 
years  on  record,  and  the  connection 
was  completed  none  too  soon  to 
avert  what  otherwise  would  have 
been  a  most  disastrous  water  short- 
age. 

Increased  Capacity 

.■\s  the  situation  now  is,  with  this 
emergency  connection  installed,  the 
capacity  of  which  is  being  increased 
to  provide  for  delivery  of  thirt\'-five 
niillion    gallons    a    day    from    this 


source,  and  with  the  increased  ca- 
pacity due  to  the  Sunset  wells,  we 
expect  to  be  able  to  go  through  this 
year  to  the  next  rainy  season  with- 
out having  to  place  into  effect  any 
drastic  regulations  to  curtail  the 
reasonable  use  of  water,  although  a 
campaign  has  been  launched  to 
eliminate  waste  and  the  unnecessary 
use  of  water. 

Year  of  Adjustment 
The  year  has  been  one  of  adjust- 
ment. It  is  difficult  to  apreciate  the 
many  changes  in  practice,  methods 
of  accounting,  and  policies  which 
were  involved  in  changing  over  a 
privately-operated  utility  of  this 
magnitude  to  one  under  public 
operation. 

For  example,  the  ap])lication  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  civil 
service  to  an  organization  which  had 
been  in  the  past  free  from  any  such 
restrictions;  the  adjustment  of  work 
to  fit  the  eight-hour  day  require- 
ments applicable  to  all  municipal 
work  as  against  the  latitude  of  un- 
limited overtinic  utilized  by  the 
private  company  to  meet  variation 
in  volume  of  work  to  be  performed 
at  different  periods  of  the  month; 
adjustment  of  the  practices  of  pur- 
chasing materials,  entering  into  con- 
tracts ;  all  of  these  changes  have  in- 
volved no  small  ])roblcm  and  have 
necessitated  more  or  less  additional 
work  while  being  worked  out,  but, 
due  to  the  s])leiulid  s])irit  of  the  or- 
ganization, the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment is  now  proceeding  smoothly 
under  these  new  conditions.

Government  Standards 

We  aim  to  have  the  supi)ly  com- 
ply with  the  standards  f)f  the  United 
States  Treasury  1  )e])artnient,  which 
allows  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  in 
one  tube  only  of  10  cc.  amount  and 


a  colony  count  that  does  not  exceed 
100  cc.  at  37  degree  incubation. 

San  Francisco  always  has  been  a 
liberal  user  of  water,  but  its  citizens 
should  realize  that  for  several  years 
])ast  conditifins  bordering  on  drought 
have  prevailed  throughout  the  West. 
While  this  is  not  regional,  as  the 
same  condition  has  prevailed  all  over 
the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States, 
with  few  exce])tions,  conservation 
methods  have  become  necessary, 
just  as  it  is  today  in  our  locality. 
The  Health  Department  will  do  its 
part  to  assist  in  maintaining  our 
water  sujiply   pure   and   im])olluted.

DURING  the  fall  of  1930  it  be- 
came apparent  to  the  officials 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment that  there  would  be  a  serious 
water  shortage  for  the  coming  year 
unless  the  catchment  from  rainfall 
in  the  storage  reservoirs  during  the 
season  of  1930-31  was  considerably 
above  normal. 

The   seriousness   of   the   situation 
was  brought  about  by  the  fact  that, 


as  a  resut  of  several  years  of  defi- 
cient rainfall,  the  reservoir  storage 
on  January  1,  1931,  would  be  drawn 
down  to  about  five  billion  gallons, 
or  about  ninety  days'  supply,  unless 
early  and  abnormally  heavy  rainfall 
replenished  this  storage. 

To  insure  against  such  a  water 
shortage  two  available  sources  were 
at  hand  that  would  supply  not  less 
than    twenty    million    gallons    daily.

which  amount  would  be  sufficient 
i-nder  normal  rainfall  conditions, 
but  so  arranged  that  the  capacity 
could  be  increased  to  thirty  million 
gallons  daily,  or  more,  should  the 
conditions  warrant. 

These  two  available  sources  of 
supply  were  the  San  Joaquin  River, 
near  Tracy,  and  the  East  Bay  Mu- 
nicipal Utility  District.  No  other 
sources  could  produce  the  quantities 
of  water  required  and  be  con- 
structed within  the  time  specified, 
which  was  not  later  than  May  1, 
1931. 

The  plan  to  bring  water  from  the 
San  Joaquin  River  contemplated  re- 
leasing of  Hetch  Hetchy  water  at 
Moccasin  Power  House  to  the  river

and  pumping  an  equal  amount  out 
near  Tracy,  boosting  the  same 
through  some  twenty-two  miles  of 
pipe  over  the  Altamont  Pass,  east 
of  Livermore,  then  allowing  it  to 
run  in  the  natural  stream  channels 
or  pipe,  a  distance  of  about  twenty 
miles  to  Sunol,  where  it  would  be 
picked  up  and  taken  into  the  exist- 
ing conduit. 

The  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District  supplying  water  to  Oak- 
land. Berkeley,  .Mameda,  and  other 
communities  on  the  east  side  of  San 
Francisco  Bay,  by  virtue  of  its  re- 
cently completed  Mokelumne  River 
system,  was  in  a  position  to  supply 
water  to  San  Francisco.  The  plan 
to  supplv  water  from  this  source  re- 
quired the  construction  of  a  pump- 
ing plant  and  thirteen  miles  of  pipe 
line  to  convey  the  water  from  the 
East  Bay  Munici])al  Utility  District 
system  at  San  Lorenzo  to  the  exist- 
ing Hctch  Hetchy  sixty-inch  pipe  at 
Newark,  .Mameda  County. 

After  carefully  considering  all  the 
elements  of  the  problem,  the  East 
Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  sup- 
ply was  considered  the  most  advan- 
tageous, and  negotiations  were  en- 
tered into  with  the  officials  of  the 
utility  district,  as  a  result  of 
which  negotiation  an  agreement  was 
drawn  up  early  in  October,  1930,  be- 
tween the  district  and  the  city,  to 
the  mutual  benefit  of  both   parties. 

The  advantages  of  the  east  bay 
connection  over  that  of  the  San 
Joacjuin  River  plan  were  enumer- 
ated as  follows : 

L  Lower  initial  capital  expendi- 
tures.

The  plans  ])rovided  for  the  con- 
struction of  about  35,000  feet  of 
44"xA"  and  32,000  of  36"x>4" 
welded  or  lock  bar  pipe  with  an  al- 
ternative of  46  inch  and  38  inch,  if 
riveted  pipe  were  used.  A  ])umping 
station  was  located  at  San  Lorenzo 
with  an  installed  capacity  of  twenty 
million  gallon.s  daily,  with  provi- 
sions for  enlarging  it  to  thirty  mil- 
lion gallons  a  day  if  necessary. 

The  lioard  of  Supervisors  appro- 
priated SI. 096,000  for  the  construc- 
tion   of    this    connection,    including

provision  for  change  of  the  East 
Bay  system  to  make  possible  the  de- 
livery of  water  at  a  rate  of  thirty 
million  gallons  daily.  Immediately 
thereafter  the  City  Engineering  De- 
])artment  of  San  Francisco  prepared 
the  specifications  for  the  pijie  line; 
meantime  the  Water  Department 
made  surveys  of  the  route. 

Bids  iar  the  fal)rication  and  con- 
struction    of    the     pipe     line     were 


opened  October  29,  1930.  The  con- 
tract, which  provided  for  comple- 
tion of  the  pipe  line  within  120  days, 
was  awarded  to  the  Western  Pipe 
and  Steel  Company  November  5, 
1930,  for  $(>48,000,  on  the  basis 
of  welded  steel  pipe  dipped  and 
wrapped  with  a  protective  coating.

completed  in  1933.  Oakdale  Portal, 
the  westerly  terminus  of  the  Foot- 
hill Tunnel,  is  in  Tuolumne  County 
and  lies  about  four  miles  southeast 
of  Knights  Ferry.  From  this  point 
the  new  pipe  line  will  descend 
through  a  rocky  country  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  8  miles,  crossing  one 
deep  canyon,  over  a  200  ft.  right  of 
way  which  is  now  being  acquired, 
until  it  meets  the  present  Hetch 
Hetchy  power  transmission  line. 
From  this  intersection  westerly 
across  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  the 
City  already  owns  a  strij)  of  land  111) 
ft.  or  greater  in  width,  one  edge  of 
which  is  now  ficcupied  \>y  the  power 
transmission  line.

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At  the  crossing  of  the  San 
Joaquin  River  and  at  Elliott  Cut  the 
pipe  will  be  depressed  below  stream 
bottom  and  will  rest  on  concrete 
saddles  supported  by  timber  piling. 
The  pipe  will  be  encased  in  a  rein- 
forced concrete  jacket  6  in.  thick  and 
lined  inside  with  cement  plaster  of 
minimum  thickness  of  IJ/2  in.  In 
the  low,  swampy  areas  near  by,  the 
pipe  will  lie  in  concrete  saddles  on 
timber  piling. 

The  present  tunnel  at  Oakdale 
Portal  will  be  extended  as  concrete 
conduit  10  ft.  3  in.  diameter  for  2()0 
ft.,  ending  as  a  spherical,  steel  mani- 
fold with  three  6  ft.  outlets,  one  for 
the  present  pipe  and  two  for  future 
additions. 

The  City  will  furnish  a  number  of 
large  valves  and  miscellaneous  fit- 
tings to  be  used  on  the  pipe  and  will 
also  defray  the  expense  of  several 
concrete  culverts  under  existing  rail- 
roads. 

Residents  of  San  Francisco  are 
given  preference  for  employment  on 
this  work.  The  minimum  wage  is 
specified  as  "not  less  than  the  mini- 
mum rate  of  wages  paid  by  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
similar  work."  The  Contractor  will 
maintain  an  employment  office  in 
San  Francisco. 

Until  recently  it  had  been  plan- 
ned to  defer  construction  of  this 
pipe  line  to  such  time  that  it  and 
the  Coast  Range  Tunnel  should  be 
completed  simultaneously,  which 
obviously  is  the  most  economical 
program,  and  would  save  the  City 
about  $500,000  in  interest  and  de- 
preciation.   However,  as  double  as- 


surance of  ample  water  for  our  im- 
medite  needs  it  next  winter  should 
prove  abnormally  dry.  it  was  de- 
cided to  proceed  immediately  with 
this  construction.  Should  there  be 
danger  of  water  shortage  next  year, 
it  will  be  simple  and  comparatively 
inexpensive   to   deliver   water   from

the  west  end  of  this  pipe  line,  by 
construction  of  a  temporary  plant 
for  pumping  over  one  of  the  passes 
of  the  Coast  Range,  allowing  the 
water  to  sink  through  the  gravels 
of  the  Livermore  X'alley  and  be  re- 
covered Ijy  pumping  from  the  Pleas- 
anton  Wells. 

Scanty  Fainfall 

The  unprecedented  succession  of 
seasons  of  less  than  normal  rainfall 
has  played  havoc  with  the  reserve 
water  supply  of  the  local  water  sys- 
tem. With  normal  rainfall  of  22 
inches  annually,  this  system  has 
without  challenge  been  held  to  have 
a  safe  yield  of  65  million  gallons 
daily.  For  the  last  two  years  the 
system  has  been  supplying  52  m.g.d., 
but  it  has  been  at  the  price  of  de- 
creasing storage. 

Before  acquisition  of  the  system 
by  the  City, the  Company's  engineers 
had  given  very  serious  study  to  the 
best  method  of  an  emergency  sup- 
ply if  the  Com])any's  own  sources 
should  become  inadequate.  Two 
methods  were  considered — one  to 
install  a  i)ipe  and  pumping  system 
to  take  water  from  the  San  Joaquin 
River  at  a  point  southeasterly  from 
Tracy,  the  other  to  install  a  pipe 
and  i)unii)ing  system  to  take  water 
from  the  Fast  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District  at  San  Lorenzo.  The  latter 


method  proved  the  more  desirable 
and  was  adopted  by  the  City  after 
acquiring  the  pro])erties  of  the 
\Vater  Company.  Since  February 
25,  1930,  we  are  receiving  17  m.g.d. 
through  the  emergency  connection. 
By  July  the  District  will  have  com- 
pleted an  additional  feeder  pipe 
which  will  more  than  double  this 
capacity. 

Sunset  District 

A  system  of  16  wells  on  44th  Ave- 
nue in  the  Sunset  District  is  yield- 
ing 6  m.g.d.  This  well  system  was 
strongly  urged  on  the  Water  Com- 
pany by  the  City  Engineer  during 
and  after  the  1923-24  drought,  but 
no  action  was  then  taken  until 
shortly  before  acquisition  of  the 
water  properties  by  the  City.  The 
work  begun  by  the  Company  has 
been  completed  by  the  City. 

The  water  developed  by  driving 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Tunnel  through 
the  Coast  Range,  which  is  received 
into  the  Water  Department  system, 
amounts  to  4  m.g.d.  The  usual  yield 
of  10  to  15  m.g.d.  is  being  obtained 
from  the  Livermore  Valley  gravels 
through  the  Pleasanton  Wells  while 
Lake  Merced  is  producing  the  3 
m.g.d.  that  it  has  uniformly  con- 
tributed since  1877. 

In  addition  to  the  main  divisions 
of  Coast  Range  Tunnel  and  San 
Joaquin  Pipe,  two  small  sections  of 
aqeuduct  remain  to  be  completed. 
One  of  these  is  Yz  mile  of  9>4  ft. 
diameter  pipe  at  Red  Mountain  Bar, 
5  miles  west  of  Moccasin  Power 
House,  where  the  aqueduct  crosses 
Tuolumne  River.  The  other  is  1.3 
miles  of  5  ft.  pipe  to  connect  from 
Irvington  Portal,  the  westerly 
terminus  of  the  Coast  Range  Tun- 
nel, to  the  Bay  Crossing  Pipe  Line. 

Water  Situation 

A  careful  study  of  the  water  situa- 
tion is  now  being  made  by  this 
office  as  a  basis  of  recommendations 
as  to  the  advisability  of  construction 
of  an  emergency  pumping  line  over 
the  Coast  Range.  If  such  a  line  is 
built,  it  must  be  of  the  cheapest  type 
of  construction,  for  a  useful  period 
of  about  two  years,  and  it  would  be 
wanton  extravagance  to  sink  large 
sums  of  Hetch  Hetchy  bond  money 
in  it,  when  it  will  be  entirely  super- 
seded by  the  tunnel  upon  completion 
in  1933.  Each  item  of  temporary 
construction  takes  from  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  bond  ftnul  money  that  must 
be  replaced  to  finish  the  main  aque- 
duct tunnel.  Work  on  the  tunnels 
must  be  prf)sccuted  continuously  to 
completion  or  the  City  will  lose  the 
sum  already  invested  in   the  work.

THESE  are  the  men  who  are 
responsible  for  producing  and 
transporting  the  water  supply  of 
San  Francisco  from  its  source  to 
the  householder. 

A.  W.  Ebright,  Superintendent  of 
Alameda  Division,  is  in  charge  of 
collecting  some  forty  million  gal- 
lons daily  from  the  various  sources 
in  Alameda  County  and  starting  it 
on  its  way  through  pipes  to  San 
Francisco    Bay,    from    which    point 


the  responsibility  is  taken  over  by 
George  J.  Davis,  Superintendent  of 
the  Peninsula  Division,  the  water 
from  this  point  being  transported  in 
the  main  pipe  system  through  San 
Mateo  County  to  their  terminus  at 
the  distributing  reservoirs  in  San 
Francisco. 

During  this  transportation  the 
water  is  pumped  at  Ravenswood, 
Belmont,  Millbrae,  and  Crystal 
Springs.    About  twenty  million  gal- 


lons a  day  are  collected  in  the  Crys- 
tal Springs,  San  Andreas,  and  Pilar- 
citos  Reservoir  from  the  water 
sheds  in  San  Mateo  County  and 
added  to  the  supply  from  Alameda 
County  before  it  reaches  this  city.

City  Treasurer  Disburses 
Millions  Under  Big  Dome 


HAS  HAD   LONG  SERVICE  AS 
A  CITY  SUPERVISOR 


LWAYS  a  busy  place  and  a 
center  of  attraction  under  the 
Big  Dome,  b}-  reason  of  the  niilHons 
received  and  disbursed,  the  city's 
bank,  represented  by  Duncan  Math- 
eson,  treasurer,  and  his  competent 
and  obliging  staflF,  has  been  more 
than  usually  active  of  late. 

This  has  been  due  to  the  large 
amount  of  municipal  bonds  that 
have  recently  been  sold  by  the  city, 
and  the  treasurer  is  the  custodian 
of  all  city  bonds  and  attends  to  the

many  responsible  details  connected 
with  sale  and  delivery  of  bonds  to 
the  purchasing  syndicate. 

These  bonrls  require  the  signa- 
tures of  four  officials,  viz :  The 
Mayor,  treasurer,  auditor,  and  clerk 
of  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors. 

After  that,  the  redoubtable  Tiv 
Kreling,  official  "affixer,"  sees  that 
the  citj'  seal  is  placed  on  each  $1(XKJ 
1)ond. 

Recounted,  rearranged,  put  in  tin 
boxes  by  treasurer's  deputies,  pur- 
chasers make  an  advance  audit  pre- 
paratory to  final  acceptance  and  full 
payment,  at  which  time  securities 
are  shipped  East  to  mingle  in  the 
marts  of  commerce. 


After  receiving  the  big  check,  the 
initial  entries  are  made  that  spell 
financial  history  and  material  prog- 
ress for  San  Francisco. 

Then  the  treasurer  finds  a  way  to 
loan  the  money  out  at  substantial 
rates  of  interest,  to  be  kept  in  banks 
until  contracts  and  claims  eventu- 
ally use  it  up. 

Advertise  for  Bids 

On  May  4  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors advertised  for  bids  on  10.400,000 
4J/2%  municipal  bonds,  made  up  of 
$8,000,000  Ketch  Hetchy,  1928; 
S2,000,000  War  Memorial  (known  as 
Memorial  Halls)  ;  $150,000  public 
parks  and  squares;  $15,000  boule- 
vards and  roads ;  and  $100,000  play- 
ground bonds. 

The  highest  bidder  was  a  syndi- 
cate headed  by  the  Anglo  London 
Paris  Company  of  San  Francisco. 
The  other  members  were  Bank- 
america  Company,  First  National 
P.ank,  New  York ;  the  National  City 
Company,  Detroit  Company,  Inc., 
Weeden  &  Co.,  Kean  Ta3dor  &  Co., 
Eldredge  &  Co.,  Wallace,  Sanderson 
it  Co.,  William  Cavalier  &  Co., 
Mercantile-Commerce  Company. 

This  group  hid  $10,909,600,  giving 
a  premium  of  $509,600  amounting  to 
4.9%  on  par  value  of  the  l)onds.  The 
average  net  interest  cost  to  the  city 
is  4.1094.  The  syndicate  reoffered 
the  securities  to  the  public  to  yield 
from  2.20  to  4.10,  based  upon  maturi- 
ties. 

During  the  present  fiscal  vear  a 
total  of  $18,625,000  city  bond's  have 
been  sold.  Premiums  on  these  bonds 
brought  an  additional  $900,894. 

The  treasurer  points  out  that 
probably  bond  sales  will  not  be  so 
large  in  the  future,  with  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  practically  financed  and  all 
the  War  Memorial  funds  now  at  the 
disposal  of  the  trustees. 

At  this  date  there  remain  in  the 
treasury  unsold  miscellaneous  mu- 
nicipal bonds  amounting  to  $9,555,- 
000,  which  inclutles  all  authoriza- 
tions from  the  public. 

That  leaves  outstanding  $155,104,- 
400,  the  bonded  debt  of  the  city, 
which  includes  $63,500,000  Hetch 
Hetchy  system  and  $40,000,000 
Spring  Valley  bonds. 


Supervisor  Warren  Shannon  has 
always  manifested  a  deep  interest  in 
civic  affairs  of  San  Francisco. 

He  is  a  native  of  this  city,  having 
been  born  on  Jessie  Street  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  Post  Office. 

Mr.  Shannon  obtained  his  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  this 
city,  having  attended  the  Reading 
Primary  School  at  Pine  and  Larkin 
Streets,  the  Clement  Grammar 
School  and  graduated  from  the 
Pacific  Heights  School.  He  also  at- 
tended the  Boys'  High  and  the  Com- 
mercial High  Schools. 

On  completing  his  studies  he  en- 
tered the  printing  business  which 
was  established  by  his  father  in 
1850. 

In  1918  he  had  charge  of  Gov- 
ernor Rolph's  1918  campaign  in  Los 
Angeles. 

In  July  of  the  following  year  he 
was  appointed  by  Governor  (then 
Mayor)  Rolph  of  this  city,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

pressed  under  county  and  private 
roads,  and  elevated  on  hlockins; 
where  the  soil  conditions  might  en- 
danger the  pipe,  as  for  a  consider- 
able length  of  the  route  was  over 
uncultivated  salt  marsh  land. 

Right  of  Way 

The  right  of  way  was  obtained  by 
condemnation  proceedings  Decem- 
ber 21.  1930. 

The  installation  of  the  pipe  line 
started  immediately  thereafter.  In 
spite  of  delays  caused  by  rain  and 
some  right-of-way  difficulties,  the 
construction  was  completed  on  Feb- 
ruary 21,  108  days  after  award  of 
contract,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  contract  the  contractor 
earned  a  substantial  bonus. 

Meanwhile  the  pump  station,  stand 
pipe  and  appurtenances  were  being 
constructed  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment by  force  account.  The  ini- 
tial installed  pumping  capacity  of 
twenty  million  gallons  daily  is  ob- 
tained by  three  LJyron  Jackson  cen- 
trifugal pumps  driven  by  three 
250  H.  P.  General  Electric  syn- 
chronous motors.  In  order  to  pre- 
vent damage  to  the  district  system, 
should  there  be  a  sudden  shutdown 
of  the  pumps,  an  open  stand  pipe 
was  constructed  at  San  Lorenzo. 

Ciin.^truction  of  the  pipe  was  com- 
pleted February  21,  1931,  and  deliv- 
ery of  ten  million  gallons  daily  by 
gravity  was  immediately  started. 
Four  days  thereafter  two  units  of 
the  ])umping  ])lant  were  completed 
and  seventeen  millions  daily  were 
delivered  to  San  Francisco.

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are  now  being  made  to  install 
booster  pumps  which  will  bring  the 
total  capacity  of  the  pipe  and  pump 
station  up  to  approximately  forty 
million  gallons  daily. 

The  completion  of  this  emergency 
construction  in  such  a  record  time 
is  due  to  the  splendid  spirit  of  co- 
operation manifested  by  all  parties 
concerned,  namely :  The  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District  officials, 
the  Western   Pipe   and   Steel   Com- 


pany, Byron  Jackson  Pump  Com- 
pany General  Electric  Company, 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company, 
Enterprise  Foundry  Company, 
Chapman  Valve  Company,  the  sev- 
eral departments  of  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  personnel  of  the 
engineering  division  of  the  Water 
Department,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  M.  M.  O'Shaughnessy,  city 
engineer,  and  Mr.  N.  A.  Eckart,  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  Dater  Depart- 


ment. Mr.  T.  W.  Espy,  engineer  of 
water  production,  was  in  active 
charge  of  the  entire  project.  The 
design  and  office  engineering  under 
direction  of  the  writer.  Mr.  W.  C. 
Renshaw,  field  engineer  in  charge  of 
construction.  Mr.  J.  J.  Phillips, 
chief  right  of  way  agent,  and  his 
able  assistants,  cooperating  with  Mr.

Supervisors  Consider  Report  on 
Budget  Appropriations 


San  Francisco,  Calif.,  May  18,  1931. 
To    the    Honoral)le    The    Board    of 
Supervisors : 

THE  Finance  Committee  presents 
herewith  budget  estimates  for 
the  fiscal  year  1931-32,  total  of 
which  is  $26,376,130.  The  budget  for 
1931  total  was  $26,858,329.  This 
total  does  not  include  the  School 
Department. 

Economic  Conditions 

The  Finance  Committee  was  con- 
fronted with  extraordinary  and  dif- 
ficult economic  conditions,  because 
of  unemployment  relief  and  the 
large  increase  in  bond  interest  and 
redemption  charges.  Obviously,  the 
committee  and  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors cannot  be  held  responsible 
for  any  part  of  these  two  circum- 
stances. The  people  voted  the  bonds, 
and  the  first  obligation  of  the  com- 
munity is  to  pay  interest  and  re- 
demption on  these  expenditures. 

No  Wage  Reduction 

There  has  been  no  reduction  in 
the  wage  rates  of  any  municipal 
employees,  and  no  additional  posi- 
tions estimated  for.  There  have  been 
no  increase  in  salaries  other  than 
several  minor  positions  which  were 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors subsequent  to  the  adoption 
of  the  1931  budget. 

The  problem  uf  the  five-day  week 
employment  per  diem  men  was  one 
of  the  adjustments  which  caused 
considerable  delay  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  budget. 

Every  effort  has  l)een  made  to 
make  the  adjustment  equital)le  as 
far  as  is  humanly  possible  at  this 
time.

Five  Days  Weekly 

The  Committee  recommends  that 
per  diem  men  be  employed  at  the 
present  rates  five  days  a  week,  and 
the  balance  of  the  money  which 
would  have  been  in  the  items  for 
the  sixth  day  is  concentrated  in  an 
item  under  the  control  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors ;  this  money  to  be 
appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors on  recommendation  of  the 
departments  as  the  men  are  em- 
ployed. The  purpose  of  this  set-up 
is   to   provide   the   same   amount   of 


money  for  these  employments  for 
1931-32  as  in  1930-31,  and  to  dis- 
tribute the  money,  under  the  control 
of  the  Supervisors,  in  such  manner 
as  will  provide  wages  for  additional 
men  to  do  necessary  work.  In  other 
words,  the  same  amount  of  money 
is  recommended,  to  be  spread  as 
far  as  possible  in  creating  employ- 
ment for  more  men  during  this  eco- 
nomic depression. 

Bond  and  Interest  Redemption 

The  gross  requirements  for  bond 
interest  and  redemption  is  $11,548,- 
264.  To  meet  this  charge,  the  Com- 
mittee has  taken  into  consideration 
as  a  credit  the  following  revenues : 

San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment    $2,755,000.00 

Pipe  line  rentals  250,000.00 

Premium    on   bonds    700,000.00 

Hetch   Hetchy   depreciation 100,000.00 

Hetch    Hetchy    power    opera- 
tive  revenue   1,500,000.00 

County    road    fund    (for    1927 

boulevard   interest)   243,264.00 


By  using  the  foregoing  balances 
for  bond  interest  and  redemption,  it 
requires  the  levving  of  a  tax  to  raise 
$6,000,000  as  against  $5,525,000  in 
1931. 

Hetch  Hetchy 

The  obligation  to  the  federal  gov- 
ernment to  build  roads  and  trails  in 
Hetch  Hetchy  terrain  we  recom- 
mend be  met  out  of  Hetch  Hetchy 
Bond  Fund.  It  is  apparent  that 
completion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
project  will  require  an  additional 
bond  issue  within  the  ne.xt  two  or 
three  years. 

The  Committee  believes,  and  rec- 
ommends, that   every   effort  should 
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be  made  to  provide  for  the  installa- 
tion and  operation  of  the  new- 
charter  on  January  8,  1932.  So  far 
as  is  possible,  we  estimate  the 
moneys  required  have  been  provided 
in  the  sums  appropriated.  In  addi- 
tion, there  is  a  sum  of  $25,000  (a 
sort  of  contingent  fund),  for  the  use 
of  the  1932  officials  when  they  take 
office  and  set  up  their  official  func-

DAMROSCH   WILL   LEAD 

SUMMER  SYMPHONIES 


An  announcement  of  interest  to 
students  of  music  is  that  Walter 
Damrosch  has  been  engajjed  to  con- 
duct the  first  two  concerts  of  the 
forthcoming  series  of  Summer  Sym- 
phony Concerts  which  opens  June

After  forty-one  years  as  conduc- 
tor of  the  Xew  York  Symphony, 
Damrosch  resigned  five  years  ago  to 
devote  himself  to  educational  work 
through  the  medium  of  radio.  Since 
that  time  he  has  become  known  to 
millions  throughout  the  country, 
and  his  coming  is  being  eagerly 
awaited  by  thousands  of  students 
and  concert  patrons. 

Other  famous  directors  announced 
by  the  Summer  Symphony  Associa- 
tion are  Artur  Kodzinski,  Sir  Ham- 
ilton Harty,  .Mexander  Smalk-ns. 
and  Pierre  Monteux. 

The  series  will,  as  in  past  seasons, 
Consist  of  ten  Tuesday  evening  con- 
certs    at     the      Civic      .\uditoriuin. 


tions.  The  Committee  on  Account- 
ing, working  on  this  problem,  has 
suggested,  and  the  City  Attorney 
has  concurred  therein,  that  the 
Board  of  Super\isors  make  up  a 
budget  for  the  fiscal  year  in  the 
regular  form.  January  8,  when  the 
new  officials  take  office,  these  vari- 
ous accounts  can  be  transferred  to 
the  new  bookkeeping  set-up,  and 
there  need  be  no  interruption  in  the 
functioning  of  the  city  government. 

County  Road  Funds 

Accompanying  this  report  and 
budget  estimate  is  an  ordinance  ap- 
]iropriating  from  the  County  Road 
I'und  moneys  for  street  maintenance 
and  repairs.  Therefore,  these  two 
bureaus  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  are  omitted  from  the  budget 
ordinance. 

The  Charter  procedure  after  Jan- 
nary  8  takes  the  ]ireparation  of  the 
budget  from  the  Board  of  Super- 
\  isors.  The  estimate  to  be  compiled 
iiy  the  Administrative  Department 
and  the  Mayor,  and  in  due  time  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
which  still  retains  the  authority  and 
the  power  to  enact  the  budget. 

Decrease  in   Revenues 

The  condition  of  the  assessment 
roll  cannot  be  estimated  at  this  time. 
The  Assessor  estimates  a  very 
marked  decrease  in  revenues,  which 
necessarily  must  be  reflected  in  the 
tax  rate  which  is  to  be  fixed  in 
September.  After  the  assessment  is 
prepared  by  the  Assessor  and  re- 
vised by  the  Board  of  Equalization, 
it  will  be  then  possible  to  adjust 
the  tax  rate  to  meet  conditions  and 
provide  for  the  necessary  money  to 
carry  on   the  city   government. 

Relief    for    Unemployed 

The  Committee  calls  to  the  atten- 
tion  of  the   Board   the  earnest   and

sincere  recommendations  of  the  .\d- 
visory  Committee  on  unemployment 
to  include  in  this  year's  budget 
$350,000  for  relief  of  unemployed 
men  and  women  and  the  care  of 
families  during  the  coming  winter. 
This  situation  is  the  most  acute  in 
the  history  of  the  United  States; 
and,  in  fact,  of  all  the  world.  The 
Committee  has  sympathetic  concern 
for  this  recommendation,  but  feels 
that  it  is  a  matter  which  should  be 
determined  by  the  Board  when  the 
facts  are  presented   to  it.

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Tribute  to  Edmond  Godchaux, 
the  Dean  of  City  Officials 


EDMOXD  GODCHAUX,  the 
veteran  Recorder  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  the 
dean  of  elective  officials  of  the  he- 
loved  city  which  has  risen  in  its 
glory  on  the  southerly  side  of  the 
Golden  Gate,  nature's  pathway  U> 
and  fro  for  the  ships  of  all  the  seas. 

Edmond  Godchau.x  was  horn,  of 
sturdy  French  parents,  in  the  city 
of  New  Orleans,  on  October  25. 
1848.  His  stay  there  was  brief.  Gold 
was  discovered  in  California,  then  a 
vast  land  of  beauty  and  fertility,  of 
few  people,  of  many  horses  and  cat- 
tle, and  of  little  else — save  the  na- 
tive Indians  and  the  myriads  of  wild 
creatures  of  the  land,  the  air,  and 
the  waters.  Gold,  in  all  ages,  ha> 
been  the  lure  which  called,  not  in 
vain,  to  the  hardy  and  the  brave. 
The  thrill  was  on.  and  courageou'^ 
souls  responded  in  degree  un- 
equaled.  The  beautiful  and  bounti- 
ful California  was  to  be  trans- 
formed, her  boundless  riches  to  be 
unlocked,  and  increasing  millions  to 
later  dwell  in  peace  and  plenty  on 
the  great  stretches  of  fertile  lands 
which  assured  health  and  wealth 
and  happiness. 

Early  History 

The  elder  Godchau.x  was  a  mer- 
chant in  the  metropolis  on  the  lower 
Mississippi.  But  New  Orleans  was 
old,  and  content.  California  was 
young,  and  vibrant  with  opportu- 
nity and  promise.  The  call  could 
not  be  denied.  With  baby  Edmond. 
the  Godchaux  family  reached  San 
Francisco  on  .\pril  6.  1851. 

It  is  local  history  that  the  firm  of 
Godchaux  Brothers  (father  and  un- 
cle of  Edmond)  soon  became  the 
leading  wholesale  dry  goods  dealers 
of  the  new  city. 

\'olumes  in  captivating  poetry 
and  prose  have  pictured  the  stirring 
years  of  life  in  San  Francisco  dur- 
ing the  period  in  which  Edmond 
Godchaux  passed  from  babyhood  to 
maturity. 

The  education  of  young  Godchaux 
was  received  in  our  public  schools — 
very  good  ones,  even  then.  He  was 
sent  to  Paris  for  training  in  the  na- 
tive language  of  his  parents.  The 
years  of  study  ended,  he  became  as-

sociated  with  the  Godchau.x  tirm  as 
representative  and  buyer  in  foreign 
markets.  The  Recorder  has  crossed 
the  .Xtlantic  eighteen  times.  His 
1)usiness  e.x])erience  ])roved  a  valu- 
able factor  in  his  later  efforts. 

Mr.  Godchaux's  first  ])oIitical  ac- 
tivity was  in  the  fall  of  1892.  Friends 
urged  him  to  make  the  race  for 
member  of  the  .Assembly  from  his 
home  district,  the  old  Fortieth.  He 
was  elected,  and  in  the  legislative 
session  of  1893  served  with  honor 
and  distinction,  earning  the  aj)- 
proval  of  his  constituents  in  full  de- 
gree, and  accomplishing  much  good 
for  his  city  and  state. 

Health  Board  Secretary 

Returning  to  San  Francisco  upon 
adjournment  of  the  legislature,  lie 
was  offered  the  position  of  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Health.  He  ac- 
cepted, and  did  yoeman  service  for 
the  period  of  eight  years.  During 
this  time  the  board  undertook  new 
activities    and    responsibilities,    and 


became  an  important  factor  in  the 
advancement  of  the  city  and  in  the 
health   and   hapi)iness  of  its  people. 

In  the  beginning  of  1899  Dr. 
Washington  Dodge,  Assessor-elect, 
prevailed  upon  Mr.  Godchaux  to  ac- 
cept the  important  position  of  chief 
dejjuty  in  that  department.  The 
jtresent  Recorder  joined  in  the  task 
of  reorganizing  the  great  office,  and 
in  i^ilacing  its  operations  upon  a  bet- 
ter and  sounder  basis. 

In  November  of  1899  an  election 
was  to  be  held  to  provide  new  offi- 
cials for  all  city  departments,  these 
officials  to  take  office  with  the  in- 
auguration of  the  new  charter,  on 
laiiuary  8,  1900.  Mr.  Godchaux  was 
urged  to  accept  the  nomination  for 
Recorder.  He  consented,  resigned 
his  position,  made  the  campaign, 
and  was  elected,  with  votes  to  spare. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  a  faith- 
ful and  effective  course  which  was 
destined  to  round  out  a  longer 
l)eriod  of  public  service  than  that  of 
any  other  elective  official  of  San 
Francisco,  and  was  to  clearly  stamp 
the  sul)ject  of  this  article  as  "the 
man  for  the  place."  Mr.  Godchaux 
served  as  Recortler  from  January, 
1900.  to  January,  1906.  During  1906 
and  1907  he  was  engaged  in  private 
business. 

Re-elected  Recorder 

All  will  remember  the  startling 
election  in  November,  1905  ;  the  sen- 
sational political  upheaval  in  the 
fall  of  1906;  the  wholesome  election 
of  1907— these  forming  a  striking 
chapter  in  our  local  history.  Ed- 
mond Godchaux  was  re-elected  Re- 
corder, and  again  took  charge  of 
the  office  in  January,  1908.  He  is 
still  the  Recorder,  by  the  will  of  the 
people.  He  has  served,  in  that  po- 
sition, for  more  than  twenty-nine 
years.  During  this  time  the  volume 
of  business  has  more  than  trebled. 

Prior  to  his  management  an  an- 
nual deficit  in  the  operation  of  the 
office  had  to  be  met  by  the  tax- 
payers. His  first  year  changed  the 
deficit  to  a  snr])his.  .\  substantial 
surplus  is  still  being  annually  earned 
by  the  department,  though  salaries 
have  been  doubled,  and  recording 
fees,  in  general,  remain  unchanged.

Supervisor  Andrew  J.  Gallagher, 
born  in  San  Francisco  October  27, 
1878,  was  educated  in  the  AVhittier 
Primary  School  and  St.  Ignatius 
College. 

In  1902  he  was  elected  secretary 
of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Coun- 
cil. He  was  with  the  Labor  Coun- 
cil until  1910,  serving  six  terms  as  a 
delegate  to  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  and  was  second  vice- 
president  of  the  International  Photo 
Engravers'  Union. 

In  1906  he  was  appointed  by 
Mayor  Schmitz  a  member  of  the 
Election  Commission. 

In  1908  Mayor  McCarthy  ap- 
pointed him  Supervisor,  and  in  1911 
he  was  the  one  member  of  the  Union 
Labor  party  chosen. 

In  1914  he  was  the  only  Super- 
visor elected  at  the  primaries. 

In  1918  he  resigned  from  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  accept  of- 
fice as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures.

In  1920  he  resigned  to  take  over 
the  office  of  industrial  director  of 
the  Southern  Promotion  Associa- 
tit)n. 

In  1926  Mr.  Gallagher  was  again 
ap])ointed  Suj)ervisor  by  Mayor 
Kolph.  In  1927  he  ran  for  Super- 
visor and  was  elected. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  are  now 
considering  a  bill  ordering  the  con- 
struction of  the  Red  Mountain  Bar 
siphon  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water 
project  to  complete  the  aqueduct 
between  Moccasin  Creek  and  Oak- 
dale  Portal  concurrently  with  the 
construction  of  the  San  Joaquin 
pipe  line:  authorizing  and  directing 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  pre- 
pare plans  and  specifications  for  the 
construction  of  Red  Mountain  Bar 
siphon,  and  to  enter  into  contract  for 
the  construction  of  Red  Mountain 
Bar  siphon  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  and  specifications. 

The  cost  of  said  construction  to  be 
borne  out  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Con- 
struction Fund,  issue  July  1,  1928. 
Progressive  pajments  will  be  per- 
mitted to  be  made  during  the  course 
of  construction. 

The  Board  also  took  favorable 
action  speeding  progress  of  ordi- 
nances and  resolutions  providing  for 
permanent  extensions  and  tempo- 
rary construction  on  Hetch  Hetchy. 

June  13  was  set  as  the  date  for  the 
Supervisors  to  make  the  annual 
Hetch  Hetchy  inspection  trip. 


MANY  FAMILIES  AIDED  BY

Miss  Esther  D.  Schwartz,  social 
service  visitor  of  the  County  Wel- 
fare Department,  has  furnished  the 
following  interesting  statistics :

MORE  than  ten  miles  of  blower 
pipe  was  furnished  by  the 
Montague  Pipe  and  Steel  Company 
of  San  Francisco  for  use  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
water  project.

Among  the  big  contracts  handled 
l)y  the  company  was  the  furnishing 
of  tubes  for  the  hot  water  system  of 
the  Sir  Francis  Drake  Hotel,  the 
Fox  Theater,  the  Palace  Hotel,  the 
Life  Science  Building  of  Berkeley 
and  other  important  buildings  of 
this  city  and  vicinity. 

It  has  also  furnished  all  the  sy- 
I)hons  in  use  in  the  Sacramento  and 
San  Joaquin  Rivers. 

Modern  methods  are  in  vogue  in 
the  immense  plant.  Recent  inven- 
tions of  Mr.  Fisher,  who  evolved  a 
riveting  machine,  and  Mr.  Henning, 
who  designed  a  welding  machine, 
have  had  a  tendency  to  speed  up  the

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Proportionate  Valuation  — 
The  Assessor's  Problem 


By  Russell  L.  Wolden 

Assessor  of  San  Francisco 


LATE  in  the  eighteenth  century 
an  economist  of  England,  one 
Jevrons,  proposed  in  all  seriousness 
that  the  word  "value"  be  stricken 
from  the  language,  and  its  use  made 
a  capital  offense.  This  naive  Eng- 
lishman must  have  been  thinking  of 
Assessors,  and  the  problems  of  As- 
sessors when  he  made  his  proposal. 
The  revenue  sytem  of  California 
is  based  on  the  taxation  of  property 
in  proportion  to  its  value.  Section 
1  of  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution 
states:  "All  property  in  this  State, 
except  as  otherwise  in  this  constitu- 
tion provided,  not  e.xempt  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value. 
Since  1849  the  revenue  system  of 
California  has  been  based  c)n  the 
premise  that  the  power  of  placing  a 

'  "value"  for  purpose  of  taxation 
could  be  justly  and  wisely  exercised. 

'.  The  COUNTY  official  to  whom  this 
valuation  task  is  assigfned  is  the 
County  Assessor. 

Assessor's  Reponsibility 

The  responsibility  of  the  Asses- 
.  sor,  therefore,  is  to  determine  the 
;  value  of  property,  proportionately, 
for  purpose  of  taxation.  Consider 
some  of  the  problems  in  "propor- 
tionate valuation"  that  Assessor 
Russell  L.  Wolden  of  San  Francisco 
has  to  contend  with. 

What  is  the  VALUE  of  the  Russ 
Building  as  compared  with  the  value 
of  a  modest  cottage  in  the  most 
modest  of  recently  developed  sub- 
divisions? The  Assessor  must  de- 
cide. What  is  the  VALUE  of  a 
1930  si.xteen  cylinder  motor-vehicle 
as  compared  with  the  \'ALUE  of  a 
1911  Packard  touring  car?  The 
Assess(jr  must  decide.  A  new  in- 
dustry contemplates  entering  San 
Francisco.  What  is  the  value  of  their 
plant  during  course  of  construction? 
What  is  its  value  after  construc- 
tion but  prior  to  occupancy  ?  What 
is  its  value,  fully  equipped  but  not 
yet  operating?  What  is  its  value 
when  oi)crating?  The  Assessor  must 
decide.    What  basis  of  depreciation 


and  obsolescence  should  be  applied 
to  such  a  building  over  a  period  of 
years?  The  Assessor  must  decide. 
To  what  extent  will  such  a  building 
effect  realty  values  in  its  immediate 
neighborhood?  The  Assessor  must 
decide. 

Decides    on    Values 

What  is  the  VALUE  of  a  struc- 
ture that  is  productive  of  no  income 
and  which  is  used  solely  as  a  home 
for  the  owner  thereof?  The  Asses- 
sor must  decide.  San  Francisco  is 
a  peninsula;  its  limited  area  com- 
prises only  42.6  square  miles.  A 
portion  of  that  total  area  consists  of 
land  that  is  not  suliject  to  taxation 
for  local  purposes. 

What  is  the  effect  of  such  a  condi- 
tion upon  the  land  that  is  subject 
to  local  taxation?  The  Assessor 
must  decide.  The  area  being  limited 
to  what  extent  is  realty  value  af- 
fected by  a  steady  population 
growth?  The  Assessor  must  decide. 

What  is  the  effect  on  realty  values 
in  the  down-town  "sh(jpping  dis- 
tricts" when  "neighborhood  shop- 
])ing  districts"  increase  in  number 
and  importance?  The  Assessor  must 
decide.  To  what  extent,  if  any,  will 
down-town  property  values  be  af- 
fected l)y  traffic-congestion?  The 
Assessor  must  decide. 

Many  Problems 

All  of  these  questions,  and,  liter- 
ally, thousands  of  others,  under  ex- 
isting State  laws,  must  be  decided 
by  the  Assessor — and,  ui)on  his  de- 
cision dejjends  the  contribution  that 
the  various  classes  of  our  citizenry 
shall  make  to  the  public  funds  which 
are  to  be  s])ent  for  the  public  good. 

It  would  be  idle  to  even  intimate 
that  one  human  being  has  the  ability 
to  decide  such  (juestions  without  the 
assistance  of  trained  men.  Each 
policy  decision  made  by  the  Asses- 
sor either  adds  to  or  takes  from  the 
])ublic  funds.  That  is  to  say,  once 
each  year  the  Assessor,  in  conform- 
ity with  State  law  by  virtue  of 
[xilicy  decisions  arrived  at,  affects 
the    jjocket    book    of   every    citizen.

Now,  no  man's  judgment  can  be  bet- 
ter than  the  facts  at  his  disposal. 
The  facts  upon  which  these  policy 
decisions  rest  are  developed  and  pre- 
sented by  the  personnel  of  the  As- 
sessor's office,  and  upon  the  infor- 
mation secured  for  him  by  his  staff 
the  Assessor  makes  his  decision. 
.\nd,  under  the  State  Law,  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Assessor  is  the  deter- 
mining factor. 

Laws   Ever   Changing 

The  laws  of  the  state  originate 
either  with  the  people  or  with  the 
direct  representatives  of  the  people, 
the  Legislature.  Each  session  of 
the  Legislature  finds  changes,  mi- 
nor or  major,  being  made  in  the  tax- 
ation laws  of  the  state.  At  one  ses- 
sion, under  mandate  of  the  people, 
the  Legislature  will  authorize,  for 
instance,  a  change  in  the  basic 
method  of  taxing  solvent  credits 
and  securities;  later,  the  state  Su- 
preme Court  declares  the  new 
method  as  well  as  the  old  method 
unconstitutional ;  pending  the  clari- 
fication of  such  a  condition  it  is  the 
Assessor  of  each  coimty  who  must 
act  promptly  in  protection  of  county 
tax  revenues.  .And  so  it  goes.  New 
legislation  means  new  burdens  for 
the  Assessor  of  every  county.  De- 
cisions of  the  court  complicate  or 
clarify  the  problems.  Ultimately 
every  problem  relating  to  county 
tax  revenues  finds  its  way  to  the 
office  of  the  Assessor.

Playground  Commission  History 
^     Is  a  Story  of  Real  Progress 


THE  ])rol)Ieni  of  providing  suffi- 
cient recreational  facilities  for 
all  the  people  of  San  Francisco  is  a 
challenge  to  each  succeeding  Plaj-- 
ground  Commission :  First,  because 
of  the  city's  limited  area,  not  only  in 
acreage  but  by  its  many  high  hills, 
its  everlasting  glory  but  a  commis- 
sion's despair. 

The  department  is  also  limited  as 
to  income  by  the  charter,  and  finds 
it  an  impossibility,  with  the  tax 
moneys  allowed,  to  buy  large,  level 
tracts  of  land  necessary  in  the 
thickly  populated  districts  and  at 
the  same  time  to  maintain  the  ex- 
isting playgrounds  efficiently. 

Those  administering  the  aflFairs  of 
the  Playground  Commission  have 
been  entrusted  with  a  great  respon- 
sibility and  a  solemn  duty — the  duty 
of  providing  helpful  playtime  activi- 
ties for  the  100,000  children,  whose 
lives  and  characters  are  in  the  proc- 
ess of  being  formed,  and  also  of 
providing  suitable  recreational  op- 
portunities for  adults  during  their 
leisure  time. 

The  following  chronological  re- 
port shows  what  has  iieen  accom- 
plished through  the  years  and  what 
is  being  done  at  the  present  time, 
but  it  falls  far  short  of  what  the 
present  Playground  Commission 
conceives  as  the  ideal  for  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

1898— California  Club  established 
and  supported  for  three  years  the  first 
public  playground  on  school  property 
at  Bush  and  Hyde  Streets. 

1901 — Board  of  Supervisors  gave 
Board  of  Hducation  $12,000  to  lease 
and  equip  a  playground  at  Seventh  and 
Harrison  Streets. 

1904— Bond  Issue  $740,000.  Pur- 
chased Southside  ( renamed  I-'ather 
Crowley)  and  North  Beach  Play- 
grounds. 

1907 — Playground  Commission  es- 
tablished by  amendment  to  City 
Charter. 

1909 — Jackson.  Land  transferred 
by  Park  Commission  to  Playground 
Commission. 

1910 — Mission.  Permission  given 
by  Board  of  Education  to  use  portion

A  Fine  Hospital 


As  in  all  construction  work  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
project  adequate  hospital  facilities 
close  to  the  scene  of  operation  are 
of  the  i^rinie  necessity.  During;;  the 
construction  in  the  mountain  and 
foothill  divisions  the  site  at  Grove- 
land  in  Tuolumne  County  was  de- 
cided upon  as  being  of  easy  access

best  serve  all  of  the  camps  in  the 
Coast  Range  division.  Accordingly, 
the  town  of  l.ivermore  in  Alameda 
County  was  decided  u\nm  and  all 
buildings  and  hospital  equi])ment 
are  now  located  there.  The  l>uild- 
ing  was  completed  and  commenced 
operations  on  August  25,  1930.  and 
is  now  serving  all  the  camps  in  that 
vicinity,  continuing  to  care  fi>r  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  workers  and  tlieir 
families. 

Hospital  Well  Equipped 

Due  to  the  great  number  of  men 
employed  and  the  necessarily  more 
or  less  dangerous  character  of  their 
work,  it  is  necessary  that  a  hospital 
be  equipped  with  all  of  the  latest 
and  ade(|uate  facilities. 

The  present  building  at  Liver- 
more  contains  a  large  and  well- 
lighted  operating  room,  x-ray  room 
and  treatment  rooms,  three  seven- 
bed  wards,  four  two-bed  wards,  and 
a  two-bed  isolation  ward,  having  a 
normal  capacity  of  ?>l  patients,  but 
by  utilizing  a  large  screened  porch 
and  wide  halls  fifty  patients  can  be 
easily  and  comfortably  accommo- 
dated. The  equipment  is  entirely 
up  to  date  and  the  well-trained  per- 
sonnel is  able  to  cope  with  any 
emergency  which  may  arise. 

The  hospital  has  been  under  the 
able  management  and  direction  of 
Dr.  John  P.  Degnan  for  a  jieriod  of 
more  tiian  ten  years,  and  during 
that  time  almost  e\ery  type  of  med- 


ical and  surgical  case  to  which  a  hu- 
man is  susceptible  has  been  capably 
cared  for.  The  hospital  is  ready  to 
care  for  the  employees  and  their 
families  and  any  outsiders  who  may 
desire  services  there,  and  this,  to- 
gether with  the  item  of  reducing 
the  cost  of  compensation  insurance 
rates,  has  made  the  hospital  self- 
supjjorting. 

Since  August  15.  19.W.  to  date 
this  institution  has  cared  for  1361 
clinical  cases,  549  hospitalizations, 
and  49  major  operations  were  per- 
formed.

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Latest  Fiction  Is  Reviewed  for  Book  Page

PROBABLY  the  most  outstanding 
novel  of  the  last  few  months  is 
Sir  Philip  Gibbs'  "The  Hidden  City." 
Contrary  to  the  title  which  is  reminis- 
cent of  Stevenson's  "Treasure  Island," 
Gibbs'  new  book  is  the  story  of  one 
Doctor  Jevons.  his  sister  Janet,  and 
their  friends.  Most  of  the  action  takes 
place  in  and  about  the  Chelsea  district 
of  London  where  the  doctor  has  offices 
and  rooms.  Like  a  great  panorama 
the  story  unfolds:  sometimes  the  view 
passes  quickly,  then  again  we  are  al- 
lowed to  pause  and  become  more  ac- 
quainted with  the  neurotic  boy  Eric, 
and  the  restless  Cynthia,  daughter  of 
wealth,  whose  mother  was  a  pre-war 
music  hall  artist,  and  whose  father 
owns  most  of  the  motion  picture  pal- 
aces in  London. 

"The  Hidden  City" 

"The  Hidden  City"  is  a  thoughtful 
book,  but  never  dull ;  a  serious  book, 
yet  able  to  hold  interest.  The  philoso- 
phy of  Doctor  Jevons  and  his  belief 
in  the  pathetic  patients  who  struggle 


along  with  poverty  and  hopelessness 
as  their  companions,  is  only  e(|ualed 
by  the  brave  Janet,  the  doctor's  sister, 
who  is  ever  understanding,  even  when 
fate  deals  her  an  unnecessary  amount 
of  ill-luck. 

"While  the  Patient  Sleeps" 

Much  dirty  work  happens  at  the 
cross  roads  in  "While  the  Patient 
Sleeps,"  the  new  mystery  by  Mignon 
G.  Eberhart.  Again  we  meet  the  hu- 
morous nurse  of  "The  Patient  in 
Room  18,"  and  the  dapper  detective. 
Lance  O'Leary.  An  oddly  assorted 
group  of  relatives  are  gathered  to- 
gether in  a  weird  old  mansion  waiting 
for  the  patient,  old  Mr.  Federie,  to 
awake  from  an  unconscious  state 
brought  on  by  a  stroke.  Enough  devil- 
ment is  afoot  to  satisfy  even  the  most 
avid  mystery  reader. 

"Coronet" 

A  book  that  is  classed  as  fiction, 
though  it  seems  nearly  history,  is 
"Coronet,"  by  Manuel  KomrofT.  Con- 
trary   to   general    belief,    it   is    not    a 


translation,  but  was  written  directly  in 
English.  The  theme  of  the  book  is 
"Aristocracy,"  and  it  covers  within  its 
pages,  beginning  at  the  Renaissance, 
generations  of  civilization,  until  the 
final  scenes  are  staged  in  Chicago.  It 
is  as  the  author  .stood  ofif  at  a  great 
distance  and  painted  an  enormous  can- 
vass on  which  time  and  space  had  little 
value  but  emotional  and  dramatical  cli- 
max were  paramount. 

"Down  in  the  \'alley''  is  the  new 
book  by  Freeman,  the  author  of 
"Joseph  and  His  Brethren."  Again 
I'Veeman  tells  a  tale  of  the  soil,  this 
time,  however,  the  hero  is  a  city  man 
who  finds  his  destiny  in  the  country- 
side of  Suffolk. 

The  following  five  books  are  the 
most  in  demand  in  the  library  at  pres- 
ent :  "All's  Quiet  on  the  Western 
I'ront"  (Remarque)  ;  "Magic  Moun- 
tain" (Mann);  "Farewell  to  Arms" 
(Heming-way)  ;  ''A  Gallery  of  Wo- 
men" (Dreiser),  and  "Diana"  (Lud- 
wig).

ANNUAL  BUDGET 


AUDITOR  BENNING  WENT- 
WORTH'S  budget  estimate 
was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors on  May  4,  and  embodies  a 
recapitulation  of  all  departmental 
requests  and  fixed  charges  for  the 
coming  year  for  all  current  funds, 
exclusive  of  public  service  enter- 
prises, together  with  the  estimated 
revenues  of  these  funds  other  than 
taxes. 

The  total  of  estimated  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  amounts  to 
$49,985,152.16.  of  which  $19,748.- 
146.60  is  for  the  general  funds ;  $11.- 
510,796.37  for  bond  interest  and 
redemption,  and  $11,060,787  for 
schools ;  the  balance  being  divided 
among  the  park,  library,  playground, 
retirement,  and  other  current  funds. 

Estimated  general  fund  revenues 
other  than  taxes  amount  to  $2,677.- 
569.06.  and  those  of  other  funds  td 
$4,101,750.  making  a  total  of  $6,779,- 
319.06. 

The  great  difference  between  the 
totals  of  this  estimate  and  those  of 
other  years  is  due  not  so  much  to 
the  fact  that  increased  expenditures 
are  expected,  but  to  the  fact  that  the 
estimate  includes  all  current  funds 
and  a  large  numl^er  of  items  not  for- 
merly budgeted.

CHARTER  PROVISIONS  IN  OPERATION 


THE  following  charter  provisions 
adopted  by  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  March  26,  1931,  and  rati- 
fied by  the  California  State  Legis- 
lature on  April  13,  1931,  are  pre- 
sented for  the  information  of  our 
readers : 

Section  62. — "Officers  heretofore 
elected  which  are,  by  the  provisions 
of  this  Charter,  made  appointive, 
shall  come  within  the  Civil  Service 
provisions  of  this  Charter,  and  any 
incumbent  in  any  such  office  at  the 
time  this  Charter  shall  be  ratified 
by  State  Legislature  shall,  if  he  has 
held  such  office,  for  one  year  con- 
tinuously prior  thereto,  be  deemed 
appointed  to  such  position,  at  his 
then  existing  salary,  under  the  Civil 
Service  provisions  of  this  Charter, 
and  thereafter  shall  hold  office  under 
such  provisions." 

Sec.  158. — Pensions  and  Retire- 
ment— "Officers   who  are   made   ap- 


pointive by  this  Charter,  as  well  as 
officers  and  employees  of  offices 
heretofore  not  under  the  retirement 
system  and  who  are  brought  under 
the  said  system  of  this  Charter,  who 
have  attained  the  age  of  at  least 
seventy  years  on  the  date  said 
Charter  becomes  effective,  shall  not 
become  members  of  the  retirement 
system.  Such  officers  and  employees 
who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age 
of  seventy  years  on  such  date  shall 
become  members  of  said  retirement 
system  on  the  date  this  Charter  be- 
comes effective." 

Sec.  174. — Municipal  Elections — 
"On  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
in  November  in  1931,  and  ever}^ 
second  year  thereafter  there  shall 
be  held  in  the  city  and  cotmty  an 
election  to  be  known  as  the  general 
municipal   election." 

Sec.  222.  —  Schedule  —  "This 
Charter  shall  take  effect  at  twelve 


o'clock  noon  on  the  8th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1932,  except  as  otherwise  spe- 
cifically provided  in  this  Charter; 
provided,  however,  that  offices 
which, under  the  Charter  superseded 
by  this  Charter,  shall  have  been 
filled  by  vote  of  the  electors  of  the 
city  and  county,  and  which,  by  this 
charter,  are  made  appointive  offices 
shall  not  be  filled  by  vote  of  the 
electors,  at  the  general  municipal 
election  of  1931. 

By  reason  of  the  foregoing  sec- 
tions of  the  (new)  Charter,  and 
upon  the  advice  of  the  city  attorney, 
the  incumbent  county  clerk,  re- 
corder, tax  collector,  coroner  and 
public  administrator,  filed  their  re- 
spective oath  of  office  and  official 
bond,  for  an  indefinite  terin,  and 
thereupon  become  appointive  offi- 
cials under  Civil  Service,  and  en- 
titled to  the  benefits  of  the  Pension 
and   Retirement   Svstem.

SAN    FRANCISCO   has   set   an    example   to   all   the 
world  in  handling  the  unemployment  problem. 

Mayor  Rossi  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  mindful 
of  the  thousands  who  are  out  of  employment,  have 
speeded  up  public  work.  The  example  they  have  set 
has  had  a  splendid  reaction.  Private  enterprises  are 
striving  to  follow  their  lead,  and  as  a  result  the  unem- 
ployment situation  is  improving. 

In  another  month  more  projects  will  be  under  way. 
The  federal,  state  and  city  governments  are  speeding 
construction  with  one  object  in  view — the  lessening  of 
unemplo3mient. 

In  our  owm  municipality  the  construction  of  the 
Golden  Gate  bridge,  the  erection  of  the  Federal  build- 
ing, new  school  houses  and  important  public  work  will 
improve  conditions. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  San  Francisco  is  in  a  better 
condition,  so  far  as  the  unemployed  situation  is  con- 
cerned, than  most  cities  of  this  country. 

This  is  really  due  to  the  energy  of  Mayor  Rossi  and 
the  efficient  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco.

Arterial  Dangers 

/f^  ORONER  Leland  has  issued  timely  advice  to  mo- 
^-^  torists.  In  an  article  published  in  this  issue  he 
suggests  less  speed  at  arterial  crossings,  pwinting  out 
that  more  accidents  occur  there  than  at  any  other  point 
on  streets  and  highways. 

The  average  driver  speeds  'round  corners  or  dashes 
across  intersections,  unmindful  of  his  fellow  pedes- 
trian or  motorist.  He  and  even  the  fair  sex  thought- 
lessly "step  on  it"  in  their  anxiety  to  beat  the  other 
fellow. 

Result,  a  collision  and  attendant  injuries  and 
damage. 

Then  follows  the  usual  argument — the  right  of  way. 
E^ch  claims  he  had  it,  and  neither  was  right. 

The  careful  driver  slows  up  at  intersections,  because 
he  can't  see  'round  a  corner.  In  this  day  of  speed,  even 
with  four-wheeled  brakes,  cars  cannot  be  halted  in  such 
a  short  space. 

One  sees  scattered  glass  or  hears  the  screeching  of 
brakes  at  comers,  indicating  that  someone  thought  he 
had  "the  right  of  way." 

The  Coroner  has  submitted  statistics  to  show  that 
more  deaths  have  occurred  to  private  car  owners  be- 
cause of  heedless  driving.  He  emphasizes  the  neces- 
sity of  less  speed  at  arterials.     Dr.  Leland  is  backed  up 


by  the  Traffic  Committee  and  also  by  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

Stop  signs  at  corners  are  a  blessing.  They  have  been 
installed  for  the  public's  protection  and  it  behooves  all 
drivers  to  heed  them. 

It  is  regretted  that  such  signs  are  not  more  numer- 
ous, but  the  authorities  in  their  wisdom  believe  that 
they  might  impede  traffic. 

Therefore,  it  is  advisable  for  all  of  us  to  slow  up  at 
crossings  and  forget  there  ever  was  such  a  rule  as 
"right  of  way." 

*     *     * 

The  Convention  City 

SAN  FRANCISCO  is  the  ideal  convention  city.  Its 
magnificent  Exposition  Auditorium,  which  can  ac- 
commodate 12,000,  with  twenty  smaller  halls  for  com- 
mittee meetings  and  intimate  sessions;  its  closeness  to 
a  score  or  more  leading  hotels,  and  recognized  as  the 
coolest  convention  city,  all  tends  to  attract  conventions 
to  the  Queen  City  of  the  Pacific  Coast.

Chamber 
executives  feel  that  the  information  thus  obtained  will 
go  far  toward  creating  faith  in  the  industrial  possibili- 
ties of  this  section. 

In  the  past  the  Democratic  National  Convention  held 
its  sessions  here  and  the  delegates  and  newspaper  cor- 
respondents are  still  talking  of  its  ideal  facilities. 

San  Francisco  is  a  city  of  culture.  Its  hotels  and 
cafes  are  world  famous ;  its  attractions  varied  and 
many;  its  climate  ideal  and  a  relief  to  the  eastern  vis- 
itor who  has  sweltered  or  suffered  the  rigors  of  winter 
in  other  localities. 

Scores  of  important  conventions  scheduled  for  this 
month  and  the  remainder  of  the  year  attest  to  the  at- 
tractiveness of  San  Francisco  as  the  Convention  City.

SIGNAL  SYSTEMS

THE  Department  of  Elecricity, 
in  addition  to  other  duties,  is 
charged  with  instalHng  and  main- 
taining signal  systems  in  connection 
with  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments. A  few  years  ago  the  de- 
partment's activities  consisted  of 
two  systems  only,  the  fire  alarm  and 
the  police  telephone  signal  system, 
but  at  the  present  time,  the  depart- 
ment has  installed  and  is  maintain- 
ing several  additional  signal  sys- 
tems. 

Police  Signals 

In  the  Police  Department  each 
district  station  is  equipped  with  a 
telephone  signal  board,  to  which  is 
connected  the  police  telephone  sig- 
nal boxes  throughout  the  district. 
Each  district  station  is  connected  by 
telephone  with  the  central  switch- 
board located  in  the  Hall  of  Jus- 
tice, and,  formerly,  in  the  event  it 
\\as  necessary  to  notify  the  district 
stations  of  a  robbery,  hold-up,  stolen 
car,  etc.,  the  information  was  sent 
to  each  district  station  over  the  tele- 
phone line,  which  procedure  took 
considerable  time,  and,  in  addition, 
opportunities  for  mistakes  were 
prevalent,  due  to  the  human  ele- 
ment ;  also  when  the  last  station  re- 
ceived the  information  it  was  of 
little  or  no  value  due  to  time  delay. 

Five  or  six  years  ago  the  Depart- 
ment of  Electricity  installed  a  tele- 
type system,  consisting  of  a  dupli- 
cate transmitter  in  the  office  of  the 
detective  bureau  and  a  receiving  set 
in  each  one  of  the  district  stations, 
as  well  as  in  the  various  bureaus 
within  the  Hall  of  Justice.  The  in- 
stallation of  this  system  increased 
the  efficiency  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment to  a  very  marked  degree  as 
notice  of  crime  is  received  simul- 
taneously by  all  stations,  eliminat- 
ing the  unavoidable  loss  of  time 
under  the  old  system  and  giving  a 
permanent  typewritten  record  of  all 
messages. 

Radio   Broadcasting 

This  system  satisfactorily  covered 
that  phase  of  the  problem  but  did 
not  furnish  the  information  to  the 
members  of  the  Police  Department, 
other  than  to  those  within  the  sta- 
tion.    Therefore  to  give  that  infor- 
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mation  to  patrolling  cars,  the  De- 
partment of  Electricity  recently  in- 
stalled a  radio  broadcast  transmit- 
ter and  equipped  approx'imately 
forty  cars  for  both  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  and  the  same  infor- 
mation is  sent  out  simultaneously 
over  the  radio  to  all  patrolling  cars 
and  the  teletype  system  to  the  dis- 
trict stations.  The  only  members 
of  the  Police  Department  who  do 
not  receive  this  information  at  the 
])resent  time  are  the  officers  on  the 
motorcycles,  sidecars  and  those  on 
foot  ])atrolling  their  beats. 

It  is  hoped  that  within  the  near 
future  a  receiving  set  will  be  de- 
signed of  such  pro])ortions  and 
weight  so  that  the  officers  patrolling 
their  beats  will  be  equipped  with  re- 
ceiving sets  and  in  constant  com- 
munication with  the  radio  station, 
although  at  the  present  time  there 
is  nothing  along  this  line  that  has 
been  developed. 

Station  KGPD 

The  radio  transmitter  is  located 
in   the   Central    Fire   .Marm    Station 


in  the  center  of  Jefferson  Square 
and  consists  of  a  400-watt  Western 
F.lectric  voice  transmitter.  The  sta- 
tion call  letters  are  KGPD,  and  it 
is  licensed  by  the  Federal  Radio 
Commission  to  operate  on  2410  kilo- 
cycles (124^  meters),  which  is  far 
below  the  broadcast  band  of  fre- 
quencies, thereby  preventing  the  or- 
dinary broadcast  receiver  from  pick- 
ing up  messages  transmitted  over 
this  station.  The  transmitter  is  of 
the  latest  type,  operating  at  approxi- 
mately 100  per  cent  modulation,  and 
is  equal  in  effective  signal  strength 
to  a  1000-watt  transmitter  of  a  few 
years  ago. 

A  vertical  antenna,  connected  to  a 
twenty-foot  flat  top,  is  supported  be- 
tween twol25-footsteel  towers. This 
vertical  antenna,  in  addition  to  the 
fact  that  the  area  immediately  sur- 
rounding the  station  is  clear  of  high 
structures,  makes  it  non-directional 
insofar  as  signal  strength  is  con- 
cerned. 

Remote  Control 
One  microphone  is  located  in  the 
Central  Fire  Alarm  Station  and  an- 
other one,  operated  by  remote  con- 
trol, in  the  Detective  Bureau,  Hall 
of  Justice.  Messages  can  be  trans- 
mitted from  either  of  these  two  lo- 
cations but  the  microphones  are 
electrically  interlocked  so  that  but 
one  can  be  on  the  air  at  any  given 
time. 

When  messages  are  to  be  trans- 
mitted from  the  Police  Department 
a  tone  of  two  blasts  is  automatically 
sent  out  before  the  microphone  is 
connected  on  the  air.  The  same  ar- 
rangement applies  to  the  fire  alarm 
microphone  except  that  three  blasts 
are  sent  out.  Two  blasts  denote  that 
a  police  message  is  coming  and  three 
that  a  fire  signal  is  to  be  transmitted. 
This  procedure  has  proven  espe- 
cially satisfactory  as  the  high  fre- 
quency tone  utilized  calls  the  atten- 
tion of  the  driver  of  the  car  under 
all  conditions  far  tnore  expeditiously 
than  when  starting  the  message 
without  precending  same  with  a  dis- 
tinctive tone. 

Striking  the  Hour 
In    addition    to    this    preliminary 
signal,   the  transmitter  is   equipped 
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with  a  synchronous  electric  clock 
which  automatically  starts  the  trans- 
mitter and  strikes  the  correct  time 
each  hour  of  the  day  by  means  of 
the  high  frequency  tone.  This  auto- 
matic feature,  in  addition  to  giving 
the  correct  time  each  hour,  assures 
the  driver  of  the  patrolling  car  that 
the  receiving  set  is  functioning  at 
least  every  hour. 

This  installation  is  unique  in  that 
it  is  entirely  automatic  and  does  not 
require  manual  operation  at  the 
transmitter  when  messages  are  sent 
out  from  either  microphone. 

The  installation  of  this  radio  sys- 
tem has  greatly  increased  the  effi- 
ciency of  both  the  Police  and  Fire 
Department,  permitting  patrolling 
cars  in  the  Police  Department  to 
arrive  at  the  scene  of  the  distur- 
bance almost  as  soon  as  that  in- 
formation is  reported  to  said  depart- 
ment ;  also  for  the  police  patrolling 
cars  to  arrive  at  the  scene  of  a  fire 
simultaneously  with  the  fire  appara- 
tus and  take  charge  of  directing 
traffic,  thereby  preventing  adjacent 
streets  from  becoming  congested, 
and  allowing  additional  fire  appar- 
atus to  respond  without  the  delay  so 
often  experienced  in  the  past. 
Head  Phones  Used 

The  receiving  sets  are  Delco 
short-wave  receivers  permanently 
tuned  to  2410  kilocycles  and  cannot 
be  changed  by  the  operators  of  the 
cars.  The  only  operation  necessary 
is  turning  the  set  on  and  off  and 
controlling  the  volume  by  a  volume 
control  switch  located  on  the  dash 
of  the  car.

Another  refinement,  which  I  be- 
lieve is  not  used  by  any  other  city 
in  the  United  States,  is  that  each 
car  is  equipped  with  a  pair  of  head 
receivers  so  that,  in  case  a  patroll- 
ing car  is  parked  in  a  dark  street  or 
some  inconspicuous  spot  to  watch 
the  operation  of  a  suspected  crim- 
inal, the  operator  is  able  to  plug  in 
the  head  receiver,  which  cuts  off  the 
loud  speaker  and  prevents  the  pos- 
sibility of  the  chiminal  hearing  any 
information  sent  out  by  the  trans- 
mitter. 


The  system  will  also  be  effective 
with  the  two  fire  boats  and  the  po- 
lice patrol  boat.  At  present,  when 
any  of  these  crafts  has  left  its  re- 
spective station  on  the  waterfront,  it 
is  impossible  to  communicate  with 
it  and  give  information  which  at 
times  is  very  important. 
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VALUE  OF  POLICE  RADIO 

IN  DETECTION  OF  CRIMINALS

THE  purpose  of  a  police  depart- 
ment is  the  prevention  of  crime. 
This  purpose  is  effected  in  two 
ways :  First,  by  arresting  criminals 
and  bringing  them  to  justice,  and 
second,  by  thwarting  the  efforts  of 
would-be  lawbreakers. 

The  spirit  of  the  age  in  which  we 
live  is  speed.  Airplanes,  land  and 
sea  transportation,  telephone,  tele- 
graphic and  teletype  service,  all 
tend  to  make  transportation  and 
communication  almost  instantane- 
ous. These  and  other  agencies  of 
speed  have  entirely  changed  the 
business  routine  of  the  world,  in- 
cluding the  proper  policing  of  a  city. 
If,  for  instance,  police  depart- 
ments consisted  of  only  patrolmen, 
and  ignored  the  use  of  motorcycles, 
high-powered  machines,  the  tele- 
type and  the  radio,  then  speed  ma- 
niacs, bandits,  racketeers  and  or- 
ganized criminals  generally  would 
virtually  go  unmolested. 

Speed  Is  Essential 
Police  Department  records  in  all 
the  larger  cities  prove  conclusively 
that  it  is  daily  becoming  more  and 
more  necessary  for  up-to-date  po- 
lice departments  to  make  this  mod- 
ern pulse  called  "speed"  part  of 
their  police  machinery. 

The  speed  factor  in  the  police 
machinery  which  I  wish  to  treat  of 
in  this  present  instance  is  the  police 
department's  radio  service.  The 
radio  is  a  necessary  adjuct  to  an 
up-to-date  police  department. 

No  longer  is  it  in  the  trial  class. 
In  fact,  from  the  very  first  it  was 
readily  seen  that  a  police  radio  was 
something  to  be  hated  and  feared  by 
the  criminal — whether  such  crimi- 
nal was  playing  a  lone  hand  or  was 
part  of  a  well  organized  gang.  San 
Francisco  was  one  of  the  first  cities 
tf)  make  practical  use  of  the  radio  in 
catching  criminals. 
I  Radio  Aids  Police 

At  first  the  radio  was  tried  out 
tentatively  in  San  Francisco,  and 
this  trial  was  made  through  the 
courtesy  and  cooperation  of  our  lo- 
cal broadcasting  stations.  Habitues 
of  the  underworld  must,  of  neces- 
sity, live  on  their  wits.  Thus  prog- 
ress is  not  confined  solely  to  legiti- 
mate   business.     The    criminal    in- 
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stantly  seizes  and  uses  every  device 
that  will  aid  him  in  the  commission 
of  crime  and  in  eluding  arrest  and 
the  consequent  punishment.  We 
notice  the  telephone,  the  telegraph, 
fast  automobiles  and  even  airplanes 
are,  and  have  been,  used  by  crimi- 
nals in  the  perpetration  of  crime. 

Seeing  that  the  old-time  police 
practice  of  mere  patrolling  was  ob- 
solete, progressive  police  depart- 
ments throughout  the  world 
adopted,  as  they  came  along,  the 
various  time-saving  and  distance 
annihilating  inventions,  including 
the  radio.  Our  local  police  depart- 
ment is  second  to  none  and  is  using 
the  radio  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Station  Established 

Early  this  year  the  Department 
of  Electricity  of  this  city  completed 
the  installation  of  a  400-watt  West- 
ern Electric  voice  transmitter  in  the 
Central  Fire  .Marm  Station,  located 
in  the  geographical  heart  of  San 
Francisco  City  and  County. 

The  function  of  the  microphone 
located  in  this  station  is  to  give  San 
Francisco   Fire  and   Police    Depart- 


ments' mobile  cars  reports  immedi- 
ately after  they  are  received  at  the 
Central  Fire  Alarm  Station. 

From   the   microphone   located  at 
the    Police    Department    headquar- 
ters at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  all  police 
matters  are  broadcast.    At  the  pres- 
ent time  the  police  cars  have  radio 
ecjuipment,    and    from    results    ob- 
tained  through   messages   sent   out, 
it  has  been  proven  beyond  a  doubt 
that     through     this     instantaneous 
method   of   radio   broadcasting   San 
Francisco  has   become   a   most   un- 
comfortable place  for  even  the  best 
organized  gangs  of  criminals. 
An  Apt  Illustration 
To  give  an  instance  of  the  thor- 
oughness and  comprehensiveness  of 
a  police  radio  broadcast,  I  will  ask 
my    readers    to    visualize    an    auto 
bandit  holdup.    The  victim  can  give 
only  a  fair  description  of  his  assail- 
ants, but  he  rememjjers  the  license 
number    of    the    automobile    used. 
Within  from   one  to  three  minutes 
of  his  reporting  the   matter  to  the 
I)olice  that  car  number  and  the  gen- 
eral description  of  the  holdup  men 
are  known  in  every  police  district  in 
San   Francisco,   and   the   men   who 
man  the  patrol  machine  in  the  in- 
dividual districts  are  intently  on  the 
lookout    for    the   bandits    and    their 
bandit   car.     Naturally,   such   a   car 
cannot    travel    very    much    through 
the  streets  of  San   Francisco  with- 
out being  run  into  the  curb  at  the 
order    of   one   of   the    police    patrol 
cars.     Should  the  bandits  happen  to 
abandon   the  car  the  police  have  a 
good  line  on  the  vicinity  in  which 
they  have  taken  refuge. 

Before  equipping  our  station  pa- 
trol cars  with  radio  we  thoroughly 
tested  the  time  elapsing  between  a 
test  holdup  report  and  the  location 
of  the  supposed  holdu])  car.  In 
every  instance  it  was  only  a  matter 
of  minutes.  Our  ])reliminary  tests 
with  our  radio  equip])ed  patrol  cars 
])roved  the  undoubted  value  of  the 
radio  in  actual  police  work. 
An  Enviable  Record 
San  Francisco  has  probably  the 
lowest  automobile  loss  of  any  city 
in  the  country,  over  99  per  cent  of 
the  machines  reported  stolen  in  this 
city  being  recovered.     It  is  almost 
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Chief  Quinn  and  Chief  Wiley  describe  the  •working  of  Station  KGPD 


amusing  to  note  the  very  many  re- 
coveries of  stolen  machines  that  are 
reported  before  the  party  making 
the  report  has  left  the  station.  The 
patrol  machines  get  the  radioed  in- 


formation, and,  as  if  by  magic,  the 
missing  machine  is  rejxirted  found. 
San  Francisco  is  noted  as  being 
always  on  the  alert  for  new  ideas 
and  has  now  officially  aligned  itself 


on  the  side  of  radio  for  police  work. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  set 
aside  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  an  up-to-date  police 
and  fire  broadcast  station.  Thus 
San  Francisco  is  the  proud  pos- 
sessor of  a  municipally  owned 
broadcasting  station,  with  a  view  to 
giving  the  most  adequate  fire  and 
police  protection  to  its  citizens. 
This  station  has  been  erected  at  an 
initial  cost  of  $20,000. 

Advertising  and  publicity  gener- 
ally, have  a  benefitting  effect  on 
every   class   of   legitimate   business. 

It  is  only  the  criminal — no  mat- 
ter what  his  brand — who  hates  the 
bright  light  of  publicity. 

The  criminal  wishes  to  work  out 
of  sight,  strike  his  prey  and  again 
become  unseen;  but  the  radio  — 
especially  the  the  police  radio — has 
changed  all  this.  Daily,  thousands 
of  listeners  and  radio  enthusiasts  are 
informed  of  politce  activities,  of  kid- 
nappers and  their  victims,  of  bank 
hold-ups,  of  auto  thieves  and  of  the 
many  miscreants  who  are  wanted  by 
the   police. 

A  Hater  of  Publicity 

The  evil  doer  hates  intensely  this 
enforced  publicity  which  he  is  re- 
ceiving. Thus,  if  he  does  wish  to 
continue  his   criminal  career,   he  is 
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compelled  to  do  so  more  furtively 
than  heretofore.  He  is  also  com- 
pelled to  live  more  in  seclusion  and 
thus  cannot  successfully  move  from 
one  scene  of  activity  to  another,  as 
was  the  case  some  years  ago  when 
organized  gangs  of  criminals  would 
operate  in  a  city  for  a  short  time  and 
then,  when,  according  to  their  lan- 
giiage,  "things  were  getting  hot," 
would  move  to  new  fields  of  en- 
deavor. 

Our  city  of  San  Francisco  is  one 
of  the  largest  in  the  United  States, 
yet  within  this  present  year,  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  not  a  single 
robbery  was  reported  to  our  police 
department  during  a  period  of  twen- 
ty-four hours.  In  that  same  period 
the  average  for  many  of  the  smaller 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
country  wouUl  be  from  five  to  twelve 
robberies. 

I  think  it  is  not  out  of  place  to 
here  cite  an  actual  instance  of  mir- 
aculous radio  work :  In  one  of  the 
smaller  towns  of  Northern  Califor- 
nia a  lady  purchased  some  aspirin 
tablets.  In  her  conversation  with 
the  drug  clerk  she  mentioned  she 
had  driven  six  or  seven  miles  into 
town.  When  she  had  left  the  store 
the  clerk  found  he  had  by  mistake 
given  her  poison.  He  ran  to  a  lawyer 


who  immediately  wired  this  depart- 
ment of  the  happening. 
Saved  a  Life 
We  radioed  the  information.  The 
ladv    who    bought    the    tablets    did 


not  have  a  radio  in  her  home,  but 
casually  mentioned  to  a  neighbor 
that  she  had  been  in  town  for  some 
aspirin  tablets.  Her  neighbor  told 
her  of  the  terrible  mistake  the  drug 
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clerk  had  made  that  day  in  that 
very  town. 

In  a  moment  she  discovered  how 
lucky  she  was.  In  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Department's  files  are 
letters  of  gratitude  from  the  drug 
clerk  and  the  lady  who  bought  the 
tablets. 

In  the  matter  of  missing  people, 
it  is  amazing  to  consider  how  valu- 
able an  aid  the  radio  is.  Aged  peo- 
ple and  little  children  are  accus- 
tomed to  wander  away  from  home 
and  thus  cause  great  anxiety  to  their 
families.  With  the  vast  radio  audi- 
ence the  anxiety  is  generally  short 
lived. 

People  have  become  to  accus- 
tomed to  hearing  over  the  air 
graphic  descriptions  of  bank  hold- 
ups, bandits  wanted  in  connection 
therewith,  street  and  store  rob- 
beries, burglaries,  murders  and 
crimes  of  all  kinds  calling  for  in- 
stantaneous police  action  simultan- 
eously with  their  occurrence  that  I 
feel  this  branch  of  news  would  be 
greatly  missed  by  the  radio  public 
if  it  were  withdrawn. 

Splendid  Equipment 

One  factor  of  our  radio  equip- 
ment in  our  patrol  cars  is  that  the 
man  in  the  street  cannot  hear  the 
radio  in  the  polic  car  if  the  driver 
of  the  car  so  wishes. 

This  silencing  is  effected  through 
the  use  of  ear  receivers  which  may 
be  used  when  occasion  requires.  Our 
police  automobiles  equipped  with 
radio  tour  every  portion  of  the  city 
day  and  night.  This  system  makes 
possible  the  instant  mobolization  of 
a  fast  fleet  of  cars  to  combat  serious 
outbursts  of  any  nature. 

Every  officer  in  a  radio  equipped 
automobile  is  available  to  his  sta- 
tion or  headquarters  in  an  incredibly 
short  time.  There  is  no  necessity 
nowadays  for  commanding  officers 
in  the  various  police  stations  to 
waste  time  in  getting  in  touch  with 
the  men  who  are  out  on  patrol  duty. 
Thus  there  is  a  large  percentage  of 
increased  efficiency  in  the  man 
power  of  the  department  through 
this  medium. 

Up-to-date   Methods 

Business  methods  prevail  in  the 
metropolitan  police  departments  to- 
day more  than  ever  before.  Equally 
so,  the  criminal  of  today  pursues 
an  entirely  different  method  from 
his  brother  law-breakers  of  a  few 
years  ago.  Today,  more  than  ever, 
we  are  confronted  with  absolute  in- 
telligence among  law  breakers  gen- 


erally. For  this  reason  we  have 
either  to  fail  as  police  departments 
or  be  at  least  a  step  ahead  of  those 
who  wish  to  live  in  ease  and  luxury 
through  a  systematic  violation  of 
our  state  and  federal  laws.  They 
use  the  latest  inventions  and  dis- 
coveries of  the  business  and  scien- 
tific worlds  in  accomplishing  their 
objective.  As  our  main  duty  is  to 
prevent  crime,  we  are  of  necessity 
compelled  to  profit  by  every  device 
of  a  modern  business  or  scientific 
nature. 

That  is  why  police  departments 
of  today  do  quite  a  large  percentage 
of  their  "patrolling"  on  motorcycles, 
motorcycle  sidecars,  automobiles, 
speed  boats  and  even  airplanes. 
That  is  why  police  departments  of 
today  are  fast  becoming  one  nation- 
wide police  department  with  a  com- 


mon air  hook-up  through  the  radio 
and  teletype. 

The  radio  has  come  to  stay.  Its 
use  is  so  vital  to  police  departments 
that  at  the  present  time  more  seri- 
ous consideration  is  being  given  in 
various  police  departments  to  the 
formulating  of  codes  in  order  to 
obviate  the  efforts  of  the  law  break- 
ers to  nullify  police  broadcasts,  it 
being  an  undoubted  fact  that  gentle- 
men of  the  racketeers  type  have  al- 
ready fitted  up  their  automobiles 
with  a  view  to  picking  up  shortwave 
length  messages  as  used  by  police 
departments  in  police  work. 

I  admit  I  am  an  enthusiast  in  the 
matter  of  police  radio.  I  will  also 
admit  I  have  been  enthusiastic  in 
the  matter  of  radio  broadcasting  as 
a  police  factor  from  the  first  time 
I  conceived  the  possibility  of  the  use 
of  a  radio.

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Chronological  History  of  Department 

of  Electricity

0\  October  5,  1863.  David  Scan- 
nell,  then  Chief  of  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department,  took 
occasion  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  when  he  submitted  his 
annual  report,  for  its  prompt  action 
in  passing  an  ordinance  which  cre- 
ated the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Tele- 
graph System.  The  Legislature  at 
Sacramento  later  vested  the  board 
with  power  to  install  the  system. 
Up  to  that  time  fire  alarms  were 
rung  from  the  old  Bell  Tower  at  9 
Brenham  Place,  which  was  located 
by  Portsmouth  Square. 

In  the  month  of  Maj',  1864,  James 
Street  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Messrs.  Kennard  &  Co.  of  Boston 
to  furnish  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
with  a  complete  fire  and  police  tele- 
graph system  for  the  sum  of  $24,- 
000.  It  was  expected  that  the  sys- 
tem would  be  in  operation  early  in 
the    year    of    1865.      In    December, 


JOSEPH   P.   MURPHY 

1864,  James  Kennard  came  out  from 
Boston  with  the  necessary  machin- 
ery and  materials.  The  work  started 
on  the  11th  of  February,  1865.  He 
was  assisted  by  C.  A.  Stearns,  under 
the  supervision  of  a  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.    The  sys- 


tem was  put  into  operation  on  April 
24,  1865,  and  Charles  A.  Stearns  was 
its  first  superintendent. 

System  Installed 

The  system  consisted  of  thirty- 
seven  miles  of  wire,  which  was  di- 
vided into  ten  circuits,  five  of  which 
were  signal  circuits  running  to  the 
signal  boxes,  of  which  there  were 
sixty  located  in  different  parts  of 
the  city.  There  were  five  alarm 
circuits  connectinsr  the  central  office 
with  the  different  engine,  hose,  and 
hook  and  ladder  houses.  There  were 
twenty  alarm  gongs  located  in  these 
various  houses.  There  were  three 
large  bells  for  striking  the  number 
of  the  box.  These  bells  were  lo- 
cated as  follows :  One  in  the  City 
Hall,  one  on  No.  12  Engine  House 
in  Sixth  Street,  and  one  on  Wash- 
ington Hose  House  in  Dupont  Street 
(now  Grant  Avenue). 

These    bells    were    struck   with    a

alongside  cashier,  John  J.  Ilarrold. 
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heavy  hammer,  worked  by  clock- 
work, which  was  released  bv  elec- 
tricity. There  were  nine  police  in- 
struments located  in  different  parts 
of  the  city  communicating  with  the 
central  office  in  the  City  Hall.  The 
first  operators  under  the  Supervision 
of  C.  A.  Stearns  were  Monroe  Green- 
wood, Charles  F.  Simmons,  and 
Joseph  Stewart. 

About  1870,  Monroe  Greenwood 
was  superintendent.  His  salary  was 
$1800  a  year,  the  operators,  $1500, 
and  the  repairer's,  $1200. 

Turning  in  Alarm 

The  following  is  a  sample  of  the 
instructions  given  in  those  days  to 
the  holders  of  signal  box  keys : 
"Upon  the  discovery  of  a  fire  near 
your  signal  box,  turn  the  crank 
slowly  and  steadily  about  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  times,  then  wait  a  few 
moments,  and,  if  you  hear  no  tick- 
ing in  the  box,  or  alarm  on  the  large 
bells,  turn  as  before.  If  you  still 
hear  no  alarm,  go  to  the  next  box 
and  give  the  alarm  from  that.  Never 
open  the  box  or  touch  the  crank, 
except  in  case  of  fire.  Never  signal 
for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance.  Be  sure 
your  box  is  locked  before  leaving  it." 

In  the  fiscal  year  of  1864-65,  the 
number  of  fires  was  235,  the  greatest 
number  being  in  the  month  of  May. 


Compare  this  number  with  the  num- 
ber of  fires  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
mentioned  further  on  in  the  report. 
The  Chief  Engineer's  report  of 
the  following  year  was  not  very  en- 
thusiastic. It  was  found  that  the 
system  was  not  working  very  well, 
the  large  bell  at  the  City  Hall  was 
out  of  commission  most  of  the  time, 
but  he  thought  that  if  it  was  over- 
hauled it  could  be  made  to  work. 

Second  Alarms 

Here  is  one  of  the  regulations 
adopted  by  the  fire  alarm  and  police 
system  at  that  time  :  "Upon  an  alarm 
being  struck  the  second  time  for  the 
same  fire,  it  will  be  a  signal  that 
more  engines  are  wanted.  Upon  a 
third  alarm  being  received  for  the 
same  fire,  a  general  alarm  will  be 
struck  in  the  following  manner:  The 
number  of  of  the  box  from  which 
the  alarm  came  will  be  struck  twice, 
followed  by  twenty  blows  in  succes- 
sion." 

In  the  report  of  Superintendent 
Greenwood  for  the  year  1865-66,  he 
stated  that  the  system  had  been 
overhauled.  The  batteries  were  dis- 
pensed with  at  the  various  stations 
and  a  central  battery  system  was  in- 
stalled at  the  City  Hall. 

In  1875  J.  S.  Urquhart  followed 
Greenwood  as  Superintendent.  The 


next  year  he  was  succeeded  by  John 
Curran.  During  his  term  of  office 
he  had  a  hundred  miles  of  wire  in- 
stalled, seventy-five  miles  on  poles 
and  the  remainder  on  house  tops. 

In  1880  the  salary  of  the  Superin- 
tendent was  increased  to  $2400.  That 
year  the  signal  wires  in  the  vicinity 
of  Kearny,  Market,  and  Third 
Streets  were  taken  oflf  of  the  house 
tops   and   placed  on   poles. 

In  1888,  Sam  Rankin  became  Su- 
perintendent. The  three  operators 
were  W.  Morton,  W.  R.  Hewitt,  and 
Frank  Haskill.  That  vear  there  was 
a  total  of  150  miles  of  wire  in  service. 

In  1891,  C.  J.  Thomas  became  Su- 
perintendent, with  Hewitt  as  num- 
ber one  operator. 

In  1892,  W.  H.  Torpey  was  made 
Superintendent,  with  W.  H.  Hewitt, 
Frank  Haskell,  and  Frank  Bishop 
as  operators. 

System  Improved 

In  the  year  1893,  W.  R.  Hewitt 
became  Superintendent,  and  it  was 
during  his  regime  that  the  Inspec- 
tion Bureau  was  established.  He 
had  under  him  four  operators,  Frank 
Bishop,  Jeremiah  Murphy,  Joseph 
Blakeley,  and  G.  Q.  Stewart.  R.  J. 
Sweeney  was  renairer,  and  the  as- 
sistant repairers,  Frank  Bieder- 
mann,    who   is   still   in   this   depart-

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ment  (now  as  an  inspector),  and 
William  G.  Pennycook,  who  has  re- 
cently retired.  In  18%  Frank  Bie- 
dermann  became  an  operator. 

At  that  time  boxes  were  struck  in 
sight  through  a  dial  system,  the  city 
being  divided  into  districts. 

In  the  year  1899  there  were  531 
miles  of  wire,  278  fire  alarm  boxes, 
200  police  boxes,  267  gongs  and  tap- 
pers, forty-three  engine  house  equip- 
ments, and  five  central  police  sys- 
tems. During  that  year  they  started 
wiring  the  fire  houses  for  lighting 
circuits,  as  well  as  installing  new 
sounding  boards  on  the  "silent" 
system.  That  same  year  they  began 
placing  all  wires  underground ;  $20,- 
000  was  appropriated  for  the  work. 
Regular  inspections  of  all  buildings 
being  constructed  or  in  course  of  re- 
pair were  made  for  the  first  time 
that  year. 

The  department  then  had  control 
of  all  wiring  in  streets  and  public 
buildings.  \V.  R.  Hewitt  recom- 
mended to  the  Supervisors  that  an 
order  be  passed  authorizing  the  de- 
partment to  issue  certificates  to  the 
property  owners,  without  cost  to 
them,  certifying  to  the  efificiency  of 
the  work  done. 

Charter  Provisions 

In  the  meantime,  a  Board  of  Free- 
holders was  elected  to  draw  up  a 


charter  for  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  The  new  charter 
went  into  effect  on  January  8,  1900, 
and  the  Department  of  Electricity 
was  officially  created  and  placed 
under  the  control  of  a  joint  commis- 
sion composed  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Po- 
lice Commissioners.  Power  was 
vested  in  this  joint  commission  to 
appoint  a  Chief  at  a  salary  of  $3000 
per  year,  and  W.  R.  Hewitt,  who 
was  Superintendent  of  the  fire  alarm, 
was  made  Chief.  He  continued  in 
this  position  until  October,  1908, 
when  W.  J.  Nixon  became  Chief, 
with  Arthur  Kempston  as  Assistant 
Chief.  J.  B.  Pickett  was  Secretary, 
and  J.  D.  Wiseman,  Bookkeeper- 
Cashier.  In  February,  1910,  W.  H. 
Urmy  was  appointed  Chief  and 
served  until  February,  1912,  when 
W.  J.  Nixon  was  again  made  Chief, 
with  J.  D.  Wiseman  as  Secretary. 

In  June  of  1912  our  present  Chief, 
R.  Wiley,  became  associated  with 
the  department  as  underground  en- 
gineer. 

In  June,  1914,  James  M.  Barry 
succeeded  Mr.  Nixon  as  Chief,  with 
Arthur  Kempston  as  Assistant 
Chief.  Chief  Barry  resigned  in 
March,  1917,  to  become  engineer  for 
the  Great  Western  Power  Company, 


and  Arthur  Kempston  became 
Chief,  with  Ralph  W^  Wilev  as  As- 
sistant Chief.  In  May,  1920,  Mr. 
Kempston  resigned  as  Chief  and 
Ralph  W^  Wiley  was  then  appointed 
Chief,  with  Gordon  C.  Osborne  as 
Assistant  Chief. 

Outstanding  Department 

As  will  be  noted  from  the  follow- 
ing, this  department  under  Chief 
Wiley's  leadership  has  become  one 
of  the  outstanding  departments  in 
the  City  Government.  As  has  been 
stated,  the  department  is  under  con- 
trol of  the  Joint  Board. 

I  think  at  this  time  something 
should  be  said  about  the  personnel 
of  the  Joint  Board.  I  can  say  with- 
out fear  of  contradiction  that  this 
present  board,  which  dates  back  al- 
most twenty  years,  is  one  of  the  fin- 
est boards  in  this  or  any  other  City 
Government.  Each  and  every  mem- 
ber on  it  is  a  high  class  business 
man.  The  board  has  had  only  two 
Presidents  in  all  that  time,  Mr. 
Frank  Sykes  and  Mr.  Theodore  J. 
Roche,  who  has  presided  since 
March,  1921.  The  board  has  had 
the  utmost  confidence  in  Chief 
Wiley,  who  becomes  a  civil  service 
employee  under  the  new  charter. 

J.  D.  Wiseman,  Secretary,  passed 
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away  the  latter  part  of  1921,  and  the 
writer  succeeded  him  in  January, 
1922. 

Interesting  Comparisons 
In  conclusion,  I  shall  make  a  com- 
parison between  1863,  the  year  we 
started  functioning-,  and  1931.  In 
1864  there  were  thirty-seven  miles 
of  wire,  and  at  the  present  time  we 
have  close  to  20,000  miles  of  copper 
in  our  overhead  and  underground 
systems.  There  are  1315  fire  alarm 
boxes  and  365  police  boxes.  The 
following  are  the  circuits :   fifty-six 


signal,  twenty-two  engine  house, 
nine  hospital,  two  auxiliary  (one  to 
the  American  District  Telegraph 
Company  and  the  other  to  the  Har- 
bor), forty  police  (connecting  the 
fifteen  police  stations  with  the  Cen- 
tral Police  Station),  and  seventy 
traffic  circuits. 

The  Central  Fire  Alarm  Station 
is  located  in  Jefferson  Square  and 
was  dedicated  February  28,  1915. 
After  the  fire  in  1906,  the  station 
was  located  in  Steiner  Street  near 
Pine,  then  it  was  moved  to  a  brick 


building  at  55  Fulton  Street,  now  a 
part  of  the  Civic  Center. 

The  number  of  alarms  of  fire  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  1929-30  was  8,507, 
an  average  of  about  one  every  hour. 

I  could  write  a  great  deal  regard- 
ing the  Inspection  Bureau  and  the 
various  systems,  Traffic,  Fire  Alarm, 
Police  Signal,  etc.,  but  I  shall  leave 
that  to  others  better  qualified. 

As  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Electricity  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Jury  of  1930  stands  out 
as  a  beacon  for  others  to  follow. 


City's  Electrical  Equipment  Requires 

Expert  Attention

TRAFFIC  signals  used  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  manufactured  in  the  ma- 
chine shop  of  the  Department  of 
Electricity,  which  is  located  at  270 
Golden  Gate  Avenue. 

It  is  the  only  municipally  oper- 
ated institution  in  this  country  that 
manufactures  traffic  signals. 

Traffic  signals  were  first  installed 
in  this  city  in  1922.  Since  that  year 
improvements  and  changes,  coupled 
with  good  workmanship  and  ma- 
terials, have  developed  our  signals 
to  a  high  standard  of  perfection. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  490 
of  these  traffic  signals  in  this  city 
and  their  care  and  operation  re- 
quire the  most  skillful  attention. 

All  signals  are  operated  by  an 
automatic  timer  invented  by  Chief 
R.  W.  Wiley.  This  machine  was 
manufactured  in  the  department 
shop  and  is  now  installed  in  the 
Central  Fire  Alarm  Station.  Since 
its  installation  two  years  ago  it  has 
functioned  continually.  The  shop 
also  manufactures  police  and  fire 
standardized  signal  boxes. 

Experts  are  engaged  in  the  repair 
of  traffic  signals. 

The  shop  also  cares  for  the  large 
fleet  of  automobiles  and  trucks  used 
in  all  branches  of  the  Electric  De- 
partment. 

The  history  of  the  Department  of 
Electricity  Machine  Shop  dates 
back  to  1900.  At  that  time  there 
were  only  four  mechanics  employed. 
They  were  busily  engaged  repairing 
the  police  and  fire  instruments  and 
equipment.

In  1903  the  department  made  a 
feeble  attempt  to  motorize  with  an 
electric  storage  battery  car  that  was 
donated  by  the  Fire  Department. 
The  car  proved  unsuccessful. 

City  Hall  Housed  Shop 

In  1904,  in  the  new  shop  build- 
ing that  was  built  in  the  center  of 
the  old  City  Hall  and  which  con- 
tained the  entire  department,  the 
shop  began  the  manufacture  of  a 
fire  alarm  board. 

The  board  was  never  finished — it 
was  destroyed  by  the  great  fire  of 
1906. 

A  few  days  after  the  fire  the  de- 
partment proceeded  to  open  a  tem- 
porary headquarters  in  a  two-story 
Iniilding  on  Steiner  Street,  between 
Pine  and  California  Streets,  which 
developed  immediately  into  a  hotel 
as  well  as  a  fire  Ellarm  office,  taking 
care  of  our  entire  department. 


Our  shop  being  a  small  hall  room, 
it  was  only  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate three  men. 

Our  entire  equipment  consisted  of 
a  few  bench  tools  and  a  small  lathe. 
Working  under  great  difficulties  we 
managed  to  get  into  service  some 
fire  boxes  and  engine  house  instru- 
ments. 

After  three  months  in  these 
crowded  quarters  the  shop  was 
moved  to  the  pole  yard  on  Sixteenth 
Street,  near  Folsom  Street,  where 
we  occupied  three  small  shacks. 
There,  with  a  full  crew,  we  manu- 
factured fire  alarm  boxes. 

About  this  time  the  department 
tried  to  motorize  again,  with  a 
Winton  car,  another  gift  from  the 
Fire  Department.  This  car  proved 
more  successful  than  the  first  one, 
but  after  several  accidents  a  street 
car  finished  it. 

After  a  year  and  one-half  at  the 
Sixteenth  Street  location  the  entire 
department  moved  to  a  new  brick 
building  at  55  Fulton  Street,  which 
is  now  the  Civic  Center.  In  this 
building  we  had  a  fairly  well 
equipped  shop.  In  1908  we  made 
another  attempt  to  motorize  the  de- 
partment. As  with  our  former  gifts, 
this  one  came  from  the  Fire  De- 
partment in  the  form  of  an  Autocar. 
In  1912  the  department  purchased 
two  Brush  cars  and  two  Flanders, 
and  later  a  few  Ford  roadsters.  I 
am  not  exaggerating  when  I  say 
that  on  numerous  occasions  when 
our  motorized  fleet  was  busy  with 
electrical  work  it  frequently  became 
necessary  to  send  out  an   S.   O.   S. 
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for  a  team  of  husky  draft  horses  to 
pull  in  one  or  more  disabled  cars. 
Times  have  changed  considerably 
since  then. 

Our  first  big  job  came  when  we 
manufactured  the  fire  alarm  board 
in  1914,  under  supervision  of  our 
then  chief,  James  M.  Barry.  When 
the  board  was  only  half  completed 
we  moved  into  our  present  location 


at  264  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  where, 
in  1915,  the  board  was  completed. 

The  first  traffic  signals  were  in- 
stalled at  Montgomery  and  Market 
Streets.  Since  then  we  have  manu- 
factured 434  traffic  signals,  192  pe- 
destrian signals,  and  at  the  same 
time  have  kept  up  with  the  manu- 
facture of  fire  and  police  boxes. 
Since  1918  we  have  made  376  fire 
and  145  police  boxes.

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TRAFFIC  CONTROL  PROBLEMS  IN 
WESTERN  METROPOLIS 


A  FEW  years  ago  traffic  control 
was  confined  entirely  to  vehicu- 
lar traffic,  but  today,  in  the  dense 
traffic  area,  pedestrian  control  is 
equally  as  important  as  vehicular 
control.  If  pedestrians  are  allowed 
to  cross  the  street  at  their  own  dis- 
cretion, it  is  evident  that  one  of  two 
things,  or  both,  will  occur,  either 
vehicular  traffic  is  slowed  up  or 
pedestrians  are  injured. 

There  are  hardly  any  two  cities  in 
the  United  States  with  like  traffic 
conditions.  New  York  has  a  very 
dense  population  in  a  comparatively 
small  area ;  Chicago  has  an  entirely 
different  condition  with  a  dense 
traffic  area  situated  practically  on 
the  shores  of  the  lake,  and  San 
Francisco  has  a  still  different  prob- 
lem in  that  the  dense  area  is  cut 
up  into  patterns  at  several  angles 
with  short  blocks  north  of  Market 
Street,  blocks  on  Market  Street 
ranging  from  200  to  800  feet,  and 
extremely  long  blocks  south  of  Mar- 
ket Street,  which  run  at  right  angles 
and  parallel  with  Market  Street. 

Difficult  Problem 

In  addition  to  creating  what  traf- 
fic experts  estimate  the  hardest  prob- 
lem of  traffic  control,  it  necessitates

operating  the  signals  in  this  area  in 
three  different  cycle  lengths.  Market 
Street  being  a  very  wide  thorough- 
fare, and  carrying  four  surface  car 
lines  and  two  vehicular  lanes,  dur- 
ing the  peak  hours  it  is  estimated 
that  the  surface  cars  carry  approxi- 
mately 72  per  cent  of  the  population 
to  and  from  the  business  district. 

This  condition,  in  addition  to  the 
fact  that  the  dense  traffic  area  is 
practically  bounded  on  two  sides  by 
the  bay,  results  in  very  heavy  con- 
gestion in  the  east  and  west  streets 
during  the   peak   load. 

Traffic  signals  in  the  entire  down- 
town area  are  all  set  up  on  a  pro- 
gressive timing  basis.  This  permits 
a  certain  percentage  of  vehicular 
traffic  to  travel  over  these  streets 
without  being  stopped  by  the  traffic 
signal  at  each  intersection. 
Automatic  Timer 

Just  a  few  words  regarding  the 
automatic  timer  which  is  located  in 
the  Central  Fire  Alarm  Station.  This 
timer  has  a  capacity  of  104  circuits, 
any  of  which  may  be  utilized  to 
operate  one  individual  intersection 
or  as  high  as  thirty  intersections  on 
one  circuit.  The  time  is  entirely 
automatic,  being  operated  by  means 
of  nine  telechronetime  switches. 
The  board  is  made  up  in  two  sec- 
tions, the  apparatus  on  each  section 
being  driven  by  a  half  horse  power 
two-phase  wound  rotary  motor, 
which  permits  the  changing  of  the 
overall  length  of  the  cycle  during 
peak  and  off  peak  loads. 

The  traffic  signals  themselves  are 
what  is  known  as  a  combination  me- 
chanical and  light  signal.  During  the 
daylight  period,  the  signal  operates 
as  a  purely  mechanical  signal  oscil- 
lating on  a  cylinder  which  alter- 
nately displays  the  word  "stop"  and 
"go."  This  cylinder  is  actuated  by 
an  a-c  solenoid.  The  signal  is  equip- 
ped with  red  and  green  lenses  for 
night  use  and  also  lights  which  il- 
luminate the  transparent  signs 
"stop"  and  "go."  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  lights  are  used  during  the 
night  periods  only,  a  25-watt  lamp  is 
of  sufficient  wattage  to  make  the 
signal  plainly  visible  for  one-half 
mile. 

This  type  is  the  most  efficient  of 
any  type  used  at  the  present  time; 


for  instance,  signals  operating  from 
7:30  a.  m.  to  6:15  p.  m.,  during  the 
summer  months  when  the  lamps  are 
not  used,  only  consume  one  kilo- 
watt-hour of  power ;  or,  in  the  case 
of  San  Francisco,  three  cents  per 
month  per  intersection. 

Original  Installation 

The  installation  of  traffic  signals 
at  the  intersection  of  Bush  and 
Powell  Streets  is  unique  in  some 
respects,  and  I  believe  I  am  correct 
in  stating  that  it  is  the  first  installa- 
tion of  this  kind  in  the  United 
States. 

Prior  to  the  installation  of  the 
signals     there     were     arterial     stop

signs.  Stopping  vehicular  traffic  in 
the  four  directions  from  the  inter- 
section. The  two  on  Bush  Street 
were  removed  when  the  signals 
were  installed,  there  being  no  sig- 
nals installed  on  Powell  Street,  but 
the  arterial  stop  signs  were  left  on 
Powell  Street,  which  requires  all 
vehicular  traffic  to  come  to  a  stop 
before  crossing  Bush. 
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Before  the  east  and  west  signals 
were  installed,  vehicular  traffic  was 
stopped  on  Bush  Street,  which  re- 
quired every  car  to  come  to  a  stop, 
and,  during  the  peak  loads,  automo- 
biles were  blocked  for  three  and 
four  blocks  back  from  this  intersec- 
tion. 

Under  the  present  arrangement, 
the  signals  are  blank  at  all  times 
except  the  five  seconds  during  the 
approach  of  either  north  or  south 
bound  cable  cars,  at  which  time  the 
signal  displays  the  word  "Stop,"  and 
the  cable  car,  upon  reaching  the  in- 
tersection, restores  the  signal  to 
blank.  This  permits  the  vehicular 
traffic,  both  ways  on  Bush  Street, 
to  drive  through  the  intersection 
without  interruption  extept  by  the 
above-mentioned  cable  cars  and  the 
vehicular  traffic  on   Powell    Street. 


Unique   Signaling 

The  signal  installation  is  unique 
in  that  it  is  electrically  operated  by 
the  Powell  Street  cable  cars  by 
means  of  insulated  sections  in  the 
rails  which  are  connected  to  delicate 
A.  C.  relays,  which  are  operated  by 
means  of  the  cable  car  closing  the 
circuit  through  the  other  rail. 

This  installation  is  entirely  auto- 
matic by  means  of  the  cable  car,  and 
the  lights  in  the  signals  are  turned 
on  and  off  by  a  telechrone  time 
switch  and  requires  no  manual  op- 
eration, although  the  installation  is 
equipped  with  a  switch  so  that  the 
signals  can  be  operated  manually  by 
the  Police  Department,  if  desired. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  124 
intersections  controlled  by  electric- 
ally-operated traffic  signals,  all  of 
which  are  connected  with  and  timed 
by  the  automatic  synchronous  pro- 
gressive electric  timer  located  in  the 
Central  Fire  Alarm  Station.

CENTRAL  FIRE  ALARM  STATION 
DEPARTMENT  OF  ELECTRICITY 


THERE  is  one  building  in  San 
Francisco  upon  which  disaster 
must  never  fall,  and  to  that  end  has 
been  protected  by  every  precaution 
that  engineering  could  devise  ;  it  is 
a  steel  frame,  reinforced  concrete 
building  meeting  highest  require- 
ments of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  and  is  completely  iso- 
lated from  other  buildings  by  being 
placed  in  the  center  of  four  blocks 
of  public  park,  a  block  away  from 
nearest  buildings   in   any   direction. 

You  have  probably  seen  this 
building  with  its  towering  steel 
radio  masts  in  the  center  of  JelTer- 
son  Square  Park,  but  very  few  peo- 
ple realize  the  important  part  this 
building,  its  contents  and  operating 
personnel,  are  playing  in  the  protec- 
tion of  property  and  possible  loss  of 
life  through   fire  in   San   Francisco. 

This  building,  the  Central  Fire 
Alarm  Station,  houses  the  compli- 
cated electrical  equipment  which 
comprises  the  fire  alarm  telegraph 
system  of  San  Francisco,  and  which 
must  function  perfectly  at  all  times

in  order  that  alarms  of  fire  may  be 
promptly  received  and  transmitted 
to  the  Fire  Department.  It  is  the 
nerve  center  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and,  if  out  of  commission, 
would  leave  them  helpless  like  a 
man  paralyzed. 

It  would  be  hard  to  cover  a  de- 
scription of  all  angles  of  a  fire  alarm 
system  in  a  brief  article  of  this  kind, 
but  I'll  try  to  give  you  an  idea  of 
the  essentials,  anyway.

All  wires  come  into  the  building 
from  underground  channels  and 
terminate  on  a  large  cable  rack  in 
the  basement ;  the  basement  also 
contains  the  great  storage  battery 
assembly  used  in  station  operation, 
relief  power  machinery  which  auto- 
matically comes  into  service  when 
required,  also  the  building  heating 
plant. 

Ready   for    Emergencies 

In  the  corner  engine  room  is  a 
direct-connected  gas  engine  and 
generator  so  that  in  event  of  power 
failure  from  outside  or  commercial 
sources  we  can  start  Mr.  Gas  En- 
gine, take  care  of  all  our  power 
needs,  charge  batteries,  etc.,  light 
the  building,  and  even  supply  the 
Police  Department  telegraph  sys- 
tem with  current  for  their  operation 
if  required. 

This  makes  us  an  independent 
plant  which  will  function  through 
any  unforeseen  distress  to  the  reg- 
ular commercial  sources  of  power 
supply. 

The  main  operating  room  con- 
tains the  large  semi-circular  marble 
switchboard,  where  the  signal  cir- 
cuits, hospital  circuits,  and  engine 
house  circuits  are  grouped,  as  well 
as  two  panels  of  the  radio  installa- 
tion for  station  KGPD,  rectifier  and 
transmitter  and  two  auxiliary  sys- 
tems, the  Ferry  Building  and  the 
American  District  Telegraph  Co. 

The  traffic  timer  board  for  San 
Francisco's  traffic  signals  also  occu- 
pies space  in  this  room,  while  in  the 
center  of  the  room  and  facing  the 


semi-circular  board  is  a  large  mar- 
ble desk  equipped  with  jack-in  du- 
plicate of  the  signal  board,  master 
registers,  and  the  main  striking  key 
on  which  all  fire  alarms,  as  well  as 
special  calls,  individual  company 
movements,  and  various  joker  sig- 
nals are  struck  out  to  the  Fire 
Department. 

This  desk  equipment  also  includes 
the  microphone  for  station  KGPD, 
over  which' all  box  alarms  are  an- 
nounced to  the  Police  Department 
after  they  have  been  struck  to  the 
Fire  Department. 

Telephone  Exchange 

The  northwest  corner  room  con- 
tains the  telephone  exchange,  Un- 
derbill 8000,  a  two-position,  100- 
local  board,  with  twenty-two  trunk 
lines  and  direct  lines  to  City  Hall 
and   Police   Department   exchanges. 

The  exchange  is  a  busy  board,  as 
there  is  a  vast  amount  of  routine 
work  between  battalion  chiefs  and 
their  districts,  calls  between  com- 
panies and  corporation  yard  on  re- 
pair and  supply  questions,  and  even 
with  three  locals  assigned  to  the 
corporation  yard  we  find  that  num- 
ber inadequate  to  serve  their  needs, 
and  a  separate  exchange  for  their 
use  is  now  being  discussed  to  im- 
prove the  service. 

Now  add  to  the  routine  work  of 
the  exchange  several  hundred  fool- 
ish queries  from  citizens  at  the  time 
of  a  big  fire ;  "Where  is  the  fire  and 
what's  burning?"  and  you  can  figure 
whether  or  not  Underbill  8000  is  a

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busy  board.  Incidentally,  we  do  not 
give  out  information  regarding  lo- 
cation of  fire  to  the  general  public, 
as  to  do  so  would  overload  the  ex- 
change at  a  time  when  it  is  fully  oc- 
cupied with  legitimate  business. 

The  reception  of  fire  alarms  over 
the  telephone  is  often  a  hair-raising 
e.xperience  for  the  fire  alarm  opera- 
tor who  is  trying  to  get  enough 
pertinent  information  from  the  ex- 
cited party  telephoning  to  start  the 
Fire  Department  to  the  scene,  and 
only  succeeds  in  getting  a  series  of 
shrieks,  description  of  the  house, 
nature  of  the  fire,  and  everj'thing 
except  the  actual  location  of  the 
building. 

A  great  percentage  of  telephoned 
fire  calls  are  of  this  nature,  and, 
while  it's  pesky  from  our  stand- 
point, in  one  way  it's  easy  to  over- 
look in  another,  for  if  we  imagine  a 
busy  housewife  with  several  chil- 
dren, maybe  an  ill  or  aged  person 
in  the  house,  discovers  her  house 
afire,  she's  hardly  likely  to  take  the 
matter  calmly  and  give  an  intelli- 
gible report  over  the  'phone ;  the 
house  might  represent  their  life  sav- 
ings, aged  or  sick  person  unable  to 
move,  children  absent  or  unac- 
counted for,  and  all  these  things 
figure  in  the  state  of  mind  of  the 
party  telephoning,  so  you  can  figure 
that  at  times  the  amount  of  real  in- 
formation we  can  draw  from  them 
is  pretty  thin. 

Parties  often  hang  up  without 
having  given  us  adequate  informa- 
tion, and,  while  at  times  we  can 
trace  the  calls  back  and  get  a  fair 
idea  of  their  location,  it's  not  always 
possible  and  we're  put  in  the  posi- 
tion of  knowing  that  there's  a  fire 
burning  somewhere  and  being  un- 
able to  start  equipment  to  their  aid. 

Reporting  Fires 

Now,  Mr.  or  Mrs.  Reader,  if  you 
must  telephone  an  alarm  of  fire. 
please  be  prepared  to  state  first  the 
address:  "2121  Geary,  near  Scott," 
and  then,  "basement,  roof,  chimney, 
grass,"  or  what  have  you,  and  then 
we'll  be  able  to  get  the  equipment 
there  promtply  for  your  assistance. 
Remember  that  our  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  supplied  with  up-to-date 
equipment  and  manned  by  a  force 
of  highly  trained  men,  not  only  will- 
ing but  anxious  to  serve  your  needs 
if  supplied  with  adequate  informa- 
tion of  the  fire. 

We  have  been  trying  for  many 
years  to  educate  the  public  in  proper 
use  of  the  red  fire  alarm  boxes  you 
see  on  your  corners,  for  this  is  the 
quickest  and  surest  possible  means 
of  getting  the  Fire  Department  to 


the  scene  of  your  fire ;  on  an  average 
only  twenty  seconds  will  elapse 
after  the  box  has  been  pulled  before 
equipment  will  be  actually  on  the 
way. 

It  will  take  you  much  longer  to 
telephone,  and  unless  you  are  pre- 
pared to  give  an  intelligible  report 
on  location  and  nature  of  the  fire 
\ou  will  really  dehi)-  the  arrival  of 
the  apparatus  at  your  fire.  Infor- 
mation as  to  the  color  of  your  roof, 
its  proximity  to  Shumate's  drug 
store  or  the  butcher  shop,  whether 
it's  in  the  basement  or  on  the  roof 
doesn't  mean  nnich  to  us  unless  at 
some  time  in  your  hurried  and  ex- 
cited report  you  find  time  to  state 
what  the  location  actually  is,  and 
even  then  don't  give  us  two  parallel 
streets  such  as :  "Quick,  quick — 
Geary  and  Clement — hurry !"  and 
then  hang  up. 

Pulling  the  box  is  a  simple  mat- 
ter— if  the  glass  in  the  door  covers 
the  hook,  just  break  the  glass  and 
pull  hook  down  once  and  let  go  .  .  . 
if  the  glass  covers  the  built-in  key 
of  outer  door,  just  break  the  glass, 
open  the  door,  and  pull  down  the 
hook  as  directed  by  instructions  on 
inner  door,  then,  last  but  not  least, 
unless  your  fire  is  visible  from  the 
box,  stay  or  have  some  one  else  stay 
at  the  box  and  direct  the  apparatus 
to  your  fire,  as  often  much  valuable 
time  is  lost  by  the  responding  com- 
panies hunting  a  whole  neighbor- 
hood for  a  blind  fire  that  is  growing 
worse  in  compounded  ratio  every 
second. 

There  are  1,315  fire  alarm  boxes 
in  service,  and  each  box  is  tested 
monthly — the  fifty-six  signal  cir- 
cuits on  which  these  boxes  are  con- 
nected are  under  constant  test  for 
continuity  and  tested  frequently 
during  each  watch  for  grounds  and 
crosse.s — the  boxes  are  made  by  our 
own  department  and  are  of  highest 
possible  type  of  construction,  and 
we  assure  you  that  if  you  use  the 
boxes  as  advised  above,  if  neces- 
sary, you  will  be  doing  yourself  a 
good  service,  as  well  as  helping  the 
Fire  Department  to  show  low  fire 
losses. 

Now,  if  this  much  gets  by  the 
editor's  big  shears,  a  few  words 
about  the  operating  force.  There  are 
two  fire  alarm  i)i)erators  and  a  tele- 
phone operator  on  each  watch,  and 
a  revolving  schedule  is  arranged 
which  provides  for  covering  each 
period:  12:01  A.  M.  to  8:00  A.  M., 
8:00  A.  M.  to  4:00  P.  M.,  and  4:00 
P.  M.  to  12:00  P.  M.;  and  allowing 
days  oiT  at  same  intervals  in  each 
thirty-two  days.

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Warns  Drivers  to  Slow  Up 

at  Crossings

NATION-WIDE  survey  of  au- 
tomobile accidents  and  fatali- 
ties shows  that  the  fatality  curve  of 
privately  owned  cars  rose  30  per 
cent  in'l930. 

Private  cars  were  responsible  for 
a  third  of  the  accidental  deaths  last 
year,  which  average  33,000  out  of 
99,000. 

San  Francisco,  I  am  proud  to  say. 
is  cutting  its  motoring  fatalities  far 
below  the  other  American  cities,  but 
we  are  apt  to  increase  our  percent- 
age if  we  do  not  watch  our  step 
while  crossing  arterials. 

It  behooves  every  motorist  to  slow 
up  when  crossing  a  highway. 

The  abuse  of  arterials  is  wholly 
due  to  the  misconception  of  the 
driver  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  right 
of  way  and  also  by  the  free  use  of 
a  heavy  foot  on  the  accelerator. 
Careless  Driving 

The  habit  of  driving  right  through 
regardless  of  others  has  been  grow- 
ing among  San  Francisco  motorists. 

Pedestrians  and  other  drivers 
crossing  the  arterial  streets  now 
take  their  lives  in  their  hands. 

The  records  of  the  Coroner's  office 
show  that  out  of  125  deaths  last 
year,  fifty-seven  happened  on  the 
arterial  streets.  And  thus  far  this 
year  they  have  claimed  twenty-two 
out  of  the  thirty-seven  lives  snuffed 
out  by  automobiles. 

In  this  respect  the  San  Francisco 
arterial  driver  is  more  deadly  than 
the  private  car  driver  of  the  country 
at  large,  as  shown  in  the  survey  of 
the  National  Safety  Council. 
Mortality  Dropping 

To  date  this  year  the  increase  in 
arterial  deaths  is  more  than  59  per

cent,  according  to  the  Coroner's 
figures. 

Otherwise  San  Francisco  is  a 
much  safer  place  to  walk  and  drive 
than  any  other  city  in  the  United 
States,  larger  or  smaller.  The  pri- 
vate car  owner  is  a  more  careful 
driver  generally  and  the  mortality  is 
dropping. 

Last  year  106  deaths  were  attri- 
buted to  the  private  car,  and  forty- 
five  lives  were  taken  up  to  June  10 
last  year.     But  in  the  same  period 


of  1931  only  twenty-seven  were 
killed  by  privately  owned  machines. 

Trucks  have  taken  five  deaths  this 
year,  as  compared  with  si.x  in  the 
same  time  last  year,  a  decrease  of 
165^  per  cent.  Motor  buses  have  not 
caused  any  deaths  in  1931,  as  com- 
pared with  one  in  1930.  Deaths  from 
this  cause  decreased  19  per  cent 
throughout  the  country  last  year, 
the  survey  shows. 

Motorcycles  are  more  deadly  here 
and  elsewhere.  Onlv  one  person  was 
killed  by  that  vehicle  in  1930  in  San 
Francisco,  but  four  have  met  death 
so  far  this  year.  The  national  in- 
crease is  31  per  cent. 

Committee's  Work 

San  Francisco's  greater  safety  on 
the  streets  is  due  to  the  Trafiic  Law 
Enforcement  Committee,  represent- 
ative of  the  police,  the  judges,  the 
supervisors,  trafific  experts,  the  Cor- 
oner, and  the  newspapers. 

The  committee  has  educated  the 
people  how  to  drive  and  walk  with- 
out danger.  It  has  also  strength- 
ened sentiment  in  favor  of  law  en- 
forcement. 

Police  Chief  Quinn  is  helping 
greatly  by  ordering  all  patrolmen 
to  show  as  much  interest  in  accident 
prevention  as  in  any  other  of  their 
duties. 

By  educating  pedestrians  in  street 
crossing  downtown  sections,  Cap- 
tain Charles  Goff  and  his  men  have 
ingrained  a  habit  of  carefulness, 
which  people  carry  into  their  home 
districts. 

The  death  of  only  ten  pedestrians 
out  of  the  125  killed  last  year  was 
their  own  fault.

Million  Dollar  Structure  Will  Be  Ready  by  Next  July 


Arcliitrrt's  lirauinfl  of  neiu  Health  Center 


WITHIN  thirty  days  bids  for 
the  erection  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  I'ubhc  Health's  new  struc- 
ture, which  is  to  grace  San  Fran- 
cisco's famous  Civic  Center,  will  be 
called  for,  and  in  another  year  it  is 
hoped  that  the  magnificent  addition 
will  be  completed. 

It  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood 
of  one  million  dollars.  Its  construc- 
tion will  give  employment  to  hun- 
dreds of  workers  and  help  lessen 
the  unemployment  situation. 

This  handsome  building  will  oc- 
cupy the  site  now  used  by  the  Cen- 
tral Emergency  Hosi)ital  and  De- 
tention Home  at  the  intersection  of 
Polk  and  Cjrove  streets. 

It  will  l)e  directly  west  of  the  Ex- 
position Auditorium  and  will  add  to 
the  beauty  of  the  famous  Civic  Cen- 
ter of  San  I-'rancisco. 

The  structure  was  designed  by 
Architect  Samuel  Heiman. 

Plans  for  the  building  have  been 
approvetl  and  structural  work  will 
•^tart  within  the  next  month. 

.\  contract  for  the  structural  steel 
was  awarded  to  the  McClintock- 
Marshall  Company  and  Herrick 
Company  for  the  sum  of  $43,000. 

Bids  for  the  granite  and  masonry 
on  this  building  will  be  awarded  on 
August  12. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  home

cisco  will  be  ready  for  occupancv  by 
July,  1932. 

All  of  the  city's  iin])c)rtant  health 
work  will  be  concentrated  in  the 
Health  Center  Building. 

An  Emergency  Hospital  will  be 
located  in  the  building  and  all  the 
activities  now  located  at  1085  Mis- 
sion Street  will  be  transferred  to 
that  structure. 

The  building  will  be  four  stories 
in  height.  The  granite  facade  will 
conform    with   the   other   structures 


in  the  Civic  Center  and  conform  to 
the  symmetry  of  the  great  buildings 
that  have  already  been  erected  by 
the  city  and  county,  the  state  and 
federal  governments. 

The  building  of  the  Health  Cen- 
ter is  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Health's 
program  for  the  improvement  of  its 
service. 

This  program  consists  of  the  con- 
struction of  two  additional  units  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Preventorium,  the 
erection  of  a  psychopathic  building, 
the  construction  of  a  cancer  insti- 
tute, the  addition  of  three  units  to 
the  Laguna  Honda  Home,  the  pur- 
chase of  lands  for  the  extension  of 
the  San  Francisco  Hospital  and  the 
enlargement  of  the  San  Francisco 
Hospital. 

Charles  H.  Sawyer,  .Xcting  City 
Architect,  in  his  monthly  report  for 
June  stated  that  the  following  work 
has  been  accomplished  on  the  vari- 
ous items  set  forth  in  the  program 
of  the  Board  of  Health: 

Relief  Home.  Wards  K  and  L 
(Relief  Home  Tract),  Seventh  Ave- 
nue and  Dewe)"  Boulevard:  The 
basement  story  has  been  poured  and 
the  first  floor  has  been  framed.  Con- 
necting i)assage  to  the  old  l)uilding 
has  been  framed  and  the  foundation 
poured.  Mechanical  work  is  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  general  construc- 
tion.

As  USUAL  the  annual  report  of 
,  the  Playground  Commission  for 
1929-1930  is  an  issue  worthy  of  that 
splendid  civic  organization. 

It  contains  a  group  of  excellent 
snapshots,  picturing  the  many  activ- 
ities of  the  Commission. 

The  report  is  dedicated  to  the 
late  Hon.  James  D.  Phelan,  who 
was  president  of  the  San  Francisco 
Playground  Commission  from  1926 
to  1930. 

The  Playground  Commission  is 
composed  of  Rosalie  M.  Stern,  pres- 
ident;  Constant  J.  Auger,  vice-pres- 
ident; Alicia  Mosgrove,  George 
Hearst,  William  H.  Leahy,  Ira  W. 
Coburn,  John  McLaren. 

The  executive  staff  consist  of  the 
following:  Josephine  Dows  Randall, 
superintendent;  Raymond  Kimbell, 
assistant  superintendent;  Veda  B. 
Young,  secretary;  Homer  B.  Pack, 
engineer;  George  S.  Harman,  assist- 
ant engineer  ;  Hester  Proctor,  super- 
visor of  dramatics  and  folk  dancing; 
Marie  V.  Foster,  supervisor  of 
music  ;  Helen  WoUang  Center,  su- 
pervisor of  swimming;  Norman 
Center,  camp  manager. 


In  its  report  the  Commission  said  : 
"The  Playground  Commission  of 
San  Francisco  looks  forward  to  the 
time  when  every  citizen  can  find,  in 
the  program  provided,  recreation  of 
a  type  that  will  recreate  in  him, 
hope,  happiness  and  achievement. 

■  "People,  during  their  leisure,  and 
in  their  search  for  recreation,  are 
directed  according  to  individual 
taste  and  ability.  Some  find  it  in 
athletic  pursuits,  and  others  in  the 
arts. 

"The  climate  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  unconscious  appreciation  of 
Its  beauty,  develops  a  people  men- 
tally, physically  and  emotionally 
vigorous — achievement  is  of  a  su- 
perior order — therefore  the  Play- 
ground Commission  is  challenged  to 
discover  and  foster  the  latent  talent 
of  the  people  of  the  city. 

"We  all  accept  the  premise  of 
large  play-fields,  providing  acres  for 
baseball  "and  allied  athletics.  We 
must  also  accept  the  premise  of  pro- 
viding facilities  for  cultural  recrea- 
tion, such  as  orchestras,  choruses, 
drama   and   hand   crafts.     The    arts

require  fine  public  buildings,  ade- 
quately equipped,  and,  most  im- 
portant, enthusiastic,  idealistic  in- 
structors. 

"Dr.  Herman  Adler  says  that 
'behavior  is  a  matter  of  taste.'  If 
this  be  true,  the  recreation  offered 
must  be  of  a  high  standard  of  taste 
and  of  such  a  quantity  that  all  may 
participate.  The  behavior  pattern  of 
delinquency  must  be  attacked  intel- 
ligently and  through  recreation  and 
proper  use  of  leisure  time,  the  pat- 
tern changed  to  one  of  a  creative 
social  order. 

"Parents  should  realize  that  the 
leisure  time  of  children  must  be 
directed  into  safe  channels  and  this 
direction  is  to  be  found  on  the  San 
Francisco  Playgrounds  and  in  the 
Community  Centers  conducted  by 
the  Recreation  Department  of  San 
Francisco. 

"The  playground  facilities  and 
program  given  in  detail  in  the  an- 
nual report  show  the  progress  that 
is  being  made  in  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Department."

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Progress  in  Playground  Department

THE  Rochambeau  Playground, 
which  recently  opened  in  the 
Richmond  District,  is  serving  a  long 
standing  need  for  that  section  of 
San  Francisco.  It  is  located  on  the 
site  of  the  former  Rochambeau 
School,  and  is  situated  on  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  avenues, 
between  Lake  and  California  streets. 

This  area,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  by  two  hundred  and  forty  feet, 
has  been  converted  by  the  construc- 
tion department  of  the  Playground 
Commission  from  an  unsightly  area 
into  a  very  attractive  playground. 

There  are  tennis,  basketball  and 
volleyball  courts,  a  children's  appa- 
ratus area  and  a  beautiful  field 
house  which  Gardner  A.  Dailey  de- 
signed. In  addition,  the  grounds 
have  been  beautified  by  the  planting 
of  shrubbery. 

The  largest  and  most  carefully 
designed  recreation  center  building 
in  the  entire  playground  department 
has  recently  been  completed.  The 
plans  were  drawn  by  Gardner  A. 
Dailey  and  the  contract  for  the 
work  was  awarded  to  Jacks  &  Ir- 
vine, Inc. 

The  Portola  Recreation  Center 
houses  gymnastic,  athletic,  dra- 
matic and  club  activities,  since  am- 
ple facilities  have  been  provided  for 
a  regulation  basketball  court,  club 
rooms,  and  a  large  stage.  In  addi- 
tion, there  is  a  kitchen  ;  also  there 
are  rooms  for  the  directors,  care- 
takers and  supplies.  Each  room  is 
tastefully  and  completely  furnished, 
and  splendid  equipment  has  been  in- 
stalled in  the  gymnasium  and  on  the 
stage.

Recently  the  building  was  dedi- 
cated at  which  time  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Rossi,  and  Mrs.  Sigmund 
Stern,  president  of  the  Playground 
Commission,  made  very  appropriate 
speeches. 

For  many  years  the  North  Beach 
Playground  was  the  only  ground 
lighted  for  outdoor  evening  recrea- 
tion activities.  The  experiment, 
from  a  play  standpoint,  proved  suc- 
cessful, but  it  was  only  recently 
that  satisfactory  lighting  equipment 
was  discovered.  The  Michaelan- 
gelo  Playground  has  been  lighted 
at  night  ever  since  it  was  ojjened 
over  a  year  ago.  On  December 
8,  1930,  another  playground  was 
opened.  It  was  the  Margaret  S. 
Hayward  Playground,  at  Golden 
Gate    Avenue    and    Gough    streets. 

On  May  18  the  Folsom  Play- 
ground at  Twenty-first  and  Folsom 
streets    was    opened    for    night    use. 


These  four  grounds  are  supervised 
by  playground  directors,  and  the 
activities  of  the  hundreds  who  make 
use  of  the  facilities  include  tennis, 
baseball  and  basketball.  The  Play- 
ground Commission  intends  to  ex- 
tend this  program  throughout  the 
department  wherever  climatic  con- 
ditions permit. 
School  and  Playground  Cooperation 

\'aluable  cooperation  e.xists  be- 
tween the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  Playground  Commission. 

At  the  present  time  the  physical 
education  dejiartments  of  si.x  junior 
high  schools,  seven  grammar  schools 
and  one  high  school  conduct  their 
daily  athletic,  gymnastic  or  play 
programs  on  eleven  playgrounds. 

The  Playground  Department  also 
provides  trained  supervision  and 
playground  supplies  after  school 
hours  and  on  Saturdays  at  eighteen 
school  yards. 

The  majority  of  the  athletic  tour- 
naments, such  as  basketball,  base- 
ball and  soccer,  held  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education,  are  conducted  on  the 
San  Francisco  playgrounds. 

The  Board  of  Education  has 
adopted  the  policy  of  turning  over 
their  gymnasiums  to  the  Play- 
ground Commission  for  evening  use, 
when  not  required  for  night  school 
programs,  and  when  the  construc- 
tion is  practical  for  such  use.  Three 
of  the  gymnasiums  supervised  by 
this  dei)artment  at  present  are  lo- 
cated at  the  Balboa  High  School, 
Everett  Jr.  High  School  and  the 
Presidio  Junior  High  School,  re- 
s])ectively. 
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DE  YOUNG  MEMORIAL  MUSEUM 
HOLDS  PRICELESS  EXHIBITS 


A  MUSEUM  in  the  Far  West 
whose  attendance  records  equal 
or  exceed  those  of  similar  institu- 
tions in  the  largest  cities  in  the 
country  must  have  a  public  appeal 
of  the  strongest  kind,  and  must,  in- 
cidentally, be  a  tribute  to  the  fore- 
sight of  its  founders  and  to  the  abil- 
ity of  those  that  have  carried  it  on. 
Such  an  institution  is  the  M.  H.  de 
Young  Memorial  Museum  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  The  one  million  to  over 
two  millions  of  visitors  who  annu- 
ally view  the  exhibits  here  will  agree 
that  any  one  can  find  man}'  things 
of  the  greatest  interest  within  its 
fifty-five  exhibition  galleries.  For 
all  tastes  are  appealed  to. 

Founding  of  Museum 

The  founding  of  the  museum  was 
in  the  beginning  of  the  idea  of  one 
man — the  late  General  Meichel  H. 
de  Young.  Mr.  de  Young  had  been 
appointed  National  Commissioner 
at  Large,  and  later  Vice-President, 
of  the  World's  Columbian  Exposi- 
tion of  1893  in  Chicago.  As  a  result 
of  his  activities  there  he  conceived 
the  idea  of  holding  a  World's  Fair 
in  San  Francisco,  following  the  Chi- 
cago Exposition.  And  after  finding 
an  attitude  antongl  the  exhibitors 
favorable  to  this  plan,  he  broached 
the  subject  among  the  California 
delegation  and  later  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

In  spite  of  a  serious  financial  de- 
pression at  the  time — something  to 
be  remembered  now — the  sponsors 
succeeded  in  getting  the  necessary 
subscriptions  and  the  Midwinter 
Fair  became  a  fact.  The  buildings 
were  erected  in  Golden  Gate  Park, 
at  what  was  then  its  cultivated  limit, 
about  where  the  Museum  and  the 
Music  Concourse  are  now.  The  ex- 
position was  open  from  Tanuarv  to 
July  4,  1894. 

Exposition  Exhibits 

The  next  step  toward  the  present 
institution  was  Mr.  de  Young's  idea 
of  retaining  a  part  of  the  exhibits 
as  the  nucleus  of  a  permanent  mu- 
seum. This  plan  was  also  carried 
into  effect,  and  the  Fine  Arts  Build- 
ing of  the  Fair,  of  Egyptian  archi- 
tecture, together  with  the  small 
Royal  Bavarian  Palace,  became  the 
original  building  units  of  the  Mu- 
seum, to  which  were  added,  about  a

year    later,    seven    mor^    exhibition 
galleries. 

The  profit  of  more  than  $75,000 
from  the  Fair  was  turned  over  to 
the  Park  Commission,  who  became 
the  custodians  of  the  Memorial  Mu- 
seum. This  management  continued 
until  a  charter  amendment,  approved 
by  the  Legislature,  January  21, 
1925,  brought  about  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  present  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  took  over  the  con- 
trol of  the  institution  in  that  year. 

Midwinter  Fair  Relics 

A  large  number  of  exhibits  of  all 
kinds  from  the  Midwinter  Fair  were 
secured  for  the  Museum's  perma- 
nent collections.  Among  them  was 
the  great  Dore  bronze  vase  symbol- 
izing "The  Vintage,"  which  now 
stands  directly  inside  the  entrance. 
Mr.  de  Young,  an  inveterate  collec- 
tor, became  one  of  the  chief  of  the 
numerous  benefactors  of  the  institu- 
tion. In  addition  to  innumerable 
exhibits,  he  built  and  presented  to 
the  city  three  of  the  present  building 
units;  one  was  begun  in  1917,  an- 
other completed  in  the  fall  of  1920, 
and  a  third  in  the  spring  of  1925, 
shortly  after  the  death  of  Mr.  de 
Young,  which  occurred  Februarv 
15,  1925. 

The  latest  building  unit  was 
erected  by  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, which  is,  of  course,  owner  of 
the  Museum,  and  was  completed  in 
1930.  In  connection  with  this  same 
undertaking  the  original  Egyptian 
building  and  the  Royal  Gavarian 
Palace,  which,  having  been  con- 
structed as  temporary  structures, 
had  decayed  to  a  dangerous  extent, 
were  wrecked.  The  total  area  of  the 
present  buildings  is  more  than  two 
and  three-quarter  acres. 

Fifty- Five  Galleries 

In  this  great  space,  with  its  fifty- 
five  exhibition  galleries,  are  dis- 
played almost  every  kind  of  art  ob- 
ject and  product  of  craftsmanship 
that  can  be  thought  of — ancient  and 
modern.  And  its  importance  from 
an  educational  point  of  view  is  rec- 
ognized by  the  school  authorities, 
due  to  whose  recommendation  the 
teachers  bring  their  classes  in  large 
numbers  to  the  Museum.  The  doors 
are  open  every  day  in  the  year,  in- 
cluding Sundays  and  holidays,  from 


10  A.  M.  to  5  P.  M.,  and  there  is 
never  any  admission  charge. 

Some  of  the  exhibits  are  as  ancient 
as  an  Eg3'ptian  mummy,  perhaps  of 
3000  B.  C. ;  and  others  are  as  recent 
as  a  fully  furnished  living  room  of 
the  present  day.  The  entire  Mu- 
seum has  just  been  reorganized 
under  the  supervision  of  Director 
Lloyd  LaPage  Rollins. 

There  are  reproductions  of  the 
ancient  sculptures  of  Nineveh,  of  the 
period  of  the  ninth  century  B.  C. 
There  are  plaster  reproductions  of 
world  famous  Greek  scuulptures, 
presented  to  the  City  by  the  Greek 
Government,  representative  of  the 
archaic  period  of  that  country  as 
well  as  of  its  supreme  period,  with 
examples  from  the  famous  temples 
of  the  Parthenon  and  the  Erech- 
theum  on  the  Acropolis  at  Athens. 

Ancient  Sculptures 

There  are  bronze  reproductions  of 
Roman  sculptures,  some  of  them 
buried  by  the  eruption  of  Vesuvius 
in  79  A.  D.  at  Herculaneum  and 
Pompeii,  and  dug  up  seventeen  cen- 
turies later. 

There  are  wonderful  solid  gold 
artifacts  produced  by  the  Indians  of 
Colombia,  South  America,  before  the 
discovery  of  that  country  by  the 
man  for  whom  it  was  named.  Two 
galleries  are  devoted  to  Oriental 
arts;  five  to  paintings  from  the 
hands  of  Pier  Francesco  Fiorentino 
(1440-1500).  Bronzine  (1502-1572), 
and  Paolo  \'eronese  (1528-1588), 
and  others,  down  to  those  of  con- 
temporary California  artists ;  four 
galleries  are  devoted  to  early  Cali- 
fornia pictures  ;  two  to  ecclesiastical 
material ;  four  to  American  Indian, 
Polynesian,  and  South  Sea  Islafid 
anthropology,  with  valuable  collec- 
tions of  hundreds  of  Indian  baskets. 

Paintings  and  Tapestries 

There  are  a  dozen  period  rooms, 
illustrating  the  furniture,  paintings, 
tapestries  and  other  arts  and  crafts 
of  definite  times  and  countries.  Two 
galleries  are  for  ship  models  and 
other  maritime  exhibits ;  a  room  is 
devoted  to  musical  instruments;  a 
huge  gallery  to  arms  and  war  relics ; 
another  to  architectural  fragments, 
in  wrought  iron,  and  carved  wood ; 
another  to  textiles  of  various  kinds.

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Books  for  Vacation  Reading 


VACATION  is  fiction  time  !  And 
the  publishers,  with  their  sensi- 
tive fingers  on  the  pulse  of  the  read- 
ing public,  and  more  and  more  to  the 
storehouse  of  romance,  mystery,  and 
adventure  in  fiction  form. 

Of  course,  the  most  talked  of 
book,  both  in  play  and  book  form,  is 
the  novel,  "Grand  Hotel,"  translated 
from  the  German  of  that  clever 
woman,  Vicki  Baum.  Within  twen- 
ty-four hours  we  are  "let  in"  on  the 
loves  and  sorrows,  the  pathos  and 
mirth  of  the  folk  who  inhabit  one 
of  the  finest  hotels  in  all  Europe,  the 
pride  and  joy  of  the  city  of  Berlin. 
Epic  of  the  Soil 

"The  Good  Earth,"  by  Pearl  Buck, 
is  a  powerful  epic  of  the  soil.  It 
tells  the  story  of  one  Wang  Lung, 
his  rise  from  poverty  to  wealth. 
While  the  locale  of  the  story  is 
China,  the  account  is  universal  in 
its  appeal,  and  might  just  as  well 
have  been  laid  in  Indiana  or  the 
farm  lands  of  Southern  Russia.  De- 
tail abounds  in  Mrs.  Buck's  book, 
but  it  is  fascinating  detail,  never 
falling  for  an  instant  into  the  dull 
waters  of  monotony.

A  young  man  about  town 
(the  town  being  in  this  instance  San 
Francisco)  goes,  under  protest,  to 
manage  a  ranch  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley.  There  he  meets  a  girl,  quite 
unlike  his  erstwhile  city  compan- 
ions.

Murder  Mystery 

A  new  author  gives  us  "The  Three 
Cornered  Wound,"  and,  while  it 
may  be  George  Dyer's  first  book,  it 
is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  it  will 
not  be  his  last.  The  little  town  of 
Napa  is  startled  by  the  sudden  death 
of  Matteo  Podesta.  The  verdict  is 
"Murder,"  and  for  a  while  the  man's 
daughter,  Ravina,  is  suspected.  Then 
her  lover  is  arrested !  The  local 
agent  for  the  Great  Western  Life 
Insurance  Company  takes  a  hand  in 
the  unraveling  of  the  mystery,  and 
is  aided  by  his  roommate.  Dr.  Star- 
rett.  The  climax  is  as  swift  as  it  is 
surprising  and  will  be  liked  by  the 
most  exacting  mystery   addict. 

The  prolific  Edgar  Wallace  spon- 
sors "The  Ringer  Returns,"  and  A.

No  WHERE  in  the  world  is  there  a  finer  park 
system  than  in  San  Francisco. 

This  is  a  recognized  fact.  It  is  wholly  due  to  that 
remarkable  man,  John  McLaren,  who  has  planned  and 
executed  a  marvellous  program  of  beautification  since 
1887,  until  today  this  city  proudly  points  to  its  magnifi- 
cent parks  and  surroundings  of  public  buildings. 

Golden  Gate  Park  stands  out  as  a  living  achievement 
of  the  works  of  man.  Sand  dunes  have  been  replaced 
by  fertile  soil  on  which  has  grown  flora  that  has 
attracted  the  eyes  of  the  world.

Its  well  kept  road- 
ways, its  magnificent  structures,  its  waterfalls  and 
lakes;  its  Japanese  tea  garden,  museums,  acquarium. 
Stow  Lake  with  its  myriad  boats,  Dutch  windmills, 
grazing  sheep,  stadiums,  tennis  courts  and  bowling 
greens  are  a  few  of  the  places  that  only  a  poet  could 
describe. 

Suffice  it,  we  have  a  wonderful  asset  in  Golden  Gate 
Park,  and  a  visit  to  the  numerous  other  parks  in  every 
section  of  this  city  will  convince  the  most  skeptical 
that  San  Francisco  is  blessed  with  the  finest  park 
system  in  this  mundane  sphere. 


Probably  the  finest  tribute  to  Dr.  Hassler  was  ren- 
dered by  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  who  said: 

"San  Francisco  has  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the 
untimely  death  of  Dr.  Hassler.  A  physician  of  interna- 
tional reputation  who  had  attained  the  highest  pinnacle 
of  his  profession ;  a  public  official  who  was  ever  actuated 
by  the  highest  ideals  of  public  service  to  humanity;  a 
husband  whose  domestic  life  was  a  model  of  devotion ; 
a  friend  who  was  ever  willing  to  sacrifice  his  personal 
convenience  to  contribute  to  the  happiness  of  his  asso- 
ciates ;  a  philanthropist  whose  ready  sympathy  and 
utmost  energy  in  advancing  the  cause  of  humanity 
accomplished  untold  benefits  to  those  in  distress, 
Dr.  Hassler's  name  will  ever  be  enshrined  with  hal- 
lowed memory  in  the  hearts  of  his  hosts  of  admirers.

Bureau  of  Architecture 

N  HIS  annual  report,  Charles  H.  Sawyer,  City  Archi- 
tect,   shows    that    contracts    totalling    $1,794,057.72 
have  been  awarded  for  school  and  miuiicipal  structures. 
This  is  evidence  of  the  fine  work  being  accomplished 
by  the  city  authorities. 

The  list  the  construction  of  the  Central  Warehouse 
unit,  the  new  entrance  of  Grant  School,  the  building  of 
the  James  Lick  Junior  High  School,  the  Girls'  School 
addition  and  other  important  buildings.

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A  Tribute  to  the 
"Grand  Old  Man" 


of  Golden  Gate  Park 


SAX  FRANCISCO  owes  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  John  McLaren. 
Golden  Gate  Park  stands  as  a  monu- 
ment to  his  genius.  What  he  has 
wrought  out  of  sand  dunes  stands 
as  an  ever-living  exemplar  of  his 
consummate  skill  as  a  landscape 
gardener.  He  possessed  vision  and 
this  enabled  him  to  build  for  the 
future. 

He  has  been  termed  the  "grand 
old  man  of  San  Francisco,"  and 
this  endearing  term  is  richly  de- 
served. 

Golden  Gate  Park  is  famous  the 
world  over.  Travelers  have  been 
enthusiastic  in  their  praise  of  this 
beautiful  playground. 

John  McLaren  has  acted  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Golden  Gate  Park 
for  the  past  forty-five  years.  He 
has  had  the'  heartiest  cooperation  of 
the  members  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sion, because  its  members,  leaders 
in  the  community,  appreciated  Mc- 
Laren's worth  and  judgment. 

McLaren  was  given  a  free  hand 
and  never  abused  his  authority.  It 
is  true  that  in  the  course  of  his  ca- 
reer politicians  attempted  to  dictate 
to  him,  but  they  never  reached  first 
base. 

When  they  attempted  to  foist  in- 
competents on  him,  he  refvised  to 
accept  them,  and  politely  but  firmly 
informed  the  politicians  that  they 
could  have  his  job. 

The  public  also  appreciated  Mc- 
Laren's ability  and  would  brook  nr) 
interference  in  his  herculean  task  to 
give  the  Queen  City  of  the  West 
not  only  a  beautiful  Golden  Gate 
Park,  but  a  series  of  smaller  parks 
in  every  district  that  would  surpass 
those  seen  in  other  cities. 

John  McLaren  is  85  years  old.  It 
is  hoped  that  he  will  live  to  be  a  hun- 
dred, in  order  that  he  may  continue 
in  the  work  that  he  loves. 

Thanks  to  his  genius,  the  visitor 
to  Golden  Gate  Park  gazes  in 
wonder  at  the  artificial  water  falls, 


lakes  and  rills,  beautiful  ferneries, 
growths  of  tropic  verdure,  the  Por- 
tals of  the  Past,  the  water  lily 
ponds,  the  meadows  crowded  with 
grazing  sheep,  famous  rhododen- 
dron    dells,     and     countless     other 


beauty  spots  that  he  has  fashioned 
in  cooperation  with  Dame  Nature. 
John  McLaren  also  won  enduring 
fame  for  his  marvelous  planting  at 
the  Panama  Pacific  International 
Exposition.  The  world  accorded 
him  a  richly  deserved  fame  for  his 
remarkable  transplanting  of  trees, 
shrubbery  and  flowers. 

His  knowledge  of  gardening  and 
his  ability  to  direct  large  forces  of 
men  has  made  him  the  ideal  super- 
intendent of  one  of  the  show  places 
of  the  world. 

The  poet  in  describing  Golden 
Gate  Park  has  said : 

"Then,  stretching  ontuard  to  the  sea, 
Wild   iiastes    of  vagrant   dunes   of  shifting 

sand. 
Save  here  and  there,  luhere  Nature's   boun- 
teous touch, 
Jealous  of  ugliness,  had  spread  in  pink  and 

gold 
Soft  mantles  of  the  blossoms  of  Abronia 
And  rosy-flowered  Mesemhryanlhemum, 
Relieving  desert  wastes  with  perfumed  bloom. 
Till,  driven  back  by  lines  of  angry  surf 
That  battled  beauty's  inroads  ceaselessly." 


Youth  rewards  the  "grand  old  man" — John  McLaren 
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Sharp  Park,  an  Ideal 
Course  for  Golfers

SAN  FRANCISCO  has  a  golf  set- 
ting which  is  probably  without 
equal  in  any  section  of  the  country. 

For  variety  of  playing  conditions 
and  change  of  scenery,  the  golf 
courses  of  this  city,  both  private  and 
municipal,  offer  all  that  is  to  be  de- 
sired by  those  who  enjoy  this  popu- 
lar pastime. 

With  one  of  the  world's  most  pic- 
turesque public  courses  located  at 
Lincoln  Park  and  a  magnificent 
championship  course  in  the  Harding 
Park  plan,  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners' program  for  the  golfers 
is  now  being  developed  in  the  com- 
pletion of  a  third  real  test  of  golf  at 
Sharp  Park. 

This  new  playground  is  located  in 
San  Mateo  County,  less  than  twenty 
minutes'  ride  from  the  vicinity  of 
the  Herbert  Fleishhacker  Playfield, 
or  about  thirty-five  minutese  from 
the  City  Hall,  by  way  of  the  Sky- 
line Boulevard. 

Designed  by  the  famous  golf  ar- 
chitects. Dr.  Alex  McKenzie  and 
Robert  Hunter,  the  Sharp  Park 
course  promises  to  be  one  of  the 
most  attractive  golf  sites  in  the  bay 
district.  With  shoreline  of  the  Pa- 
cific Ocean  forming  its  western 
boundary,  and  the  Laguna  Salada 
nestled  in  the  center,  patrons  will 
enjoy  a  seaside  golf  course  with  suf- 
ficient water  hazards  to  make  it  in- 
teresting for  competitive  sport  in 
addition  to  offering  a  change  from 
the  other  public  courses. 

Rapid    Construction 

Work  on  the  new  course  started 
in  April  of  last  year,  and  what  ap- 
peared at  first  to  be  just  an  ordinary 
task  finally  called  for  some  unusual 
construction  in   bringing  about  the 


completion  of  the  approved  plan. 
Considerable  fill  was  required  in 
constructing  the  seven  fairways  bor- 
dering the  lake. 

The  Sharp  Park  course  will  be 
6.590  yards  in  length,  with  par  being 
set  at  71,  as  against  the  Harding 
course  distance  of  6,531  yards  and 
7i  par.  This  presents  a  layout  of 
championship  caliber  with  plenty  of 
character,  as  there  are  some  won- 
derful golf  holes  on  the  course.  The 
longest  test  is  a  five  par  with  580 
yards  on  the  ninth,  the  green  being 
immediately  in  front  of  the  club- 
house.     Out    in    2i7   strokes    and    in

clubhouse  scheduled  for  November, 
it  is  not  likely  that  the  course  will 
be  ready  for  play  previous  to  that 
time. 

Trees  Transplanted 

Under  the  direction  of  John  Mc- 
Laren, Superintendent  of  Parks, 
many  of  the  cypress  trees  planted 
by  him  twelve  years  ago  on  the 
ridges  of  the  Sharp  Park  property 
are  now  being  moved  into  desirable 
locations  of  the  golf  course.  Mc- 
Laren has  worked  wonders  with  the 
landscape  features,  the  transforma- 
tion of  the  old  artichoke  fields  into

with  34,  including  two  three  par 
holes  in  the  first  nine  and  one  in 
the  second  offers  a  nice  division  of 
the  eighteen  holes. 

\\'hile  the  final  seeding  was  not 
completed  until  the  first  of  June, 
quite  a  few  of  the  greens  and  some 
of  the  fairways  are  in  a  very  healthy 
condition.  The  turf  is  not  suffi- 
ciently established,  however,  to  war- 
rant any  announcement  as  to  the 
opening  date  of  the  course.  It  would 
benefit  greatly  by  the  early  rains, 
and    with    the    completion    of    the 


the  present  delightful  setting  being 
another  park  achievement. 

The  water  supply  which  is  always 
one  of  the  big  problems  of  golf 
course  maintenance  has  been  solved 
with  the  construction  of  four  wells 
with  a  satisfactory  flow  to  assure 
the  upkeep  of  the  course.  These 
wells  are  located  close  to  the  beach, 
where  a  settling  tank  has  been  built 
to  hold  a  day's  supply  of  water. 

A  modern  underground  sprinkling 
system,  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be 
used   on    the   city's    public    courses, 
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will  do  away  with  all  hand  sprin- 
kling and  permit  of  a  more  uniform 
distribution  of  water.  This  is  par- 
ticularly advantageous,  as  it  allows 
for  night  watering  and  uninter- 
rupted play  during  the  day. 

New  Clubhouse 

Plans  have  been  approved,  the 
contract  let  for  the  clubhouse  and 
construction  will  be  under  way  this 
month.  .-Ml  of  the  features  found  to 
be  useful  at  the  Harding  and  Lin- 
coln courses  have  been  combined  in 
the  one  building.  There  will  be  no 
waste  space  or  e.xtravagant  display, 
but  all  the  conveniences  necessary 
for  the  comfort  of  the  public  are  in- 
cluded in  the  building  arrangement. 

The  starter's  room  will  be  so  lo- 
cated that  the  staff  will  have  com- 
plete control  of  the  patronage. 
There  will  be  an  attractive  lunch 
room  overlooking  almost  the  entire 
golf  course  with  a  beautiful  view  of 
the  ocean.  A  comfortable  waiting 
room  is  provided  in  addition  to  a 
shop  for  the  professional.  Living 
quarters  are  provided  in  the  upper 
story  for  the  caretaker. 

The  architects,  Angus  McSwee- 
ney  and  Austin  Moore  of  the  Willis 
Polk  Company,  have  designed  an 
attractive  building  which  willl  fit 
into  the  surroundings  in  addition  to 
offering  an  ideal  scheme  in  the 
operation  of  a  public  golf  course. 

Manv  difficulties  have  been  over- 


come in  the  construction  of  the  lat- 
est unit  in  the  Park  Commission's 
plan  for  self-supporting  recreation 
activities,  and  the  new  addition  will 
prove  a  pleasant  surprise  to  those 
who  visit  the  site  for  the  first  time. 

This  city  has  been  ])articularly 
fortunate  in  having  such  an  area 
available  for  a  golf  course.  The 
property  in  question,  some  460 
acres,  was  donated  to  San  Fran- 
cisco by  the  late  Mrs.  Honora  Sharp 
in  appreciation  of  the  comfort  she 
derived  in  her  declining  years  from 
the  beauties  of  Golden  Gate  Park. 

The  gift  was  accompanied  by  con- 
siderable cash  which  was  used  in 
bringing  about  the  present  park  and 
golf  course.  There  still  remains 
sufficient    land    for    general    recrea- 


tion, including  an  excellent  bathing 
beach,  picnic  grounds  and  attractive 
bridle  paths  through  the  hills.

provements  being  made  by  a  capable 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  a  still 
more  remarkable  Superintendent. 

Quoting  from  the  annual  report 
issued  by  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Commission,  the  history  of  Golden 
Gate  Park  since  its  inception  is  as 
tollows  : 

Inception  of  Park 

To  whom  should  be  accorded  the 
distinction  of  having  first  aroused 
public  interest  in  the  preliminary 
movements  to  acquire  a  great  pub- 
lic playground  for  San  P^rancisco  is 
a  matter  which  it  is  difficult  to  set- 
tle with  an  accuracy  that  may  not 
lie  disputed.  It  is  one  concerning 
which  many  stories  have  been  told, 
but  most  of  them  appear  to  have 
l)een  based  upon  sentiment  or  per- 
sonal l)ias  in  resjiect  of  the  honor 
or  credit  to  be  given  to  this  or  that 
individual. 

It  will  be  found  difficult,  how- 
ever, to  controvert  the  claim,  based 
upon  dependable  memories  and  such 
meager  records  as  now  exist,  that 
the  name  of  Frank  McCoppin  stands 
out  in  i)old  relief  above  all  others 
as  being,  if  not  the  originator  of 
the  idea,  at  least  the  most  energetic 
and  successful  champion  of  it. 

Throughout  the  numerous  dis- 
putes, agitations  and  conflicts  in  the 
era  preceding  the  final  quieting  of 
titles  to  outside  lands,  he  had  al- 
ways been  an  earnest  champion  of 
the  cause,  and  during  his  several 
terms  of  office  as  Supervisor,  State 
Senator  and  Mayor,  his  effort  to  se- 
cure for  the  city  of  his  adoption  a 
future  great  park  never  rela.xed.

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Mayor  in  1866  that  his  first  aggres- 
sive efforts  were  made  to  enforce 
some  definite  line  of  action  in  the 
matter  that  would  set  the  some- 
what clogged  machinery  in  motion. 
Prior  to  that  time,  however,  the 
city's  right  to  convey  title  to  the 
outside  lands  under  the  \'an  Ness 
ordinance  continued  to  be  ques- 
tioned, and  never  became  ratified 
until  the  matter  had  been  carried  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States. 

As  early  as  1864  Justice  Stephen 
J.  Field  had  rendered  a  decision  in 
favor  of  the  city's  claim  to  the  four 
leagues  of  land  embraced  in  the  old 
Pueblo  allotments.  During  the  fol- 
lowing year  the  Congress  approved 
that  decision,  and,  armed  by  this 
authority,  the  hardy  pioneer  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  project  mobilized 


his  forces  and  laid  out  a  plan  of 
campaign. 

Opposition  was  still  rife,  however, 
on  the  part  of  the  land  owners 
whose  financial  coalition  was  neces- 
sary, but  finally  an  agreement  was 
reached  to  the  effect  that  they  would 
sacrifice  ten  per  cent  of  their  hold- 
ings and  cooperate  with  the  city  in 
passing  through  the  State  Legisla- 
ture a  measure  confirming  that 
principle.  Then  unexpected  oppo- 
sition from  other  quarters  devel- 
oped at  Sacramento,  and  it  is  of 
record  that  Frank  McCoppin  him- 
self twice  captained  the  small  co- 
terie of  citizens  that  invaded  the 
State  Capitol  determined  to  fight 
the  battle  to  a  finish. 

It  is  to  their  credit  to  here  record 
that  they  won,  and  then  came  the 
passage  of  the  notable  Order  800, 
under  whose  provisions  a  Commit- 


tee of  Appraisement  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  C.  A.  Stanyan,  A.  J. 
Schrader,  R.  Beverly  Cole,  Monroe 
Ashbury  and  Charles  Clayton. 

This  committee  estimated  the 
value  of  the  combined  areas  of  park 
land  selected  at  $1,297,927,  severally 
divided  as  follows :  Golden  Gate 
Park,  1,013  acres.  $801,593:  Buena 
Vista  Park,  36  acres,  $88,250;  the 
City  Cemetery,  200  acres,  $127,465 
Mountain  Lake,  19  acres,  $19,9,^0 
public  squares,  15  acres,  $12,935 
school  lands,  68  acres,  $115,977. 
The  report  was  duly  filed  December 
7,  1868,  thus  ending  forever  the  long 
and  bitterly  contested  outside  land 
title  war,  leaving  the  owners  on 
either  side  as  strongly  protected  un- 
der the  laws  of  ownership  as  deed 
drafters  and  ofificial  signatures  could 
make  them.

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First  Commission 

On  April  19,  1870,  Governor 
Henry  H.  Haight  appointed  the 
first  Park  Commission,  consisting 
of  S.  F.  Butterworth,  D.  W.  Con- 
nelly and  C.  F.  McDermott.  This 
commission  organized  at  320  Cali- 
fornia Street,  with  S.  F.  Butter- 
worth  as  president  and  A.  J.  Moul- 
der as  secretary.  The  latter  gentle- 
man, however,  served  a  few  months 
only,  being  succeeded  by  John  T. 
Fleming,  who  continued  in  the  office 
for  many  years.  The  first  bonds 
were  taken  at  par  by  Abraham  Se- 
ligman,  who  was  subseciuently  ap- 
pointed treasurer.  A  call  for  bids 
was  advertised  for  a  survey  of 
the  projected  Golden  Gate  Park, 
and  William  Hammond  Hall  was 
awarded  the  contract  as  the  lowest 
bidder. 

First  Superintendent 

On  completion  of  this  preliminar\ 
work  Mr.  Hall  was  appointed  su- 
perintendent, and  during  the  autumn 
of  1871  began  the  work  of  improve- 
ment in  that  section  of  the  reserva- 
tion known  as  the  Panhandle,  a 
strip  of  land  one  block  in  width  and 
extending  from  Baker  Street  to 
Stanyan,  a  distance  of  eight  city 
blocks. 

During  the  eleven  years  that  fol- 
lowed. Superintendent  Hall  led  the 
march  of  improvement  toward  the 
ocean  with  varying  degrees  of 
progress,  and  was  then  superseded 
as  active  superintendent  by  Super- 
intendents Pritchard,  Hennesy  and 
McKewen  in  the  order  named,  when 
in  1887  John  McLaren  was  ap- 
pointed. 

This  e.\perienced  horticulturist 
and  forester  brought  his  indomitable 
energy,  keen  judgment  and  strong 
initiative  into  his  difficult  task.  In 
completing  the  work  his  predeces- 
sors had  begun,  he  also  devised 
those  newer  and  better  plans  of  de- 
velopment that  eventually  brought 
to  its  present  state  of  perfection  a 
once  almost  arid  wilderness,  mak- 
ing of  it  an  unbroken  expanse  of 
forest  and  glen,  hillock  and  glade, 
gladdened  by  masses  of  eternal  ver- 
dure and  bloom  from  Stanyan 
Street  to  the  sea. 

The  Water  Supply 

During  the  first  decade  or  so  of 
the  park's  existence  the  water  suj)- 
ply  became  more  and  more  a  matter 
of  serious  concern  in  a  financial 
sense  as  the  area  to  be  watered  in- 
creased, in  spite  of  the  liberal  rate 
allowed  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company.  Here  was  an  unexcelled 
garden  spot  of  the  future,  projected 


to  be  a  region  of  endless  bloom  and 
verdure,  but  located  in  a  waterless 
region,  in  a  climate  where  plentiful 
irrigation  is  an  unavoidable  neces- 
sity during  at  least  eight  months  of 
the  year,  and  the  water  rate  con- 
tinued to  be  a  heavy  burden  in  those 
days  of  economical  park  appropria- 
tion. 


Poet,  engineer,  an  experiment  was 
decided  upon,  and  W.  B.  Bradl^ury 
was  employed  to  sink  the  first  well 
in  Golden  Gate  Park  near  the  south- 
easterly base  of  Strawberry  Hill. 
The  experiment  proved  so  success- 
ful that  a  pumping  station  was 
erected,  with  the  result  that  a  sup- 
posedly ample  reservoir  on  the  side

In  1886,  however.  Frank  M.  Pix- 
ley,  then  president  of  the  Park 
Commission,  became  obsessed  by 
the  belief  that  an  adequate  water 
supply  could  ])e  secured  within  the 
limits  of  the  park  itself. 

After    consultation     with    Alfred 


of  the  hill  was  kept  constantly  over- 
flowing. 

Later  on,  however,  Superintend- 
ent John  McLaren  reported  that 
even  this  hopeful  supply  of  precious 
irrigation  fluid  was  not  at  all  of  suf- 
ficient volume  to  supply  the  needs 
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of  a  not  very  remote  future.  Upon 
this  showing  Commissioners  A.  B. 
Spreckels,  W.  W.  Stow  and  Reuben 
H.  Lloyd  were  appointed  to  verify 
the  existence  and  test  the  capacity 
of  a  subterranean  stream  believed 
to  exist  in  the  depressed  region 
south  of  Strawbrry  Hill  and  con- 
tinuing on  to  the  ocean  under  the 
sand  dunes. 

These  efforts  were  crowned  with 
unexpected  success  and  led  to  the 
construction  of  what  is  probabl}- 
the  most  interesting  pumping  sta- 
tions in  any  other  public  reserva- 
tion. This  consists  of  electric  pumps 
and  two  giant  Dutch  windmills,  one 
of  which  is  said  to  be  the  largest 
ever  erected,  its  pumping  capacity 
being  40,000  gallons  per  hour  in  a 
fifteen-mile  breeze. 

Thus  was  it  found  possible 
through  great  public  interest,  as- 
sisted by  engineering  skill,  not  only 
to  provide  Golden  Gate  Park  with 
more  than  sufficient  irrigation  for 
all  time,  but  also,  through  the  great 
distributing  reservoir  on  Strawberry 
Hill,  making  possible  Huntington 
Falls,  Stow  Lake,  Spreckels  Lake, 
Lloyd  and  Metson  Lakes,  as  well  as 
the  chain  of  smaller  ones  that  nestle 
in  secluded  wooded  depressions  as 
if  designed  to  afford  grateful  sanc- 
tuary to  swarms  of  vagrant  water 
fowls. 

Animals  and  Birds 

Interesting  collections  of  animal 
and  bird  life  have  been  successfully 
maintained  in  Golden  Gate  Park, 
and    these    are    graduallv   enlarging

through  natural  increase  or  by  oc- 
casional contributions.  Extensive 
ranges  have  been  provided  for  bi- 
sons, elk,  deer,  moose  and  other 
ruminants,  and  it  is  believed  that 
not  only  are  these  groups  of  animals 
unsurpassed  in  condition  by  any 
others  in  urban  captivity,  but  that 
they  thrive  as  well  in  the  ample 
ranges  provided  for  them  as  they 
possibly  could  in  their  original  hab- 
itats. Aside  from  the  native  spe- 
cies it  has  been  clearly  demonstrated 
that  the  antipodean  kangaroo,  as 
well  as  other  alien  species,  become 
acclimated  without  languishing  in 
the  least  for  their  native  climes. 

Buffalo  Herd 

The  increase  of  the  bison  or  buf- 
falo herd  has  been  so  fruitful  that 
many    of   them    have    been    sold    to

other  cities  or  private  individuals, 
it  being  the  fixed  policy  of  the  Park 
Commissioners  to  establish  its  de- 
sire to  assist  in  preventing  the  ex- 
tinction of  this  interesting  mammal 
as  well  as  to  stimulate  the  public 
trend  toward  the  study  of  Ameri- 
can animal  life.  The  maintenance 
of  carnivora  has  not  been  encour- 
aged, for  obvious  reasons. 

The  bear  pit,  however,  located  on 
the  Middle  Drive  adjoining  the  buf- 
falo paddock,  and  which  sprang 
into  being  through  the  generous  do- 
nation of  W.  R.  Hearst,  Esq.,  has 
always  been  a  feature  of  keen  inter- 
est, although  its  first  tenant,  the 
giant  grizzly  bear  Monarch,  for 
whom  it  was  erected,  has  long  since 
been  perpetuated  in  dignified  silence 
by  the  taxidermist. 

Water  Fowls 

The  interesting  collection  of  wild 
water  fowls  on  Stow  Lake  is  main- 
tained at  an  expense  that  is  quite 
negligible  in  comparison  with  the 
interest  it  creates.  This  is  always 
a  never-ending  source  of  amusement 
and  instruction  for  nearly  all  na- 
ture-loving visitors  to  the  park,  for 
aside  from  the  domesticated  varie- 
ties, such  as  swans,  ducks  and 
geese,  together  with  many  wild  spe- 
cies that  have  made  this  beautiful 
sheet  of  water  their  home,  the  col- 
lection as  a  whole  is  more  or  less 
migratory. 

During  the  proper  seasons,  how- 
ever, the  canvasback,  the  redhead, 
the  sprig,  the  broadljill  and  the  teals, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  peasant  mud- 
hen,  may  be  studied  at  close  range, 
and  are  almost  tame  enough  to  be 
fed  out  of  the  hand,  excepting  only 
when  approached  by  the  impulsive 
small  boy  or  the  predatory  idler  in 
search  of  mischievous  adventure. 
Abundant  Quail 

Nearly  all  varieties  of  native  bird 
life  are  represented  in  the  park,  but 
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many  alien  species  have  prospered 
and  increased  in  gratifying  num- 
bers. Time  was  when  considerable 
flocks  of  peacocks  and  pheasants 
were  ever  in  full  view  along  the 
drives,  but  these  have  not  taken 
kindly  to  the  confusing  noises  of 
the  automobile  and  have  found  se- 
clusion and  quiet  in  the  wooded 
thickets  and  protected  fens.  The 
quail,  however,  have  long  since  be- 
come partly  accustomed  to  this  in- 
evitable invasion,  and  great  coveys 
of  them  may  be  encountered  and 
admired  in  the  several  spots  re- 
served for  feeding  places. 

Great  Aviary 

The  great  Aviary  and  its  sur- 
rounding smaller  units  have  since 
their  erection  in  1890  housed  nearl\- 
all  varieties  of  feathered  tribes,  a])- 
parently  to  their  entire  satisfaction, 
but  its  reconstruction  and  enlarge- 
ment is  now  in  contemplation  in  or- 
der that  all  reasonable  demands  of 
ornithological  science  may  be  com- 
plied with,  for  birds  are  not  long- 
lived  in  captivity  and  their  health- 
giving  requirements  are  many. 

Juvenile  Features 

The  most  popular  and  beneficial 
of  the  many  spaces  devoted  e.xclus- 
ively  to  recreation  continues  to  be 
the  Childrens'  Playground,  inaug- 
urated in  1887,  in  accordance  with 
the  will  of  the  late  William  F. 
Sharon,  Esq.,  who  bequeathed  $50,- 
000  for  that  purpose.  In  addition  to 
its  continuous  maintenance,  how- 
ever, the  Park  Commission  has 
added  several  necessary  buildings 
as  well  as  a  larger  variety  of 
amusement  features.  The  old  merry- 
go-round  has  been  replaced  by  a  far 
more  commodious  one,  the  gift  of 
Alan  H.  Fleishhacker,  who  was  also 
the  donor  of  the  popular  kiddy-car 
system. 

In  addition  to  the  herd  of  donkeys, 
long  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to 
the  little  ones,  Mr.  Fleishhacker  has 
caused  to  be  imported  from  Asia 
two  young  and  docile  elephants  who 
have  already  been  afFectioSately 
adopted  by  the  juvenile  contingent. 

Such  charges  as  are  made  for 
these  features  are  a  mere  fraction 
of  those  exacted  in  other  parks. 
Those  that  are  made  for  refresh- 
ments are  notably  small  in  propor- 
tion to  the  service  rendered,  for  it 
has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
Park  Commission  to  supply  thtm  at 
prices  as  closely  approaching  actual 
cost  as  has  been  f(jun(l  possible. 

Nevertheless,  in  recent  months 
the  refreshment  booth  at  the  play- 
ground, as  well  as  that  in  the  Chalet 


on  the  beach,  have,  under  careful 
management,  been  conducted  with- 
out any  appreciable  loss.  The  old 
Chalet  is  now  replaced  by  a  more 
commodious  and  highly  ornamental 
one,  the  conception  of  the  late  W'il- 
lis  Polk,  and  is  in  a  less  exposed  and 
more  picturesque  position. 

The  Park  Band 

It  is  believed  that  no  expenditure 
made  by  the  Park  Board  is  of 
greater  educational  benefit  or  af- 
fords more  delight  to  visitors  than 
is  the  annual  sum  of  $15,000  for  the 
Park  Hand,  under  the  direction  of 
Ralph  Murray,  in  the  dignified  Mu- 
sic Temple  of  stone  donated  by  the 


tion  in  painting,  sculpture,  antiques 
and  historical  relics,  together  with 
e.xhibitions  of  the  applied  arts  of  all 
countries,  the  M.  H.  De  Young  Me- 
morial Museum  is  a  notable  addi- 
tion to  the  other  instructive  and  en- 
tertaining features  of  Golden  (iate 
Park.  This  splendid  monument  to 
the  generosity  of  a  public-spirited 
citizen  had  its  inception  in  the  crea- 
tion of  a  vastly  elaborated  perma- 
nency out  of  the  Art  Building  of  the 
Midwinter  Fair  of  1895-6,  of  which 
M.  H.  De  Young  was  director  gen- 
eral. Since  that  time  he  has,  with 
rare  munificence,  e.xpanded  the 
small  nucleus  into  an  institution 
whose   importance  cannot   diminish

late  Clans  .\.  Spreckels,  Esq.,  at  a 
cost  of  $75,000,  and  whose  beauty 
has  been  further  dignified  by  its  set- 
ting in  the  vast  shaded  auditorium, 
another  striking  examjile  of  the 
arboreal  genius  of  John  McLaren. 

The  Memorial  Museum 

In  the  sense  that  it  is  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  education  and  informa- 


n  the  least,  even  when 
placed  in  comparison  with 
similar  institutions  in  many 
arger  cities. 

For  several  years  prior  to 
1916,  moved  by  the  some- 
what indiscriminate  crowd- 
ing of  the  original  museum. 
General  De  Young  conceived 
the  philanthropic  idea  of  ad- 
ding to  it  a  building  or 
group  of  buildings  that 
would  contain  sufficient 
space  for  as  complete  a  col- 
lection of  art,  history  and 
exam|)les  of  constructive  la- 
Ijor  as  might  prove  adequate 
for  the  future  economic  and  Intel-- 
lectual  growths  of  a  great  city. 

I'ruition  of  this  idea  into  ])romise 
for  a  great  Memorial  Museum  came 
on  .September  1,  1916,  when  (ien- 
eral  De  Young  submitted  to  the 
l^ark  Commission  elaborate  plans 
which  were  gratefully  accepted  and 
the  cornerstone  was  laid  on  \\)r\\ 
15,   1917,   with   a])propriate   ceremo- 
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nies.  Construction  of  the  first  unit 
was  begun  forthwith,  in  good  time 
was  completely  finished  and  opened 
to  the  public,  and  on  January  2, 
1921,  the  present  splendid  building 
was   dedicated. 

This  notable  event  was  celebrated 
by  the  most  impressive  ceremonies 
in  the  history  of  Golden  Gate  Park, 
which    followed    immediately    after 


the  presentation  to  the  Park  Com- 
mission by  General  De  Young  of 
the  deed  of  trust.  This  grants  and 
aliens  to  Curtis  H.  Lindley,  John  A. 
McGregor,  M.  Earl  Cummings,  Sig- 
mund  Greenbaum  and  A.  B.  Spreck- 
els,  or  their  successors  as  members 
of  the  Board  of  Park  Commission- 
ers, the  ^Museum,  with  its  entire  con- 
tents, "to  keep,  insure  and  maintain 


the  said  building  and  the  said  con- 
tents therein  as  a  museum  for  the 
free  use,  benefit  and  enjoyment  of 
the  people  forever." 

"I  give  to  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco this  building  and  all  that  it 
contains,  with  only  one  condition  at- 
tached. That  it  shall  never  be 
closed  and  that  no  admission  fee 
shall  ever  be  charsred."

lAREXTS  of  San  Francisco  saw 
more  than  100,000  of  their  chil- 
dren return  to  the  public  schools  on 
August  10,  the  end  of  the  vacation 
period,  with  a  seat  provided  for 
every  child. 

Not  a  single  pupil  was  forced  to 
accept  a  part  day's  schooling.  When 
parents  consider  that  almost  all 
cities  of  more  than  500,000  popula- 
tion have  a  number  of  pupils  on  part 
day  attendance  due  to  lack  of  build- 
ings, the  progressive  position  occu- 
pied by  San  Francisco  in  providing 
adequate  housing  facilities  at  once 
becomes  apparent. 

Aptos  Junior  High 

The  demand  on  the  part  of  citi- 
zens for  modern  educational  facili- 
ties in  the  southwestern  section  of 
the  city  was  answered  l)y  the  Board 
of  Education  with  the  opening  of  the 
new  Aptos  Junior  High  School,  a 
forty-room  structure  of  steel  and 
reinforced  concrete,  said  to  be  one 
of  the  most  modern  junior  high 
school  buildings  in  the  United 
States. 

Doors  of  the  new  school  were 
thrown  open  to  students  of  the 
Sunset,  Ingleside,  West  Portal  and 
St.   Francis  Wood  districts  on  Au-

gust  10  and  1075  i)upils  were 
enrolled  by  Charles  A.  Simonds, 
principal. 

The  educational  needs  for  junior 
high  schools  of  the  Richmond  dis- 
trict are  adequately  cared  for  by  the 
new  Roosevelt  Junior  High  School 
and  the  new  Presidio  Junior  High 
School,  which  were  opened  last  year. 


Washington  High 

The  new  George  Washington 
High  School  in  the  Richmond  dis- 
trict will  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
United  States.  It  will  be  located  on 
the  largest  school  site  in  the  city  be- 
tween Geary  and  Balboa  streets  and 
Thirtieth  and  Thirty-second  ave- 
nues. Preliminary  studies  for  the 
George  Washington  High  School 
have  been  approved  and  the  archi- 
tects are  now  engaged  in  devel()i)ing 
these  preliminary  plans  from  the 
approved  studies. 

The  Board  of  Education  followed 
a  progressive  policy  in  arranging  for 
plans  for  the  new  George  W'ashing- 
ton  .School.  Before  plans  were  or- 
dered, models  of  the  proposed  build- 
ing were  submitted  in  miniature  in 
the  Board  of  Education  rooms  and 
all  civic  organizations  in  the  Rich- 
mind  district  were  invited  to  appear 
before  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of 
visualizing  the  proposed  structure. 
As  a  result  the  Board  reached  a  de- 
cision. Thus,  the  civic  groups  were 
given  opportunity  to  approve  an 
exterior  plan  which  also  found  favor 
with  the  Board.

West   Portal   Addition 

The  West  I'urtal  School  addition, 
to  cost  approximately  $200,000,  has 
been  arranged  so  as  to  meet  the 
request  of  the  parent  organization 
in  the  West  Portal  district  for  a 
building  that  will  harmonize  with 
the    architectural    surroundings    in

one  of  the  finest  residential  sections 
of  the  city.  The  present  West  Portal 
.School  building  is  located  on  the 
gore  corner  of  Taraval,  Claremont 
Boulevard  and  Lennox  Way. 

A  contract  has  been  let  to  build 
an  addition  and  to  refurbish  the 
present  building  so  that  the  com- 
pleted structure  will  be  a  thing  of 
beauty  as  well  as  utility. 

Longfellow  Elementary 

The  Longfellow  elementary  school 
at  Morse  and  Lowell  streets  has 
been  growing  so  rapidly  that  a  new- 
addition  has  been  authorized  by  the 
Board  and  preliminary  studies  of  a 
new  wing  have  been  submitted  and 
are  now  awaiting  approval. 

The  James  Lick  Junior  High 
School,  located  on  the  block 
bounded  by  Twenty-fifth,  Clipper, 
Noe  and  Castro  streets,  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  the  spring  of  1932 
and  will  care  for  the  junior  high 
school  educational  needs  of  the  Noe 
and  Eureka  Valley  districts. 

Bernal  Junior  High 

The  preliminary  plans  for  the 
Bernal   Junior   High    School,   to   he 


located  at  Appleton  and  Highland 
avenues,  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board  of  Education  and  will  be 
approved  as  soon  as  the  site  has  been 
purchased. 

The  present  building  program  of 
the  Board  of  Education  shows  that 
fifty  new  buildings  have  been  con- 
structed in  the  past  ten  years  and 
that  five  additional  buildings  will  be 
under  construction  or  occupied  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  next  calendar 
year. 

Fifty-three  per  cent  of  the  school 
buildings  in  the  city  have  been  built 
since  the  year  1920 — built  perma- 
nently to  withstand  the  strain  to 
which  a  public  structure  is  subjected 
under  constant  usage. 

The  tremendous  task  of  re-creat- 
ing more  than  half  of  the  physical 
properties  of  the  San  Francisco- 
pulilic  school  system  has  been  eco- 
nomically accomplished  in  spite  of 
the  shifting  trends  of  the  school 
population.  With  this  idea,  perma- 
nent buildings  have  been  erected 
only  in  spots  which  are  residential 
and  as  far  as  may  now  be  foreseen, 
not  subject  to  industrial   encroach- 


The  nev;  Portola  Junior  High  School 
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nients  which  have  changed  the  face 
of  whole  sections  of  our  city  in  the 
past  twenty-five  years. 

Mindful  of  the  fact  that  1930 
marked  the  eightieth  year  of  the 
birth  of  a  public  school  system  in 
San  Francisco,  the  reader  may  ob- 
serve that  between  the  seventieth 
and  the  eightieth  year,  the  progress 
in  erecting  permanent,  lasting  edu- 
cational structures  has  been  greater 
than  that  made  in  any  period  of  the 
previous  seventy  years. 

The  fifty  buildings  mentioned  rep- 
resent an  investment  of  $17,418,- 
814.11. 

The  new  buildings,  fashioned 
from  steel,  stone  and  concrete,  are 
considered  among  the  best  in  the 
United  States.  These  edifices  of  edu- 
cation have  included  in  their  archi- 
tectural lay-outs  all  the  refinements 
needed  in  the  conduct  of  a  modem 
school,  but  with  an  eye  to  economy 
in  the  accommodation  of  children  as 
well. 

Business  and  Education 

Commenting  on  the  splendid  atti- 
tude of  business  towards  education. 
Dr.  Joseph  Marr  Gwinn,  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  said  recently  : 

"Education  and  business  are  part- 
ners and  mutually  dependent  the 
one  upon  the  other.  Business  is  the 
source  of  the  financial  support  of 
education    without    which    support

the  schools  could  not  exist.  On  the 
other  hand  education  is  the  great 
creator  of  wealth  and  causes  much 
of  the  demand  for  goods  which 
wealth  and  demands  are  the  very 
life  of  business. 

"In  the  present  economic  emer- 
gency with  the  consequent  endeav- 
ors to  economize  there  is  need  to 
take  a  long  and  sensible  look  at 
causes  and  effects  and  so  save  our- 
selves from  foolish  and  disastrous 
actions.  Most  of  our  serious  blun- 
ders   in    business    and    in    education 


have     been     due     to     short-sighted 
actions. 

"In  times  of  storm  and  stress  the 
tendency  is  to  strike  at  the  obvious 
and  the  near  without  analysis  of  the 
situation  or  thought  of  ultimate  con- 
sequences. Business  is  in  troubled 
waters  and  is  in  need  of  help.  Edu- 
cation and  the  results  of  education 
are  the  only  sure  sources  of  help  for 
business.  As  education  goes  to  the 
relief  of  business  there  is  danger 
that  business  in  its  disturbed  con- 
dition may  get  a  strangle  hold  on 
education  and  both  business  and 
education  suffer. 

"The  cry  is  raised,  'Keep  down  the 
tax  rate  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  the 
education  and  safety  of  the  children.' 
It  is  only  the  first  part  of  this  cry 
that  is  audible.  One  would  not  dare 
to  voice  the  cry  to  sacrifice  the  edu- 
cation and  safety  of  the  children. 
If  that  cry  results  in  depriving  the 
children  of  necessary  school  build- 
ings and  supplies,  in  forcing  so 
many  children  into  one  classroom  as 
greatly  to  decrease  the  efficiency  of 
instruction,  in  lowering  the  stand- 
ards of  qualifications  and  service  of 
teachers,  that  cry  will  cause  the  ulti- 
mate destruction  of  business.  That 
is  no  time  for  business  to  turn  in 
opposition  to  adequate  support  of 
education.  Education,  of  course, 
must  see  to  it  that  its  expenditures 
of  money  are  wisely  made.

City  Ar- 
chitect, it  is  shown  that  during  the 
fiscal  year.  July  1.  1930.  to  June  30. 
1931,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  awarded  contracts  for 
public  buildings  totaling  $1,794.- 
057.72.

It  is  also  pleasing  to  report  that 
construction  work  totaling  $3,163.- 
462.93  had  been  done  the  previous 
3ear. 

This  large  sum  was  utilized  in 
constructing  the  Park-Presidio  Jun- 
ior High  School,  the  Roosevelt 
High  School,  additions  to  the  Fran- 
cisco Junior  High  School,  the  com- 
pleting of  a  third  unit  of  the  nalboa 
High  School  and  the  building  of  the 
Aptos  High  School. 

This  is  evidence  that  San  Fran- 
cisco possesses  some  of  the  finest 
high  school  buildings  in  the  United 
States* 

In  the  report  just  issued  by  its 
able  City  Architect,  the  Bureau  of 
Architecture  sets  forth : 

Central  Warehouse  (First  Unit) 

This  building  is  a  reinforced  con- 
crete structure,  erected  on  city 
property  at  Fifteenth  and  Harrison 
streets,  standing  on  concrete  piles. 
It  is  designed  to  be  the  first  unit  of 
a  warehouse  for  the  Purchaser  of 
Supplies,  which  will  eventually 
cover  the  block  bounded  by  Fif- 
teenth, Harrison,  Florida  and  Treat 
Avenue.  The  building,  designed  for 
heavy  loads,  is  two  stories  in  height. 
has  approximately  30.000  square 
feet  of  floor  surface,  and  is  equipped 
with  an  elevator  and  spiral  package 
chute.  On  the  second  floor  are  the 
offices  and  laboratory. 

Grant  School  (New  Entrance) 
The  entrance  doorway  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Grant  School  was 
exposed  to  the  weather,  and  a  steel 
and  glass  enclosure  was  built  con- 
nectingi  .this  entrance  with  the 
street.

James  Lick  Junior  High  School 

The  above  school  is  being  con- 
structed on  the  block  of  land 
bounded  by  Castro,  Twenty-fifth 
and  Clipper  streets.  This  site  was 
formerly  occupied  by  the  James 
Lick  and  a  playground.  The  upper 
half  of  the  block  was  purchased  for 
a  school  playground.  This  build- 
ing is  a  reinforced  concrete  build- 
ing, with  the  exception  of  the  ;ui(li- 
toriimi  and  gymnasium  rofs,  which 
are  structural  steel.  The  exterior  is 
of  stucco  and  cast  stone. 

The  academic  wing  contains  ma- 
chine and  automobile  shop,  sheet 
metal  and  electric  shop,  printing 
shop,  woodworking  shop,  shop 
drawing  room,  17  class  rooms,  one 
library,  three  general  science  rooms, 
two  sewing  rooms,  two  free-hand 
drawing  rooms,  men  and  women's 
faculty  rooms,  administration  unit, 
locker  and  toilet  rooms. 

The  gymnasium  wing  contains 
the  auditorium,  seating  1000;  cafe- 
teria, with  its  api)urtenances ;  boys' 
and  girls'  gymnasiums,  with  their 
resjjcctive  lockers  and  shower 
rooms. 

In  planning  this  school  the  gym- 
nasium was  planned  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  playground  by 
the  Playground  Commission  on 
Saturdays  and  holidays,  and  .the 
gymnasiiinis  at  night.        ,.,,      ■,.,,,, 


This  school  takes  the  place  of  the 
old  Noe  \'alley  Junior  High  School. 

Relief  Home  (Wards  K  and  L) 

This  building,  containing  the  new 
wards,  is  being  built  as  a  continua- 
tion of  the  present  group,  and  is 
connected  by  the  extension  of  the 
corridor  on  the  east  and  west  axis. 
The  corridor  crosses  the  road  in  the 
rear  and  provides  for  an  ambulance 
entrance. 

The  building  is  of  reinforced  con- 
crete, with  exterior  stucco  and  terra 
cotta  trim,  five  stories  in  height, 
and  with  enclosed  roof  space.  Two 
elevators  are  provided. 

The  building  contains  three  base- 
ment storage  rooms,  three  liasement 
shops,  twelve  15-bed  wards,  nine- 
teen two-bed  wards,  sixty  rooms 
for  help,  besides  the  necessary  diet 
kitchens,  examination  rooms,  nurses' 
rooms,  sanitary  toilets  and  locker 
rooms. 

Relief    Home    (Infirmary    Kitchen) 

The  kitchen  of  the  Infirmary 
Ruilding,  after  many  years  of  use, 
needed  a  new  floor  and  wainscote 
to  provide  a  sanitary'  room  for  the 
preparation  of  food.  A  new  tile 
floor  was  laid  over  the  old  one,  and 
the  plaster  walls  were  tiled  to  a 
height  of  five  feet. 

San  Francisco  Roof  Wards 

The  growth  of  the  San  Francisco^ 
Hospital  of  late  years  made  it  im- 
perative to  provide  additional  ])eds. 
Two  plans  were  considered  by  the 
Hoard  of  Health:  One,  the  addition 
of  an  extra  story  on  Ward  Huild- 
ings  1,  2,  3  and  4,  and  two  extra 
stories  on  the  women's  wing  of  the 
tubercular  group.  The  second  plan 
suggested  was  the  construction  of 
new  buildings  in  the  rear  of  the 
present  ward  buildings,  using  the 
present  garden  and  recreation  space. 
The  Board  of  Health  decided  on  the 
additional  stories  and  the  work  is 
now  under  way.  It  is  being  paid 
for  from  funds  provided  in  the  1929' 
Health  Bonds. 

In  connection  with  the  new  addi- 
tidus.  the  fourth  floor  of  Ward 
Building  No.  4  is  being  remodeled, 
and  five  new  elevators  are  being  in- 
stalled, one  in  each  of  the  four  ward 
buildings  and   one   in   the   women's. 
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wingf.  The  elevator  in  the  women's 
wing  was  provided  for  in  the  orig- 
inal plans  by  the  construction  of  a 
shaft.  In  the  other  buildings  new 
shafts  were  necessary. 

The  new  wards  and  the  addition 
to  the  women's  wing  provide  a  total 
of  203  new  beds,  with  the  usual  ap- 
purtenances. 

Girls'  High  School  Addition 

The  addition  to  the  Girls'  High 
School  consists  of  a  new  gymnasium 
building,  a  new  administration  unit, 
alterations  to  the  academic  build- 
ing to  provide  a  choral  room,  prac- 
tice room,  new  class  rooms  where 
the   administration   offices   now   are 


located,  alterations  to  the  present 
auditorium,  providing  new  stages, 
and  remodeling  the  basement  to 
provide  a  modern  cafeteria  and 
kitchen. 

Engine  House  No.  20 

Engine  No.  20,  at  present  housed 
in  an  old  wooden  building  on  Fil- 
bert Street,  near  Webster,  is  to  be 
moved  to  a  new  site  on  Lombard 
Street,  near  Baker,  on  a  piece  of 
property  acquired  from  the  Board 
of  Education,  the  site  of  the  old 
Winfield  Scott  School.  The  build- 
ing will  house  a  truck  hose  tender, 
chemical  and  engine,  quarters  for 
fifteen  men  and  eight  officers. 


Police  Station   (Golden  Gate  Park) 

This  police  station  is  to  be  built 
in  the  park  facing  Fulton  Street, 
opposite  Thirty-seventh  Avenue.  It 
is  a  reinforced  concrete  building  and 
will  house  three  officers  and  one 
hundred  men. 

In  addition  to  the  work  enume- 
rated above, the  bureau  has  in  proc- 
ess of  preparation  plans  for  the 
Bernal  Junior  High  School,  George 
Washington  High  School,  Matt  I. 
Sullivan  School,  Excelsior  Emer- 
gency Hospital  and  Health  Center. 
Health  Center  Building  and  Emer- 
gency Hospital  (Civic  Center),  Can- 
cer Institute,  Psychopathic  Build- 
ing and  Tuberculosis  Preventorium. 


PALACE  OF  LEGION  OF  HONOR 
AN  ARCHITECTURAL  GEM 


FOR  beauty  of  location  few 
buildings  anywhere  can  rival 
the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  and  the  building  itself  is 
a  fine  example  of  architecture  in  har- 
mony with  its  location  and  its 
purpose. 

A  monument  to  the  California 
soldiers  who  fell  in  the  World  War, 
its  simple  and  stately  form  rests 
solidly  upon  Mother  Earth,  yet 
stands  upon  a  hill  reaching  toward 
Heaven.  And  as  a  museum  of  the 
fine  arts  its  interior  walls  and  gal- 
leries are  filled  with  light  for  their 
exhibits  of  paintings  and  sculpture, 
and  thus  serve  the  living  as  a  cul- 
tural center. 

The  Palace  stands  against  the  sky 
at  the  highest  point  in  Lincoln  Park, 
surrounded  by  the  green  lawns  of 
the  golf  links,  bordered  with  shrub- 
bery. From  this  point  clear  days 
reveal  out  over  the  Pacific  the  Faral- 
lon  Islands  and  the  Five  Brothers. 
Closer  by  are  the  straits  between 
Point  Bonita  and  Point  Lobos  and 
the  Golden  Gate,  with  the  Bay 
resting  inside. 

Beyond  the  golf  links  the  city  ap- 
pears as  a  painting,  its  houses  to  be 
regarded  as  so  many  brush  marks 
of  varied  color,  comprising  a  scene. 
The  long  green  line  of  Golden  Gate 
Park  and  the  dark  hills  of  Sutro 
Forest  and  Mt.  Davidson  are  parts 
of  the  frame  of  this  pitcure.  And 
the  Palace  is  in  close  contact  with 
the  three  elements  of  earth,  sea, 
and  sky. 

Some  of  each  is  brought  inside 
the  building.  Among  its  nineteen 
galleries  are  two  garden  courts  in 
which  green  plants  and  the  hushed

murmur  of  quiet  fountains  relieve 
any  fatigue  that  might  otherwise  be 
felt  from  too  undivided  attention  to 
works  of  man-made  art.  The  other 
galleries  are  devoted  to  sculpture 
and  paintings,  and  all  are  illumi- 
nated with  daylight  from  above. 

A  gift  prompted  partly  by  the  de- 
sire to  make  permanent  the  recollec- 
tion of  the  French  participation  in 
the  Panama  Pacific  International 
Exposition  of  1915,  the  building  was 
erected  in  a  City  park  and  presented 
to  the  municipality  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
A.  B.  Spreckels.  The  French  build- 
ing at  the  Fair  partly  reproduced  the 
Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in 
Paris.  And  the  California  Palace 
has  exact  reproductions  of  the  base 
reliefs  of  the  Parisian  structure  on 
its  facade,  while  also  taking  from  it 
suggestions  for  its  colonnades.    And 


this  is  how  it  came  by  its  name. 
However,  the  San  Francisco  build- 
ing was  designed  with  the  intent  of 
serving  to  the  highest  possible  de- 
gree its  purpose  as  a  place  to  exhibit 
works  of  art. 

The  building  was  dedicated  and 
was  thrown  open  to  the  public  on 
Armistice  Day,  1924,  in  a  celebra- 
tion participated  in  by  representa- 
tives of  the  French  Government, 
which  also  made  a  number  of  gifts 
to  the  permanent  collections  of  the 
museum. 

In  addition  to  the  exhibition 
rooms  for  painting  and  sculpture 
there  is,  on  the  lower  floor,  a  com- 
plete auditorium  or  little  theatre,  for 
use  in  presenting  lectures,  educa- 
tional motion  pictures,  and  dramatic 
performances.  Besides,  a  fine  pipe 
organ  was  installed  in  the  building, 
the  gift  of  the  late  Mr.  John  D. 
Spreckels ;  and  upon  this  recitals  are 
regularly  given  three  times  a  week. 
These  recitals  are,  as  is  the  building 
every  day  in  the  year,  freely  open  to 
the  public. 

Beginning  with  the  inaugural  ex- 
hibition of  French  art  in  1924,  the 
California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  has  been  the  scene  of  a  con- 
stant succession  of  loan  exhibitions 
of  paintings,  sculpture,  and  other 
major  arts,  many  of  them  of  out- 
standing importance. 

In  addition,  its  permanent  collec- 
tions have  been  enriched  by  numer- 
ous gifts,  not  only  from  the  original 
donors,  but  also  from  Dr.  Archer 
Milton  Huntington  of  New  York 
City,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  K.  S. 
Williams  of  New  York  and  Paris, 
whose  donations  are  valued.

Circuses

THE  school  vacation  season  just 
closed  was  marked  by  a  num- 
ber of  innovations  on  the  part  of  the 
San  Francisco  Playground  Commis- 
sion that  did  much  to  make  vacation 
days  a  happy  memory  for  the  chil- 
dren of  all  sections  of  the  city. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing features  of  this  summer 
program  was  a  series  of  playground 
circuses.  Starting  immediately  after 
the  close  of  school,  the  first  of  these 
was  held  June  19  on  the  Margaret 
Hayward  Playground  at  Golden 
Gate  Avenue  and  Gough  Street.  A 
large  tent,  erected  on  the  play- 
ground, provided  a  truly  circus  at- 
mosphere. 

Inside  three  rings  provided  con- 
tinuous action  on  the  part  of  the 
performance,  something  like  a  dozen 
specialty  features  being  ofTered. 
These  included  tightrope  walking,  a 
strong  man  act,  chariot  race,  buck- 
ing broncos,  tumbling,  cowboys,  In- 
dians and  even  a  stage  holdup. 

All  of  the  animals  were  made  by 
the  playground  directors,  sometimes 
with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the 
youngsters.  The  Margaret  Hayward 
circus  was  marked  by  a  circus  pa- 
rade the  afternoon  of  the  show  that 
formed  at  the  playground  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  City  Hall,  where  it 
was  welcomed  by  the  Mayor  and 
other  city  officials. 

This  advertising  and  the  work- 
done  b\^  the  children  in  the  neigh- 
borhood produced  an  audience  at 
the  show  that  filled  the  tent  to  over- 
flowing. In  fact,  many  were  turned 
away. 

On  June  26  a  similar  circus  was 
staged  by  the  children  of  the  Doug- 
las Playground  and  on  July  10  the 
Folsom  Playground  had  its  turn. 
The  other  three  circuses  were  at 
Mission  Playground,  Excelsior  and 
Funston,  in  the  order  named. 

Each  playground  entered  into  a 
friendly  rivalry  with  the  others  in 
an  attempt  to  outdo  the  others  in 
showmanship  and  talent  produced. 
Some    of    the    circus    programs    re- 


sulted in  producing  neighborhood 
talent  that  was  previously  undis- 
covered. 

Just  as  the  schools  closed  the 
Playground  Commission  held  its  an- 
nual Girls'  Play  Day  which  brought 
girls  from  all  of  the  city's  play- 
grounds to  Funston  Playground  to 
determine  the  girls'  championship  in 
basketball,  volley  ball  and  baseball. 
This  was  followed  by  the  annual 
girls'  swimming  meet  at  the  Mission 
Playground  swimming  pool,  which 
brought  out  the  champion  feminine 
mermaids  from  the  various  play- 
grounds. 

Music  provided  a  new  summer 
recreation  for  a  number  of  the  play- 
ground youngsters.  Organized  just 
before  the  close  of  the  school  year 
last  spring,  the  Junior  Symphony 
Orchestra  continued  to  meet  weekly 
at  the  Everett  Junior  High  School. 
This  orchestra,  under  the  direction 
of  Jascha  Veissi,  one  of  the  first  vio- 
lins of  the  San  Francisco  Symphony 
Orchestra,  promises  to  provide  a 
stepping  stone  for  the  city's  young 
musicians  in  the  regular  symphony. 

The  Municipal  Camp,  operated  at 
Mather  under  the  direction  of  the 
Playground  Commission,  provided 
happy  days  for  hundreds  of  San 
Franciscans  and  their  children.  The 
camp,  greatly  improved  in  many 
ways,  started  out  with  a  registra- 
tion that  assured  a  big  season  from 
the  start. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  unique 
undertakings  of  the  summer  having 
playground  sponsorship  was  an  ex- 
cursion into  the  high  Sierra  con- 
ducted by  Clifford  Nelson  of  the 
Hayes  Valle}'  Recreation  Center. 
Ten  boys  made  up  the  party  and 
spent  three  weeks  knapsacking 
through  the  mountains,  cooking 
their  own  meals  and  climbing  some 
of  the  most  difficult  peaks.  For 
many  of  the  boys  it  was  their  first 
experience  in  the  mountains  and 
some  of  them  saw  snow  for  the  first 
time  in  their  lives  when  they 
climbed  over  Vogelsang  Pass.

CITY  COURTS  SHOW 

A  PROFIT  FOR  YEAR 

San  Francisco's  municipal  courts 
are  a  healthy  business  enterprise, 
according  to  the  first  annual  report 
of  municipal  court  proceedings, 
handed  to  Mayor  Rossi  by  Robert 
W.  Dennis,  court  clerk. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  the  courts 
made  a  net  profit  of  $7004,  the  report 
showed.  Receipts  from  fees  in  the 
civil  departments  were  $104,916, 
from  traffic  fines  $65,725,  and  from 
fines  in  the  criminal  departments 
$40,003,  a  total  of  $210,644.  Total 
expenses,  including  salaries  of 
judges  and  court  attaches,  were 
$203,640. 

The  twelve  departments  handled 
116,548  cases.  Of  these  92,797  were 
criminal  and  23,751  civil.  Of  the 
criminal  cases  59,001  were  traffic 
violations.  The  courts  tried  13,524 
and  4511  involving  amounts  from 
$300  to  $1000.  Small  claims  cases 
totaled  5716.

vanced  education  may  obtain  it  at 
home. 

At  present  graduates  of  high 
schools,  desiring  to  continue  their 
education,  who  are  unable  to  enter 
the  leading  universities  because  of 
crowded  conditions  or  because  they 
do  not  happen  to  be  the  oflfspring 
of  an  alumnus,  are  compelled  to 
journey  to  San  Mateo  or  interior 
cities  to  attend  a  Junior  College. 

As  a  result  of  this  pilgrimage,  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  is 
compelled  to  pay  cities  maintaining 
Junior  Colleges  for  each  pupil,  resi- 
dent of  this  city. 

Judge  Dunn  contends  that  the 
city  could  well  aflford  to  establish  a 
Junior  College  and  maintain  it  with 
the  money  spent  in  other  cities  for 
the  education  of  resident  students. 

Judge  Dunn  will  seek  re-election 
this  fall.

It  is  true  that  City  Attorney  John  J.  O'Toole  and 
Supervisor  James  B.  McSheehy  were  in  attendance,  and 
though  hosts  in  themselves,  could  not  be  in  all  section 
meetings  at  one  time. 

Other  cities,  not  as  large  as  San  Francisco,  were 
represented  by  their  Mayor,  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, City  Attorney,  City  Planner,  City  Manager,  Health 
Officer  and  City  Engineer. 

The  convention  was  highly  imjxjrtant.  It  represented 
a  gathering  of  leading  officials  of  State,  Municipal  and 
Township  governments. 

It  is  advisable  that  the  convention  to  be  held  in  San 


Diego  in  1932  should  record  a  large  representation  of 
San  Francisco  officials,  particularly  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  our  municipality  is  seeking  the  1933  conven- 
tion. 

We  must  show  a  greater  interest  to  win  this  impor- 
tant session  for  San  Francisco.  It  is  a  five-day  meet- 
ing, usually  attended  by  1,000  officials  and  their 
families.

The  New  Health  Officer 

MAYOR  ANGELO  J.  ROSSI  has  been  commended 
on  every  hand  for  the  manner  in  which  Dr.  J.  C. 
Geiger,  the  new  Health  Officer,  was  appointed  to  office. 

Believing  that  the  conservation  of  public  health  was 
beyond  the  pale  of  politics,  and  with  a  view  to  obtain- 
ing the  best  successor  to  the  late  Dr.  W.  C.  Hassler, 
the  Mayor  named  a  committee  of  leading  physicians 
to  confer  with  the  Health  Department  officials. 

The  result  has  been  highly  satisfactory.  Dr.  Geiger 
has  proved  his  worth  as  a  health  official.  He  has  had 
long  service  in  the  Federal  Service,  as  well  as  a  re- 
search worker  in  leading  laboratories. 

Dr.  Geiger  has  taken  hold  of  his  important  duties 
with  zest  and  efficiency.  He  is  planning  the  upbuild- 
ing of  public  service  departments,  such  as  child  wel- 
fare, maternity  hospitals  and  clinics. 

He  has  given  assurances  that  there  will  be  no  changes 
in  the  personnel  of  the  department,  except  additional 
employees  in  certain  branches,  as  funds  and  improved 
equipment  permit. 

The  "Municipal  Record"  appreciates  the  new  Health 
Officer  and  will  give  him  its  heartiest  co-operation. 


San  Francisco's  Airport

Note:  T-uo  important  events,  one  of  the 
recent  past,  in  the  death  of  San  Francisco's 
renov:neJ  Health  Officer,  Dr.  William  Charles 
Hasster,  the  other  of  the  near  future,  in  the 
effect  of  the  S'eiu  Freeholders'  Charier, 
prompt  the  presentation  of  this  brief  revieiu 
of  one  of  the  most  important  departments  of 
the  government  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  the  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

IN  ANY  unit  of  government,  the 
one  governmental  function  af- 
fecting, within  that  unit,  all  peoples 
of  all  ages,  is  the  administration  of 
the  public  health.  The  statement 
has  been  made  that  "a  nation  will 
progress  or  retrogress  as  its  pulilic 
health  will  direct."  There  is  as  much 
truth  also  in  the  dictum  that,  "W'ith- 
in  certain  wide  limits,  public  health 
is  a  purchasable  commodity."  A\'ith 
the  advancement  of  the  medical  sci- 
ences, more  particularly  in  the  cause 
and  mode  of  transmission  of  the 
preventable  and  communicable  dis- 
eases, there  has  been  advancement 
in  the  fields  of  preventive  medicine 
and  public  health.  This  progress 
has  developed  almost  entirely  dur- 
ing the  past  century  so  that  public 
health  may  be  said  to  be  a  com- 
paratively new  branch  of  medicine. 

Function  of  Government 

That  the  administration  of  pub- 
lic health  work  is  properly  a  func- 
tion of  the  government  has  been 
accepted  for  many  decades  in  all 
parts  of  the  world.  The  nature  of 
the  various  activities  necessary  for 
adequate  control  demands  that  an 
official  organization  be  set  up  as  a 
part  of  the  government. 

In  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  any  community,  there  are  three 
district  governments  in  evidence, 
and  these  are  represented  in  puiblic 
health  activities  by  their  respective 
agencies :  The  Federal  Government 
by  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service,  the  State  Government  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  the  local  government  by 
its  Deitartment  of  Public   Health. 

As  the  local  government  manages 
the  civic  affairs  of  the  community, 
so  does  the  local  government  man- 
age local  health  situations ;  the 
state  and  federal  groujjs  act  in  ad- 
visory capacities  and  stand  in  read-

iness  for  assistance  in  the  event  of 
emergencies. 

Department's  Growth 

In  the  past  thirty  years,  that  is, 
in  the  period  of  time  of  the  career 
of  the  late  Dr.  William  C.  Hassler, 
the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  has  grown 
from  an  organization  of  compara- 
tive obscurity,  with  a  personnel  of 
less  than  300,  and  a  budget  of  ap- 
proximately $300,000,  to  the  position 
which  it  now  occupies,  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  important  in  the 
government  of  the  city  and  county, 
with   a   personnel   of   approximately 


1200  and  an  annual  budget  of  about 
$2,500,000. 

It  should  be  stated  in  this  con- 
nection, however,  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health,  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, is  unique  in  that  it  comprises 
more  extensive  work  than  is  usu- 
ally included  in  the  organization  set 
up  in  American  cities. 

Board's   Jurisdiction 

.\I1  municipal  institutions  for 
medical  and  charitable  relief,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  strictly  public  health 
activities,  are  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  di- 
rection of  the  board's  executive,  the 
Ifealth  Officer. 

These  include  :  The  San  Francisco 
Hospital,  the  Laguna  Honda  Home, 
the  Emergency  Hospitals,  the  San 
Francisco  Health  Farm  (in  San  Ma- 
teo County).  San  Francisco  very 
wisely  has  placed  school  health 
work  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  also,  rather  than 
under  the   Board  of  Education. 

During  the  past  eight  years  two 
surveys  of  the  department  have 
been  made  by  men  well  known  in 
the  practice  of  public  health  admin- 
istration. These  investigations,  both 
of  which  were  published,  included 
detailed  studies  of  the  plan  of  or- 
ganization; extent  and  type  of  ac- 
tivities, effectiveness  of  effort,  ade- 
quacy of  personnel  and  equipment, 
completeness  of  records,  expendi- 
tures, etc. 

Recommendations  were  made  in 
both   instances  to  the  end  that  the

organization  and  its  work  niii^ht  be 
improved.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
both  reports  gave  high  ratings  to 
the  department  for  the  various  fac- 
tors considered,  and  recommenda- 
tions for  changes  were  neither  nu- 
merous nor  extensive. 

City's  High  Standing 

During  the  ])ast  two  sears,  that 
is,  in  1929  and  again  in  1930,  San 
Francisco  stood  third  among  cities 
of  her  class,  in  the  United  States 
Chamliers  of  Commerce  Health 
Conservation  Contest.  Serious 
handicaps  in  competing  with  other 
cities  of  comparable  size  are  found 
in  the  total  lack  of  regularly  pub- 
lished bulletins  and  annual  reports. 

These  ratings,  of  which  San 
Franciscans  can  be  proud,  serve  as 
indices  showing  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pul)lic  Health  ranks  quite 
high  when  compared  with  the 
standard  set  up  by  the  American 
Public  Health  Association.

Three  factors  are  res])onsible  for 
the  development  and  progress 
which  has  made  this  recognition 
possible:  The  Board  of  Health, 
made  up  of  seven  men  of  integrity, 
foresight  and  sincerity  of  purpose, 
Ikis  served  almost  without  interrup- 
tion of  its  mcmibership  for  nearly 
twenty  years ;  the  Health  Officer, 
the  late  Dr.  William  C.  Hassler, 
served  as  the  executive  of  the  de- 
partment for  sixteen  years  and  as 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  fifteen 
years  previous  to  his  appointment 
as  Health  Officer,  and  achieved  in- 
ternational recogntiion  for  his 
work,  and  the  close  co-operation  of 
the  many  non-oflicial,  but  highly 
important  health  agencies,  making 
more  nearly  i)ossil)le  the  working 
out  of  a  well  rounded  and  balanced 
program  in  -San   I'rancisco. 

Make-Up  of  Board 

The  Board  of  Health  is  the  ex- 
ecutive group  of  the  Department  of 


Public  Health.  The  seven  mem- 
bers, three  of  whom  are  physicians, 
are  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for 
terms  of  seven  years,  one  appoint- 
ment expiring  each  year. 

The  present  members  are :  Dr. 
W.  W.  Wymore,  President;  Mr.

Building  Program 

The  building  program  now  under 
way  will  provide :  Added  units  to 
the  San  Francisco  Hospital,  the  La- 
guna Honda  Home  and  the  San 
Francisco  Health  Farm  ;  new  units 
for  cancer  and  psychopathic  wards 
at  the  San  Francisco  Hospital ;  a 
new  administration  and  health  cen- 
ter building  on  the  Civic  Center, 
and  new  generalized  district  health 
centers.  These  projects  were  made 
possible  by  the  $3,500,000  bond  is- 
sue voted  by  the  people  in  1928.  It 
is  expected  that  the  present  pro- 
gram will  be  completed  in  two 
years. 

Charter  Provisions 

The  new  Freeholders'  Charter, 
taking  effect  on  January  8,  1932,  di- 
rectly aflfects  the  Department  of 
Public  Health.  It  abolishes  the 
Board  of  Health,  giving  all  that 
body's  powers  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Health,  who  supplants  the 
Health  Officer,  and  creates  an  ad- 
visorv    health    board    whose    activi-

ties  are  limited  to  a  purely  advisory 
capacity. 

The  director  is  appointed  by  and 
holds  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
newly  created  official,  the  City  Ad- 
ministration Officer.  In  addition,  the 
Juvenile  Detention  Home,  now  un- 
der the  Juvenile  Court,  will  be  made 
a  part  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health. 

This,  then,  briefly  reviews  the 
present  organization  of  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health.  Space  does  not  permit  of 
a  summary  of  the  scope  of  the  work 


done  by  this  unit  of  the  city  and 
county  government.  The  develop- 
ment and  progress  of  the  depart- 
ment is  noteworthy,  and  we  are 
proud  of  our  achievements  and 
standards ;  but  we  are  not  satis- 
fied with  our  status.  It  is  the  earnest 
desire  of  every  member  of  the  or- 
ganization to  go  ever  forward,  to 
carry  to  completion  the  program  so 
ably  initiated  by  the  late  Health 
Officer,  and  to  do  all  that  is  pos- 
sible to  consistently  improve  the 
public  health  of  San  Francisco  and 
of   San    Franciscans. 


HOLDS  RECORD  FOR 

SERVICE  IN  CITY  HALL 


Henry  Ingwersen  is  one  of  the 
most  widely  known  of  city  officials 
not  only  through  his  work  in  the 
promotion  of  swimming,  where  he 
is  in  close  contact  with  the  public, 
but  also  through  his  work  at  the 
City  Hall.  He  is  one  of  the  oldest  of 
city  officials  in  point  of  service,  hav- 
ing served  in  the  auditor's  office  for 
thirty-seven  years,  meeting  thou- 
sands of  individuals. 

Mr.  Ingwersen  is  also  a  member 
of  the  City  Accounting  Commission 
in  which  several  other  departments 
of  the  city  are  re])resented.

Dr.  J.  C.  Geiger  Has  Had  Long  Experience  Protecting  the 

Public  Health 


DR.  J.  C.  GEIGER,  recently  ap- 
pointed Health  Officer  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
is  nationally  known  for  his  services 
in  safeguarding  the  public  health. 

He  succeeds  the  late  Dr.  W.  C. 
Hassler,  who  himself  was  a  noted 
e.xponent  of  health  laws. 

That  the  appointment  was  a  pop- 
ular one  is  borne  out  by  editorial  ap- 
proval of  the  local  press,  and  also 
by  the  entire  medical  profession. 

Dr.  Geiger  has  long  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  of  the  University 
of  California ;  also  an  outstanding 
figure  in  public  health  work  during 
the  past  twenty  years.  He  is  a  na- 
tive of  Louisiana,  also  a  graduate  of 
Tulane  University  of  that  State. 

Since  1916  to  1919  he  was  a  sur- 
geon in  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service.  During  that  serv- 
ice he  did  a  great  deal  of  research 
work  on  mosquito  control  for  which 
he  was  made  honorary  member  of 
public  health  in  1919. 

From  1919  to  1922,  Dr.  Geiger 
was  on  the  consultation  staff  of  the 
National  Canners'  Association  at 
the  University  of  California,  doing 
work  on  botulism. 

For  the  past  eight  years  he  was 
laboratory  director  of  the  California 
State  Board  of  Health.

lAN  FRANCISCO  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Geiger  as  Health  Officer  of 
this  city.  I  was  deeply  concerned 
in  the  selection  of  a  man  who  would 
be  a  worthy  successor  of  the  late 
lamented  Dr.  Hassler,  who  brought 
our  Health  Department  to  its  pres- 
ent state  of  recognized  efficiency.

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TEN  NEW  SCHOOLS  PROPOSED 

Bond  Issue  Suggested  to  Obtain  Funds  for  Modem  Structure 

to  Safeguard  Pupils 


ALTHOUGH  San  Francisco  citi- 
.  zens  have  built  more  than  fifty 
new  schools  in  the  past  ten  years 
in  an  attempt  to  provide  modern  fa- 
cilities for  the  ever-increasine; 
school  population,  a  recent  survey 
shows  that  7,436  pupils  are  housed 
in  wooden  buildings  more  than  forty 
years  old,  in  temporary  bungalows 
or  in  auditoriums,  in  school  buildings 
or  in  other  rooms  improvised  and 
unsuitable  for  classroom  purposes. 
An  increase  in  the  school  popu- 
lation of  v37,168  pupils  in  the  public 
schools  of  San  Francisco  in  the  last 
ten  years  has  resulted  in  a  constant 
demand  for  additional  facilities.  The 
school  records  of  1920  show  an  en- 
rollment of  67,442  pupils,  comjjared 
with  104,610  in  1930,  an  increase  of 
more  than  30  per  cent.  Independ- 
ent investigators  recently  sulimitted 
figures  showing  that  the  school  pop- 
ulation of  San  Francisco  may  be  ex- 
pected to  increase  more  than  38  per 
cent  within  the  next  ten  years. 

This  condition  was  made  evident 
when  the  Board  of  Education  re- 
cently took  action  to  place  before 
the  voters  at  the  next  election  a  pro- 
posal to  issue  bonds  in  the  amount 
of  $3,500,000  to  provide  funds  for 
carrying  out  the  building  program 
which  contemplates  the  erection  of 
ten  new  schools  within  the  coming 
three  vears. 


Issuance  of  the  lionds  will  repre- 
sent only  a  temporary  departure 
from  the  traditional  "pay  as  you  go" 
plan  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The 
situation  was  brought  about  as  the 
result  of  a  request  to  transfer  $830,- 
000  from  the  iiuilding  fund  of  the 
Board  of  Education  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  city  and  county  in  an  ef- 
fort to  prevent  an  increase  in  the 
current  tax  rate  of  $4.04.  All  offi- 
cials concerned  agreed  that  the  "pay 
as  you  go  plan"  had  resulted  in 
greater  economy  in  the  building  of 
schools,  but  rather  than  increase  the 
tax  rate  at  this  time  by  insisting  on 
$830,000  in  the  current  budget  for 
new  buildings,  the  bonded  plan  was 
decided  upon. 

A  review  of  the  last  report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Joseph 
Marr  Gwinn  shows  that  present 
bonded  debt  of  the  San  Francisco 
Pulilic  Schools  amounts  to  $15,- 
875,000  as  the  result  of  four  issues 
for  school  buildings  purposes.  These 
were : 

The  issue  of  1908  in  the  amount 
of  $2,000,000  5  per  cent  bonds,  the 
issue  of  January,  1910,  of  $2,000,- 
000  43/2  per  cent  bonds ;  the  issue  of 
March,  1918,  of  $2,275,000  Ayi  per 
cent  bonds,  and  the  issue  of  March, 
1923,  of  $11,400,000. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the 
schools,  $15,875,000,  is  about  ten  per 


cent  of  the  total  bonded  debt  of  the 
city,  $152,000,000,  at  present.  Inas- 
much as  schools  represent  the  larg- 
est building  investment  of  the  tax- 
payers, the  bonded  debt  is  propor- 
tionately low  as  the  result  of  pay- 
ing cash  for  school  buildings  in 
years  when  the  administration  felt 
that  increased  taxes  would  not  im-

payer.  The  business  situation  this 
year,  however,  could  not  stand  an 
immediate  increase  in  the  tax  rate — 
therefore  the  suggestion  that  a  bond 
issue  be  placed  before  the  voters. 

A  delay  in  the  building  program 
of  one  year  would  result  in  an  over- 
crowding of  the  old  buildings  and 
new  schools  to  15  per  cent  more 
than  capacity  within  one  year,  ac- 
cording to  figures  avail.-ible  at  the 
Department  of  Educational  Research 
and   Service. 

The  new  buildings  proposed,  with 
locations  and  costs,  are  as  follows : 

George  Washington  High  School, 
Thirtieth  Avenue  and  Geary  .Street. 
A  comjjlete  senior  high  school  to 
accommodate  2000  to  2200  pupils. 
The  sixteen-acre  site  of  this  school 
has  already  been  purchased.  The 
preliminary  plan  submitted  by  the 
architect  has  been  ajiproved.  This 
building  is  to  provide  high  school 
accommodations  for  a  large  and 
I)oi)ulous  section  of  the  cit)-.  The 
need  for  the  building  has  been  rec- 
ognized for  many  years.  This  build- 
ing is  a  key  to  a  proper  solution  of 
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the  problem  of  junior  high  school 
accommodations  for  the  area  for- 
merly served  by  the  old  Hamilton 
and  Crocker  Junior  High  Schools, 
$1,200,000. 

Abraham  Lincoln  High  School, 
Twenty-third  Avenue  and  Rivera 
Street.  The  first  unit  of  a  standard 
senior  high  school  to  eventually  ac- 
commodate 2000  to  2200  pupils.  The 
sixteen-acre  site  for  this  school  has 
already  been  purchased.  This  school 
is  to  provide  high  school  accommo- 
dations for  a  great  and  rapidly 
growing  section  of  the  city ;  esti- 
mate, $500,000. 

Bernal  Junior  High  School,  High- 
land Avenue  and  Holly  Park  Cir- 
cle. A  complete  junior  high  school 
to  accommodate  1000  to  1200  pupils. 
Architect  is  engaged  in  completing 
the  final  plans.  Site  of  school  has 
been  acquired.  This  building  is  to 
replace  the  old  Bernal  building 
erected  in  1886  and  to  provide  jun- 
ior high  school  accommodations  for 
that  section  of  the  city,  $650,000. 

Horace  Mann  Junior  High  School. 
Twenty-third  and  Valencia  Streets. 
An  addition  to  provide  a  boys'  gym- 
nasium with  shower  and  locker 
rooms,  a  cafeteria  and  necessary  al- 
terations in  and  additions  to  the 
present  gymnasium  facilities  for 
girls.  This  addition  would  be  con- 
structed upon  the  present  site.  To 
provide  required  facilities  included 
in  standard  junior  high  schools  and 
to  abandon  the  use  of  the  old  Agas- 
siz  school  erected  in  1892,  $150,000. 
Marina  Junior  High  School,  Fill- 
more and  Chestnut  Streets.  First 
half  of  a  junior  high  school  to 
eventually  accommodate  1000  to 
1200  pupils,  with  provision  for  en- 
largement to  1600.    The  site  for  this

school  is  already  the  property  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  $385,000. 

Lawton  Elementary  School,  Thir- 
tieth Avenue  and  Lawton  Street.  A 
first  unit  of  a  standard  elementary 
school.  It  would  contain  twelve 
standard  classrooms,  an  auditorium 
and  necessary  offices  and  other  fa- 
cilities. The  site  of  this  school  has 
already  been  purchased,  $120,000. 

Farragut  Elementary  School, 
Holloway  Avenue,  between  Faxon 
and  Capitol  Streets.  An  addition  to 
bring  this  building  up  to  a  standard 
elementary  school.  This  would  re- 
quire the  construction  of  eight  class- 


rooms and  certain  auxiliary  facili- 
ties. This  addition  would  be  con- 
structed upon  the  present  site. 
There  are  six  bungalow  rooms  now 
in  use  at  the  Farragut  School,  $80,- 
000. 

Matt  I.  Sullivan  Elementary 
School,  Arkansas  Street,  between 
Nineteenth  and  Twentieth  streets. 
An  elementary  school  with  eleven 
standard  classrooms,  one  kindergar- 
ten and  one  auditorium.  The  usual 
office  space  and  lavatory  facilities 
must  be  provided.  This  school  will 
accommodate  from  400  to  450  ele- 
mentary pupils  at  present  attending 
Daniel  Webster  and  Patrick  Henry 
Schools  and  accommodated  in  six 
bungalows  and  in  a  rented  church 
building.  Land  for  this  school  be- 
longs to  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  architect  is  at  present  complet- 
ing the  final  plans,  $140,000. 

Hassler  School,  Florida  Street, 
lietween  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty- 
sixth  Streets.  A  complete  open-air 
school  to  replace  the  present  Buena 
Vista  School  and  to  accommodate 
approximately  300  pupils.  It  should 
contain  approximately  twelve  stand- 
ard classrooms  and  other  necessary 
special  rooms  and  auxiliaries.  This 
school  will  be  constructed  on  the 
site  of  the  Columbia  School,  de- 
stroyed by  fire  in  1926.  The  Buena 
Vista  Building  was  erected  in  1872. 
$150,000. 

Longfellow  Elementary  School, 
Morse  and  Lowell  Streets.  An  ad- 
dition to  contain  ten  standard  class- 
rooms and  two  kindergartens,  to  be 
constructed  as  the  first  unit  of  a 
final  full-sized  standard  elementary 
school.  Land  has  been  acquired. 
There  are  now  seven  bungalow 
rooms  and  two  basement  rooms  in 
use  at  the  Longfellow  School,  $125,- 
000. 


SUPERVISORS  APPROVE  $3,500,000 
SCHOOL  BOND  ISSUE 


CITIZENS  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  will 
have  an  opportunity  of  voting  for 
a  three  million  five  hundred  dollar 
bond  issue  for  the  benefit  of  the 
school  construction  fund  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

This  was  unanimously  agreed  to 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  its 
meeting  last  Monday.  It  paved  the 
way  for  the  continuance  of  the 
public  school  building  program  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

It  has  the  backing  of  the   State 


Building  Trade  0Duncil  and  other 
civic  organizations  of  this  City. 

Frank  C.  MacDonald,  President 
of  the  State  Building  Trade  Coun- 
cil, urged  the  bond  issue,  backing 
up  Superintendent  of  Schools  Jos- 
eph Marr  Gwinn,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  bond  issue' was  decided  upon 
as  the  most  feasible  method  of  re- 
imbursing the  school  board  for  the 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  thou- 
sand dollars  which  was  turned  over 
for    unemployment    relief. 

This  sum  was  set  up  in  the  school 


budget  for  building  purposes  but  on 
the  promise  that  a  bond  election 
would  be  held,  the  school  authorities 
diverted  it  to  the  supervisors  relief 
fund. 

The  Board  of  Educaion  will  use 
this  money  for  replacing  old  wooden 
structures.  Many  of  these  buildings 
are  obsolete  and  are  considered  a 
fire  hazard. 

There  is  every  likelihood  that  the 
voters  of  San  Francisco  will  get  be- 
hind this  movement  as  it  means  so 
much  for  the  school  children  of  this 
citv.

Ox  THE  Bret  Harte  Trail 
through  the  southern  mines  of 
California  the  motorist  goes  from 
Jackson,  the  county  seat  of  Amador 
County,  to  Pine  Grove,  to  Volcano, 
to  Sutter  Creek,  to  Drytown,  and 
then  to  Michigan  Bar,  the  end  of 
that  particular  trail. 

A  place  of  fascinating  interest  is 
\'olcano.  a  "'ghost  town"  with  color- 
ful history  dating  from  the  Days  of 
Forty-Nine.  It  was  not  yet  a  place 
of  the  past  given  over  to  traditions 
of  gold  when  Angelo  J.  Rossi  was 
born  there  on  the  22d  of  January. 
1878. 

Enough  of  its  old  glamor  re- 
mained to  imbue  a  boy  with  deep 
interest  in  the  history  of  his  State. 
Years  later,  as  a  prominent  Native 
Son,  Angelo  J.  Rossi  had  the  satis- 
faction of  seeing  old  landmarks  at 
Volcano  properly  designated  and 
preserved. 

Mayor  Rossi's  parents  were  born 
in  the  Province  '  of  Genoa,  Italy, 
came  to  the  United  States  in  the 
early  sixties,  and  shortly  thereafter 
made  a  home  in  the  little  town  of 
Volcano.  The  elder  Rossi  died  when 
Angelo  was  six  years  old ;  he  left 
seven  children.  In  1890  Mrs.  Rossi 
brought  her  young  family  to  San 
Francisco,  where  Angelo  attended 
the  North  Cosmopolitan  School, 
now  the  Hancock.  After  school  he 
worked  as  cash  boy  in  a  retail  dry 
goods  store.  He  was  studious  and 
industrious,  with  an  early  sense  of 
family  responsibility. 

Mayor  Rossi's  feet  were  set  on 
the  path  of  eventual  business  suc- 
cess when  he  became  errand  boy 
for  the  firm  of  Carbone  &  Monti. 
florists.  Out  of  this  firm  evolved 
the  Pelicano-Rossi  Floral  Company 
of  which  Angelo  J.  Rossi  is  presi- 
dent. But  between  errand  boy  and 
president  there  were  many  years  of 
hard,  conscientious  work  and  char- 
acter building. 

In  1902  Angelo  J.  Rossi  married 
Miss  Grace  Allen.  They  have  one 
son  and  two  daughters  and  five 
grandchildren. 

Always  dee]dy  interested  in  civic 
affairs,  Mr.  Rossi  felt  his  commu- 
nity consciousness  quickened  by 
the  catastrophe  of  1906  and  threw 
himself    heart    and    soul    into    the

movement  to  restore  business  down 
town.  The  particular  inspiration  of 
this  movement  was  the  Down 
Town  Association,  of  which  he  was 
a  charter  member.  Due  principally 
to  the  activities  thus  sponsored,  the 
old  business  district  was  "a  going 
concern"  three  years  after  the  fire. 
l'"or  years  Mayor  Rossi  has  been  a 
director  of  this  very  active  asso- 
ciation. He  was  its  president  in 
1920  and  1921. 

Mayor  Rossi's  other  civic  inter- 
ests have  been  widespread.  It  is 
sufficient  to  recall  his  presidency  of 
the  Central  Bureau  of  San  Fran- 
cisco Organizations,  which  worked 
for  five  years  to  encourage  home  in- 
dustries, together  with  his  work  in 
the  Advertising  Club  and  Rotary. 
He  has  also  been  a  Grand  Jury 
foreman.  In  addition  to  conducting 
his  floral  business  he  has  been  for 
ten  years  President  of  the  I  >ante 
Sanatorium. 

Angelo  J.  Rossi  entered  jxiblic 
life  in  1914  as  a  member  of  the 
Playground  Commission. 

In  1921  he  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  re- 
ceiving the  highest  vote  on  the 
ticket.  He  remained  on  the  board 
many  years,  serving  on  the  finance 
committee  and  as  chairman   of   the 


supplies  committee.  In  September, 
1922,  he  presented  a  Charter 
Amendment  creating  a  Department 
of  Supplies.  It  was  adonted,  and 
the  department  has  now  been  in  ex- 
istence for  seven  years,  with  a  gross 
saving  to  San  Francisco  of  $2,529.- 
000,  cutting  4}4  cents  from  the  an- 
nual tax  rate  during  that  period. 

In  1929  Mr.  Rossi  returned  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  response  to 
a  sincere  popular  demand,  again  re- 
ceiving the  highest  vote,  and  was 
chosen  for  the  board's  most  respon- 
sible post.  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  When  Mayor  Rolph 
left  the  City  Hall  for  the  Gover- 
nor's office,  Mr.  Rossi  was  chosen 
by  his  supervisorial  colleagues  to 
occupy  the  Mayor's  chair.  He  was 
inaugurated   January   8,    1931. 

A  member  of  several  fraternal  or- 
ders, Mayor  Rossi  is  heart  and  soul 
in  the  activities  of  the  Native  Sons. 
On  the  occasion  of  the  Diamond 
Jubilee  celebration  of  California's 
admission  to  the  Union,  in  1925,  he 
was  chosen  as  the  outstanding  Cali- 
fornian  to  direct  what  turned  out  to 
be  the  most  colorful  festivity  ever 
known  in  this  State. 

He  came  to  the  Mayor's  office 
admirably  equipped  to  meet  its 
heavy  responsibilities.  A  man  of 
dignity,  of  calm  judgment,  and  of 
smiling  affability,  he  is  beloved  by 
his  fellow  citizens,  and  his  success 
thus  far  in  handling  mimicipal  prob- 
lems is  an  earnest  of  the  greater 
achievements  to  which  San  Fran- 
ciscans confidently  look  forward.

Field— An  Ideal  Municipal 

Airport 


By  E.  Jack  Spaulding 

Chairman,  Airport  Committee,  Board  of  Supervisors 


IN  TIMES  past,  Mills  Field,  San 
Francisco's  municipal  airport, 
has  been  subject  to  some  criticism 
by  people  who  were  obviously  not 
familiar  with  aviation,  as  not  being 
the  proper  location  for  a  field  that 
was  destined  to  serve  as  one  of  the 
city's   principal   public   utilities. 

The  splendid  development  of  the 
airport,  the  efficiency  of  the  serv- 
ice that  it  has  given,  and  the  ex- 
perience of  the  air  lines  regularly 
using  it  as  a  terminal,  have  now 
more  than  demonstrated  that  such 
criticisms  had  no  legitimate  founda- 
tion whatever. 

In  fact,  it  now  appears  that  much 
of  this  criticism  was  only  propa- 
ganda designed  to  divert  the  grow- 
ing aviation  industry  from  San 
Francisco   to  other   cities. 

San  Francisco's  airport  is  now 
known  throughout  the  country  as 
one  of  the  most  efficiently  managed 
anywhere,  and  also  as  one  of  the 
best  and  safest  for  commercial  fly- 
ing purposes. 

Airport's  High  Standing 

The  airport  has  been  brought  to 
this  standing  through  the  efforts  of 
the  airport  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  composed  of  E.  Jack 
Spaulding,  chairman;  Carl  W. 
Miles,  and  E.  Jefferson  Peyser.  It 
is  they  who  determine  the  policies 
to  be  pursued  in  the  development 
of  the  airport,  and  it  is  Captain  Roy 
M.  Francis,  superintendent,  who  has 
carried  these   policies   to  execution. 

Captain  Francis  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  the  airport  two 
years  ago  in  recognition  of  his  posi- 
tion as  one  of  America's  outstand- 
ing authorities  on  aviation. 

Perhaps  the  best  recent  testimony 
as  to  the  value  of  Mills  Field  as  a 
municipal  airport  is  contained  in 
the  report  made  by  the  Century  Pa- 
cific lines  after  utilizing  this  airport 
as  their  principal  northern  terminus 
for  a  period  of  two  months. 

A  Splendid  Record 

The  report,  made  by  R.  W.  Cant- 
well,  assistant  general  manager  in 
charge  of  operations  for  this  com- 
pany,    showed     that,     in     the     two 
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months  since  the  establishment  of 
the  Century  Pacific  here,  10,006  paid 
passengers  traveled  over  the  Cen- 
tury Pacific  lines.  During  that  pe- 
riod, the  great  tri-motored  ten-pas- 
senger Stinson  airliners  of  the  com- 
pany flew  1,814,682  passenger  miles 
and  made  36,294  landings  and  take- 
oft's  without  single  mishap  of  any 
character. 

This  is  a  record  unequaled  in  air- 
ports passenger  transport  service. 

The  Century  Pacific  lines  now 
maintain  regular  schedules  between 
Phoeni.x  and  San  Diego  on  the  south 
and  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento 
on  the  north.  Within  a  short  time 
this  company  plans  to  extend  its 
lines  to  Cheyenne  and  Denver  to 
the  east,  and  south  to  Mexico  City. 
Eventually  it  will  cover  the  entire 
territory  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
thus  making  San  Francisco  one  of 
the  principal  termini  in  the  great 
air  transportation  industry  of  the 
future. 

Commenting  on  Mills  Field,  Mr. 
Cantwell,  of  the  Century  Pacific 
Air  Lines,  in  his  report  stated : 


An  Ideal  Field 

"We  have  now  been  operating 
with  our  northern  terminus  at  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Airport  for  a 
])eriod  of  two  months,  and  I  feel 
that  it  is  fitting  at  this  time  to  point 
out  our  experience  in  selecting  and 
using  San  Francisco  Airport. 

"You  will  recall  that  at  the  time 
we  were  trying  to  decide  upon  the 
proper  selection  of  an  airport  in  the 
bay  area  that  we  were  confronted 
with  a  preponderance  of  evidence, 
which  extended  to  show  that  the 
reason  San  Francisco  Airport  was 
not  used  by  other  air  transport  com- 
panies was  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
was  considered  to  have  more  haz- 
ardous weather  conditions  than  any 
of  the  other  bay  district  airports 
available. 

"It  was  freely  pointed  out  that 
high  winds  prevailed  at  San  Fran- 
cisco Airport  that  supposedly  did 
not  exist  at  the  other  airports  in 
that  vicinity,  and  that  this  was 
caused  iby  a  local  condition  of  the 
terrain  at  San  Francisco  Airport. 

"Winds  Scatter  Fog" 

"It  has  been  our  experience  that,, 
at  a  certain  well-defined  season  of 
the  year,  there  is  quite  a  strong 
rough  air  current  over  the  hills  each 
day  of  this  period,  and,  due  to  the 
fact  that  we  opened  operations  there 
at  the  time  of  the  year  when  this 
condition  was  at  its  worst,  we  nat- 
urally felt  some  apprehension  on 
this  point,  but  we  have  found  that 
this  same  unusual  terrain,  which 
causes  the  irregularity  in  the  airflow 
over  Mills  Field,  is  identically  the 
cause  of  the  dissipation  of  fog  in 
that  area,  and,  inasmuch  as  this 
wind  has  never  caused  us  any  oper- 
ating trouble  of  any  kind,  it  is,  in 
reality,  a  favorable  circumstance  to 
this  airport  for  the  above-mentioned 
reason  of  causing  a  rift  in  overcast 
conditions  at  this  particular  point 
when  all  other  airports  in  the  area 
might  be  completely  shut  in  by  fog. 
and   extremely   low   ceilings. 

"In  checking  over  the  operations' 
percentage  of  ship  movements  in 
the  bay  area,  I  find  that  80  per  cent 
of  the  time  that  we  cannot  get  into 
or  out  of  airports  on  the  east  side-

of  the  bay,  and  that  we  can  get  into 
and  out  of  Mills  Field,  either  by 
staying  under  the  prevailing  ceiling, 
and  going  down  the  San  Jose  Val- 
ley to  Pacheco  Pass,  which  is  al- 
most invariably  'broken,  overcast,  or 
wide  open  by  the  time  we  reach  Gil- 
roy,  and  almost  invariably,  when 
Pacheco  Pass  might  be  fogged  in, 
by  going  on  to  Hollister  we  will  find 
broken  conditions,  which  will  per- 
mit getting  in  or  getting  out,  or 
we  can  climb  up  through  the  open- 
ings that  occur  80  per  cent  of  the 
time  at  Mills  Field,  and  pull  out 
over  the  fog  over  our  accustomed 
route  by  way  of  Livermore  and 
Tracy. 

Sane  Administration 

"It  will  be  remembered  that  wc 
had  some  complaints  of  the  admin- 
istration policies  at  San  Francisco 
Airport,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
controlled  by  the  municipality,  and 
the  administration  thereof,  and  I 
wish  to  point  out  at  this  time  thai 
nowhere  in  our  entire  system  have 
v.e  received  so  much  co-operation 
from  the  airport  and  field  manage- 
ment as  we  have  received  from  the 
San  Francisco  Airport  administra- 
tion, and  every  problem  that  wc 
have  encountered,  whether  large  or 
small,  in  operating  our  equipment  at 
Mills  Field  has  been  earnestly  and 
sincerely  considered  by  the  admin- 
istration to  the  end  that  our  opera- 
tion? there  have  progressed  to  a  re- 
markable degree  of  efficiency,  and 
general  satisfaction,  and,  in  addi- 
tion to  this  co-operation  and  gen- 
erous assistance,  the  entire  person- 
nel of  the  airport  administration  is 
highl)'  efficient,  extremely  courteous 
to  our  own  employes,  as  well  as  the 
general  public,  and,  as  you  are  quite 
well  aware,  this  is  one  of  the  most 
important  qualifications  to  be  de- 
sired in  handling  the  public,  and 
we  have  never  yet  received  anything 
])ut  praise  from  our  patrons  whose 
travels  carry  them  through  that 
point.

Excellent  Working  Conditions 

"The  airport,  itself,  is  in  excellent 
condition,  the  surface  of  the  field 
has  been  smoothed  down  to  a  nicety, 
and  the  building  equipment  is  main- 
tained to  a  high  standard,  and  the 
result  has  been  that  all  of  our  oper- 
ations are  carried  on  under  very  fa- 
vorable circumstances,  and  permit, 
under  a  perfected  system,  greater 
economies  in  operations  at  that  ter- 
minal. I  might  also  point  out  that 
the  general  tone,  and  morale  of  the 
personnel   of  this  organization,  sta- 


tioned at  Mills  Field,  is  very  high, 
and  congenial  relations  are  enjoyed 
I)etween  our  personnel  and  that  of 
the  airport  administration,  thus  pro- 
ducing a  very  desiralde  effect,  and 
a  happy  working  condition  to  all 
concerned,  and,  as  you  know,  some 
of  our  experiences  at  other  points 
have  taught  us  the  value  of  this  con- 
dition. 

"In  closing,  let  me  state  that  it  is 
the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  all  of 
the  statements  made  to  us  by  Mr. 
Spaulding,  Supervisor,  and  Captain 
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Roy  Francis,  Airport  Superintend- 
ent, have  been  borne  out,  and  it  is 
a  recommendation  of  the  writer 
that,  so  long  as  San  Francisco  Air- 
port may  remain  under  the  guid- 
ance of  such  capable  men  as  the 
above  two,  we  have  no  considera- 
tion of  making  any  move  in  that 
district  of  our  terminal  base." 

"It  is  interesting  to  point  out," 
declares  O.  R.  Fuller,  president  of 
the  company,  "that  a  San  Francisco 
business  man  whose  interests  take 
him  to  Los  Angeles  once  a  week 
can  save  forty-three  full  twenty- 
four-hour  days  per  year  by  using 
air  transportation,  and  that  statis- 
tics   show   that   this   same   business

man  can  travel  four  billion  miles  on 
recognized  exclusive  passenger  air 
transports  without  subjecting  him- 
self to  the  risks  he  would  encounter 
in  5000  miles  of  automobile  travel." 
Motion  Pictures  Taken 
A  motion  picture  has  recently 
been  made  by  the  airport  committee 
of  the  activities  at  Mills  Field.  The 
purpose  of  the  film  is  to  give  a  com- 
prehensive showing  of  how  a  mod- 
ern airport  is  operated.  This  film 
will  shortly  be  shown  in  San  Fran- 
cisco theatres,  and  later  will  be 
shown  in  motion  pictures  through- 
out the  country,  thus  giving  San 
Francisco  national  advertising  as  a 
progressive  community. 


Under  the  new  charter,  which 
goes  into  efifect  in  January,  the  man- 
agement of  the  airport,  as  of  all 
other  municipal  utilities,  will  be 
taken  over  by  a  public  utility  com- 
mission. 

Supervisor  E.  Jack  Spaulding,  in 
behalf  of  the  airport  committee, 
states  that,  when  this  transfer  of 
authority  occurs,  the  airport  com- 
mittee will  relinquish  its  charge  of 
the  airport  to  the  commission  with 
the  knowledge  that  the  committee 
has  not  only  established  an  efficient 
airport,  but  that  it  has  laid  the  basis 
for  the  development  of  one  of  the 
city's  greatest  public  utilities. 


NEW  POLICY  FOR  DE  YOUNG  MUSEUM 


For  the  future  the  policy  an- 
nounced by  Director  Rollins  for  the 
Museum  is  that  it  shall  pay  most 
attention  to  the  graphic  and  decora- 
tive arts,  and  build  up  a  large  and 
comprehensive  collection  of  prints 
— etchings,  lithographs,  engravings, 
wood  blocks  and  others — which 
shall  be  among  the  most  important 
in  America.  It  is  intended  to  main- 
tain period  rooms  complete  with  fur- 
niture and  decorative  accessories  of 
the  various  great  epochs,  which  will 
vie  with  the  collections  of  this  sort 
in  the  great  museums  of  the  East 
and  of  Europe.  The  decorative  arts 
will  be  further  illustrated  with  col- 
lections of  furniture,  textiles,  cos- 
tumes, wall  papers,  metals,  ceramics 
and  other  craftsmanship  products. 

The  practical  value  of  such  ex- 
hibits in  the  education  of  the  public 
and  in  the  raising  of  the  standards 
of  excellence  and  of  beauty  in  indus- 
trial art  has  been  demonstrated  re- 
peatedly elsewhere,  and  cannot  fail 
to  be  of  equal  importance  here. 


In  addition  to  the  permanent  ex- 
hibitions at  the  de  Young  Museum 
there  will  be  a  succession  of  loan 
exhibitions  secured  through  the  co- 
operation of  other  museums,  dealers, 
and  private  collectors,  throughout 
the  world.  As  examples  of  some  of 
the  loan  exhibitions  that  will  be  held 
at  the  Museum  may  be  mentioned 
those  just  installed  following  the 
reorganization  of  the  displays,  and 
for  the  initial  showing  in  the  new 
unit. 

These  include  a  marvelous  display 
of  Russian  icons,  or  sacred  paint- 
ings, dating  from  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  centuries  to  the  nineteenth. 
The  earliest  are  represented  by  au- 
thentic copies  so  well  done  that  only 
experts  can  tell  the  difiference,  while 
the  later  examples  are  actual  orig- 
inals. At  the  other  extreme  of  the 
Russian  art  will  be  shown  a  collec- 
tion of  Soviet  Union  posters. 

Wholly  different  are  the  bronzes 
from    Luristan    in    western    Persia, 


comparatively  recently  discovered, 
and  dating  back  possibly  to  the 
period  from  1500  to  500  B.  C.  An- 
other collection  of  Persian  material 
will  include  miniatures,  illuminated 
manuscripts  and  textiles. 

Photography  will  be  displayed  in 
a  collection  of  pictures  of  Parisian 
life,  made  by  Atget  during  the  reign 
of  Louis  Philippe,  King  of  the 
French  from  1830  to  1848;  and  an- 
other collection  of  abstractions  in 
photography  made  by  a  San  Fran- 
cisco artist  of  today.  As  this  art 
dates  only  from  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  almost  the  two 
extremes  of  its  existence  are  there- 
fore shown. 

In  order  to  give  the  public  the 
opportunity  to  get  the  fullest  educa- 
tional value  from  the  exhibits,  both 
permanent  and  loans,  docents  will 
discuss  and  explain  them  to  visitors ; 
and  there  will  be  .^^pecial  plans 
worked  out  for  the  benefit  of  the 
students  in  the  schools. 
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COMMERCIAL  VALUE  OF 
THE  AIRPORT 


By  Capt.  Roy  N.  Francis 


NEARLY  every  important  city 
in  the  United  States  has  be- 
come great  because  of  its  transpor- 
tation facilities ;  no  city  off  the  wa- 
terways or  railroads  has  flourished 
for  long.  Some  cities  have  sprung 
into  being  solely  because  of  a  junc- 
tion of  natural  transportation 
routes ;  others  have  found  it  profit- 
able by  constructing  artificial  har- 
bors to  obtain  the  advantages  de- 
nied by  nature.  In  any  event,  rapid 
and  convenient  transportation  to 
other  strategic  points  is  a  primary 
factor  in  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  a  metropolitan  area. 

Up  to  the  present,  no  city  has  be- 
come important  solely  because  of  its 
air  facilities,  but  who  will  say  that 
one  may  not  in  the  future.  Any  one 
who  has  carefully  investigated  the 
possibilities  of  aviation  will  con- 
cede that  eventually  the  air  will  be- 
come the  third  great  medium  of 
transportation,  standing  beside  wa- 
ter and  rail  as  a  carrier  of  men  and 
goods.  Some  cities  have  already 
added  materially  to  their  impor- 
tance and  prestige  as  the  result  of 
offering  facilities  attractive  to  the 
airline  operator  and  the  aircraft 
manufacturer,  and  the  time  is  at 
hand  when  a  city  of  any  magnitude 
must  make  provisions  for  air  travel 
and  commerce  or  reconcile  itself  to 
retrogression. 

Travel  by  air  appeals  peculiarly 
because  of  its  speed  to  that  progres- 
sive type  of  business  man  who  heads 
American  enterprises,  and  because 
of  its  comfort  to  the  more  particu- 
lar tourist.  In  either  case,  it  has 
been    bringing   to   a   city    the    more 
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cosmopolitan  class  who  contribute 
so  largely  to  the  support  of  hotels, 
restaurants  and  places  of  entertain- 
ment. 

Executives  are  not  inclined  to  lo- 
cate branch  offices  or  factories  at 
places  which  are  not  convenient  for 
occasional  personal  supervision  and 
inspection,  and  which  do  not  have 
satisfactory  postal  communication. 
The  city  without  proper  air  facili- 
ties, which  requires  hours  of  addi- 
tional time  to  visit  and  for  the  ex- 
change of  business  papers,  will  not 
be  favored  with  industrial  ])rogress. 
The  city  not  served  by  efficient  air- 
lines operating  comfortable  planes 
on  frequent  schedules  will  be  as 
much  olT  the  industrial  main  line  as 
those  now  accessible  only  by  road. 

With  the  present  trend  toward  re- 
duction in  rates  to  approximately 
rail  plus  Pullman  fare,  the  great 
majority  of  travelers  will  soon  take 
to  flying.  The  shopper  anrl  the  week-

ender  will  go  by  air  to  the  city  they 
can  reach  in  the  shortest  time  and 
their  business  or  pleasure  will  be 
accomplished  there.  The  growing 
importance  of  this  type  of  air  travel 
is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  of  the 
approximately  2200  passengers 
brought  to  San  Francisco  Airport 
by  scheduled  air  transport  during 
the  month  of  August,  a  large  pro- 
portion were  from  Sacramento, 
Fresno  and  Bakersfield. 

Where  does  San  Francisco  stand 
in  this  great  air  development  which 
is  coming  very  fast?  Geographically, 
she  is  about  midway  between  Seat- 
tle and  San  Diego  on  the  coastal 
route  and  is  at  the  outlet  of  the 
transcontinental  airway  through 
Chicago  and  Salt  Lake.  The  weath- 
er in  the  Bay  region  is  as  sutiable 
for  flying  as  that  in  any  metropoli- 
tan district.  Freezing  temperature, 
one  of  aviation's  two  great  enemies 
in  the  present  state  of  the  art,  is 
unknown.  San  Franciscans  are 
likely  to  think  their  fog  more  fre- 
quent than  that  in  most  places,  but 
a  fog  down  on  the  ground  is  not 
the  only  nor  the  worst  kind.  Those 
at  an  elevation  of  a  few  hundred  to 
a  thousand  feet,  when  one  thinks 
of  the  sky  as  being  cloudy  or  hazy, 
are  equally  dangerous  to  aviation, 
and  records  show  that  there  are  as 
many  good  flying  days  in  the  Bay 
region  as  at  any  great  urban  center. 

The  same  records  show  that  San 
Francisco  Airport,  Mills  Field,  is 
closed  in  less  often  than  any  of  the 
other  major  ports  around  the  Bay, 
thus  vindicating  the  opinion  of  the 
experts  who  selected  the  site  and 
the  statemens  of  he  experienced 
flyers  who  have  used  the  field. 

The  port  is  twelve  miles  from  the 
Civic  Center  on  the  Bayshore  High- 
way, only  twenty  minutes  by  auto- 
mobile from  the  heart  of  the  city, 
and  is  served  by  auto  stage,  taxi, 
street  car  and  steam  train. 

The  proposed  right  of  way  of  the 
Western  Pacific  is  between  "the  field 
and  the  Bayshore  Highway,  and 
wlu-n  completed  the  project  will 
give  fast  electric  train  service  to  the 
door  of  the  administration  building. 

Ground  transportation  to  the  city 
from  San  F"rancisco  Airport  is  more 
reliable  because  independent  of  fog 
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on  the  bay,  is  more  convenient  be- 
cause one  vehicle  will  suffice,  and 
even  with  a  bay  bridge  will  require 
less  time  than  that  from  any  other 
airport.  For  the  sake  of  aviation 
in  the  Bay  region,  ibecause  of  its 
superior  weather  conditions  and 
better  ground  transportation,  San 
Francisco  Airport  must  be  devel- 
oped. 

Physically  then,  despite  all  the 
propaganda  to  the  contrary,  we  are 
very  fortunately  situated,  and  when 
the  facts  become  more  widely 
known  there  will  be  a  great  passen- 
ger traffic  development  at  San 
Francisco  Airport.  It  is  certain  to 
come,  but  it  will  be  retarded  unless 
more  adequate  facilities  for  airline 
operation  are  provided  at  the  field. 

Such  facilities  must  be  supplied 
before  additional  lines  can  operate 
from  the  port,  and  they  must  be 
supplied  without  the  expectation 
that  they  will  directly  pay  for 
themselves.  Due  to  the  great  area 
required,  terminal  site  costs  are 
relatively  high  in  aviation,  and  op- 
erations will  only  pay  such  charges 
over  a  long  period  of  time. 

At  this  stage  of  the  industry  it 
is  even  somewhat  doubtful  that  im- 
provement costs  can  be  carried  with- 
out a  subsidy.  At  present  munici- 
palities must  provide  airline  termi- 
nal facilities  for  the  convenience  of 
their  people  just  as  streets  and  har- 
bors are  supplied. 


However,  the  Century  -  Pacific 
Twines,  now  operating  from  San 
I'rancisco  Airport,  carrying  passen- 
gers and  express  without  a  mail 
contract  at  approximately  rail  plus 
Pullman  fare,  have  had  a  phenome- 
nal success.  It  is  evident  that  with 
more  economical  and  efficient  man- 
agement of  the  airlines  continued 
pulilic  assistance  will  not  long  be 
necessary. 

The  people  of  San  Francisco  must 
build   for  the  future  now,   realizing 


that  while  a  direct  profit  cannot  be 
shown  at  present,  in  its  indirect  re- 
turn to  the  city,  in  its  contribution 
to  the  city's  industrial  progress,  the 
airport  will  more  than  pay  for  it- 
self. As  a  municipal  project,  a  first- 
class  airport  now  stands  in  the  same 
category  as  highways,  railroads  and 
harbor,  a  vital  element  necessary  to 
the  city's  development  and  growth. 
"A  city  without  an  airport  comes 
dangerously  near  to  being  a  city 
without  a   future."

Some  New  Books  Reviewed

WHETHER  it  is  because  of  the 
depression,  or  in  spite  of  it, 
but  the  new  books,  both  fiction  and 
non-fiction,  have  a  common  ten- 
dency to  lightness,  and  in  many  in- 
stances agreeable  brightness.  We 
have  literally  ploughed  through  so 
many  thick  volumes,  dispensing 
knowledge  by  way  of  heavy  weari- 
some contents,  that  to  discover  that 
one  may  read  a  serious  book  written 
in  a  pleasant  style  is  a  surprising 
departure  from  the  literature  of  the 
past  several  years. 

The  upstart  of  this  change  in  lit- 
erary style  is  a  tremendous  advance 
in  circulation  in  libraries,  which 
may  or  may  not  be  tempered  by  the 
much  discussed  depression.  Per- 
sonally, I  feel  that  people  are  read- 
ing   a    great    deal    more    than    they

used  to,  less  for  any  ulterior  rea- 
son, that  that  libraries  are  finding 
that  they  must  be  democratic  in  the 


books  selected  for  public  consump- 
tion. This  does  not  for  a  moment 
mean  that  the  standards  of  book  se- 
lection are  lowered.  If  a  library  is 
successful  in  getting  the  puiblic  to 
read  at  all,  with  patience  and  sym- 
pathetic assistance,  it  may  easily 
lead  its  patrons  from  the  more  pop- 
ular type  of  reading  to  an  appre- 
ciation   of   genuine    literature. 

Chase  Invades  Mexico 
Because  someone  told  Stuart 
Chase  that  the  Indians  in  Mexico 
were  sadly  lacking  as  to  time  sense, 
and  that  after  all  he  really  should 
see  the  murals  of  Diego  Rivera, 
Chase  decided  to  invade  the  terri- 
tory of  Manana-land.  Like  a  twen- 
tieth century  Don  Quixote,  he  is  all 
banners  and  eagerness,  but  he  is 
uneasy,   too,  like  the  boy  in  school

who  knows  all  the  answers,  and 
who  wins  spelling  matches,  and  who 
shouts  with  robust  pride,  the  final 
product  of  the  intricate  mental 
arithmetic  problems,  when  the  rest 
of  the  class  are  still  struggling  with 
the  first  two  numbers.  No  modest 
violet  is  Chase,  content  to  quietly 
assert  his  theories,  but  he  is  no 
mountebank  either,  for  he  backs  up 
his  opinion  with  indisputable  facts, 
and  carries  the  reader  along  non- 
chalantly with  his  rapid  exposition 
of  fact  and  fiction.  The  book  which 
is  becoming  very  popular,  is  aided 
in  no  small  way  by  the  splendid 
drawings  in  black  and  white  by 
Diego  Rivera. 

"Shadows  on  the  Rock" 

\Vith  the  Quebec  in  the  time  of 
Louis  XIV  as  a  background,  Willa 
Cather  paints  her  new  novel, 
"Shadows  on  the  Rock,"  on  a  broad 
canvass  in  soft  hues  of  green  and 
gray  rather  than  the  harsher  pri- 
mary colors.  There  is  a  quietness 
about  the  story  that  in  less  able 
hands  might  prove  tedious.  With 
practically  no  conventional  plot,  the 
descriptions  lend  a  somewhat  pas- 
sive action  which  carries  the  story 
along.  The  last  days  of  Frontenac, 
the  woods  just  outside  of  Quebec, 
and  the  wilderness  beyond  are  but 
shadows  on  the  rock,  as  are  the  ro- 
mances and  disappointments  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Quebec. 

"Shadows  on  the  Rock"  is  not  the 
best  book  Willa  Cather  has  writ- 
ten, but  comparison  of  the  works  of 
great  authors  is  always  just  a  little 
unfair,  for  in  the  case  of  Miss 
Cather,  the  next  book  she  writes 
may  so  far  out-shadow  anything  she 
has  yet  done  that  "Shadows  on  the 
Rock"  will  be  but  a  pleasant  inter- 
lude. 


"Death   and   Taxes" 

If  you  like  Dorothy  Parker,  and 
who  does  not,  put  her  new  volume 
of  poems  on  your  "must  read"  list. 
"Death  and  Taxes"  is  the  title,  and 
it  is  supremely  sophisticated,  with 
never  a  moment  of  triteness.  Just 
as  the  tunes  of  a  successful  musical 
show  are  whistled  and  hummed,  we 
find  ourselves  appropriating  Doro- 
thy Parker's  lines,  and  quoting  vol- 
ubly to  anyone  who  will  listen,  for 
example,  "women  and  elephants 
never  forget,"  "poets  alone  should 
kiss  and  tell."  and  there  are  many 
more ! 

"Cleopatra" 

Written  in  a  serious,  but  fortu- 
nately not  heavy  style,  Oskar  von 
Wertheimer's  "Cleopatra,"  sub-ti- 
tles, "A  Royal  Voluptuary,"  is 
rather  like  reading  an  historical 
novel,  than  a  history  of  the  woman, 
who,  as  the  author  so  nobly  puts  it 
in  the  preface,  "Is  the  most  out- 
standing example  of  the  sphin.x  in 
woman,  the  creature  designed  by 
nature  to  shed  lustre  and  enchant- 
ment on  life,  but  also  to  prove  its 
undoing."  The  translation  from  the 
German  is  by  Huntly  Patterson. 

Another  translation,  also  from  the 
German,  is  "Schliemann,"  by  Emil 
Ludwig.  A  masterful  history  of  the 
remarkable  Henrich  Schliemann, 
and  his  excavations,  it  is  also  a  fas- 
cinating saga  of  a  life  of  treasure 
hunting. 

"Washington-Merry-Go-Round" 

The  book  that  everyone  is  talk- 
ing about,  and  there  usually  is  one, 
is  an  anonymous  contribution  called 
"Washington-Merry-Go-Round."  It 
relates  events  that  newspapers  dare 
not  chronicle,  with  such  juicy  tit- 
bits as  the  dinner  at  which  Ambas- 
sador Dawes  entertained  the  Span- 


ish Infanta,  and  Leon  ICrrol  who, 
in  the  guise  of  a  waiter,  dropped 
food  on  the  guests,  and  the  occasion 
when  Daisy  Harriman  trimmed  the 
moustache  of  Senator  Walsh. 

It  is  daring,  and  one  can  almost 
see  the  anonymous  author  crouch- 
ing in  some  lone  cabin  in  Southern 
Texas  or  Northern  Idaho,  in  fear 
and  trembling  lest  the  people  men- 
tioned in  the  book  may  have 
guessed  his  identity. 

Other   Good  Books 

A  few  years  ago  when  Stefan 
Zweig's  "Amok"  was  first  pub- 
lished, it  was  declared  "too  daring 
for  Anglo-Saxon  taste."  Now,  how- 
ever, since  our  European  brothers 
feel  we  have  grown  up,  we  have  the 
translation.  It  is  a  very  short  book, 
but  tells  in  no  uncertain  manner  the 
story  of  a  doctor  living  in  the  East 
Indies.  He  goes  mad,  bringing  sor- 
row and  shame  on  the  woman  he 
loved.  It  is  a  gripping  bit  of  story- 
telling, almost  terrible  in  its  futil- 
ity and  unescapable  fate. 

"Hatter's  Castle,"  by  A.  J.  Cro- 
nin,  is  a  first  novel,  meriting  the 
opinion  of  Hugh  Walpole  that  it  is 
"the  finest  first  novel  since  the  war." 
It  is  the  strange  tale  of  a  hatter  in 
Scotland,  and  the  effect  he  and  his 
actions  had  upon  the  community  in 
which  he  lived. 

Lest  the  mystery  and  detective 
reader  think  he  has  been  forgotten, 
we  assure  him  to  the  contrary,  and 
ofTer : 

"Murder  in  the  Willet  Family," 
by  Rufus  King,  a  weird  tale  of 
strange  family  affection,  and  its  ter- 
rible effect  on  the  Willett  family. 

"The  Three  Fishers,"  by  Francis 
Beeding,  international  intrigue,  with 
the  arch-villain,  Francis  Wyndhan, 
again  trying  to  wreck  the  civiliza- 
tion of  Europe.

Recreation 


Two  important  developments  in 
the  recreational  facilities  offered 
the  children  of  the  city  by  the  Play- 
ground Commission  have  marked 
the  advent  of  the  new  school  year. 
The  opening  of  the  new  Junior  Ap- 
tos  High  School,  west  of  Twin 
Peaks,  brought  into  sersnce  a  new 
])layground  that  has  been  greatly 
needed  in  the  district. 

The  Aptos  Playground  comprises 
a  little  more  than  five  acres  and  pro- 
vides a  fully  developed  playfield 
with  two  tennis  courts,  one  baseball 
diamond,  areas  for  football  practice, 
soccer,  indoor  baseball  and  a  little 
children's  section.  In  the  school 
yard  adjoining  are  the  basketball 
courts.  Charles  Andrews  is  the  new 
director  for  the  boys  and  Mrs.  Ger- 
trude McGrane  for  the  girls. 

The  other  important  development 
has  been  the  leveling  and  improve- 
ment of  the  Margaret  S.  Hayward 
Playground  at  Golden  Gate  .Avenue 
and  Gough  Street.    The  entire  play-

ground  is  being  reduced  to  one  level, 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  strip. 

The  ground  is  being  re])lanted  to 
turf  and  the  plans  call  for  a  base- 
ball diamond,  two  tennis  courts,  two

basketball  courts,  and  play  space  for 
indoor  baseball,  horseshoes  and  a 
paved  area  around  the  field  house. 
This  is  one  of  several  playgrounds 
that  is  equipped  with  lighting  for 
games  at  night. 

The  San  Francisco  Playground 
Commission  has  floodlighted  four 
recreational  centers  in  various  parts 
of  the  city  since  1920;  lights  are  be- 
ing installed  in  a  fifth,  and  the  sys- 
tem will  be  extended  as  rapidly  as 
finances  permit.  Those  now  in  use 
are :  North  Beach  Playground  at 
Lombard  and  Mason  Streets;  Mi- 
chaelangelo,  on  Greenwich  .Street, 
between  Jones  and  Leavenworth ; 
Margaret  S.  Hayward,  at  (jolden 
Gate  and  Gough,  and  Folsoni,  at 
Twenty-first  and  Folsom.  The  fifth 
will  be  Excelsior,  at  Russian  and 
Madrid  Streets.  Once  the  lights  are 
installed,  the  Commission  says,  the 
cost  of  operation  makes  very  little 
demand   on   the  budget.

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Water  Sales  Revenue  Shows 

An  Increase 

General  Manager  N.  A.  Eckart  Submits  July  Report  to  the 

Board  of  Supervisors 


COMPLYING  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  5,  Ordinance 
8691,  there  is  transmitted  herewith 
the  operating-  statement  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  for 
July,  1931.  showing-  a  comparison 
with  June,  1931.  and  with  a  like 
period  of  last  year. 

Water  sales  revenues  within  San 
Francisco  increased  $22,769  over 
June,  1931,  and  those  outside  of 
San  Francisco  increased  $15,737. 
The  increase  in  San  Francisco  sales 
over  the  month  of  July.  1930, 
amounts  to  $15,614,  while  for  the 
same  period  sales  outside  of  San 
Francisco  decreased  $5,772.  The 
decrease  in  suhurlian  sales  is  caused 
principally  through  the  develop- 
ment of  local  resources  by  two  of 
the  larger  water  districts  in  the 
Peninsula  Division. 

The  decrease  in  rents  from  lands 
and  buildings  is  the  result  of  the 
drought  to  the  extent  that  the  re- 
turns from  share  crops  are  $4,208 
below  normal ;  adjustments  in  July, 

1930,  for  rents  applying  to  prior 
months  account  for  a  further  de- 
crease of  $1,965. 

An  increase  in  the  quantity  of 
water  purchased  and  the  attendant 
pumping  costs  in  July  account  for 
an  increase  in  operating  expenses 
over  June,  1931,  of  $19,420.  No  wa- 
ter was  purchased  in  July,  1930,  and 
the  Sunset  wells  were  not  in  opera- 
tion, therefore,  the  entire  cost  of 
water  purchased  and  operating  costs 
for  the  San  Lorenzo  and  Sunset 
wells  units  account  lor  an  increase 
of    approximately    $70,000    in    Jul  v. 

1931,  over  July,  1930. 

Aqueduct  rentals  increased  $4,110 
in  July  of  this  year  over  the  same 
period  of  last  year  on  account  of  the

pipe  line.  Interest  decreased  $3,750 
on  account  of  the  retirement  of 
Spring  Valley  bonds  in  the  amount 
of  $1.

The  increased  earnings  and  in- 
creased e.x])enses  result  in  an  in- 
creased net  income  for  July,  1931, 
over  June,  1931,  but  in  a  decreased 
net  income  for  the  same  period  last 
year.

The  number  of  employees  on  con- 
struction work  on  the  Upper  Ala- 
meda Tunnel  decreased  from  127  on 
June  30,  1931,  to  85  on  July  31,  1931. 
The  completion  of  work  on  Newark- 
San  Lorenzo  Pipe  Line  permitted 
the  lay-off  of  thirty  employees.  Con- 
struction work  on  the  University 
Mound  Pipe  Line  required  the  serv- 
ices of  sixty-seven  men  and  on  the 
Crystal  Springs  Outlet  Tunnels  of 
sixty-five  men. 

The  nurnber  of  employees  in  op- 
erating and  maintenance  work  in- 
creased from  529  on  June  30,  to  546 
on  July  31,  1931.  This  net  increase 
of  seventeen  is  caused  by  the  trans- 
fer of  one  draftsman  from  construc- 
tion forces  to  engineering  division 
and  temporary  employment  of  one 
elevator  operator;  the  temporary 
employment  of  two  general  clerks 
in  Water  Sales  Division;  the  em- 
ployment of  twenty  men  for  sea- 
sonal maintenance  work  and  lay-of? 
of  one  temporary  oiler  and  one  tem- 
porary engineer  in  Peninsula  Divi- 
sion ;  the  lay-off  of  four  temporary 
laborers  in  Alameda  Division  and 
the  resignation  of  one  general  clerk 
tyi)ist  in  the  City  Distribution  Divi- 
sion. 
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Golden  Poppies  Pave  the  Way  for 
Securing  League  Convention 

Supervisor  McSheehy  Scores  a  Big  Hit  at  Monterey 


lUPERVISOR  JAMES  B.  Mc- 
SHEEHY  represented  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  the 
recent  convention  of  the  League  of 
California  Municipalities  at  Monte- 
rey. 

He  proved  a  host  in  himself.  His 
successes  were  due  to  his  charm  of 
manner  and   real  energy. 

Supervisor  McSheehy  distributed 
poppy  ribbons  in  an  effort  to  secure 
the  1933  convention  for  the  City  by 
the  Golden  Gate.  He  sowed  the 
seeds  for  the  convention,  but  will 
have  to  journey  to  San  Diego  in 
1932  to  make  the  real  light  for  the 
coveted  plum. 

However,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
San  Francisco  to  send  a  real  repre- 
sentation to  the  convention.  Every 
city  in  the  State  was  represented  at 
Monterey  by  its  Mayor,  Council- 
men,  City  Attorney,  City  Planner, 
City  Manager  and  other  officials. 

Supervisor  McSheehy,  aided  and 
abetted  by  "Bill"  O'Neil,  performed 
yeomen  services  for  San  Francisco. 
City  Attorney  John  J.  O'Toole 
was  also  conspicuous  at  the  conven- 
tion, but  the  local  delegation  was 
outnumbered. 

Credit  must  be  given  to  Super- 
visor McSheehy,  however,  for  his 
accomplishments.  He  succeeded  in 
])assing  the  following  resolution  ap- 
pealing to  Governor  Rolph  to  call 
a  special  session  of  the  Legislature 
to  deal  with  the  unemployment  situ- 
ation : 

"Whereas,  The  problem  of  unem- 
ployment has  become  acute  through- 
out the  length  and  breadth  of  this 
land  and  it  has  become  imperative 
that  some  means  of  providing  ways 
and  means  of  immediate  relief  is  one

of  the  most  important  matters  con- 
fronting our  cities  today,  and 

"Whereas,  On  account  of  the  ex- 
tensive use  of  labor-saving  machin- 
ery a  situation  has  been  reached 
where  we  must  devise  some  way  of 
distributing  equitably  the  benefits  of 
labor-saving  machinery  and  give 
employment  to  a  greater  number  of 
people,  and 

"Whereas,  This  situation  appears 
to  be  as  critical  at  the  present  time, 
if  not  more  so,  than  it  was  a  short 
time  ago,  with  indications  that  there 
is  no  relief  in  sight  unless  some  im- 


mediate action  is  taken  on  the  part 
of  all  government,  including  Fed- 
eral, State  and  local  government, 
and 

"Whereas,  Funds  in  the  form  of 
surpluses  which  have  existed  in 
local  government  have  already  been 
used  to  carry  on  public  v^'orks  of 
various  sorts  and  character  in  order 
that  men  could  be  employed  and  re- 
lief work  carried  on  until  at  the 
present  time  we  find  ourselves  faced 
with  a  still  greater  problem  of  un- 
emplo3'ment  with  no  source  of  in- 
come to  carry  on  the  same ; 

"Now,  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved, 
That  this  convention  of  the  League 
of  California  Municipalities  in  con- 
vention assembled  at  the  Del  Monte 
Hotel,  Monterey,  California,  urge 
upon  his  Excellency,  Governor 
James  Rolph  Jr.  of  California,  to 
call  together  the  Legislature  of  this 
state,  in  special  session,  to  enact 
legislation  that  will  bring  about 
either  immediate  relief  in  the  form 
of  a  public  works  program  or  per- 
manent relief  in  the  form  of  shorter 
working  hours  with  a  less  number 
of  days  per  week  or  both." 

Supervisor  McSheehy  nominated 
his  friend.  Councilman  Baker  of 
Los  Angeles,  for  the  office  of  presi- 
dent of  the  Mayors  and  Council- 
men's  Department  of  the  League 
and  helped  elect  him. 

He  was  moved  to  do  this  because 
his  southern  colleague  was  born  on 
Tehama  Street  in  this  city.  They 
became  "buddies"'  instantly. 

Any  success  that  San  Francisco 
achieved  was  the  result  of  Super- 
visor McSheehy 's  personality  and 
good  fellowship.  He  proved  an  ideal 
representative  of  San  Francisco.

SHERIFF    WILLIAM   J.    FITZGERALD 
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Less  Marriages  Recorded  Than 
in  Past  Nineteen  Years 


ED^fO^•D  GODCHAUX,  Re- 
corder of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  bemoans  the  fact 
that  there  were  less  marriages  in 
1930-31  than  in  the  past  nineteen 
years : 

"In  the  number  of  marriages  per- 
formed in  this  city  the  figures  pre- 
sent a  new  low.  The  total  for  the 
past  fiscal  year  was  5.821 — the 
smallest  in  nineteen  years.  This  is 
all  the  more  significant  when  it  is 
considered  that  in  this  period  the 
population  of  the  city  has  increased 
by  approximately  200,000  inhab- 
itants. 

"The  recent  amendment  of  the 
marriage  laws,  providing  that  at 
least  three  full  days  must  elapse  be- 
tween the  time  of  making  applica- 
tion for  the  license  and  the  issuance 
of  same,  accounts  only  in  small  de- 
gree for  the  recession.  The  inevi- 
table conclusion  must  be  that  mar- 
riage, in  our  community,  is  a  much 
less  popular  institution  than  form- 
erly— truly  a  regrettable  condition.

Continuing  his  report  he  shows: 
"The  continued  inactivity  of  the 
realty  market  has  again  produced, 
in  one  sense,  a  disappointing  re- 
sult in  recording  operations — there 
has  been  no  revival.  Hut  it  is  grat- 
ifying to  report  there  has  been  in 
the  past  year  but  a  nominal  decrease 
compared  with  the  prior  fiscal  year, 
in  both  number  of  papers  recorded 
and  in  cash  receipts.  Papers  re- 
corded   the   ])ast   year,   75,400;   pre- 


ciding  year,  76,458.  Cash  fees  re- 
ceived in  past  year,  $128,179.50;  pre- 
ceding year,  $129,186.05.  The  net 
loss  in  these  two  major  items  was 
but  one  per  cent — an  encouraging 
sign  in  the  face  of  the  prevailing 
disastrous  conditions  during  the 
past  twelve  months.  The  belief  ap- 
pears to  be  justified  that  we  are 
finally  at  the  turn  of  the  road,  and 
that  better  times  are  about  to  dawn 
for  the  city,  the  State  and  the  Na- 
tion. 

"The  downward  trend  of  real  es- 
tate operations  during  the  past  five 
years  is  indicated,  in  a  general  way, 
l^y  the  number  of  deeds  recorded. 
In  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1926,  the  peak  figure  in  the  history 
of  the  city  in  real  estate  convey- 
ances was  reached — a  total  of  26,- 
757  being  recorded.  The  tabulation 
which  follows  shows  the  decrease, 
year  by  year,  for  the  succeeding 
period.  The  number  of  mortgages 
and  deeds  of  trust  recorded  is  also 
shown.  Mortgages  lost  heavily, 
while  deeds  of  trust  showed  a  small 
gain.  Both  documents  are  recorded 
to  secure  loans,  hence  must  be  con- 
sidered together.  A  considerable  net 
loss  has  resulted :

BOOK  REVIEWS 


Your  ticket  bought,  the  last  pair 
of  those  shoes  squeezed  into  the 
shiny  new  suitcase,  then — a  problem, 
which  two  books  for  the  train,  or  the 
long  cool  nights  in  camp,  or  the 
motor  trip? 

Will  it  be  a  slender  volume  of 
verse,  Edna  St.  Vincent  Millay's 
"Fatal  Interview,"  or  the  volumin- 
ous richness  of  Priestley's  "Angel 
Pavement"?  One  of  most  exciting 
books  of  this  year,  or  any  other  year, 
is  the  new  hair-raising  "Green  Hell," 
by  Julian  Duguid.  Four  men,  in- 
cluding the  author,  make  a  voyage 
into  eastern  Bolivia,  and  encounter 
snakes,  ferociious  animals,  and 
swarms  of  insects.  A  fight  with  a 
band  of  naked  Indians,  who  live  in 
a  dense  part  of  the  forest  finishes 
the  tale  with  a  vim  ! 

Another  adventurous  story  is 
"Jungle  Preferred,"  by  Janet  Miller. 
A  woman  doctor  living  in  China  is 
sent  to  combat  sleeping  sickness  in 
the  Belgian  Congo,  that  part  of  Af- 
rica known  as  "the  white  man's 
grave."  She  goes,  and  it  is  the  ac- 
count of  her  problems  and  heroism 
that  make  this  book  one  of  the  finest 
of  the  new  nonfiction. 

Men  and   Memories 

For  those  who  enjoy  reminis- 
cences, with  a  bit  of  biography 
thrown  in  for  good  measure,  noth- 
ing finer  may  be  recommended  than 
Sir  William  Rothenstein's  "Men  and 
Memories."  Like  shadows  flitting 
across  screens,  long  after  the  reality 
has  passed,  Oscar  Wilde,  Aubrey 
Beardsley,  Verlaine,  Sargent,  Whis- 
tler, and  countless  others  that  col- 
ored the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  come  back  once  again 
through  the  pen  of  the  estimable 
Sir  William  Rothenstein. 

Stokes'  Prize  Winner 

_Anotlier  mystery  guaranteed  to  raise 
the  lowest  blood  pressure  to  satisfac- 
torily above  normal,  is  the  $75,000 
Stokes'  Prize  winner,  "Murder  Yet 
to  Come,"  by  Isabel  Briggs  Myers. 
Here  we  have  a  dead  millionaire,  an 
eccentric  old  fellow  who  has  been 
murdered.  Of  course,  there  is  the  in- 
evitable girl,  and  two  or  three  suitors 
who  are  at  each  other's  necks  through- 
out two-thirds  of  the  book,  a  witch- 
like old  woman  housekeeper,  and  for 
good  measure  a  high-caste  Hindoo. 
We  are  all  set  for  clues  and  wicked- 
ness and  denouements,  and  the  author 
generously  supplies  plenty  of  each. 


"Kingdom  Lost" 

If  you  prefer  a  light  love  story, 
Patricia  Wenthworth's  "Kingdom 
Lost"  is  delightful.  Easy  reading,  with 
a  satisfying  plot,  about  a  girl  who  is 
discovered  on  a  barren  island  and  is 
transported  to  the  staid  house  of  an 
austere  English  aunt.  All  sorts  of 
complications  ensue,  but  a  likeable 
young  chap  is  on  hand  to  unravel  the 
snags  and  the  final  fadeout  is  "happy 
ever  after." 

One  of  the  most  entertaining  of  the 
current  novels  is  Katherine  Brush's 
"Young  Man  of  Manhattan."  It  is  the 
smart,  fast-moving  story  of  two  news- 
paper people  in  New  York.  Ann,  the 
girl,  is  a  movie  columnist,  and  Toby,  a 
delightful  chap,  covers  sports.  There 
is  never  a  dull  moment,  although  the 
most  discerning  might  criticize  the 
ending  as  a  bit  conventional.  Yet,  the 
whole  story  is  so  nicely  handled,  we 
can  afford  to  overlook  the  too-obvious 
movie  ending. 

"All  Our  Yesterdays" 

For  heavier  reading,  Tomlinson's 
"All  Our  Yesterdays"  may  be  recom- 
mended. The  word  "heavy"  is  some- 
what misleading,  for  the  story  is  never 
a  weight  on  the  mind.  Still,  it  is  so 
very  different  from  the  usual  tale  of 
action  or  complication,  that  it  can  not 
be  classed  as  light  fiction.  It  is  pri- 
marily a  narrative  of  atmosphere,  with 
a  thin,  almost  intangible  thread  run- 
ning through  to  guide  the  reader.  Un- 
less one  is  looking  for  this  thread  one 
may  quite  easily  miss  it,  for  Tomlin- 
son  is  never  obvious,  preferring  to 
suggest  the  story  rather  than  to  tell  it 
in  definite  phrases.

School  Bond  Issue 

T  is  fervently  hoped  and  believed  that  the  people  of 

San  Francisco  will  support  the  $3,500,000  bond  issue 
for  the  benefit  of  the  School  Construction  Fund  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  this  periodical  we  showed  that 
7,436  pupils  are  now  occupying  wooden  buildings  that 
are  more  than  forty  years  old. 

These  structures  are  veritable  fire  hazards  and  must 
be  replaced  by  modern  schools. 

The  construction  of  new  schools  v^rill  afford  employ- 
ment for  many  men.  It  will  be  another  step  toward 
prosperity. 

There  can  be  no  greater  service  to  a  community  than 
the  development  of  the  public  school  system. 

The  increase  of  37,168  pupils  in  the  public  schools  of 
San  Francisco  in  the  last  ten  years  has  resulted  in  a 
constant  demand  for  additional  facilities. 

In  1930  the  enrollment  totaled  104,610.  At  the  end 
of  this  year  the  enrollment  will  reach  107,000, 
undoubtedly. 

The  foregoing  increase  emphasizes  the  need  of  more 
and  better  structures.  This  is  an  era  of  better  educa- 
tion. It  is  our  duty  to  aid  those  who  have  this  impor- 
tant duty  in  hand. 

We  trust  that  the  voters  of  our  city  will  cast  an  over- 
whelming majority  for  this  needed  bond  issue.

Election  Day 

VOTING  is  a  Civic  Duty. 
This  aphorism  is  commonplace,  but  nevertheless 
it  has  a  wealth  of  meaning. 

November  3  is  a  momentous  day.  It  is  a  day  when 
citizens  who  have  the  right  of  franchise  go  to  the  polls 
and  cast  their  ballots  for  candidates  of  their  choice.

It  is  therefore  apparent  that  at  least  88,059  voters  will 
fail  to  take  advantage  of  their  rights  of  citizenship  by 
failing  to  go  to  the  polls.

it  a  Yole  for  progress 
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HETCH  HETCHY 
PROJECT

HE  Hetch  Helcliy  project  is 
making  substantial  progress  to- 
ward completion.  All  parts  of  the 
work  are  being  pushed  with  the 
greatest  energ)-.  Over  1,700  men 
are  employed. 

The  final  tunnel,  through  the 
Coast  Range,  28.5  miles  in  length,  is 
being  driven  from  eight  headings, 
with  a  progress  of  about  one-half 
mile  per  month.  To  date,  October 
15,  1931,  2\y2  miles  of  this  tunnel 
have  been  driven  and  over  four 
miles  lined  with  concrete,  and  it  is 
predicted  that  with  present  progress 
it  will  be  completed  and  ready  to 
carry  water  its  entire  length  in  2j/2 
years. 

Pipe  Line  Under  Way 

The  San  Joaquin  pipe  line  is  now 
under  construction  from  Oakdale 
Portal  in  Tuolumne  County,  at  ele- 
vation 747,  to  Tesla  Portal  in  San 
Joaquin  County,  at  elevation  399. 
The  line  consists  of  47j^  miles  of 
welded  steel  pipe  with  a  diameter 
varying  from  56  to  66  inches.  Its 
capacity  is  si.xty  million  gallons 
daily.  At  present  about  19  miles  of 
trench  have  been  excavated,  and  12 
miles  of  pipe  laid.  The  work  should 
be  completed  by  June,  1932. 

Bids  will  be  received  on  October 

23  for  construction  of  the  Red 
Mountain  Bar  ])ipe  line  in  Tuolumne 
County,  five  miles  west  of  Moccasin 
power  plant.  The  present  pipe  lint- 
will  be  completed  by  two  extensions 
which  total  about  1.700  feet  of  9i^ 
diameter  steel  jiipe  with  capacity  of 
-WO  million  gallons  dailv. 

Bids  Called  For 

Bids  will  be  received  for  the  Cor- 
ral Hollow  emergency  jjipe  lint- 
during  October.  19.Tl.  This  pipe  line, 

24  miles  long,  will  consist  of  36- 
inch  and  44-inch  pipe,  with  capacity 
of  45  million  gallons  daily,  and  will 
connect  Thomas  Shaft  and  .\lameda 
West  Portal,  and,  to  deliver  water, 
will  utilize  eight  miles  of  completed 
tunnel. 


Two  pumping  stations  will  lift 
the  water  over  Corral  Hollow  Sum- 
mit of  the  Coast  Range  Mountains 
to  bypass  the  uncompleted  seven 
miles  of  tunnel  still  under  construc- 
tion. 

This  temporary  expedient  of  ex- 
pediting water  delivery  has  been  ne- 
cessitated by  a  succession  of  dry 
winters  which  have  so  depleted  the 
reservoirs  of  the  local  water  sys- 
tem that  it  is  necessary  to  rush  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  water  to  safeguard 
the   city's   suppl_\-. 

Four  Million  Gallons  Daily 

This  project  is  under  construction 
l)y  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  furnish  ultimately  400  mil- 
lion gallons  of  water  daily  for  do- 
mestic use.  As  the  water  is  im- 
pounded at  high  elevation,  it  is  fea- 
sible and  practical  to  install  several 
power  plants  that  will  produce  250,- 
000  horsepower  c)f  hydro-electric 
energy  for  general  lighting,  heating, 
and  other  civic  power  purposes. 

The  rugged,  granite  watersheds  of 
over    420.000    acres    of    uninhabited

lands  above  our  intakes  are  topped 
easterly  by  the  Sierra  .Nevada  with 
peaks  over  13.000  feet  in  elevation. 
Waters  from  the  melting  snows  and 
glaciers  are  now  impounded  in  two 
reservoirs.  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake 
Eleanor,  in  which  storage  has  al- 
ready been  developed  to  produce 
sufficient  water  for  a  jiopulation  of 
2.000.000  people. 

History  of  Project 

The  history  of  the  steps  which  led 
to  the  city's  gigantic  undertaking  is 
highly  interesting,  but  the  sj^ace 
available  will  allow  only  a  brief  out- 
line of  the  more  imptirtant  happen- 
ings. Until  1858.  San  Francisco  se- 
cured its  water  from  wells  and 
springs  and  from  peddlers'  water 
carts.  In  that  year  a  number  of  San 
Francisco  business  men  organized 
a  water  comiiany  which  llunied  in 
a  sup])ly  of  two  million  gallons 
daily  from  Lobos  Creek,  emi)tying 
into  the  Ciolden  (Jate.  ])umpe(l  it  to 
reservoirs  and  distributed  it  through 
pipes  to  the  consumers.  As  time 
went  on  this  com])any  gradually  ex- 
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tended  its  pipes  into  San  Mateo 
County  and  eventually  across  San 
Francisco  Bay  into  Alameda 
Count)'.  With  an  eye  to  the  al- 
mighty dollar,  the  company  was 
always  reluctant  to  develop  addi- 
tional supply.  A  strong  sentiment 
developed  fifty-seven  years  ago,  for 
a  municipally  owned  supply,  but  its 
advocates  never  made  substantial 
progress  until  the  adoption  of  the 
City's  new  charter  in  1900. 

Studies  Were  Made 

In  1901  the  City  Engineer  made 
studies  of  a  number  of  streams  and 
lakes  that  could  possibly  be  utilized 
by  San  Francisco,  and  from  these  he 
selected  the  Tuolumne  River  as  the 
most  available.  Filings  on  this  river 
flow,  made  under  the  California  law, 
secured  the  water  for  the  City,  but 
the  location  of  the  two  reservoir 
sites,  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake 
Eleanor,  within  Yosemite  National 
Park,  introduced  a  complication  of 
dealing  with  a  Washington  ofttcial, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  The 
City's  application  for  permission  to 
build  dams  at  these  points  was  twice 
rejected  by  this  official  in  1903.  The 
application  was  again  presented  in 
1908,  and  Secretary  Garfield  granted 
a  limited  permit  to  develop  Lake 
Eleanor.  The  citizens  thereuiion 
voted  two  bond  issues,  one  of  .SdOO.- 


000  in  1908,  and  one  of  $45,000,000 
in  1910,  to  construct  its  water  sys- 
tem. The  action  of  the  succeeding 
Secretary  in  proposing  to  withdraw 
the  greater  part  of  the  I  letch 
Hetchy  area  included  in  the  permit 
caused  the  City  to  apply  to  Con- 
gress for  a  definite  grant  of  the  re- 
quired privileges. 

The  City,  in  1911,  engaged  John 
R.  Freeman  of  Providence,  R.  L,  to 
prepare  a  brief  and  help  present  its 
case.  Mr.  Freeman  redesigned  the 
entire  project  in  the  light  of  mod- 
ern engineering  practice,  to  what  is 
commonly  called  the  "Freeman 
Plan,"  under  which  the  system  is 
now  being  built.  This  plan  provides 
for  an  ultimate  delivery  of  400  mil- 
lion gallons  daily,  against  the  60  mil- 
lion gallons  daily  originally  contem- 
plated, and  will  bring  the  water  to 
San  Francisco  by  gravity,  obviating 
the  endless,  needless,  and  e.xpensive 
pumping  of  water  over  the  Coast 
Range.  The  new  plan  jirovides,  in 
addition,  power  development  ex- 
ceeding 250,000  horsepower  which 
was   not  originally   contemplated. 

Advisory  Board  Appointed 

An  Advisory  Board  of  Army  En- 
gineers, appointed  by  the  President, 
studied  eighteen  alternative  sources 
of  water  supply,  and  in  February, 
191,^.   approved   the   Citv's   selection 


of  the  Tuolumne  River  as  the  best. 
After  extended  arguments  before 
Congress,  the  Hetcii  Hetchy  grant, 
known  as  the  "Raker  Act,"  was 
passed  b)-  both  Houses  and  was 
signed  by  President  Wilson  on  De- 
cember 19,  1913.  The  act  was  later 
accepted  by  the  City  and  the  first 
construction  contract  was  let  in 
July.  1914. 

The  Raker  .Act  contains  a  number 
of  re(|uirenients,  e.g.,  the  construc- 
tion of  a  dam  of  certain  height,  the 
development  of  certain  amounts  of 
hydro-electric  power,  and  other  con- 
ditions that  necessitated  immediate 
construction  of  the  Mountain  Di- 
vision of  the  ])roject  and  the  Moc- 
casin i)ower  system.  Another  con- 
dition is  that  the  City  use  "the  wat- 
ers it  now  has"  before  using  the 
Tuolumne  water.  It  has  generally 
been  estimated  that  the  local  water 
system  formerly  owned  by  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company,  but  taken 
over  by  the  City  on  March  3,  1930, 
had  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  the 
City's  needs  until  1932  or  later,  so 
it    was    planned    to    complete    the 
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Hetch  Hetchy  system  by  the  most 
economical  program  by  that  date. 
Postponement  of  the  predicted  date 
of  completion  from  1932  to  1933  has 
been  caused  by  delays  due  to  the 
installation  of  various  safety  devices 
as  a  result  of  a  gas  explosion  in  the 
.Mitchell  Tunnel  in  July,  1930. 

Principal  Features 

The  j)rincipal  features  of  the  pro- 
ject are  as  follows : 

O'Shaughnessy  Dam  is  a  Cyclo- 
pean concrete  arched  gravity  dam 
across  the  Tuolumne  River  at  the 
narrow  outlet  of  what  was  Hetch 
Hetchv  Valley.  The  dam  has  a  total 
height' of  344><  feet,  of  which  118 
feet  is  below  stream  bed.  Crest 
elevation  is  3726.5  feet.  The  foun- 
dation has  been  built  298  feet  thick 
to  support  a  future  dam  85J/2  feet 
higher  than  the  present,  or  430  feet 
high.  The  dam  contains  398.516 
cubic  yards  of  concrete.  It  is  an 
outstanding  model  of  good  construc- 
tion and  contains  all  the  modern 
features  to  provide  safety,  such  as 
contraction  joints  with  cijpjier  water 
stops,  inspection  galleries  and  wells, 
complete  drainage  system,  and  a 
complete  system  of  triple  control 
outlet  conduits.  Siphon  spillways 
are  used.  The  dam  was  completed 
in  1923  at  a  cost  of  appro.ximatelv 
$7,000,000. 

Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir  is  7j/2 
miles  long  and  stores  67  billion  gal- 
lons, as  much  water  as  San  Fran- 
cisco now  uses  in  Syi  years.  The 
future  dam  will  almost  double  this 
capacity.  The  water  comes  from  a

Nine  Billion  Gallons 

Lake  Eleanor,  hultling  nine  l)illion 
gallons,  is  formed  by  a  buttressed 
arch  concrete  dam  1260  feet  long.  70 
feet  high,  with  crest  at  4661  feet 
elevation.  Plans  for  the  future  con- 
template a  rock  fill  dam  235  feet 
high  which  will  make  a  lake  eight 
times  the  size  of  the  present  one,  or 
about  the  size  of  the  present  Hetch 
Hetchy. 

The  water  from  Lake  Eleanor 
flows  down  creek  bed,  concrete  canal 
and  tunnel  to  meet  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  at  Early  Intake,  12 
miles  down  the  Tuolumne  River 
from  O'Shaughnessy  Dam.  Some  of 
the  Lake  Eleanor  water  is  used  to 
o]Jerate  a  4500  horsepower  electric 
plant  which  not  only  produced  ade- 
quate power  to  carry  on  the  moun- 
tain construction  activities  but  also

nue from  sale  (if  surplus  power.  The 
future  i)rogram  calls  for  two  hydro- 
electric plants  near  Earlv  Intake, 
wiiich  will  produce  100,000  horse- 
piiwer.  ( )ne  will  use  water  from 
Hetch  Hetchy,  the  other  from  Lake 
ICleanor  and  Cherry  Creek. 

Water  is  drawn  from  Hetch 
Hetch)-  and  Lake  Eleanor  reser- 
voirs at  full  ca])acit_\-  of  the  aqueduct 
so  as  to  generate  the  maximum 
amount  of  ])ower  and  produce  the 
maximum  revenue.  With  O'Shaugh- 
ness)'  Dam  built  to  its  initial  lieight, 
tiiis  draft  of  450  m.  g.  d.  em])ties 
tile  reservoir  each  year  early  in  the 
winter. 

Aluch  frivolous  coninient  isolTered 
because  of  this  logical  process  of 
I)ower  operation.  With  O'Shaugh- 
nessy Dam  raised  85>^  feet,  for 
which  the  foundation  is  already 
poured,  and  witli  tiie  full  size  rock 
till  dam  completed  at  Lake  Eleanor, 
there  will  always  be  abundance  of 
water  in  future  to  run  the  Moccasin 
l)ower  plant  continuously  and  obvi- 
ate the  annual  periodic  restrictions. 

At  l-larly  Intake.  155  miles  from 
San  I'rancisco.  a  concrete  diversion 
dam  of  i)ure  arch  type,  81  feet  high 
with  crest  elevation  2356  feet,  turns 
the  water  into  the  aqueduct  leading 
to  the  City.  The  first  unit  of  aque- 
duct is  a  tunnel,  19  miles  long,  of 
which  the  first  seven  miles,  in  gran- 
ite, arc  excavated  13  feet,  4  inches 
by  14  feet,  3  inches  and  are  not  lined 
with  concrete,  'i'lie  next  12  miles 
are  lined  with  concrete  to  a  horse- 
shoe sha])e  10  feet,  3  inches  in  di- 
ameter, with  a  fall  of  8  feet  per  mile, 
the  capacity  of  this  tunnel  is  450 
million  gallons  daily.  The  19-mile 
tunnel  cost  approximately  $11,000,- 
000. 

At  the  end  of  this  tunnel,  the 
water  enters  Priest  Reservoir,  which 
with  storage  capacity  of  two  days' 
flow  of  the  aqueduct,  serves  as  a 
forebay  or  regulating  reservoir  for 
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the  operation  of  Moccasin  Power 
House.  Priest  Dam  is  an  earth  and 
rock  fill  structure  1160  feet  long, 
145  feet  high,  with  flexible,  concrete 
core  wall.  The  upstream  and  down- 
stream toes  consist  of  rock  spoil 
from  the  tunnels.  The  remainder  of 
the  dam  consists  of  earth  and  rock, 
part  of  which  in  the  upstream  side 
was  placed  by  the  hydraulic  method 
and  part  by  dump  cars  from  steam 
shovel.  The  dam  contains  717,283 
cubic  yards  of  earth  and  rock  and 
17,043  cubic  yards  of  reinforced  con- 
crete core  wall.  It  cost  approxi- 
mately $1,000,000. 

Priest  Reservoir 

The  water  leaves  Priest  Reservoir 
through  the  Power  Tunnel,  13  feet 
diameter  and  one  mile  long,  which 
ends  in  a  surge  shaft  40  feet  diame- 
ter and  160  feet  high.  From  this, 
three  pipe  lines  104  inches  diameter 
lead  to  the  power  house.  One  is 
capped  for  future  extension.  The 
others,  branching  twice  and  reduc- 
ing in  diameter,  terminate  as  eight 
nozzles  11  inches  in  diameter  which 
discharge  against  the  water  wheels 
in  the  power  house  at  a  pressure  of 
over  500  pounds  per  square  inch. 

Moccasin  Power  House  is  a  Cali- 
fornia Mission  type  building  with 
steel  frame  and  reinforced  concrete 
walls  and  tiled  roof.  It  is  225  feet 
long,  98  feet,  wide  and  67  feet  high. 
The  machinery  consists  of  four  20,- 
000  kv-a.  generators,  each  mounted 
on  a  shaft  with  two  12,500  horse- 
power Pelton  impulse  water  wheels. 
The  static  head  is  1316  feet,  with 
needle  nozzles  at  924  feet  elevation. 
The  power  house  is  capable  of  pro- 
ducing 500,000,000  kilowatt-hours 
annually,  which  is  equivalent  to  83 
per  cent  of  the  total  power  consump- 
tion in  San  Francisco.  Power  is 
transmitted  at  120,000  volts,  over 
the  City's  tower  line  in  two  circuits. 
9Sy2  miles  to  San  Francisco  Bay,  at 
Niwark.  The  power  house,  penstock 
li-.ies,  and  transmission  lines  cost 
$7,000,000. 

The  water  from  the  power 
house  tail  race  is  caught  in  Moccasin 
Re-regulating  Reservoir  to  equalize 
the  flow  before  it  enters  the  next 
section  of  tunnel  aqueduct.  The  dam 
which  forms  this  reservoir  is  an 
earth  and  rock  fill,  850  feet  long  and 
50  feet  high,  containing  143,000  cubic- 
yards  of  embankment,  with  a  mono- 
lithic reinforced  concrete  core  wall 
containing  3600  cul)ic  yards. 

Through  the  Foothills 

Leading  from  this  reservoir 
through  the  foothills  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  is  a  16-mile  tunnel  consist- 
ing of  about  equal  lengths  of  lined 
and  unlined  sections  of  the  same 
characteristics  as  those  of  the  Moun- 


tain Division  tunnel  previously 
mentioned. 

This  tunnel  was  driven  partly  by 
contract  and  partly  by  day  labor. 
The  City's  direct  day  labor  em- 
ployees drove  tunnel  at  $35.53  per 
foot  against  the  contractors'  cost  of 
$40.49,  and  placed  concrete  lining  at 
$36.11  as  against  the  contractors' 
$47.38  per  foot.  The  Foothill  Tun- 
nels  cost  approximately  $8,000,000. 

At  Mile  5  the  tunnel  is  inter- 
rupted by  a  pipe  siphon  yi  mile 
long,  passing  under  the  Tuolumne 
River  at  Red  Mountain  Bar.  This 
pipe  is  9^  feet  in  diameter  and  is 
lined  with  concrete.  The  submerged 
portion  is  enveloped  in  a  two-foot 
layer  of  concrete.  Contract  will  soon 
be  let  for  completion  of  this  pipe. 
Plans  have  been  prepared  for  a 
power  plant  here,  which  could  be 
built  for  $1,000,000  and  produce  an 
income  of  $500,000  annually,  by  us- 
ing the  surplus  water  which  would 
not  be  recjuired  in  San  Francisco. 


Leaving  the  foothills,  the  water 
will  enter  the  pipe  line  across  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  from  near  Oak- 
dale  to  Tesla  Portal.  Eventually 
three  pipes  over  six  feet  in  diameter 
will  be  necessary  to  equal  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  tunnels,  but  the  initial 
pipe  will  be  five  feet  diameter  with 
capacity  of  60  million  gallons  daily. 
This  pipe,  as  noted  in  the  introduc- 
tory paragraphs,  is  now  under  con- 
struction. It  is  located  on  a  strip  of 
the  City's  land  110  feet  wide,  ex- 
tending across  the  valley,  one  por- 
tion of  which  is  at  present  occupied 
by  the  City's  power  transmission 
line.  The  cost  of  this  work  approxi- 
mates $5,000,000. 

Tesla  Portal 

From  Tesla  Portal,  south  of 
Tracy,  1200  men  are  at  present  driv- 
ing the  Coast  Range  Tunnel.  This 
work  consists  of  a  25-mile  continu- 
ous tunnel,  the  longest  ever  at- 
tempted by  man.  and  a  3.6  mile  tun- 
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nel,  separated  by  a  pipe  line  0.6  mile 
in  length  across  the  valley  of  Ala- 
meda Creek.  The  finished  tunnel  is 
a  10  feet,  6  inch  diameter  circle,  with 
concrete  lining  varying  in  thickness 
from  six  inches  to  two  feet  with  a 
grade  of  2j^  feet  per  mile,  this  tun- 
nel has  capacity  of  250  million  gal- 
lons daily. 

The  driving  of  this  tunnel  is  par- 
ticularly difficult  and  the  overcom- 
ing of  difficulties  encountered  in  its 
construction  is  reflecting  great 
credit  on  the  men  engaged  in  the 
work.  It  is  located  practically  along 
the  pioneer  line  selected  by  Mr. 
Freeman  in  1912  but  as  a  result  of 
extensive  geological  studies  supple- 
mented by  diamond  drill  borings, 
the  City  Engineer  shifted  the  line 
southerly  to  avoid,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  Cretaceous  formation 
which  caused  so  much  trouble  in  the 
old  Tesla  coal  mines  nearby.  In  the 
25-mile  tunnel,  five  shafts  were 
sunk,  from  each  of  which  tunnel  was 
driven  east  and  west.     On  March  4, 

1931,  the  first  tunnel  was  holed 
through  from  Tesla  Portal  to 
Thomas  Shaft,  a  section  4.4  miles 
in  length.  Placing  of  concrete  lin- 
ing in  this  section  began  recently 
and  should  be  completed  bv  March, 

1932.  In  August,  1931,  a  .section  of 
tunnel  3j/j  miles  long  from  Alameda 
Creek  to  Irvington  was  "holed 
through."  About  7  miles  of  tunnel 
remain  to  be  excavated. 

In  places  the  ground  penetrated 
is  very  unstable  and  has  a  pro- 
nounced tendency  to  swell.  This 
condition  has  been  met  by  lining  the 
tunnel  with  gunite  concrete  as  soon 
as  possible  after  oi)ening  up  the 
ground.  To  date  about  4  miles  of 
tunnel  have  been  so  lined.  Water- 
bearing seams  in  the  rock  are  made 
tight  by  forcing  cement  grout  into 
them  by  compressed  air.  The  setting 
of  this  grout  shuts  off  the  water  in 
the  seams  from  the  tunnel.  Occa- 
sional occurrence  of  methane  pre- 
sents serious  difficulty.  This  is  the 
gas  that  constitutes  some  80  per 
cent  of  the  natural  gas  that  is  used 
for  general  heating  purposes.  A 
mixture  of  methane  and  air  in  cer- 
tain proportions  is  highly  explosive 
and  elaborate  precautions  must  be 
taken  to  prevent  accidents. 

Pipe  Line  Crossing 

From  this  tunnel,  the  aqueduct 
continues  as  a  pipe  line  21  miles 
long,  crossing  San  Francisco  Bay 
and  terminating  in  Pulgas  tunnel, 
1^  miles  long,  which  discharges 
into  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir.  The 
pipe  is  five  feet  diameter  riveted 
steel,  except  at  a  navigable  slough 
and    the    navigable    portion    of    the 


Bay  at  Dumbarton  Strait,  where  42 
inch  diameter,  submerged,  flexible 
joint,  cast  iron  pipe  is  used.  The 
deep  portion  of  the  Bay  is  crossed 
by  0.6  mile  of  the  submerged  pipe 
laid  in  a  trench  excavated  in  the 
bottom  at  a  maximum  depth  of  70 
feet  below  water. 

The  end  of  the  submerged  pipe 
enters  a  concrete  caisson  80  feet  in 
diameter,  resting  on  over  700  piles, 
which  is  the  first  pier  of  a  bridge  of 
36  steel  spans  each  105  feet  long, 
extending  to  the  shore.  The  con- 
struction of  the  concrete  caisson  was 
exceedingly  difficult.  In  it  connec- 
tions are  provided  for  three  addi- 
tional submerged  pipes  and  it  may 
even  be  used  for  the  terminus  of 
a  future  tunnel  under  the  Strait.  The 
bridge  is  designed  for  two  pipes  six 
feet,  four  inches  diameter.  The  Bay 
Crossing  Division  cost  about  $6,- 
000,000. 

The  water  will  flow  by  gravity — 
without  pumping — from  Moccasin 
Power  House  at  elevation  920  feet 
to    the    terminal    tunnel    at    Crystal 


the  last  si.x  )-ears  may  reasonablv 
be  divided  into  $52,000,000  for  water 
and  $30,000,000  for  power.  Any  ex- 
I)ense  for  temporary  pipe  line  over 
the  Coast  Range  will  be  in  addition 
to  this. 

The  design  and  construction  have 
been  characterized  by  care  and  con- 
servatism. The  work  is  being  prose- 
cuted efficiently  and  economically, 
largely  by  day  labor  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  City  Engineer  and  his 
staff  of  able  assistant  engineers. 

FINANCE— A  $600,000  bond  is- 
sue voted  in  1908  provided  for  pur- 
chase of  watershed  lands  and  water 
rights. 

A  $45,000,000  bond  issue  voted  in 
1910  has  financed  the  completed 
work,  including  the  Moccasin  Power 
development  with  an  annual  reve- 
nue of  approximately  $2,000,000  and 
the  Bay  Crossing  Division  bringing 
in  $250,000. 

A  $10,000,000  bond  issue  voted  in 
1924  provided  funds  for  the  Foothill 
Division  and  shaft  sinking  in  the 
Coast  Range. 
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Springs  Reservoir  at  290  feet  or  may 
later  be  cf)ntinued  to  San  Francisco 
direct,  at  250  feet.  The  purchase  of 
the  existing  system  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  for  $40,- 
000,000,  taken  over  by  the  City  on 
-March  3,  1930,  provided  an  excel- 
lent receiving  reservoir  (Crystal 
S])rings)  of  23  billion  gallons  ca- 
liacity,  close  to  San  Francisco. 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  system  with 
gravity  aqueduct,  when  completed 
in  1933,  will  have  cost  about  $82,- 
000,000,  which  by  capitalizing  the 
$2,000,000  annual  power  income  of

On  May  1,  1928,  a  bond  issue  of 
$24,000,000  was  voted  to  complete 
the  San  Joaquin  Pi])e  I-ine  and  the 
Coast  Range  tunnels  and  $41,000,- 
000  to  purchase  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company's  system. 

I  letch  Hetchy  funds  have  l)een 
reduced  over  $4,0CK),000  by  appropri- 
ations for  construction  of  emergency 
pipe  lines  which  have  been  necessi- 
tated by  the  years  of  unpreccdent- 
ediy  dry  years,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. It  will  be  necessary  to  re- 
place this  money  to  finish  the  tun- 
nel construction. 
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San  Francisco  Passes  Crisis  in  Water 

Situation

WATER  in  storage  in  all  the 
reservoirs  of  the  San  F"ran- 
cisco  Water  Department  at  the  end 
of  Sei)teniher,  1931.  amounted  to 
4,331,385,000  gallons,  which  is  still 
above  the  record  low  point  of  1924, 
when  our  storage  was  down  to 
4,266,000,000  gallons. 

With  the  close  approach  of  the 
rainv  season  and  the  definite  assur- 
ance' that  45.000,000  gallons  daily  of 
water  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  sup- 
ply will  be  pouring  into  our  reser- 
voirs by  June  of  next  year,  we  can 
feel  reasonably  sure  that  San  Fran- 
cisco has  passed  a  real  crisis  in  its 
water  supply  situation. 

Until  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy 
is  actually  being  delivered  we  will 
continue  to  take  delivery  of  water 
through  the  emergency  connection 
from  the  East  Bay  Utility  District  to 
the  extent  of  our  capacity  in  order 
to  build  up  our  storage  to  a  point 
where  we  can  feel  that  we  have  some 
margin  of  safety. 

San  Francisco  may  congratulate 
itself  upon  having  successfully 
passed  through  the  most  severe 
drought  period  of  record  without 
having  had  to  enforce  any  regula- 
tions curtailing  the  use  of  water. 

The  situation  was  saved  by  the 
prompt  and  energetic  action  of  the 
Water  Department,  with  the  coop- 
eration of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  in  arranging  for  and 
installing  in  record  time  the  so-called 
New  irk-San  Lorenzo  emergency 
pipe  jine,  through  which  we  are  to- 
day lecuring  30  million  gallons  of 
wate/ daily;  the  sinking  of  the  Sun- 
set ^^ells  undertaking  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  City  Engi- 
neer, just  prior  to  the  city's  acquir- 
ing the  properties,  which  work  was 
completed  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, and  which  has  resulted  in  se- 
curing a  supply  of  six  million  gal- 
lons daily. 

In  addition,  the  department  deep- 
ened a  number  of  the  old  wells  in 
Pleasanton  and  added  new  wells  in 
this    district    which    enabled    us    to 
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hold  up  the  yield  from  this  source 
to  the  15  million  gallons  daily  al- 
lowed. 

Complying  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  5,  Ordinance  8691,  there  is 
transmitted  herewith  the  operating 
statement  of  the  San  Francisco  Wa- 
ter Department  for  August,  1931. 
showing  a  comparison  with  July, 
1931,  and  with  a  like  period  of  last 
year. 

Water  sales  revenues  within  San 
Francisco  decreased  $21,549  as  com- 
pared with  July,  1931,  and  those  out- 
side of  San  Francisco  increased 
$840.  The  decrease  in  San  Francisco 
-sales  for  the  months  of  July  and  Au- 
gust, 1931,  as  compared  with  the 
same  period  of  last  year,  amounts  to 
$557,  while  for  the  same  period  sales 
outside  of  San  Francisco  decreased 
$8,040.  The  decrease  in  suburban 
sales  is  caused  principally  through 
the  development  of  local  resources 
by  two  of  the  larger  water  districts 
in  the  Peninsular  Division. 

The  decrease  in  rents  from  Lands 
and  Buildings,  August,  1931,  over 
July.  1931,  in  amount  of  $2,690,  is 
caused    by    taking   into    account    in

July  the  major  part  of  1931-32  share 
crops,  while  only  a  small  amount 
was  taken  into  account  in  August. 
The  decrease  over  the  same  period 
last  year,  amounting  to  $8,028,  is 
the  result  of  the  drought  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  returns  from  share 
crops  are  $5,331  below  normal;  ad- 
justments in  July  and  August.  1930, 
for  rents  applying  to  prior  months 
account  for  a  further  decrease  of 
$2,697. 

An  increase  in  seasonal  mainte- 
nance work  in  August  accounts  for 
an  increase  in  operating  expenses 
over  July,  1931,  of  $6,005.  No  wa- 
ter was  purchased  in  the  same  pe- 
riod of  last  year  and  the  Sunset 
Wells  were  not  in  operation,  there- 
fore, the  entire  cost  of  water  pur- 
chased and  operating  costs  for  the 
San  Ldrenzo  and  Sunset  Wells  units 
amounting  to  approximately  $140,- 
000  more  than  accounts  for  the  in- 
crease in  operating  expenses  over 
the  same  period  last  year. 

Aqueduct  rentals  increased  $8,220 
over  same  period  of  last  year  on  ac- 
count of  the  charge  for  Newark-San 
Lorenzo  Pipe  Line.  Interest  de- 
creased $7,500  on  account  of  the  re- 
tirement of  Spring  Valley  Bonds  in 
the  amount  of  $1,000,000  as  of  July 
1,  1931. 

The  decreased  earnings  and  in- 
creased expenses  result  in  a  de- 
creased net  income  for  August,  1931, 
over  July,  1931,  and  in  a  decreased 
net  income  for  the  same  period  of 
last  year.

The  number  of  employees  on  con- 
struction work  on  the  Upper  Ala- 
meda Tunnel  decreased  from  85  on 
July  31  to  74  on  August  31.

HETCH   HETCHY   PROJECT 
TO  SOLVE  WATER  PROBLEM 


Supervisor  Colman  declares  it 
will  be  completed  within  two  years. 

"Completion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
water  i)roject  within  two  years  will 
solve  San  Francisco's  water  prob- 
lems for  all  time,"  declared  Super- 
visor Jesse  C.  Colman,  in  a  talk  de- 
livered recently  at  a  luncheon  meet- 
ing of  Daylight  Post,  American  Le- 
gion, at  the  San  Francisco  Commer- 
cial Club. 

"ilie  capacity  of  the  O'Shaugh- 
nessy  Dam  is  sixty-seven  billion 
gallons,  which  is  enough  for  San 
I'Vancisco's  demands  for  three  and 
one-half  years. 

"The  temporary  plan  brings  some 
water  into  our  city  on  June  1,  1932, 
and  final  completion  of  all  tunnels 
can  be  safelv  set  for  December  31, 
1933. 

"Hetch  Iletchv  complete  will 
have  cost  $82,000,'000,  to  which  can 
l)c  added  the  $40,000,000  paid  for 
the  Spring  Valley  system.

GAINS  SUPPORT 


VOTERS  of  San  Francisco  will 
be  called  out  on  Tuesday,  No- 
vember 3,  to  decide  whether  the 
building  program  of  the  Board  of 
Education  will  continue  next  year, 
or  will  be  delayed  two  years  through 
lack  of  funds.  If  the  voters  approve 
a  bond  issue  of  $3,500,000,  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, ten  new  schools  will  be  built 
within  two  years.  If  the  plea  for 
bonds  is  rejected,  school  building 
must  stop  for  that  period,  with  the 
consequent  unemployment  which 
will  result. 

Wolff  Is  Chairman 

As  the  bond  issue  requires  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  voters,  the  full 
efforts  of  the  official  family  of  San 
Francisco  went  behind  the  endorse- 
ment of  the  Mayor  and  other  offi- 
cials in  an  organization  perfected 
two  weeks  before  election  upon  the 
suggestion  of  Supervisor  J.  Emmet 
Hayden,  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

A  committee  of  100  prominent 
citizens,  headed  by  Harry  K.  Wolff, 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Schools 
Week  Committee,  and  .Alexander  Z. 
High,  secretary,  was  organized  and 
headquarters  established  in  the  City 
Hall,  under  the  executive  direction 
of  Anita  T^av  Hubbard,  who  was  re-

tained  in  professional  capacity  to 
handle  the  publicity  in  the  cam- 
paign. 

Mrs.  Hubbard  drew  on  her  long 
experience  as  a  newspaper  woman 
to  feature  the  outstanding  points  in 
favor  of  the  bond  issue  in  the  daily 
press,  and  had  the  endorsement  of 
all  San  Francisco  daily  and  weekly 
publications  in  her  endeavor. 

President  Coburn  Active 

President  Ira  W.  Coburn  of  the 
Board  of  Education  took  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  passage  of  the  bonds 
and  on  several  occasions  made  pub- 
lic appearances,  endorsing  the  bond 
issue,  and  spoke  convincingly  in 
favor  of  its  passage  both  as  a  meas- 
ure to  relieve  tuiemployment  and 
also  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  school 
building  program  while  holding  the 
ta.x  rate  down  to  the  figure  of  last 
year— $4.04  on  the  $100  assessed 
valuation. 

Mr.  Coljurn's  addresses  involved 
a  detailed  knowledge  of  the  San 
Francisco  school  building  program 
gained  from  his  experience  both  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  and  as  a  con- 
tractor who  has  built  many  of  San 
Francisco's  large  buildings  other 
than  schools.

Under  the  l:)alanced  program  as 
outlined  l)y  President  Coburn,  every 
residential  district  in  San  Francisco 
was  assured  of  modern  school  build- 
ings with  the  approval  of  the  bond 
issue.

The  Board  of  Education,  in  pro- 
posing the  bond  issue,  is  de])arting 
temporarily  from  the  pay-as-you-go 
plan,  in  order  to  prevent  an  immedi- 
ate increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  ap- 
proximately 17  cents  on  the  $100 
assessed  valuation  and  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  low  building  costs, 
which  are  approximately  15  per  cent 
less  than  they  were  in  1928.

without  reserve  for  the  passage  of 
the  bonds.  He  argued  with  telling 
effect  at  public  meetings  and  with 
the  larger  downtown  group  with 
whom  he  enjoys  an  extensive  ac- 
quaintance.    Mr.  Wolff  said: 

"San  Francisco  voters  have  an  un- 
broken record  for  supporting  our 
public  schools  whenever  money  has 
been  asked  for  building  purposes. 
The  record  of  the  community  shows 
that  a  bond  issue  for  school  pur- 
poses has  never  been  voted  down. 
There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
citizens  and  taxpayers  will  follow 
the  suggestion  to  vote  a  $3,500,000 
bond  issue  proposed  for  ten  new 
schools  at  the  election  to  be  held 
on  November  3.  The  school  bonds 
are  needed  to  keep  the  ta.x  rate  down 
to  $4.04  this  year ;  to  prevent  an  in- 
crease of  appro-ximately  10  cents  per 
$100  of  assessed  valuation  or  a  tax 
rate  of  $4.13. 

"We  have  no  quarrel  with  those 
who  suggest  that  it  is  better  to  pay 
cash  for  schools  than  to  buv  them 


on  credit.  Fine !  If  you  have  the 
cash.  Most  of  the  communitj'  build- 
ing, however,  is  done  on  the  credit 
plan.  New  homes  in  almost  every 
section  of  the  city  have  been  built 
on  the  time  payment  basis.  It  is 
perfectly  legitimate  to  extend  this 
accommodation  to  those  in  charge 
of  our  schools.  The  desire  to  keep 
down  the  tax  rate  in  a  year  when 
money  for  taxes  is  hard  to  find 
should  have  the  approval  of  all 
thinking  voters. 

Ten  New  Buildings 

"Let  us  support  our  children  and 
our  schools  by  providing  the  ten 
new  buildings  asked  and  thereby 
take  7,500  children  out  of  shacks 
that  were  built  more  than  forty 
years  ago  and  have  long  since  out- 
lived their  usefulness."

it  includes  the  care  of  all  physically 
handicapped  children  who  would 
otlierwise  be  unable  to  attend  school 
regularly. 

Dangerous  Building 

"These  children  receive  special 
sui)crvisic)n,  and  great  attention  is 
paid  to  a  careful  daily  regime  fitted 
to  the  needs  of  the  individual  child. 
Rest  periods  during  the  morning 
and  afternoon  sessions,  a  hot  lunch 
prepared  under  the  supervision  of  a 
dietitian,  shower  baths  when  desir- 
aljle.  are  among  the  special  proce- 
dures. 

"The  present  building  is  of 
wooden  construction,  three  stories 
in  height,  only  two  of  which  are 
used  for  classrooms  because  the  fire 
department  has  ruled  the  top  floor 
unsafe.  The  rooms  are  heated  by 
open  stoves  in  each  classroom,  and 
the  rest  accommodations  are  over- 
crowded and  under  ventilated. 
Porches  or  balconies  are  needed  for 
this  purjiose  instead  of  an  ordinary 
school  room." 

I'rank  C.  MacDonald,  President 
of  the  Huilding  Trades  Council, 
said. 

"There  can  be  no  reasonable  ob- 
jection to  the  passage  of  these 
school  bonds."

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON  EXPLAINS 
RESOLUTION 


In  correcting  the  erroneous  belief 
that  he  fathered  any  resokition  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Supervisors,  re- 
quiring that  City  employees  con- 
tribute a  day's  pay  each  month  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  that  commenced 
October  1.  for  unemployment  relief, 
Supervisor  Warren  Shannon,  can- 
didate for  reelection,  issued  the  fol- 
lowing statement  to  the  Municipal 
Record. 

"A  careful  reading  of  the  accom- 
panying resolution  will  show  that 
the  author,  ^^'arren  Shannon,  did 
not  include  municipal  employees, 
and  referred  solely  to  officials  and 
department  heads. 

"No  other  resolution  pertaining 
to  this  subject  was  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  no  one 
has  been  officially  or  otherwise  ap- 
pointed to  collect  money  from  mu- 
nicipal employees  other  than  city 
officials  and  city  department  heads. 

"The  resolution,  as  presented  by 
myself  and  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  reads  as  follows : 

"'RESOLVED,  That  all  City 
Officials  and  heads  of  the  various 
departments    of    the    City    are    re-

quested  to  also  join  in  a  voluntary 
subscription,  and  that  a  committee 
of  three,  comprising  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  this 
Board,  the  Auditor,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  City  and  County,  be  and  are 
herel>y  appointed  to  inaugurate  and 
superxise  a  system  for  the  collection 
and  disbursement  of  the  money  in 
a  fund  to  be  created  in  accordance 
with  the  intent  and  purposes  for 
which  said  moneys  are  to  be  sub- 
scribed.' "

THEW BRADY  may  well  feel 
proud  of  the  encomiums  showered 
on  his  office  by  the  last  Grand  Jury. 
Henry  J.  Heppner  and  Monroe  B. 
Jacobs,  the  Grand  Jury  Committee 
on  office  of  District  Attorney,  re- 
ported as  follows : 

"Your  Committee  has  investi- 
gated the  office  of  District  Attorney 
and  finds  same  to  be  efficiently  and 
honestly   conducted.

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  rou- 
tine of  the  District  .Attorney's  office, 
we  found  that  the  difficult  problems 
of  children's  cases  were  conscien- 
tiously handled  and  that  the  prose- 
cutions of  adults  in  this  connection 
were   vigorously   conducted. 

The  Bureau  of  Domestic  Rela- 
tions is  doing  a  great  volume  of 
work  that  does  not  receive  public 
attention  because  it  disposes  satis- 
factorily of  domestic  problems  of 
support,  etc.,  without  arrest  or  pub- 
licity. This  department  is  unique 
and  has  done  much  constructive 
work  along  its  line,  showing  erring 
husbands  their  way  out,  at  the  same 
time  providing  for  the  dependent 
children.  The  splendid  results  of 
this  department  reflect  great  credit 
on  its  head,  Mrs.  Martha  K.  Evans. 

We  found  that  business  crimes 
were  given  careful  attention  and 
that  difficult  stock  fraud  cases  were 
vigorously  and  ably  prosecuted.

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CITY  ATTORNEY  UPHOLDS 
TEACHERS'  TENURE 


IN  an  opinion  rendered  by  City 
Attorney  John  J.  O'Toole  for  the 
Board  of  Education  in  reference  to 
the  tenure  of  evening  school  teach- 
ers, he  said : 

Opinion   of   City  Attorney 

"October   14,   1931. 

"Subject:  Tenure  with  respect  to 
teachers   of   evening   schools — right 
of    Municipal    employee    to    act    as 
school  teacher. 
"Dear  Sir : 

"This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your 
request  for  an  opinion  as  follows : 

"Request 

"There  are  approximately  128 
teachers  in  our  evening  schools  who 
are  also  teachers  in  the  day  schools. 
Some  of  these  teachers  have  been 
teachers  in  the  evening  schools  for 
many  years.  The  Board  of  Educa- 
tion is  considering  its  power  to  dis- 
place teachers  in  the  evening 
schools  who  are  also  teachers  in  the 
day  schools. 

"I  should  like  to  be  advised 
whether,  under  the  State  School 
Code  which  provides  for  tenure  of 
teachers,  or  under  the  Charter  of 
San  Francisco,  any  person  can  have 
tenure  in  two  municipal  or  school 
positions — that  is,  has  a  day  school 
teacher  who  has  right  of  tenure  in 
the  day  school  and  who  has  taught 
for  a  number  of  years  in  the  eve- 
ning schools  also  acquired  right  of 
tenure  in  the  evening  schools ;  also, 
has  a  municipal  employee  who  has 
right  of  tenure  in  anpther  depart- 
ment of  the  city  government  also 
the  right  of  tenure  of  a  teacher  in 
the  evening  schools  in  the  event  he 
has  taught  for  a  number  of  years  in 
the  evening  schools? 

"City  Attorney's   Opinion   Re   Eve- 
ning School  Teachers,  Tenure, 
Etc. 

"There  seems  to  be  no  specific 
school  code  section  concerning  eve- 
ning school  teachers  as  distin- 
guished from  day  school  teachers. 
It  appears,  therefore,  that  evening 
school  teachers  have  the  same  right 
of  tenure  as  day  school  teachers. 
In  other  words,  a  teacher  in  the  San 
Francisco  school  department  has 
tenure,  irrespective  of  whether  such 
teacher  renders  service  in  the  eve- 
ning or  daytime.  But  such  teacher 
would  not  have  double  tenure,  since 
tenure  is  entirely  statutory  and  dou- 


ble tenure  is  not  provided  by  stat- 
ute (23  Cal.  Juris.  132). 

"With  respect  to  the  proposition 
of  whether  a  municipal  employee 
has  a  right  of  tenure  in  another  de- 
partment of  the  city  and  county 
government,  please  be  advised  that 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  tenure, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  term,  in 
any  other  department  of  the  city 
and  county  government.  Practi- 
cally all  of  the  municipal  employees 
of  San  Francisco  are  under  civil 
service,  and  cannot  be  deprived  of 
their  right  to  do  what  they  please 
during  their  spare  time. 

"This  theory  is  not  in  conflict 
with  Section  4,  Article  XVI,  of  the 
charter  which  provides  that  no  per- 
son shall  hold  two  salaried  offices  at 
the  same  time,  since  teachers  are 
employees  and  not  officers. 

"Therefore,  a  municipal  employee 
could  be  a  civil  service  employee  in 
the  daytime  and  acquire  teaching 
tenure  in  the  night  time,

Following  the  presentation  of  the 
opinion  set  forth  above.  Chief  Dep- 
uty City  Attorney  Walter  A.  Dold, 
being  present,  counseled  the  Board 
that  a  teacher  might  have  a  perma- 
nent position  in  both  day  and  eve- 
ning schools,  but  that  it  was  within 
the  province  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation to  remove  a  teacher  from 
either  position  after  the  close  of  the 
school  year,  June,  1932;  Mr.  Dold 
amplifying  this  statement  to  the  ef- 
fect that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  law 
that  should  any  change  in  the  as- 
signment of  a  teacher  be  made  in- 
volving a  reduction  in  salary  that 
the  same  should  be  a  reasonable  re- 
duction and  not  a  radical  one. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  foregoing 
opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  be  re- 
ceived and  placed  on  file,  and  that 
the  Superintendent's  office  be  gov- 
erned by  the  provisions  therein  con- 
tained.

Mayor  Ross!  deserves  your  support 
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Some  New  Books

GONE  are  the  days  when  a  book 
termed  "non-fiction''  was  syn- 
onymous with  "technical,"  "dull,"  or 
"stuffy."  Today  non-fiction  seriously 
rivals  the  erstwhile  favorite,  fiction. 
This  is  particularly  true  in  the  case 
of  travel  and  biography.  Imagine 
reading  an  account  of  the  intimate 
details  of  the  courtship  of  Cleopatra, 
of  what  Alice  Longworth  said  to  a 
social  rival,  or  of  the  amazing  chat- 
ter of  royalty  as  related  by  the  irre- 
pressible Daisy,  Princess  of  Pless. 

Reading  "Portraits  in  Miniature," 
by  Lytton  Strachey,  one  regrets  he 
is  so  enmeshed  in  the  fascinations  of 
other  centuries,  that  he  leaves 
strictly  alone  the  people  of  our  own 
time,  for  he  has  a  gift  of  insight  and 
wit,  coupled  with  significant  writing 
that  would  make  his  written  opin- 
ions of  moderns  an  inimitable  "best- 
seller." 

Many  of  the  people  in  his  new 
"portraits"  are  not  widely  known, 
but  Strachey  makes  them  as  inter- 
esting as  the  family  next  door.  He 
focuses  attention  on  their  amusing 
weaknesses  ancl  homely  idiosyncra- 
sies, for  example — one  John  Aubrey, 
who  was  "clever  enough  to  under- 
stand the  Newtonian  system,  but 
.  .  .  not  clever  enough  to  understand 
that  a  horoscope  was  an  absurdity." 
And,  the  surprising  life  of  the 
learned  and  u])righteous  Doctor 
North,  who  after  an  illness  became 
a  chronic  drunkard,  and  a  raconteur 
of  salacious  stories. 

"Merry-Go-Round" 

Of  course  the  book  that  is  on 
everyone's  lips  is  the  anonymous 
"Washington  Merry  -  Go  -  Round." 
Opinions  differ  as  to  the  genuine 
worth  of  the  book,  one  side  declar- 
ing that  it  is  a  vicious  mess  of  gos- 
sip, the  other  faction  loud  in  their 
claim  that  it  is  an  authentic  pen  pic- 
ture of  our  national  capitol  and  its 
citizens.  That  it  is  well  written  there 
is  no  question,  but  whether  you  sub- 


scribe to  the  opinions  aired  therein, 
must  be  a  personal  decision. 

Another  volume  of  political  por- 
traits is  the  much  discussed  "Mir- 
rors of  1932,"  also  anonymous.  Well 
sketched  characterizations  of  men 
in  the  public  life  of  politics,  we 
find  figuring  prominently,  Herbert 
Hoover,  Alfred  K.  Smith,  Owen 
Young  and  many  others.  It  is  a 
timely  publication,  excellent  mate- 
rial for  that  moment  after  dinner, 
when  stocks  and  the  depression  have 
hetn  disposed  of,  and  the  talk  turns 
to  politics. 

Steffen's  Autobiography 

Other  biographies  that  you  will 
want  to  read:  "King  of  Fashion," 
])y  Poiret :  "Autobiography."  by  Lin- 
coln StefFens ;  "Cleopatra,  a  Royal 
Voluptuary,"  by  Wertheimer,  and 
"That  Royal   Lover,"  by  Bercovici. 

Whether  it  is  true  that  all  good 
authors  appear  in  the  fall,  the  in- 
disputable fact  remains  that  public 
favorites  such  as  Somerset  Maug- 
ham. Warwick  Deeping  and  Willa 
Cather  are  all  represented  this  au- 
tumn with  new  books  to  their  credit. 

"First  Person  Singular,"  the  title 
of  Maugham's  new  volume,  is  a 
series  of  five  long  short  stories. 
Every  one  is  sjilcndid,  but  "/Mien 
Corn"  is  possibly  the  best  thing  in 
short  story  form  that  Maugham  has 
yet  done. 

Without  the  sardonic  satire  of 
"Cakes  and  Ale,"  this  short  tale 
brings  us  in  contact  with  several 
members  of  an  .\nglocized-Jewish 
family,  who  desire  above  all  else  that 
their  son  should  become  the  typical 
Englishman,  a  country  squire,  rid- 
ing to  hounds,  and  standing  for 
Parliament. 

But  the  son  wants  only  to  ])lay 
the  piano.  He  goes  abroad  to  study 
with  the  consent  of  his  family,  prom- 
ising to  come  back  in  two  year's 
time.  He  returns  home,  only  to  be 
told  by  a  critic  that  he  will  never 
be  able  to  create  great  music.    The

end  is  swift.  He  goes  to  the  gun 
room,  there  is  a  shot,  and  the  story 
is  finished.  This  is  Maugham  at  his 
best.  Other  of  the  stories  are  not 
so  tragic,  "Jane"  being  shrewdly 
humorous. 

Ten  Commandments 

In  his  new  novel,  "The  Ten  Com- 
mandments," Warwick  Deeping 
places  Nicholas  Bonthorn,  invalided 
ex-soldier,  in  a  lovely  garden,  all 
quiet  and  beauty,  his  only  compan- 
ions the  sturdy  Martha,  maid-of-all- 
work  and  his  frolicsome  little  dog, 
Rollo.  I'rom  down  the  road  we 
hear  the  sound  of  gay  laughter  and 
the  honking  of  automobile  horns  as 
Sunday  parties  linger  at  the  Mill 
House  tea  room.  Martha  sniffs  his 
disap])roval,  "Goings  on.  Blue  tables 
with  pink  clothes." 

But  more  serious  complications 
arise  when  Nicholas  falls  in  love 
with  Rachel,  one  of  the  daughters 
of  the  proprietors  of  the  tea  shop. 
She  craves  jazz  and  excitement, 
Nicholas  prefers  peace  and  his  gar- 
den. Deeping,  master  craftsman 
that  he  is,  repeats  his  success  of 
"Sorrell  and  Son"  in  his  understand- 
ing and  tender  portrayal  of  the 
problem  of  the  young  lovers. 

"The  Wet  Parade" 

If  you  enjoy  Upton  Sinclair,  you 
will  want  to  read  "The  Wet  Par- 
ade." Like  a  police  report  it  is  a 
chronicle  of  hijacking,  rum-runners, 
prohibition  agents  and  intrigue,  all 
clashing  in  one  mad  riot  of  vivid 
description.  The  history  of  the  liq- 
uor problem  and  prohibition  in  the 
last  three  decades,  it  is  not  a  dull 
book.

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Growth  and  Development  of  San 
Francisco's  Recreational  Facilities 


THE  Freeholders'  Charter  which 
becomes  effective  January,  1932, 
contains  several  provisions  of  im- 
portance to  the  Playground  Com- 
mission. 

It  provides  for  the  reorganization 
of  the  Commissicjn  so  that  the  terms 
do  not  expire  at  the  same  time. 

It  also  assures  the  Playground 
Commission  of  a  tax  levy  for  play- 
grounds of  not  less  than  /c  on  each 
$100  with  no  maximum  levy  speci- 
fied. 

The  levy  in  effect  at  the  present 
time  is  from  5  to  7c. 

The  Playground  Commission  will 
henceforth  be  known  as  the  Recrea- 
tion Commission  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Playground  Commission  con- 
sists of:  Mrs.  Rosalie  M.  Stern, 
president ;  Constant  J.  Auger,  vice- 
president  ;  Miss  Alicia  Mo.sgrove, 
George  Hearst,  William  H.  Leahy, 
Ira  W.  Coburn,  John  McLaren. 

Activities 

Seventy-nine  different  activities 
are  conducted  on  the  San  Francisco 
Playgrounds. 

A  new  departure  was  made  this 
year_  by  including  circus  programs 
on  six  playgrounds. 

A  Junior  Civic  Symphony  Or- 
chestra was  organized'  and  serves  as 
a  _  training  school  for  niu-^ician^, 
wishing  to  join  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony. 


Growth  of  Facilities 

The  fiscal  year  1930-31  have 
marked  a  definite  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  the  facilities  of  the 
Playground  Commission  with  an  at- 
tendant increase  in  the  opportunity 
afforded  the  public  for  play  oppor- 
tunities. 

Among  the  outstanding  develop- 
ments have  been  the  following: 

The  Rochambeau  Playground,  in 
the  Richmond  District,  was  com- 
pleted. 

Portola  Playground's  beautiful 
new  field  house,  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  recreation  center  build- 
ings in  the  United  States,  was  com- 
pleted and  dedicated. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Margaret  S.  Havward 
Playground  Athletic  Field. 

The  final  payment  was  made  on 
the  Ocean  View  Playground  which 
was  enlarged,  graded  and  improved. 

At  the  Potrero  Hill  Playground 
the  work  of  excavating  and  grading 
was  continued. 

Additional  planting  and  excavat- 
ing were  performed  at  I3ouglass 
Playground. 

A  battery  of  five  doubles  tennis 
courts  was  constructed  and  fenced, 
in  the  Richmond  District,  Eight- 
eenth Avenue  between  California 
and  Clement  Streets. 

.'\t    St.    Mary's    Park    Playground 


excavating  and  filling  work  was  per- 
formed. 

The  Bay  View  Playground  layout 
was  improved. 

Aptos  Playground,  in  the  Balboa 
Terrace  District  was  completed  for 
occupancy. 

Golf  Driving  Cages  were  installed 
at  the  Funston  Playground  Annex. 

A  very  comprehensive  program 
of  beautifying  the  grounds,  by  the 
planting  of  adequate  turf,  shrub- 
bery and  trees,  was  commenced. 

General  improvements  were  made 
throughout  the  entire  department 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  paint- 
ers and  carpenters. 

Hayes  Valley  Recreation  Center 
was  opened  to  take  care  of  the  needs 
of  boys  and  girls  residing  in  the 
Hayes  Valley  District. 

Folsom  and  Margaret  S.  Hay- 
ward  Playgrounds  were  lighted  for 
evening  use. 

The  Everett  Junior  High  School 
Gymnasium,  and  the  Park  Presidio 
Gymnasium  were  opened  for  eve- 
ning use. 

Agency  Co-operation 

In  May,  1930,  the  Chief  of  Police 
reported  that  there  was  a  great  need 
for  more  recreation  activities  in  a 
certain  district  in  San  Francisco.  A 
study  was  made  of  this  district  for 
the  purpose  of  finding  out  what  the 
present  opportunities  are ;  what  the 
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juvenile  delinquency  situation  is: 
what  the  needs  are. 

The  following  recommendations 
were  made : 

First.  That  the  playground  in  the 
district  be  lighted  tor  night  use. 

Second.  That  a  recreation  center 
be  established  in  the  district. 

Third.  That  a  recreation  director 
be  placed  in  the  district  to  work  at 
large. 

Fourth.  That  a  Co-ordination 
Committee  be  formed,  composed  of 
the  Chief  of  Police,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Chief  Probation  Officer, 
and  Superintendent  of  Playgrounds, 
and  that  this  Co-ordinating  Com- 
mittee be  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  uniting  the  interests  and  atten- 
tion of  the  four  departments  upon 
the  problem  of  children  as  indi- 
viduals. 

These  four  recommendations  were 
carried  out  and  are  now  working 
so  successfully  that  recently  the  po- 
lice reported  conditions  very  greatly 
improved. 

A  second  delinquency  area  was 
recently  reported  by  the  Juvenile 
Court  with  the  following  results: 

Playground  in  district  lighted  for 
night  use  and  crowded  every  night. 
Gangs  go  home  and  go  to  bed  alter 
playing  hard  on  the  jjlayground  in- 
stead of  wandering  about  looking 
for  trouble. 

High  School  gymnasium  in  di>- 
trict  opened  and  used  as  recreation 
centers  by  gangs  previously  caus- 
ing trouble. 

Director  at  large  i)laced  in  district 
to  work  with  gangs  not  at  i)resent 
reached  by  any  organizations. 


Unemployment  Program 

For  appro.ximately  five  months 
the  Playground  Commission  was 
faced  with  the  problem  of  employ- 
ing between  200  and  800  of  the  un- 
employed men  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Construction  Department 
handled  the  work  in  a  most  com- 
mendable manner  and  employed  tiie 
men  at  Ocean  View,  St.  Mary's 
Park  and  the  Potrero  Hill  Play- 
ground sites.  The  laboring  work 
performed  by  these  men  include 
grading,  leveling  and  excavating. 

Attendance  Record 

There  was  a  total  of  4,260,235 
visits  to  the  playgrounds  during  the 
fiscal  year,  exclusive  of  the  two 
pools  operated  at  ^Mission  and  North 
Beach  Playgrounds.  The  attendance 
for  the  fiscal  vear  exceeded  last  \ear 
by  291,101.

YOSEMITE     TUNNEL      NEAR- 
ING  COMPLETION 


Considerably  ahead  of  schedule, 
the  tunnel  on  the  new  all-year 
Wawona  entrance  to  Yosemite  is 
now  bored  3050  feet  through  the 
solid  granite  cliff-wall  of  Yosemite 
Valley  with  only  1230  feet,  or  a  little 
more  than  one-quarter  of  its  length, 
remaining,  according  to  H.  S.  Tolen, 
Government  engineer  in  charge.  If 
present  progress  is  maintained  the 
main  bore  should  be  coinpleted  early 
in  December,  eight  months  ahead  of 
the  original  estimate.  One  hundred 
and  thirty  tons  of  dynamite  have 
been  used  to  date  in  blasting  the 
thousands  of  tons  of  granite  that 
will  be  replaced  by  a  modern,  high- 
gear  highway. 

When  daylight  comes  through 
the  western  portal  there  will  still 
remain  the  boring  of  three  ventila- 
tion shafts  from  the  main  tunnel  to 
the  outside  of  the  cliff,  plus  paving 
and  electric  lighting,  before  the 
tunnel  is  complete. 

The  new  highway  is  already  fin- 
ished to  the  cliff  where  the  tunnel's 
western  end  will  open.  The  original 
estiiTiates  planned  the  new  route  to 
be  ready  next  autumn.  It  is  now 
possible  that  the  road  will  be  opened 
ne.xt  summer.  This  second  all-year 
highway  to  Yosemite  Vallej'  will 
save  several  hours'  tnotoring  time 
between  southern  California  and  the 
Valley.  Especially  interesting  is  the 
opportunity  it  will  give  visitors  to 
see  the  lainf)us  Mariposa  Grove  of 
Big  Trees  after  a  snowstorm. 


I'.hriiimni    .,j/',;,r.i    '.ami  tn   Mayor  Rossi  at  his 
Give  to  the  Community  Cheil 
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MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  PRAISED 
BY  VISITING  OFFICIALS

FOR  the  first  time  in  five  years, 
the  writer  attended  the  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Electric  Rail- 
way Association,  recently  held  in 
Atlantic  City,  it  being  the  fiftieth, 
or  golden,  anniversary  of  that  asso- 
ciation. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  was  my 
privilege  to  observe  the  condition  of 
street  railway  properties  in  several 
other  cities  throughout  the  East,  in- 
cluding St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Mont- 
real, Boston,  New  York,  Washing- 
ton, also  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 

In  discussing  street  railway  af- 
fairs and  comparing  notes  with  va- 
rious officials  with  whom  one  comes 
in  contact,  it  is  found  that  condi- 
tions in  the  eastern  cities  are  far 
worse  than  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
cities. 

Street    Railways    Affected 

The  street  railway  companies  of 
the  West  started  to  feel  the  effects 
of  the  depression  in  the  early  part 
of  1930,  at  which  time  the  receipts 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  began  to 
show  a  decline. 


This  condition  has  continued  to 
the  present  time,  and  the  monthly 
decreases  have  ranged  from  L7  per 
cent  during  the  month  of  May,  1930, 
to  4.6  per  cent  during  the  month  of 
September,  1931  ;  the  months  show- 
ing the  largest  decreases  being  No- 
vember, 1930,  and  February,  1931, 
when  decreases  of  6.8  and  5.7  per 
cent,   respectively,  were   suffered. 

The  result  of  these  decreases 
means  a  loss  in  receipts  to  the  Mu- 
nicipal Railway  of  approximately 
$175,000  annually,  or  nearly  enough 
to  meet  the  requirements  for  bond 
redemption. 

In  Los  Angeles,  the  decrease  runs 
as  high  as  10  per  cent;  in  Oakland, 
7  per  cent ;  and  the  Market  Street 
Railway  decrease,  operating  under 
the  same  conditions  as  to  fare,  is 
somewhat  greater  than  the  Munici- 
pal Railway's  decrease. 

In  the  eastern  cities  decreases  run 
as  high  as  20  per  cent,  with  conse- 
quent drastic  reductions  in  service, 
which,  of  course,  has  added  thou- 
sands to  the  ranks  of  the  unem- 
ployed. 


Little  Reduction  Made 

Insofar  as  San  Francisco  is  con- 
cerned, very  little  reduction  in  serv- 
ice has  been  made. 

The  condition  of  the  properties 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  has  not 
been  allowed  to  suffer,  and  nowhere 
will  there  be  found  a  street  railway 
that  is  kept  in  better  condition  or 
gives  such  good  service  as  it  is  giv- 
ing, and,  while  under  present  condi- 
tions it  is  impossible  to  meet  all 
the  requirements  of  bond  redemp- 
tion, depreciation,  interest,  etc., 
sight  must  not  be  lost  of  the  fact 
that  over  $4,000,000  of  extensions 
and  betterments  have  been  made 
from  earnings ;  that  a  5  cent  fare  has 
been  retained,  while  for  years  the 
average  fare  in  large  cities  has  been 
over  8  cents ;  that  nearly  $3,000,000 
of  bonds  have  been  retired ;  that  the 
total  capital  investment  as  of  June 
30,  1931,  is  $9,854,640,  with  a  debt 
of  only  $2,603,000  remaining  unpaid. 

Visiting  officials  from  other  street 
railways  have  always  given  the 
highest  praise  to  the  Municipal 
Railway,  its  employees,  cars,  and 
roadbed,  and  marvel  at  the  fact  of 
its  continuing  so  long  on  a  5  cent 
fare.

THE  "Municipal  Record"  desires  to  congratulate 
Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi  on  his  retention  in  office, 
and  also  to  congratulate  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco 
on  their  selection  of  a  tried  and  efficient  official. 

Victory  was  due  to  a  dignified  campaign ;  to  a  real- 
ization on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  city  that  the 
Mayor  had  proved  his  worth  and  was  entitled  to  their

The  committee  that  he  appointed  a  month  before 
election  to  formulate  a  set-up  for  the  inauguration  of 
the  New  Charter  has  been  doing  splendid  work.  Its 
efforts  are  conversant  to  the  Mayor  and  have  his 
heartiest  approval. 

Again  we  say,  good  luck.  Mr.  Mayor,  and  count  on 
us  to  aid  you  in  your  desire  to  fulfill  all  your  pledges 
to  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 


Fight  for  Fleet 

EVERY  effort  is  being  made  and  should  be  made 
to  obtain  the  presence  of  the  Pacific  Fleet  in  San 
Francisco  Bay  for  a  prolonged  period  each  year. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  our  local  Chamber  of 
Commerce  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts  to 
bring  about  the  restoration  of  the  fleet  to  San  Francisco 
Bay. 

San  Francisco  does  not  wish  to  "hog"  it — but  merely 
seeks  to  have  the  fleet  anchored  in  our  magnificent  bay 
half  each  year. 


George  Presley,  the  energetic  Secretary  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  recently  said: 

"San  Francisco  Bay  was  for  many  years  the  perma- 
nent year-round  base  for  the  Pacific  Fleet.  Then  the 
ships  went  south — to  stay — and  for  a  long  time  they 
have  been  there,  anchored  practically  in  the  open  sea  off 
the  shore  of  Los  Angeles  Harbor.  Our  training  station 
was  transferred  from  what  was  then  Goat  Island,  and  is 
now  Yerba  Buena,  and  like  the  fleet  it  went  south.  Until 
the  selection  of  Sunnyvale  as  the  Navy's  Dirigible  Base, 
practically  all  Naval  operations  on  the  West  Coast  have 
been  centralized  in  southern  waters." 

Appeals  have  been  made  to  our  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  to  get  behind  this  movement,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  they  will  agree  that  San  Francisco  is  the 
logical  place  for  the  fleet's  base,  both  in  peace  and  war 
time. 

It  is  about  time  that  our  officials  and  our  civic  organi- 
zations assert  themselves. 

This  is  a  real  fight  and  the  motto  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce — "We  won  Sunnyvale — We'll 
win  the  Fleet,"  is  the  battlecry  that  should  lead  us  to  a 
deserved  victory.

The  School  Bonds 

THE  defeat  of  the  school  bonds  in  the  recent  elec- 
tion was  a  real  calamity. 

It  was  so  unexpected  that  its  sponsors  were  momen- 
tarily stunned. 

A  calm  analysis  of  the  situation,  however,  discloses 
that  it  was  a  virtual  victory,  because  56,727  voted  yes 
and  34,399  voted  no.  It  was  the  two-thirds  majority 
that  brought  about  its  defeat. 

Unfortunately,  at  least  60,812  voters  who  actually 
cast  ballots  for  the  candidates  for  Mayor  neglected  to 
vote  for  or  against  the  bonds. 

They  forgot  that  their  children  needed  safer  schools; 
they  forgot  that  the  money  expended  would  aid  the  un- 
employed, and  we  are  certain  they  regret  their  oversight. 

Mayor  Rossi  believes  that  another  opportunity  should 
be  given  the  voters  to  record  their  wishes  and  he  sug- 
gests that  the  matter  be  submitted  to  them  at  the  Presi- 
dential Primaries  next  May. 

We  trust  that  this  will  be  done. 

It  would  not  be  difficult  to  prophesy  the  passage  of 
the  bond  issue  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  if  the 
voters  are  given  another  opportunity  to  express  their 
will  on  this  most  important  and  necessary  measure. 

The  building  of  ten  new  school  houses  is  a  consumma- 
tion devoutly  to  be  wished.

A  Dream  Come  True

"San  Francisco,  0  glorious  city  of  our 
hearts,  that  has  been  tried  and  not  found 
<u:anting,  go  thou  <with  like  spirit,  to  make  the 
future  thine." 

OX  the  main  pediment  in  the  ro- 
tunda of  San  Francisco's  mag- 
nificent City  Hall  is  inscribed  the 
foregoing  significant  words. 

Standing  as  the  most  important 
structure  in  the  Civic  Center  of  the 
Queen  City  of  the  West — its  lofty 
<lome  seen  from  afar — this  triumph 
in  architecture  is  an  impressive 
monument  to  the  courage  of  its 
citizens. 

The  Civic  Center  is  gradually  ful- 
filling the  dreams  of  its   designers. 

As  far  back  as  1912  a  special  com- 
mittee of  Architects  and  Engineers, 
composed  of  John  Galen  Howard. 
Clarence  R.  Ward.  Harris  D.  H. 
Connick,  and  \V.  B.  Faville,  reported 
their  conclusions  to  the  Building 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, as  follows : 

Site  Selected 

"The  majority  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  appointed  to  consider 
the  location  of  the  Civic  Center  rec- 
ommends that  the  City  Hall  be  built 
on  the  old  site  and  that  the  other 
buildings  of  the  Civic  Center  be 
grouped  around  it.  in  accordance 
with  a  scheme  to  be  developed  by 
the  properly  constituted  authorities. 

"This  decision  has  been  reached 
after  the  most  searching  and  impar- 
tial analysis  that  the  time  has  per- 
mitted of  every  idea  which  has  been 
pre.-ented  by  architects  and  others. 

"'i'he  recommendation  is  based  on 
jiermanent  consideration,  first  of  the 
most  f)ractical  convenience  to  the 
city ;  second,  of  the  greatest  aes- 
thetic possibilities  for  the  City  Hall 
it.".elf.  and  for  the  monumental 
buildings  to  be  grouped  with  it  as 
the  Civic  Center,  and  third,  of  econ- 
omy in  achieving  the  best  results 
])oth  practical  and  aesthetic." 


That  the  decision  of  these  experts 
was  a  rightful  one  is  borne  out  by 
present  day  results.  Probably  nt)- 
where  in  the  world  will  be  found  a 
more  beautiful  setting  than  is  pre- 
sented by  the  San  Francisco  Civic 
Center. 

Its  buildings  are  massive  and 
monumental.  There  is  a  harmony  in 
architecture.  Granite  has  been  used 
in  facing  these  structures,  adding  to 
their  beauty  and  impressiveness. 

The  Civic  Center  when  completed 
will  entail  an  exi)enditure  of  not  less 
than  $25,000,000. 

Stately  Group 

In  the  group  of  structures  are 
the  City  Hall.  Exposition  Audito- 
rium. Public  Library,  State  Build- 
ing, and  about  ready  for  construc- 
tion the  Federal  Ijuilding  and  Health 
Building;    and    under    construction 


the  War  Memorial  Building  and 
Opera  House. 

In  future  years  other  buildings 
will  be  added  to  this  magnificent 
array,  thus  giving  to  San  Francisco 
a  Civic  Center  renowned  for  its 
beauty  and  adornment. 

When  all  the  preliminary  details 
on  site  selection,  location  of  build- 
ings, widening  of  streets,  location 
of  park,  etc.,  had  been  completed, 
plans  for  the  City  Hall  were  upper- 
most in  the  minds  of  officials  and 
committees  interested  in  obtaining 
the  best  tvpe  of  structure  for  the 
city. 

Architectural  Contest 

W'ith  this  in  view,  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  on  March  29,  1912, 
issued  a  formal  call  to  San  Fran- 
cisco architects  to  file  their  creden- 
tials on  or  before  April  5,   1912,  to 
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entitle  them  to  compete  for  the 
$25,000  prize  for  the  best  plans  pos- 
sible for  the  City  Hall. 

The  requirements  also  set  forth : 

"From  the  designs  which  are  in 
accord  with  this  program,  the  jury 
will  select  the  one  which,  in  its  opin- 
ion, is  the  best,  and  designate  it  as 
the  'First  Prize  Design.' 

"The  consulting  architects  will 
then,  in  the  presence  of  the  jur\-, 
open  the  sealed  envelopes  belong- 
ing to  this  design  and  disclose  the 
name  of  the  author,  whereupon  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  will  engage 
the  author  of  the  'First  Prize  De- 
sign' for  full  architectural  services 
in  accordance  with  the  minimum 
schedule  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architecture  hereto  attached. 
with  a  first  payment  of  $25,000.  pay- 
able within  ninety  days  of  the  judg- 
ment." 

Copies  of  the  rules  of  competition 
were  to  110  architects.  Mr.  \\'alter 
Cook  of  New  York  was  selected  as 
umpire  of  the  competition.

Ground   Broken 

The  program  was  as  follows :

Jr..  former  Mayor  Ed- 
ward R.  Taylor,  Supervisor  Ralph

The  Municipal  Band  rendered  a 
special  musical  program,  and  songs 
were  simg  by  school  children,  under 
the  leadership  of  Miss  Estelle  Car- 
penter. 

A  silver  shovel  was  presented  to 
Mayor  Rolph  by  Supervisor  Paul 
Bancroft  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  ordinary  shovels 
were  used  by  former  Mayor  Taylor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  re- 
moving the  first  load  of  dirt  from 
the  City  Hall  site. 

Excavating  began  immediately. 
followed  by  the  construction  of  the 
building. 

Laying  of  Corner   Stone 

On  October  25.  1913.  the  corner 
stone  was  laid  with  appropriate 
ceremonies.  The  exercises  were  held 
at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  build- 
ing, near  Polk  and  McAllister 
Streets. 

John  Galen  Howard,  Chairman  of 
the  Advisory  Board  of  Architects, 
was  Master  of  Ceremonies. 

.Supervisor  George  E.  Gallagher, 
in  his  address,  gave  a  concise  and 
graphic  account  of  the  city's  achieve- 
ments and  progress  since  the  dark 
days  immediatelv  following  the  dis- 
aster of  1906. 

Percy  V.  Long,  then  City  Attor- 
ney, told  of  the  steps  leading  to  the 
acquisition  of  the  lands  u])on  which 
the  city  planned  its  Civic  Center. 

Mayor's  Address 

In  his  oration.  Mayor  Rolph  said 
in  part : 

"We  are  here  to  lay  the  corner 
stone  of  the  building  which  is  to  be 
the  official  home  of  the  city  of  San 
Erancisco. 

"This  is  an  event  made  possible 
by  the  liberality,  optimism,  pride, 
and  confidence  of  our  citizens  in 
their  own  city.  Many  noble  and 
beautiful  buildings  have  been  erected 
in  San  Erancisco.  but  this  particular 
one   is   the   result   of   the   expressed 


desire  ot  our  people,  that  San  Eran- 
cisco shall  have  a  new  home  of  its 
own. 

"This  corner  stone  which  was 
drawn  through  our  streets  to  the  ac- 
claim of  thousands,  in  yesterday's 
magnificent  pageant,  is  today  placed 
as  the  chief  stone  of  the  building 
which  is  to  be  one  of  the  great  build- 
ings of  the  world ;  a  building  which 
will  not  only  express  the  highest 
degree  of  architectural  art  and  be 
as  firm  centuries  hence  as  when  first 
completed,  Init  one  as  well  perfectly 


Bond  Election 

"Within  two  months  after  assum- 
ing tjftice,  a  l)ond  election  was  held, 
carried  by  pr;ictically  a  unanimous 
vote,  authorizing  the  expenditure  of 
$8.8a).0a)  for  the  actpiirement  of 
land  and  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  City  Hall. 

"The  architects  of  San  Erancisco 
were  invited  to  submit  plans  in  a 
competition  held  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  City's  .Architectural 
Commission.     Messrs.    John    Galen

"Two  years  ago  the  present  ad- 
ministration was  elected  to  office, 
pledgecl  to  carry  out  a  certain  con- 
structive i)olicy  for  the  advancement 
of  San  Erancisco.  CJne  of  its  pledges 
was  to  build  a  City  Hall  convenient 
for  the  conduct  of  public  business 
and  a  structure  of  architectural 
beauty  and  dignity,  expressive  of 
the  greatness  and  good  taste  of  San 
I'Vancisco,  and  tfi  be  the  city's  chief 
architectural   a<!iirnment.

"The  land  for  the  Civic  Center 
and  the  City  Hall,  surrounding  the 
old  City  Hall  site,  has  been  acquired 
thrf)Ugli  the  special  efforts  of  the 
Public  I'luildings  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Paul  Bancroft,  George  E. 
Gallagher,  and  Ralph  McLeran." 

The  steel  work  on  the  City  Hall 
was  completed  on  January  21,  1914. 
On  that  day  Mayor  James  Rolph, 
Jr.,    ascended    the    dome    and    sus- 
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pended  the  American  flag  from  its 
apex,  in  compliment  to  the  speed 
exhibited  in  construction  and  for 
the  success  attained. 

Dedication  of  City  Hall 

The  City  Hall  was  dedicated  by 
Mayor  Rolph  on  Tuesday,  Decem- 
ber 28,  1915.  An  interesting  pro- 
gram was  presented  in  the  presence 
of  a  large  assemblage.  Supervisor 
Ralph  McLeran  was  Chairman  of 
the  Day. 

An  address  was  delivered  by 
Mayor  Rolph,  who  declared  he  was 
proud  to  think  of  his  part  in  the 
erection  of  the  present  structure. 

He  recounted  the  history  of  the 
first  City  Hall,  built  in  1869,  and 
other  public  buildings. 

Addresses  were  also  delivered  by 
Arthur  Arlett,  representing  Gover- 
nor Johnson:  Superior  Judge 
Thomas  F.  Graham,  Count  and 
Countess  de  Salazar,  representing 
the  King  and  Queen  of  Spain  ;  Ar- 
thur Brown,  Jr.,  John  Galen  How- 
ard, and  others. 

President  Timothy  A.  Reardon 
presented  the  Mayor  with  a  golden 
key  to  the  City  Hall.  The  unfurling 
of  an  American  fiag  that  covered 
the  entrance  formally  opened  the 
structure.  Mayor  Rolph  took  pos- 
session of  his  sv:ite  of  offices  and 
held  a  reception  throughout  the  dav. 

On  March  1,  1916,  city  officials 
proceeded  to  move  in,  and  by  March 
10  quarters  were  occupied  by  all 
officials  excepting  the  Auditor, 
Treasurer,  and  Recorder,  who  were 
housed  a  few  weeks  later. 

City   Hall   Dimensions 

The  City  Hall  contains  371,317 
square  feet  of  working  space.  Its 
ground  area  measures  285  feet  by 
408  feet,  being  four  stories  in  height, 
excluding  the  ground  floor. 

The  dome  measures  88  feet  square 
at  the  roof-line,  and  is  307  feet  6 
inches  in  height  from  foundation. 


The  total  cost  of  construction  of 
the  City  Hall  was  $3,449,262.84.  The 
cost  of  the  land  upon  which  the 
building  is  erected  was  $1,412,263.36. 

The  initial  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  its  handsome 
chambers  was  held  on  October  9, 
1916. 

Civic   Auditorium 

The  Exposition  Civic  Auditorium 
erected   at    a    total    cost    of   $2,030,- 


agreed  upon  by  the  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  Exposition  directors. 

The  Advisory  Board  of  Architects 
of  the  city  and  the  architects  of  the 
E.xposition  got  together  and  agreed 
on  the  interior  arrangements  of  the 
structure. 

Auditorium  Plans 

Plans  for  the  building  were  then 
pre]3ared    at    the    direction    of    the

544.69  was  the  gift  to  the  city  by 
the  Panama  Pacific  International 
Exposition   Company. 

Its  history  is  interesting.  On 
June  26,  1912,  the  directors  of  the 
Panama  Pacific  International  Expo- 
sition set  aside  $1,000,000  "for  the 
erection  of  a  monumental  audito- 
rium in  the  Civic  Center  on  land 
supplied  by  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco." 

.\      harmonious      program      was 


Board  of  Supervisors  and  Board  of 
Public  Works,  and  were  subse- 
quently approved  by  the  Exposition 
officials.  However,  the  expense  of 
preparing  the  plans  of  the  Exposi- 
tion Auditorium  was  borne  by  the 
Exposition. 

The  block  of  land  bounded  by 
Hayes,  Grove,  Larkin,  and  Polk 
Streets,  known  as  the  "Mechanics' 
Institute  Library"  site,  was  pur- 
chased bv  the  citv.    The  total  of  the 
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city's    subscription    to    the    Audito- 
rium was  as  follows : 

For  land,  rebate  taxes,  titles,  ap- 
praisements, and  granite  facings, 
$913,671.08.  Adding  the  sum  of 
$1,116,873.61  allowed  by  the  Expo- 
sition for  the  building  and  furnish- 
ings, a  total  of  $2,030,544.69  was 
devoted  to  the  magnificent  structure. 

Contracts  Let 

Contracts  were  let  totaling 
$1,116,873.61.  The  larger  items  were 


thirt\-two  feet  over  the  main  floor, 
and  has  a  maximum  width  of  254 
feet;  while  the  south  arm  contains 
the  organ  loft  provided  to  hold  one 
of  the  world's  greatest  organs.  The 
gallery  can  accommodate  5,000  peo- 
ple. 

Main    Floor    Area 

The  main  hall  contains  a  level 
floor  area  of  38,880  square  feet,  with 
a  seating  capacity  of  5,000  people. 

The  void  in  the  main  hall  raises

grading  and  concrete,  $70,000;  fur- 
nishing steel,  $164,835  ;  general  con- 
struction, $711,714. 

It  became  obvious  that  the  build- 
ing should  be  finished  with  granite 
to  harmonize  with  other  public 
buildings  proposed  to  be  erected 
within  the  Civic  Center.  To  pro- 
cure this  harmony  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors appropriated  the  sum  of 
$210,024  to  finish  the  front  facade 
in  California  granite. 

Corner  Stone  Laid 

On  April  23,  1914.  the  corner 
stone  of  the  Exposition  Auditorium 
was  laid  by  Mayor  James  Rolph. 
Jr.,  and  Charles  C.  Moore,  presi- 
dent of  the  Panama  Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition. 

The  dedication  of  the  completed 
building  was  a  social  and  civic 
event  in  the  history  of  the  city.  .\ 
masque  ball  was  held  in  the  Audi- 
torium on  the  evening  of  January  9. 
1915.  It  was  a  gala  event,  being 
attended  by  nearly  ten  thousand 
people. 

The  building  covers  a  ground  area 
of  99,849  square  feet.  It  is  four 
stories  in  height,  with  its  main  fa- 
cade on  Grove  Street,  facing  the 
Civic  Center  plaza. 

The  large  hall  or  auditorium 
proper,  with  its  gallery  forms  a 
maltese   cross. 

The  east,  north  and  west  arms 
occupy    the    gallery    which    extends 


120  feet  above  the  level  of  the  floor 
to  the  apex  of  the  Dome,  its  great- 
est width  from  east  to  west  being 
254  feet. 

The  root  is  supported  by  eight  col- 
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umns    and    allows    a    clear    span    of 
190  feet. 

On  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the 
main  hall  on  the  first  floor  there  is 
a  minor  hall,  each  of  equal  dimen- 
sions measuring  53  by  136  feet. 
These  halls  connect  with  the  main 
hall  and  have  exits  on  the  Larkin 
and  Polk  Street  sides  of  the  build- 
ing. 

The  third  and  fourth  floors  con- 
tain secondary  halls  of  large  propor- 
tions, and  are  reached  by  broad  and 
commodious  stairways  in  addition 
to  four  passenger  elevators  placed 
on  the  Grove  Street  side  of  the 
structure.  Two  freight  elevators  on 
the  south  side  of  the  building  add 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  building. 

In  the  basement  there  is  a  large 
kitchen  as  well  as  storage  and  en- 
gine  room   facilities. 

The  basements  can  be  reached  by 
two  inclines  on  the  Polk  and  Larkin 
Street  sides.  This  permits  the  en- 
trance of  vehicles  for  unloading 
equipment  and  supplies. 

The  building  is  well  provided  with 
toilets,  telephone,  telegraph  and 
emergency  hospital  service. 

Safety  Precautions 

Every  precaution  has  been  taken 
fur  the  safety  and  comfort  of  large 
gatherings.

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CIVIL  ENGINEERS  INSPECT  HETCH 

HETCHY  PROJECT

OX  SATURDAY.  Octolier  31. 
1931.  an  excursion  party  con- 
sisting of  85  meniliers  of  the  local 
liranch  of  the  A.S.C.E.  made  an  in- 
spection trip  over  the  San  Joaquin 
pipe  line  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  .Aque- 
duct, which  is  now  under  construc- 
tion. 

Pipe  Line  Progress 

This  pipe  line,  47J/^  miles  in 
length,  is  being  built  across  the  San 
Joaquin  X'alley  as  part  of  the  proj- 
ect to  bring  Hetcli  Hetchy  water  to 
.San  Francisco.  It  consists  of  pijie 
varying  in  diameter  from  56  inches 
to  66  inches,  with  thickness  from 
5/16  inch  to  }4  inch. 

The  total  amount  of  steel  is  about 
40,000  tons.  The  contract  was 
awarded  May  22,  1931,  to  Youdall 
Construction  Co.,  associated  with 
Western  Pipe  &  Steel  Co..  which 
was  the  lowest  of  eight  bidders  with 
a  bid  of  $4,136,479  for  the  complete 
job  of  furnishing  and  laying  the  pipe. 
Bidders  were  allowed  the  option  of 
riveted,  lock  bar,  or  welded  steel 
pipe  and  for  a  short  section  concrete 
pipe,  but  all  bids  submitted  were  for 
welded  steel  pipe.  The  shop  seams 
are  welded  but  the  circumferential 
field  joints  are  riveted.  The  pijie 
line  extends  from  Oakdale  Portal. 
the  westerly  terminus  of  the  com- 
pleted Foothill  Tunnel  at  elevation 
747,  to  Tesla  Portal,  elevation  399, 
the  easterly  terminus  of  the  Coast 
Range  Tunnel,  which  is  now  under 
construction. 

The  Aqueduct 

Eventually  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
-Aqueduct  across  the  San  Joaquin 
X'allcy  will  consist  of  three  pipes  6 
feet  or  greater  in  tliameter,  but  ini- 
tial construction  of  a  5  foot  pi])e  aj)- 
pears  to  be  best  from  an  economic 
standpoint.  The  present  pipe  has  a 
cajjacity  of  60  million  gallons  daily. 

The  party  gathered  at  the  Polk 
Street  entrance  to  the  City  Hall  at 
8  A.  M.,  and  traveled  via  Ray  .Shore 
Boulevard,  San  Mateo  bridge.  Liver- 
more,  and  Tracy,  to  Modesto,  where 
they  arrived  at  1 1  :.S0  \.  M.  .X  short 
stop  was  made  at  Tracy  to  visit  the

local  office  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Water  Supply  in  charge  of  L.  .X.  Mc- 
.Xtee.  Construction   Engineer. 

Pipe  Wrapping  Plant 

After  an  enjoyable  luncheon  at  the 
Hotel  Hughson  the  party  visited  the 
pipe  wrapping  plant  of  the  Cement 
Wrapped  Pijie  Co.,  Ltd.  Mr.  W.  .\. 
Kraner.  who  several  years  ago  su])- 
ervised  construction  of  Priest  Dam 
and  of  Red  Mountain  Bar  siphon  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  .\c|ueduct,  has 
charge  of  the  pipe  wrapping  opera- 
tions.    .\t  this  ])lant  the  pijie.  which 


is  delivered  from  the  factory  of  the 
Western  Pij)e  &  Steel  Co.  by  rail, 
receives  a  wrapping  of  ^  inch  of  ce- 
ment aiul  sand  mortar  around  its  ex- 
terior. The  operation  of  coating  the 
|)il)e  is  very  interesting  and  is  an  ex- 
ample of  what  a  well  coordinated 
plant  shoulil  be. 

The  concrete  wrai)])ing  protects 
the  outer  coating  of  dipped  asi)halt 
while  the  pipe  is  being  handled  and 
affords  protection  to  the  steel  pipe 
against  corrosive  action  of  alkali 
salts  in  the  soil  which  might  deteri- 
orate either  the  asphalt  or  the  steel 
by  actual  contact. 

From  the  wrapping  plant  the  cara- 
van, consisting  of  20  automobiles, 
traveled  west  toward  the  San  Joa- 
(|uin  river  along  Woodland  .Avenue, 
Modesto,  which  converges  with  the 
|)ipe  line  right  of  way. 

Trenching  Machine 

The  next  interesting  sight  was  the 
Huckeye  trenching  machine,  a  gaso- 
line-driven a])pliance  which  exca- 
vates trench  7  feet  wide  and  8  feet 
deep  at  a  speed  of  as  much  as  5  feet 
|)er  minute,  or  Yz  mile  per  day.  The 
trench  is  now  excavated  to  a  point 
about  12  miles  west  of  Modesto,  and 
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15  miles  east  of  the  river.  The 
trenching  machine  is  followed  by  a 
crane  with  clamshell  bucket  which 
takes  out  the  bell  holes  so  that  the 
ends  of  the  pipe  may  be  riveted  to- 
gether. 

Pipe  Laying 

After  these  operations  are  com- 
pleted the  steel  pipe  is  laid  in  the 
trench  by  cranes.  The  field  joints 
are  riveted,  temporary  bulkheads  are 
riveted  in  the  pipe  and  sections  4  to 
5  miles  in  length  are  tested  by  appli- 
cation of  water  pressure,  .-\fter  the 
testing  is  satisfactorily  demonstrat- 
ed, the  concrete  is  applied  around 
the  riveted  joints  and  the  trench  is 
refilled. 

The  contractors  have  completed 
practically  50  per  cent  of  the  entire 
work  in  5  months  of  actual  opera- 
tion, so  it  is  the  hope,  good  weather 
permitting,  to  have  the  remaining 
part  completed  well  before  June  10, 
1932.  which  is  the  date  of  expiration 
of  contract.  The  contractor  is  You- 
dall  Construction  Company  and  both 
Mr.  Youdall  and  Mr.  Clifford  are 
giving  personal  attention  to  all  of 
the  work. 

San   Joaquin   River   Crossing 

From  an  engineering  standpoint 
the  most  interesting  part  of  the  work 
is  the  subsurface  crossing  of  San 
Joaquin  river  and  Elliott  Cut.  This 
has  been  sublet  by  Youdall  Con- 
struction Company  to  Pacific  Bridge 
Company  of  Portland,  Oregon,  Mr. 
C.  F.  Swigert.  President.  The  river 
flow  is  divided  into  two  channels,  the 
main  river  and  Elliott  Cut,  an  artifi- 
cial channel  excavated  to  take  care 
of  floods  in  the  main  river. 

This  cut  carries  the  greater  part  of 
the  flow.  In  this  river  section  the 
trench  is  made  by  driving  steel  sheet

piling  on  both  sides  and  puniijing  out 
the  interior  of  the  trench.  Piles  are 
then  driven  in  the  bottom  of  the 
trench,  capped  with  timber  and  con- 
crete saddles  on  which  the  steel  pipe 
is  then  placed.  The  pijK'  rests  on 
cast  iron  ])lates  in  the  concrete  and 
is  then  covered  with  an  envelope  of 
concrete  6  inches  in  thickness, 
poured  in  place.  The  interior  of 
this  submerged  pipe  is  lined  with 
reinforced  cement  plaster,  by  the 
gunite  method,  for  a  thickness  of 
iy2  inch.  The  test  pressure  on  this 
pi]ie  is  260  pounds  per  square  inch. 

Construction  of  the  river  crossing 
is  now  comjilete  and  the  trench  is 
being  backfilled  with  gravel  prior  to 
pouring  the  sheet  piling,  so  the 
greater  part  of  the  river  crossing 
problem  is  solved  and  with  a  contin- 
uation of  fine  weather  for  the  next 
three  weeks  the  entire  crossing  of 
river  and  Elliott  Cut  will  be  com- 
plete.

Protectors  of  Pipe 

As  a  result  of  soil  surveys  several 
types  of  pipe  ])rotection  were  adopt- 
ed for  the  difTerent  zones  traversed 
by  the  pipe.  The  soil  surveys  were 
made  to  determine  the  quantity  of 
alkali  and  corrosive  salts  in  difTerent 
areas  and  as  a  result  of  them  special 
protection  is  provided  where  de- 
structive salts  were  indicated. 

All  pipe  is  dipped  in  asphalt  at  the 
shop,  the  coating  being  required  to 
have  a  final  thickness  of  at  least  1/16 
inch.  In  the  dry  non-corrosive  soils 
additional  protection  is  given  by 
careful  wrapping  with  40  pound  as- 
phalted felt  which  is  api^lied  to  the 
pipe  by  machine.  In  slightly  corro- 
sive soil  the  coating  of  J/2  inch  of 
cement  mortar  with  wire  mesh  rein- 
forcing is  substituted  for  the  felt 
wrapping. 

In  the  swampy  area  near  the  river 
and  in  sections  which  may  be  sub- 
merged in  the  future  by  the  proposed 
State  Water  Conservation  plan,  a 
2  inch  concrete  envelope  is  used. 

Where  the  pipe  is  laid  a  great 
depth  below  the  surface  the  6  inch 
envelope  is  used  and  the  i)ipe  is  sup- 
ported on  concrete  saddles  on  pile 
l)ents.  In  the  rocky  trench,  which  is 
found  only  near  Oakdale  Portal,  the 
concrete  envelope,  J/2  inch  in  thick- 
ness, is  substituted  for  the  asphalted 
felt  wrapping  and  particular  care  is 
taken  to  backfill  the  trench  with  fine 
material  so  that  there  will  be  no 
rocky  projections  to  mar  the  pro- 
tecting coating.

General  Manager  Nelson  A.  Eckart  Reports  on  Revenues 

and  Employees 


COMPLYING  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  5,  Ordinance 
8691,  there  is  transmitted  herewith 
the  operating  statement  of  the  San 
Francisco  \Vater  Department  for 
September,  1931,  showing  a  com- 
parison with  August,  1931,  and  with 
a  like  period  of  last  year. 

Water  sales  revenues  within  San 
Francisco  increased  $17,559.  as  com- 
pared with  August,  1931.  and  those 
outside  of  San  Francisco  decreased 
$12,466.  The  decrease  in  San  Fran- 
cisco sales  for  the  three  months' 
period  ended  September  30,  1931,  as 
compared  with  the  same  period  of 
last  year,  amounts  to  $15,870,  while 
for  the  same  period  sales  outside  of 
San  Francisco  decreased  $15,464. 
The  existing  business  depression  is 
accountable  for  the  decrease  in  San 
Francisco  sales,  while  the  decrease 
in  suburl^an  sales  is  caused  princi- 
pally through  the  development  of 
local  resources  by  two  of  the  larger 
water  districts  in  the  Peninsular 
Division. 

The  decrease  in  rents  from  lands 
and  buildings,  September,  1931,  over 
August,  1931,  in  amount  $920,  is 
caused  by  taking  into  account  in 
September  the  final  returns  from 
crops,  which  is  a  lesser  amount  than 
was  taken  into  account  in  August. 
The  decrease  over  same  period  of 
last  year,  amounting  to  $7,669,  is  the 
result  of  the  drought  to  the  extent 
that  the  returns  from  share  crops 
are  $6,148  below  normal  ;  adjust- 
ments in  period  ending  September 
30.  1930,  for  rents  a])])lying  to  prior 
months  account  for  a  further  de- 
crease of  $1,521. 

The  total  decrease  in  ojierating 
expenses,  September,  1931,  over 
August,  1931,  amounting  to  $13,- 
060.49,  is  accounted  for  by  decrease 
in  seasonal  maintenance  work  and 
expense,  $8,081.16,  and  decrease  in 
pumping  expense,  $3,111.13,  and  in 
amount  of  water  purchased, 
$1,868.20.  Xo  water  was  purchased 
in  same  period  of  last  year,  and  Sun- 
set Wells  were  not  in  operation ; 
therefore,  the  entire  cost  of  water 
purchased  and  ojjerating  costs  for 
the  San  Lorenzo  and  Sunset  \V>lls

units,  amounting  to  approximately 
$i05,000,  more  than  accounts  lor  the 
increase  in  operating  expenses  over 
the  same   period   last  year. 

The  charge  for  the  Newark-San 
Lorenzo  pipe  line,  amounting  to 
$12,330,  is  the  principal  cause  of  the 
increase  over  last  year  in  1  letch 
Hetcliy  aqueduct  and  other  rentals. 
Interest  decreased  $11,250  on  ac- 
count of  the  retirement  of  Spring 
Valley  bonds  in  the  amount  of 
$1,000,000  as  of  July  1,  1931. 

The  increased  earnings  and  de- 
creased expenses  result  in  an  in- 
creased net  income  for  September, 
1931,  over  August,  1931,  and  in  a 
decreased  net  income  for  the  same 
period  of  last  year.

During  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber the  excavation  of  the  Coast 
Range  timnels  was  advanced  1999 
feet  and  concrete  lining  was  jioured 
in  1908  feet  of  sides  and  arch  and  716 
feet  of  invert  of  the  10J4  foot  diame- 
ter tunnel.

FOR  PIPE  LINES 

Youdall  Construction  Company  Completing  Immense  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 


VISUALIZE  the  flow  of  four 
hundred  million  gallons  of 
water  daily  for  the  domestic  con- 
sumption of  San  Francisco  and  you 
will  better  appreciate  the  importance 
of  two  contracts  awarded  the  You- 
dall Construction  Company  of  this 
city  for  the  completion  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  project. 

That  organization  is  preparing  a 
trench  seventy-one  miles  long  to 
hold  welded  steel  pipe  with  a  diame- 
ter varying  from  56  to  66  inches  and 
with  a  total  capacity  of  millions  of 
gallons  daily. 

Then  visualize  the  responsihilitx- 
of  the  Youdall  Construction  Com- 
pany in  rushing  the  work  to  comple- 
tion with  a  promise  that  their  stu- 
pendous task  will  be  finished  by  May 
of  next  year.

There  are  two  contracts  being 
handled  by  the  Youdall  Construction 
Companv.'

REGINALD  G.  CLIFFORD 

The  bigger  contract  calls  for  ex- 
cavating the  San  Joaquin  pipe  line 
which  extends  from  the  Oakdale 
I'ortal  in  Tuolumne  County,  at  ele- 
vation 747,  to  the  Tesla  Portal  in 
San  Joaquin  County,  at  elevation 
399.  This  line  is  forty-seven  and 
one  half  miles  long.  It  will  have  a 
capacity  of  sixty  million  gallons 
dailv. 


The  second  contract  is  known  as 
the  Corral  Hollow  Pipe  Line.  This 
extends  from  the  Thomas  Shaft, 
about  eight  miles  west  of  Tracy  to 
the  .Alameda  West  Portal.  This  will 
have  a  daily  capacity  of  forty-five 
million  gallons  daily. 

More  than  200  men  are  engaged  in 
this  stupendous  piece  of  work.  They 
are  being  aided  by  a  Buckeye 
Trenching  Machine,  which  is  capa- 
ble of  digging  a  trench  1,500  feet, 
eight  feet  deep  and  seven  feet  wide, 
daily. 

The  Youdall  Construction  Coni- 
])any  is  composed  of  Leonard  F. 
Youdall,  an  electrical  engineer,  who 
was  educated  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  and  Reginald  G.  Clifford,  a 
graduate  in  engineering  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

The  firm  has  been  in  existence 
since  1924  and  has  handled  some  ex- 
tremely imi)ortant  contracts.  They 
specialize  on  tunnel  work  and  water 
supply,  which  includes  pumping 
plants  and  all  lines  connected  with 
water  supply. 

The  comi)any  constructed  the 
famous  Duboce  Tunnel  of  this  city 
which  is  a  part  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  system  of  San  Francisct). 
This  was  conijileted  about  four 
years  ago  and  is  recognized  as  a  fine 
piece  of  construction  work. 

The  difficult  task  was  completed 
within  the  specified  time,  despite  en- 
countering bad  ground.  The  tunnel 
is  4,300  feet  long  and  is  lined  with  a 
heavy  section  of  concrete. 

Another  tunnel  built  by  the  com- 
])any  was  the  Cushman  Power  Tun- 
nel located  on  the  Olympic  peninsula 
in  the  State  of  Washington.  It  was 
built  for  the  city  of  Tacoma.  The 
tunnel  is  three  miles  long  and  sev- 
enteen feet  in  diameter.  It  is  heav- 
ily reinforced  with  concrete  through- 
out. This  tuniu-1  is  known  as  a  pres- 
sure tunnel.  It  helps  develop  more 
than  100,000  horse-power  to  generate 
electricity  for  the  city  of  Tacoma. 

By  reason  <>f  the  s])lendid  work 
performed  by  the  Youdall  Construc- 
tion Company  in  completing  the  Du- 
boce and   Cushman    Power  Tunnel. 


they  were  given  the  contract  for 
constructing  the  first  unit  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  system.  This  unit  ex- 
tends from  Pulgas  Tunnel  near  Red- 
wood City  to  Irvington,  a  distance 
of  fifteen  miles. 

This  unit  has  been  used  for  fur- 
nishing water  to  the  San  Francisco 
district.  The  heavy  stream  of  water 
comes  from  the  Calaveras  section  by 
gravity.  The  Calaveras  dam  drops 
the  water  down  to  Sunol  where  it  is 
picked  up  and  crosses  the  bay  ter- 
minating in  Pulgas  tunnel,  one  and 
three-quarter  miles  long,  and  dis- 
charges into  the  Crystal  Sjjrings  res- 
ervoir.

The  work  was  done  so  satisfactor- 
ily that  the  city  permitted  the  com- 
]5any  to  bid  on  the  San  Joa(|uin  Pipe 
Line  and  also  the  Corral  Hollow 
Pi;)e  Line  and  they  were  the  success- 
ful bidders  for  both  pieces  of  work. 

In  building  the  San  Joa(|uin  pipe 
line  they  have  had  to  make  a  double 
crossing  of  the  .San  Joa<|uin  river. 
The  work  started  at  the  Tesla  Portal 
and  the  company  has  already  com- 
])leted  nineteen  miles.  Simultane- 
ously, work  was  started  at  the  Oak- 
dale  Portal  and  has  advanced  nine 
miles  westerly.  The  contract  is  well 
up  to  schedule. 

The  work  on  the  Corral  Hollow 
line  will  be  started  immediately  and 
will  be  finished  at  the  same  time  the 
San  Joaquin  line  is  completed.

ancients.  Certainly,  butter  was  used 
in   India  as  early 'as  2000  B.  C. 

Milk  has  a  unique  position  in  our 
dietary  in  that  it  is  more  univer- 
sally used  than  any  other  food  com- 
modity. As  such,  it  has  a  most  pro- 
found influence  on  the  health  of  the 
people.  It  contains  all  the  food 
elements,  namely,  fats,  ])roteins, 
carbo-hydrates,  mineral  salts,  and 
vitaniiiies. 

Therefore,  as  a  so-called  well- 
balanced    ration,    it    stands   snprenie. 


If  one  desires  to  state  it  popularly, 
it  has  sugars  and  fat  to  warm  you 
and  to  make  you  plump  but  not 
overplump,  protein  to  give  you 
strength,  mineral  to  build  _\our 
i)ones,  and  vitamines  to  stimulate 
growth. 

In  the  United  States,  the  produc- 
tion of  milk  has  enormously  in- 
creased. Likewise,  the  sanitary 
measures  to  jirotect  its  safety  as  a 
food   have  increased. 

Price  Is  Stable 

The  price  to  the  ultimate  con- 
sumer, however,  for  many  economic 
reasons,  has  remained  stable. 

It  may  be  stated  without  fear  of 
contradiction  that  making  milk  a 
political  holiday  has  become  unpop- 
ular, and  today  we  have  the  intelli- 
gent    cooperation     of     the     modern

health  officer,  the  producer,  and  the 
distributor.  There  could  be  consid- 
ered adverse  and  scientific  periods 
in  the  production  and  sale  of  milk. 
Among  those  so-called  periods 
was  that  of  dilution  with  water, 
preservation  with  chemicals,  tuber- 
culosis, certification,  pasteurization, 
and.  last  but  not  least,  abortion  and 
.Malta  fever.  Perhaps  the  most  im- 
l)ortant  ])eriods  are  certification  and 
l)asteurization. 

Tuberculosis   Problem 

The  ])rol)leni  of  tuberculosis  ap- 
parently is  being  met.  but  the  jjrob- 
lem  of  abortion  and  Malta  fever  is 
at  present  obscured  in  a  mass  of 
detail  that  needs  intelligent  unravel- 
ing, in  order  that  ])ractical  preven- 
tive measures  can  be  adopted. 

One  of  the  really  important  serv- 
ices to  be  rendered  in  conserving 
public  health  of  any  community  is 
;i  safe  milk  supply.  .Such  a  sui)i)ly 
will  draw  its  dividend  in  a  general 
low  death  rate  under  two  years. 
Moreover,  a  safe  milk  supply  is  a 
communit}'  advertisement  to  be 
stressed. 

Milk  t.iken  from  healthy  cows, 
under  controlled  s.'initary  conditions, 
is  usually  free  of  germs.  Unfortu- 
nately, milk  so  produced  is  too  often 
the  exce])tion  rather  than  the  rule. 
Therefore,  dairy  sanitation  should 
begin  at  the  source,  the  dairy  farm. 

Contaminating   Germs 

Contamination  with  germs  ordi- 
narily begins  with  the  act  of  milk- 
ing, and  the  route  to  the  consumer 
is  fraught  with  the  possibilities  of 
contamination,  which  are  many  and 
varied  and  often  dangerous. 

Consefjuently,  proper  ])asteuriza- 
tion   is  a   necessary   requirement  to

the  general  milk  supply.  Pasteuri- 
zation properly  clone  never  was  in- 
tended to  atone  for  lax  sanitary 
methods.  Neither  should  it  give  the 
dairyman  a  false  sense  of  security 
by  not  maintaining  a  healthy  herd. 
As  a  policy,  all  milk  should  conu' 
from  healthy  cattle. 

Dairy  Inspection 

Again,  each  distributing  di.--trict 
or  area  or  city  should  maintain 
routine  inspection  of  the  dairy  farm, 
along  with  the  inspection  in  the  dis- 
trict receiving  and  pasteurizing  sta- 
tion and  at  the  city  railroad  plat- 
forms in  direct  shipments. 

These  examinations  would  consist 
of  sediment,  chemical,  and  tempera- 
ture tests,  as  well  as  test  for  color, 
odor,  taste,  and  of  the  containers. 
The  health  officer  is  actively  con- 
cerned, however,  with  safeguarding 
the  supply  against  such  infections  as 
tuberculosis,  typhoid  fever,  diphthe- 
ria, scarlet  fever,  and  septic  sore 
throat. 

Pasteurization  is  greatly  depended 
upon  to  do  this.  Another  factor  of 
safety  can  be  added  by  not  permit- 
ting milk  to  be  distributed  from 
farms  where  there  exists  a  conta- 
gious disease.  Moreover,  the  same 
rule  aj)plies  to  employees  of  pasteur- 


izing plants.  In  fact,  it  is  considered 
good  practice  to  submit  such  em- 
ployees to  routine  physical  and 
laboratorv  examinations  and  to  im- 


semi-annually,  and  also  of  any  addi- 
tions. 

The  health  officer  should  have 
such  test  records  on  file.  Monthly 
physical  examinations  should  be 
made  of  the  dairy  attendants  along 
with  such  laboratory  examinations 
as  are  considered  necessary  with 
immunization  against  certain  com- 
nmnicable  diseases. 

Pasteurization  Required 

Pasteurization  should  be  required 
of  all  milk  sold  in  any  city  except 
that  which  is  certified.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  merits  of  this  process 
in  safeguarding  health  against  milk- 
borne  infection  is  thoroughly  recog- 
nized. 

Pasteurization  consists  of  heating 
milk  to  a  temperature  of  not  less 
than  145  degrees  F.  and  keeping  it 
at  that  temperature  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  thirty  minutes. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  empha- 
size,  however,   that   this   process   is

munize   them   against   certain   com- 
municable diseases. 

Certified  Milk 

The  production  of  certified  milk 
practically  dates  back  some  thirty 
years,  and  should  be  the  only  raw 
milk  permitted  to  be  distributed. 
Tuberculin  and  possibly  abortion 
tests  cif  tho  herd  should  be  required

not  a  substitute  for  sanitation  or  as 
a  corrective  for  milk  from  diseased 
cattle. 

It  must  be  recognized  also  that 
the  control  of  proper  pasteurization 
to  a  great  extent  is  dependent  upon 
the  human  element.  Likewise,  the 
possibility  of  some  mechanical  de- 
fect is  manifest  and  careful  survey 
and  continuous  inspection  of  pas- 
teurization ])lants  is  a  fimdamental 
essential. 

Treatment  of  Diseases 

When  considering  the  diseases 
that  are  capable  of  being  transmit- 
ted from  animals  to  man,  bovine 
tuberculosis  is  without  doubt  the 
most  important. 

Infected  cows  will  discharge  tu- 
bercle bacilli  in  their  milk.  It  is 
maintained  that  a  very  large  per- 
centage of  glandular  and  bone  tu- 
berculosis in  children  is  contracted 
through  consuming  milk  containing 
tubercle  bacilli  from  cows  afTected 
with  tuberculosis. 
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Furtliermore,  many  authorities 
assert  that  piihnonary  tuberculosis 
may  l)e  the  outgrowth  of  l)one  and 
glandular  tuberculosis  contracted 
during  infancy. 

The  problem  of  eradicating  tuber- 
culosis from  dairy  herds  has  been 
very  satisfactorily  met  in  many 
communities,  but  the  new  problem 
of  abortion  and  Malta  fever  has 
added  burdens.  Economically,  the 
farmers  have  yet  to  recognize  that 
the  unhealthy  cow  is  a  poor  pro- 
ducer of  milk,  and  usually  one  good 
healthy  cow  will  do  the  work  of 
many  not  healthy.  Certainly  the 
policy  of  securing  milk  from  healthy 
animals  has  not  kept  pace  with  other 
sanitary  requirements  that  have 
been  applied  to  milk. 

Fixing  Responsibility 

The  responsibilit_v  of  public  health 
officials,  milk  distributors, and  dairy- 
men in  securing  a  clean  and  safe 
milk  supply  is  indicated  by  the  con- 
stantly recurring  milk-borne  epi- 
demics in  this  country. 

During  the  six-year  period  from 
1924  to  1929.  258  milk-borne  epidem- 
ics were  officially  reported  by  state 
health  officers.  These  epidemics  in- 
volved 10,906  persons  and  resulted 
in  the  death  of  371. 

It  may  interest  this  group  to  learn 
that  Scott  and  Erf  of  Ohio  State 
University,  in  a  recent  article,  con- 
clude that  milk  svibjected  to  heat 
loses  its  hematogenic  and  growth- 
promoting  properties :  that  rats  fed

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CRYSTAL  SPRINGS  RESER- 
VOIR HAS  NEW  OUTLET

CRYSTAL  Springs  Reservoir, 
west  of  San  Mateo,  will  become 
the  key  point  in  the  Water  Depart- 
ment operations  when  Hetch  Hetchy 
water  supply  is  brought  in  and  dis- 
tributed. 

For  a  number  of  years  to  come  all 
the  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sys- 
tem will  be  delivered  into  the 
southerly  end  of  Crystal  Springs 
Reservoir  through  the  Pulgas  tun- 
nel. From  this  reservoir  water  will 
flow  without  pumping,  through  jiipe 
fines  supplying  all  the  commercial 
and  downtown  areas  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Water  will  also  be  pumped  into 
San  Andreas  Reservoir,  which  is 
some  160  feet  higher  than  Crystal 
Springs,  and  from  there  will  flow 
through  pipe  lines  supplying  the 
higher  residential  areas  of  the  city. 

The  present  outlet  from  Crystal 
Springs  Reservoir  will  not  carry  the 


necessary  future  supply,  therefore 
a  new  outlet  was  planned  and  con- 
struction started  the  middle  of  last 
July,  taking  advantage  of  the  very 
low  stage  of  the  water,  the  lowest 
since  Crystal  Springs  Dam  was 
built  in  1887. 

The  new  i_)utlet,  located  about  2(XJ 
feet  northerly  from  the  present  out- 
let, will  consist  of  a  reinforced  con- 
crete lined  shaft,  sixteen  feet  inside 
diameter,  eighty-five  feet  deep,  sur- 
mounted by  a  circular  reinforced 
concrete  tower  extending  thirty  feet 
above  groimd.  The  concrete  lining 
of  the  shaft  is  three  feet  and  two  and 
one-half  feet  thick,  and  the  tower 
shell  has  a  thickness  of  two  feet,  all 
the  concrete  being  heavily  reinforced 
to  withstand  the  strain  of  earth- 
([uakes.

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HELPING  A  FAMILY  OF 
2250  INDIVIDUALS

County  fVelfare  Department 


THE  stt)ry  of  the  County  Wel- 
fare IDepartment  is  the  story  of 
San  Francisco's  acceptance  of  its 
responsibility  for  the  welfare  of 
three  groups  of  its  citizens,  who, 
through  age,  the  handicap  of  blind- 
ness, or  widowhood,  are  unable  to 
be  self-supporting. 

Unlike  most  other  county  welfare 
departments  in  the  state,  which  ad- 
minister general  family  relief,  as 
well  as  the  state-aid  grants,  this 
office  is  specifically  empowered  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  three 
state  laws. 

The  expansion  of  the  original 
Widow's  Bureau  into  the  present 
department,  and  the  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  persons  aided  from  ap- 
proximately 342  in  1913  to  2,250, 
marks  an  important  chapter  in  the 
growth  and  development  of  San 
Francisco's  welfare  work. 

As  far  back  as  1906,  California 
recognized  the  value  of  mother  care 
by  making  it  possible,  through  state 
and  county  grants,  for  widowed 
mothers  to  care  for  their  children  in 
the  home  instead  of  orphanages,  but 
not  until  September,  1913,  was  a 
special  bureau  created  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  provision,  which 
hitherto  had  been  a  part  of  the  de- 
pendency department  of  the  Juve- 
nile Court. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mar- 
garet Nesfield,  the  newly  created 
bureau  opened  its  doors  in  the  City 
Hall  with  an  original  group  of  114 
families,  and  the  work  continued 
under  her  able  leadership  until  her 
resignation  in  1921. 

Miss  Schenk  in  Charge 

\Vhen  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
began  to  cast  around  for  a  suc- 
cessor, it  was  only  natural  that 
they  should  appoint  Miss  Eugenie 
Schenk,  who  had  been  associated 
with  the  work  since  1914  and  who 
came  to  the  bureau  with  a  rich  back- 
ground in  social  work. 

The  story  of  the  County  Welfare 
Department  is  incomplete  without 
the  story  of  its  present  director, 
whose  whole-hearted  devotion  and 
fine  ideals  shaped  the  course  and 
policies  of  the  work. 


MISS  EUGENIE  SCHENK 
Director  County  Welfare  Department 

A  native  of  California,  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  California,  Miss 
Schenk  was  inducted  into  social 
work  during  the  hectic  aftermath 
of  the  earthquake. 

First  assisting  with  the  distribu- 
tion of  food  and  clothing  in  the  refu- 
gee camps  in  Berkeley,  she  was 
later  transferred  to  San  Francisco, 
working  under  the  Red  Cross  at  the 
Earthquake  Relief  headquarters, 
and  since  that  time  she  has  been  ac- 
tively associated  with  the  city's  wel- 
fare activities. 

The  following  year  she  was  ap- 
pointed Girl's  Club  leader  of  the  San 
Francisco  Settlement,  the  city's 
oldest  settlement  house,  located  in 
the  Mission  district.  She  became  the 
director  of  the  Settlement  in  1909, 
and  developed  a  strong  neighbor- 
hood center.  Her  work  brought  her 
into  intimate  contact  with  the  daily 
lives  of  the  families,  and  she  shared 
in  their  woes  and  joys,  aspirations 
and  achie\'enients. 

This  splendid  experience  and  her 
fine  understanding  of  old  and  young, 
boy  and  girl,  Miss  Schenk  brought 
to  her  work  in  the  caring  for  the 
city's  children,  its  aged  and  its 
blind. 


Dealing  With  Humans 

To  deal  with  human  beings  re- 
quires a  most  delicate  technique. 
Particularly  so  when  it  is  "helping 
people  out  of  trouble."  One  must 
like  people,  understand  them,  have 
patience  to  listen  to  their  stories, 
humor  to  smooth  over  strained  sit- 
uations, courtesy  to  put  them  at 
ease,  and,  above  all,  fine  ideals  to 
guide  and  inspire  them.  It  is  these 
c|ualities  that  so  eminently  fit  Miss 
Schenk  for  the  job  of  caring  for  a 
family  of  over  two  thousand  people. 

Like  all  organizations  which  are 
not  static,  the  department  has  had 
its  growing  pains.  \\'hen  the  pres- 
ent director  took  charge  of  the 
work,  she  was  faced  with  a  large 
deficit. 

How  to  keep  within  the  appro- 
priation without  entailing  hardship 
to  the  families  was  no  easy  task,  but 
it  was  accomplished  through  the 
plan  of  using  a  family  budget,  thor- 
ough investigation,  vigilant  re- 
checking,  and,  above  all.  taking  the 
families  into  partnership  and  ex- 
plaining to  them  the  actual  opera- 
tion of  the  half-orphan  law. 

Built  on  the  basis  of  mutual  un- 
derstanding between  the  clients  and 
the  office,  the  deficit  was  not  only 
overcome,  but  in  the  face  of  mount- 
ing relief  in  other  organizations  the 
appropriations  for  the  half-orphan 
aid  has  been  underdrawn  and  the 
cases  reduced  proportionately. 

Blind  Pensions 

The  administration  of  blind  pen- 
sions was  added  to  the  work  of  the 
bureau  in  October,  1919.  The  origi- 
nal law  provided  a  maximum  of 
$15  a  month  through  county  funds. 
The  law  was  amended  in  August, 
1919,  and,  with  the  participation  of 
State  and  County,  the  needy  blind 
aid  carries  a  maximum  aid  of  $50. 
At  the  present  time,  ,167  persons  are 
aided  under  this  law. 

In  January,  1930.  the  State  of 
California  added  its  need)'  old  peo- 
ple to  the  group  to  be  cared  for  out 
of  state  and  county  funds.  The 
State  Department  of  Social  Welfare 
requested  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  the  old  age  work  should  be 
handled  bv  the  bureau. 
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SELDOM  does  one  run  across  so 
delightful  a  story  as  Mrs.  Dela- 
field's  new  book,  "The  Diary  of  a 
Provincial  Lady."  Always  a  little 
too  poor  to  do  the  things  she  really 
wants,  this  charming  lady  of  the 
suburbs  scurries  about  London,  try- 
ing to  find  a  maid  of  all  work  who 
will  not  quarrel  with  the  cook,  and 
being  so  busy  in  quest  of  the  maid 
that  she  cannot,  just  cannot,  get  to 
the  Italian  Exposition,  and  conse- 
quently will  have  to  explain  this 
oversight  to  the  redoubtable  Lady 
B..  social  arbitrator  of  her  set. 

Too.  there  is  the  silent  typical 
English  husband,  by  name,  Robert, 
and  the  amazing  child  Vicky,  and 
her  governess  Mademoiselle,  the 
boy,  Robin,  away  at  school,  and  the 
cat  Napoleon,  who  eventually  had 
to  be  rechristened  Helen  Wills.  A 
slim  volume,  illustrated  in  amusing 
black  and  white  sketches,  "this 
provincial  lady"  is  the  ideal  Christ- 
mas gift  for  the  hostess  who  has 
supplied  so  many  pleasant  week- 
ends, or  the  lady-gardener,  for  our 
heroine  is  an  enthusiastic  bulb 
planter  (though  rarely,  indeed,  do 
the  ])lants  reach  the  flowering 
stage). 

Central   American   Setting 

(jiven  a  rainy  night,  a  crackling 
fire,  and  plenty  of  wind  without,  we 
have  a  fitting  setting  for  Oliver  La 
Farge's  "Sparks  Ely  Upward."  It 
is  a  book  that  demands  an  atmos- 
phere, so  rich  is  it  in  atmosphere 
itself.  Central  .\merica  is  the  set- 
ting, and  Estaban  the  leading  char- 
acter. Estaban  is  part  Spanish : 
that  is,  he  is  tall  and  has  finely  chis- 
eled nostrils,  but  the  real  Estaban, 
the  Estaban  who  feels  and  suffers, 
is  Indian.  So  when  he  achieves 
fame  and  forttme  at  the  hands  of  the 
aristocrats,  he  prefers  to  fight  for 
the  cause  of  his  people,  and  when 
he  loves  it  is  to  the  lowly  Indian 
maid  that  he  turns,  though  the  fine 
ladies  signify  that  they  would  not 
be  unwilling  to  show  him  favor.

A  Bandit  Story 

With  Joaquin  Murietta.  the  noto- 
rious bandit  thinly  disguised,  and 
the  sheriff,  who  eventually  proved 
to  be  his  Nemesis  equally  disguised, 
"The  Sheriff  of  Chispa  Loma,"  by 
Charles  H.  Snow,  is  one  of  the  best 
western  thrillers  to  be  published 
this  year.  Romance,  too,  is  present 
in  the  person  of  the  lovely  daughter 
of  Don  Ramon,  the  dark-eyed 
Refugia. 

You  will  like  Sarah,  that  is  Lady 
Sarah  Howick.  the  heroine  of  Mary 
Borden's  "Sarah  Defiant."  She  is  so 
real,  and  so  thoroughly  in  love  with 
Johnnie  Gay,  and  everyone  knows 
Johnnie  is  a  wastrel,  who  has  loved 
many  women  in  his  thirty  years,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  he  has  sacrificed 
a  leg  and  been  severely  wounded  in 
the  war.  As  if  there  were  not  al- 
ready enough  insurmountable  obsta- 
cles, Sarah  is  married  to  the  elderl\' 
General  Lord  llowick,  who  has  jnsl 
been  relieved  of  his  command  be- 
cause he  is  fussy  and  a  back  number, 
and,  too,  there  are  Sarah's  children. 
Babs  and  Daphne. 

The  war,  the  peace  conference, 
jjost-war  Paris,  the  unmoral  Corize. 
wife  of  the  old  prince  who  takes 
Johnnie  away  from  Sarah  ;  the  wise 
old  duchess,  who  after  twenty  years 
of  married  life  is  still  on  terms  of 
courtesy  with  her  husband,  these 
are  a  few  of  tiie  people  and  scenes 
that  Mary  Borden  introduces  with 
London  and  Paris  as  backgrounds. 
Interest  in  the  story  of  these  two 
young  lovers  never  slows  up — it  is 
a  book  to  put  on  vour  "must  read" 
list. 

"American  Beauty" 

Once  a  year,  Edna  l-'erber  ])ub- 
lishes  a  book.  One  year  it  .was  the 
poignant  "So  Big,"  another  a  novel 
of  sophistication,  "The  Girls."  Then 
came  those  interesting  experiments, 
".Show  P)oat"  and  "Cimarron,"  very 
different  from  iier  usual  themes,  but 
also  winning  a  vast  popularity. 
This  season  she  offers  "American 
Beauty."  It  is  a  cycle  of  .American 
life,  encompassing  the  lengthy  span 


from  1600  down  to  present  day  Chi- 
cago. With  the  same  direct  and  en- 
tertaining style  of  her  earlier  works, 
she  continues  her  tendency  to  sketch 
into  her  books  a  certain  something 
that  might  be  termed  ".American- 
ism," since  she  uses  as  background 
life  and  territory  that  is  intrinsically 
peculiar  to  America   and   .Xmerican 

life  today. 

Of  the  new  non-fiction  books,  one 
of  the  most  fascinating  is  Sisley 
Huddleston's  "Back  to  Montpar- 
nasse,"  subtitled  "Glimpses  of 
Broadway  in  Bohemia." 

A  great  newspaper  man.  l)ending 
a  nation  to  his  will,  attacking  the 
English  idol,  Kitchener,  being 
threatened  with  death  by  violence, 
sending  men  to  the  far  corners  of 
the  earth,  regardless  of  expense — 
l)ut — get  the  story!  Such  a  man  was 
Lord  Xorthcliffe,  a  dynamo,  a  man 
in  a  centurv,  according  to  Tom 
Clarke  in  'his  "My  Northcliffe 
Diary."  It  is  an  amazing  account 
of  luigland  in  wartime  with  states- 
men fighting  with  words  to  help  the 
men  at  the  front,  and  all  the  while 
the  great  presses  grinding  out  the 
truth,  whether  it  wreck  individuals 
or  not— the  truth  for  England ! 

.■\fter  reading  "Strategy  in  Han- 
dling People."  by  E.  T.  Webb,  one 
feels  (for  the  moment,  at  any  rate) 
C|uite  imi)ortant.  as  if  possessed  of 
a  super-knowledge,  that  given  the 
chance  or  oi)])ortunity.  one  might 
reach  heights  of  financial  well-being, 
or  achieve  remarkable  feats  in  the 
di])Iomatic  world.  .Ml  too  soon  one 
touches  the  cold,  hard  ground 
again,  but.  remembering  the  mo- 
mentary elation,  one  recommends  it 
to  one's  friends,  for  it  is  a  really 
interesting  volume,  compiled  by  a 
professor,  and  tells  how  diffuiilt 
people  and  situations  were  handletl 
with  success  in  trying  circum- 
stances. 

.\nd  such  is  the  power  of  adver- 
tising— with  mention  of  the  Em- 
press  Eugenie  hats  and  the  liugenie 
gowns,  in  the  newspai)ers.  all  of  the 
biographies  of  the  late  and  lamented

the  outer  end  of  which  large  screens 
will  be  installed  and  in  the  shaft 
each  of  these  tunnels  will  be  con- 
nected to  the  standpipe  by  two  fifty- 
four-inch  control  gates,  each  weigh- 
ing 18,000  pounds,  with  the  neces- 
sary castiron  fitting.  From  the  bot- 
tom of  the  shaft  a  ten-foot  diameter 
reinforced  concrete-lined  tunnel 
about  600  feet  long  will  be  con- 
structed through  the  hill  in  an  east- 
erly direction. 

A  seventy-eight-inch  diameter 
steel  pipe  will  be  laid  in  this  tunnel 
connecting  the  standpipe  in  the  shaft 
with  the  present  and  future  pipe 
lines  and  pumping  units  below  the 
dam.  This  new  outlet,  together  with 
the  present  outlet,  will  have  a  ca- 
pacity of   185  million  gallons  daily. 

The  present  program  contem- 
plates the  construction  of  the  shaft 
and  tower  connecting  the  same  with 
the  tunnel  inlets  from  the  lake  and 


placing  one  control  gate  in  the  shaft 
at  each  tunnel  entrance,  then  by 
closing  these  gates  the  water  in  the 
lake  can  rise,  covering  the  intakes 
but  leaving  the  shaft  dry  so  that 
in  the  near  future  the  project  can  be 
completed,  although  the  lake  may  be 
filled  to  capacity. 

Inscreens  Installed 

At  this  date,  the  shaft  and  intake 
tunnels  have  been  completed  and 
the  screens  and  gates  installed  on 
the  lower  and  middle  inlets. 

The  screens  are  made  of  seventy- 
eight-inch  diameter  steel  pipe  forty- 
four  feet  long,  each  perforated 
with  60,000  seven-eighths  inch  holes 
and  are  installed  in  a  horizontal  po- 
sition instead  of  vertical,  as  is  the 
usual  custom,  for  two  reasons : 
first,  the  water  can  be  drawn  down 
to  a  lower  level  without  exposing 
the  screen;  and  second,  it  will  elim- 
inate the  forming  of  a  vortex,  or 
whirlpool,  in  the  water  due  to  suc- 
tion, through  the  screen. 

When  the  water  is  within  six  feet 
i>f   the   top    of   the    present    vertical 


screens  of  the  old  outlet,  a  vortex 
is  formed  and  air  is  sucked  into  the 
pipe,  causing  a  decreased  carrying 
capacity  in  the  pipe  line  as  well  as 
decreasing  the  capacity  of  the 
pumps. 

With  the  horizontal  screens  (one 
being  already  installed  on  the  lower 
inlet  of  the  old  outlet  system),  the 
water  has  been  drawn  down  to  the 
very  top  of  the  screen  without  form- 
ing a  vortex  or  sucking  air. 

The  work  is  being  done  by  the 
Water  Department  forces,  M.  M. 
O'Shaughnessy,  City  Engineer ; 
N.  A.  Eckart,  General  Manager, 
and  T.  W.  Espy,  Engineer  of  Water 
Production  in  active  charge ;  W.  C. 
Renshaw,  Resident  Engineer;  E.  E. 
HolT,  Superintendent  of  Construc- 
tion, and  the  writer  in  charge  of 
design. 

The  gate  valves  were  furnished  by 
the  Chapman  Valve  Company,  the 
cast  iron  fittings  by  the  Joshua 
Hendy  Iron  Works,  and  the  screens 
were  built  by  the  Montague  Pipe 
and  Steel  Company.

"I  know  of 
no  better  way  to  accomplish  this 
than  to  decorate ,  outdoor  living 
Christmas  trees  in  front  of  our  own 
homes  and  to  encourage  others  to 
do  likewise.  Living  Christmas  trees 
along  our  highways  will  also  act  as 
beacons  to  prosperity  and  spread 
this  cheerful  message  of  confidence 
to  the  visitors  from  other  states,  as 
well  as  our  own  citizens."

groups,  chambers  of  commerce,  civic 
organizations,  and  public  -  spirited 
individuals  throughout  California, 
the  directors  of  the  Outdoor  Christ- 
mas Tree  Association  feel  confident 
that  last  year's  record  of  50,000 
illuminated  outdoor  Christmas  trees 
will  be  far  exceeded  this  season. 

Contests  being  held  in  many 
places  are  stimulating  this  interest 
in  decorating  living  trees,  according 
to  Pratt.

A  Dream  Come  True

IN  the  November  issue  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Record  the  author  told  of 
the  beginning  of  the  Civic  Center, 
outHning  the  history  of  the  City 
Hall,  the  Civic  Auditorium,  and 
other  structures. 

Resuming  the  history  of  the  Civic 
Center,  which  is  recognized  through- 
out the  world  as  one  of  the  finest 
examples  of  city  planning,  and  also 
to  contain  structures  that  are  con- 
sidered architectural  gems : 

Civic  Auditorium 

The  Civic  Auditorium,  which 
faces  the  Civic  Center,  is  one  of  a 
magnificent  group  of  civic  buildings. 
It  was  a  gift  to  the  city  by  the  direc- 
tors of  the  Panama  Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition,  to  be  a  memo- 
rial of  the  great  event  held  in  this 
city  in   1915. 

Continuing  the  description  of  the 
handsome  building: 

Broad  and  extensive  corridors, 
stairways  and  numerous  e.xits  in 
the  Civic  .\uditorium  preclude  con- 
gestion or  possible  panic. 

The  lighting  of  the  building  and 
its    acoustical    treatment    has    made 


it  an  ideal  place  for  holding  sym- 
phonies, grand  operas  and  other  en- 
tertainments. The  immense  hall  is 
ideal  for  automobile  shows  and  ex- 
positions. 

In  the  construction  of  the  build- 
ing provision  has  been  made  for 
future  substitution  of  granite  stone 
for  brick  on  the  east,  west  and  south 
elevations. 

Great  Pipe  Organ 

The  auditorium  houses  the  third 
largest  pipe  organ  in  the  world.  It 
was  presented  by  the  Panama  Pa- 
cific International  Exposition  to  the 
city.  The  largest  pipe  is  the  double 
open  diapason  and  weighs  1,300 
pounds.  It  is  thirty-two  feet  in 
length.  The  organ  weighs  approxi- 
mately forty  tons. 

There  are  about  100  miles  of  wire 
used  in  electric  circuits.  Over  ten 
tons  of  metal  is  used  in  its  construc- 
tion, consisting  of  platinum,  silver, 
brass,  copper,  lead,  steel,  bronze  and 
aluminum. 

Upward  of  30,000  feet  of  lumber 
was  used  consisting  of  ebony,  wal- 
nut, oak,  birch,  maple,  whitewood, 
pine  and  cherry. 


Solid  ivory  is  used  for  the  draw 
stop  heads  and  keys.  The  organ  was 
built  by  the  Austin  Organ  Company 
and  cost  $80,000. 

It  required  twenty-five  truck 
loads  to  transport  it  to  the  Audi- 
torium, and  now  rests  on  a  specially 
constructed   platform. 

The  present  value  of  the  organ 
and  installation  is  approximately 
$105,000. 

Official  Dedication 

A  further  official  ceremony  of 
dedication  was  held  in  the  Exposi- 
tion Auditorium  under  the  auspices 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco on  ]3ecember  30,  1915. 

A  program  of  orchestral  music, 
organ  solos  and  choruses  partici- 
pated in  by  the  Municipal  Chorus 
was  rendered. 

Mayor  Rolph  accepted  the  formal 
presentation  of  the  Auditorium  from 
President  Charles  C.  Moore  of  the 
Exposition. 

Public  Library 

The  history  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  Building,  which  is  a 
part  of  the  Civic  Center  is  as  fol- 
lows : 
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On  December  10,  1913.  a  charter 
election  was  held  and  an  amendment 
known  as  Charter  Amendment  No. 
1  was  passed  by  the  people,  auth- 
orizing the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
acquire  and  dispose  of  lands  for 
Civic  Center  purposes,  and  to  ex- 
change parcels  of  land  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  and   Reading  Rooms. 

The  resolution  adopted  set  fortli 
the  following: 

"Whereas,  the  block  of  land 
bounded  by  Hayes  Street.  Franklin 
Street,  Fell  Street,  and  Van  Ness, 
known  as  Western  Addition  Block 
No.  73,  was  acquired  by  said  City 
and  County  for  the  use  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Librar\-. 
and 

"Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Librar}^  are  desirous 
of  erecting  a  building  for  a  public 
library  and  reading  room  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Civic  Center  ..." 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  then  set 
aside  the  block  of  land  bounded  by 
Larkin,  McAllister.  Hyde  and  the 
broad  esplanade  of  the  Civic  Center. 

George  W.  Kelham  was  selected 
architect  of  the  building.  Ground 
was  broken  in  March.  1915.  and  the 
steel  erection  was  begun  in  August. 
1915,  by  the  Lindgren  Company, 
contractors. 

The  corner  stone  was  laid  April 
15.  1916,  and  the  building  was  ded- 
icated and  opened  to  the  public  on 
Thursday,   February   15,   1917. 

The  program  consisted  of  an  ad- 
dress by  Joseph  O'Connor,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Library  Trus- 
tees, R.  B.  Hale,  Trustee;  George 
W'.  Kelham,  architect;  Hon.  James 
Rolph  Jr.,  Mayor  of  San  Francisco, 
and  an  original  poem  was  read  by 
former    Mayor    Edward    R.    Taylor. 

Description  of  Building 

A  description  of  the  building 
shows  that  it  is  190  by  305  feet.  It 
has  an  exterior  of  granite ;  is  of 
steel  frame,  and  Class  A  fireproof 
construction  throughout. 

There  is  a  complete  system  of 
ventilation  and  heating  installed  for 
all  the  principal  rooms.  A  special 
type  of  indirect  lighting  has  been 
provided  for  the  main  reading  rooms 
and  no  sources  of  light  are  visible 
for  these  rooms. 

Library  Capacity 

The  main  stack  room  has  a  ca- 
pacity of  500.000  volumes.  The  main 
reading  room  is  36  by  195  feet  and 
has  a  capacity  of  approximately  25,- 
000  volumes ;  the  reference  room  is 
30  by  100  feet,  with  a  capacity  of  15.- 
000  volumes,  and  a  special  book 
room  and  a  room  for  art  books  ad- 
join the  reference  room  at  either  en<l. 


The  main  delivery  room  at  the 
head  of  the  staircase  leading  from 
the  entrance  vestibule  is  65  feet 
square  and  42  feet  in  height.  This 
room  and  entrance  vestibule  and  the 
main  staircase  are  all  designed  with 
a  combination  of  real  Travertine 
marble,  brought  from  Italy,  and  an 
imitation  of  this  marble  made  in  San 
Francisco.  It  is  practically  impos- 
sible for  an  observer  to  determine 
the  difference  between  the  two  ma- 
terials. The  floors  of  these  three 
rooms  have  also  been  made  in  real 
Travertine  marble,  which  is  the 
most  durable  and  lasting  of  all 
known    materials. 

Beautiful    Murals 

The  floors  of  the  general  reading 
room  and  reference  room  are  laid 
with  cork  tiles,  insuring  absolute 
silence  when  people  walk  about 
these  rooms.  All  bookcases,  orna- 
mental doorways  and  various  treat- 


ments of  all  sorts  in  these  two 
rooms  have  been  made  in  an  antique 
oak  finish,  the  decorative  treatment 
being  carried  out  in  the  style  of  old 
Italian  rooms,  with  plain  plaster  wall 
surfaces  and  painted  beam  ceilings. 

Here  are  also  placed  two  large 
mural  paintings  by  Frank  DuMond. 
which  were  painted  b}'  him  for  one 
of  the  great  arches  in  the  Court  of 
the  Universe  at  the  Exposition. 
They  represent  closely  events  in  San 
Francisco's  earlier  history  and  seem 
especially  fitted  for  a  place  in  its 
Library  Building. 

The  design  of  the  exterior  of  the 
building  is  in  the  spirit  of  the  Italian 
Renaissance,  this  period  of  architec- 
ture seeming,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Architect,  to  best  represent  the 
scholarly  atmosphere  which  a  library 
should  attempt  to  conve}'. 

The  periodical  room,  the  technical 
book  room  and  room  for  the  musical

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library  are  all  jjlaced  on  the  thirtl 
floor  of  the  library,  together  with 
the  Trustee's  meeting  room  and  the 
offices  of  the  secretary  of  the  board. 
The  Librarian's  office  is  on  the  sec- 
ond floor  in  connection  with  the 
large  reading  rooms.  The  juvenile 
room  and  the  newspaper  room  are 
on  the  first  floor  and  easily  access- 
ible to  the  Fulton  Street  entrance. 
The  cost  of  the  completed  build- 
ing, including  all  furniture  and 
equipment,  was  $1,152,000. 

Main  Vestibule 

The  library  building  stands  upon 
a  portion  of  the  site  of  the  old  City 
Hall.  In  its  erection  the  citizens  of 
San  Francisco  were  aided  by  a  gift 
of  three  hundred  seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars  from  .\ndrew  Carnegie, 
who  also  gave  a  like  amount  for  the 
construction  of  branch  library  build- 
ings. 

The  entrance  vestibule  and  stair- 
case as  well  as  the  main  delivery 
room  is  designed  with  a  combina- 
tion of  Travertine  marble.  The  gen- 
eral artistic  treatment  of  the  reading 
and  reference  rooms  is  carried  out 
in  old  Italian  style.  These  rooms 
also  contain  two  large  mural  paint- 
ings by  Frank  \'incent  Du  Mond, 
given  to  the  Library  by  the  directors 
of  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition. 

The  panels  are  forty-seven  feet 
long  and  twelve  feet  high.  The 
panels  commemorate  the  pioneer 
spirit  on  the  continent  of  America, 
the  march  of  civilization  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  The  other 
shows  the  pioneers  leaving  the  east. 

Above  the  facade  of  the  entrance 
to  this  great  structure  is  the  follow- 
ing inscription  : 

The   Public   Library  of   the   City  and 

County   of    San    Francisco. 
May    this    structure,    throned    on  im- 
perishable  books,   be   maintained  and 


cherished  from  ,i;eneration  to  genera- 
tion for  the  improvement  and  delight 
of   mankind. 

Founded    MDCCCLXXVI. 
Erected   MDCCCCXVI. 

State   of   California   Building 

The  State  uf  California  owned  the 
certain  lot  of  land  situated  in  the 
Ci\ic  Center,  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  Fulton  and  I'olk  Streets.  The  di- 
mensions of  the  lot  were  100  by  120 
feet.

ibis  property  as  part  of  the  Civic 
Center  plaza  and  agreed  to  e.xchange 
with  the  state  the  land  at  the  north- 
erly line  of  McAllister  Street,  ex- 
tending from  Larkin  to  Polk  Streets, 


and  having  a  depth  of  120  feet  back 
to  Redwood  Street. 

Therefore  on  September  10,  1914, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  ordi- 
nance authorized  the  Mayor  to  e.xe- 
cute  a  deed  to  the  State  of  California 
for  the  property  in  exchange  for  the 
piece  of  property  owned  by  the  state. 

The  i)eople  of  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia in  a  bond  issue  election,  held  in 
Xoveniber,  1914,  authorized  the  ex- 
penditure of  $1,000,000,  for  a  State 
lUiilding. 

Plans  were  drawn,  contracts  let 
ancl  the  beautiful  structure  which 
houses  the  Supreme  Court,  Govern- 
or's San  Francisco  office  and  other 
departments  of  the  State  forms  a 
part  of  the  group  of  buildings  which 
.idds  to  the  beauty  of  the  Civic 
Center. 

Health  Building 

(iround  breaking  ceremonies  for 
the  Civic  Center  Health  Building 
were  held  on  the  site  at  the  inter- 
section of  Polk  and  Grove  Streets, 
the  latter  part  of   Septeinber,   1931. 

-Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  assisted 
liy  Dr.  William  W.  Wymore,  Presi- 
dent of  the  l^joard  of  Health  and 
the  new  Health  Officer,  Dr.  J.  C. 
( ieiger  i)articipated. 

The  new  structure  will  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  one  million  dollars, 
its  construction  will  give  employ- 
ment to  hundreds  of  workers  and 
]iol]5  lessen  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion. 

This  handsome  building  will  oc- 
cupy the  site  now  used  by  the  Cen- 
tral Emergency  Hospital  and  Deten- 
tion Home  at  the  intersection  of 
i'ulk  and  Grove  Streets. 

it  is  directly  west  of  the  ICxposi- 
lion  .\uditorium  and  will  add  to  the 
beauty  of  the  famous  Civic  Center 
of  San  Francisco.

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NEW  THIRD  STREET  BRIDGE  OVER 
CHANNEL  STREET  WATERWAY

EXPAXSIOX  of  industrial  activ- 
ities along  the  waterfront,  es- 
pecially adjacent  to  the  old  Third 
Street  Bridge  over  Channel  Street 
Waterway,  necessitated  the  replace- 
ment of  the  old  bridge,  which  was 
obsolete  in  so  far  as  taking  care  of 
both  vehicular  and  railway  traffic 
and  the  needs  of  navigation. 

The  old  structure  was  a  Page 
double  leaf  bascule  bridge  erected  in 
1904  by  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  and 
presented  free  to  the  city  by  agree- 
ment for  maintenance  and  operation. 
This  structure  had  a  clearance  be- 
tween fenders  of  82yi  feet  and  a 
roadway  width  of  37j^  feet,  with 
one  sidewalk  of  ten  feet,  and  two 
street  car  tracks. 

Damaged  by  Quake 

In  the  earthquake  of  1906,  the 
south  pier  was  seriously  damaged 
and  shifted  slightly  to  the  north, 
necessitating  emergency  repairs  to 
keep  the  bridge  in  service.  At  that 
time  two  timber  struts,  five  feet 
square,  were  submerged  between  the 
abutments,  allowing  only  twenty- 
three  feet  of  water  at  low  tide,  which 
presented  a  serious  impediment  to 
navigation  and  prevented  boats  of 
greater  draft  from  proceeding  west 
of  Third  Street. 

From  time  to  time,  since  the  plac- 
ing of  the  struts,  additional  move- 
ment has  been  apparent  in  the  south 
l)ier,  indicating  a  tendency  to  tip. 
As  a  result  thereof  the  city  was 
forced  to  expend  $12,000  to  place 
anchors  on  the  south  pier  to  arrest 
any  further  movement  of  the  abut- 
ment. 

The  State  Harbor  Commissioners 
have  been  desirous  of  extending  the 
system  of  state  owned  Belt  Line- 
railroad  tracks  across  the  Channel 
Street  Waterway  and,  realizing  that 
the  city  contemplated  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  bridge  at  this  location 
in  the  near  future,  they  cooperated 
on  this  project  to  the  extent  of  pay- 
ing one-half  the  cost  of  a  new  bridge,

provided  that  arrangements  be  made 
on  the  new  bridge  to  take  care  of 
their  spur  tracks.  They  also  desired 
to  increase  the  depth  of  water  un- 
derneath the  bridge  to  thirty  feet 
at  low  tide  in  order  to  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  deep  draft  ves- 
sels to  proceed  west  of  Third  Street. 

Test  Borings  Made 

Test  borings  and  test  piling  were 
made  at  the  site.  The  city  of  San 
Francisco    thereupon    proceeded    to 


prepare  the  necessary  plans  and 
specifications  for  a  modern  Strauss 
heel  trunnion  single  leaf  bascule 
bridge,  and  engaged  the  services  of 
the  Strauss  Engineering  Corpora- 
tion as  consultants,  then  received 
bids  thereon,  and  awarded  a  con- 
tract on  November  25,  1931,  to 
Barrett  and  Hilp  for  the  complete 
project,  including  the  superstruc- 
ture, the  substructure,  and  ap- 
proaches, at  a  cost  of  $552,590. 

The  new  bridge  will  have  a  clear 
channel  width  between  fenders  of 
103  feet  and  will  give  thirty  feet  of 
water  at  low  tide.  The  actual  span 
between  bridge  seats  will  be  141 
feet.  The  width  over  all  will  be 
eighty  feet,  and  provision  will  be 
made  for  one  main  roadway  of  forty- 
nine  feet  in  width,  and  one  additional 
roadway  of  eleven  feet  to  the  west 
side  of  the  truss,  with  two  sidewalks 
each  six  feet  wide.  There  will  be 
two  street  railway  tracks  and  one 
belt  line  railroad  track. 

The  construction  of  the  piers  at 
this   location   will   require  consider-

able  ingenuity  in  regard  to  the  cais- 
son work,  as  the  piers  on  the  north 
side  directly  adjoin  the  China  Basin 
terminal  warehouses  of  the  Harbor 
Commission  and  the  terminal  ware- 
house buildings  of  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific Company,  the  deepest  piers 
being  carried  to  a  depth  of  fifty-two 
feet  below  the  street  level.  Mean 
high  tide  is  about  6.7  feet  below  and 
mean  low  tide  about  twelve  feet 
below  street  level.  The  deepest  pile 
will  penetrate  to  ninet3--two  feet 
below  street  level. 

Traffic  Requirements 

On  account  of  the  traffic  require- 
ments, this  bridge  will  be  one  of  the 
heaviest  of  its  type  in  existence.  It 
will  involve  the  placing  of  approxi- 
mately 5000  cubic  yards  of  concrete 
in  piers  and  retaining  walls,  the 
driving  of  5000  lineal  feet  of  concrete 


piling,  and  50,000  feet  of  timber 
piling.  There  will  be  about  220  tons 
of  reinforcing  steel  required,  and  800 
tons  of  structural  silicon  steel,  400 
tons  of  structural  carbon  steel, 
ninety  tons  of  cast  steel,  and  forty 
tons  of  machinery. 

The  bridge  will  be  operated  by 
two  motors  of  200  horsepower  each, 
each  one  of  which  will  be  capable  of 
operating  the  bridge  to  guard 
against  emergencies.  They  will  be 
capable  of  opening  the  bridge 
within  one  minute's  time.  Elec- 
trically operated  locks  and  brakes 
are  being  provided,  and  also  the  very 
latest  signal  system  and  automatic 
cut  outs  for  the  convenience  of  the 
operator. 

The  contract  is  now  under  way ; 
the  old  bridge  has  been  removed, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  new 
bridge  will  be  in  operation  within 
nine  months.

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HEALTH  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO

FR  O  M  the  hieroglyphics  and 
drawings  left  by  primitive  man, 
there  is  apparently  manifest  the 
thought  that  disease  arose  from 
supernatural    agencies. 

This  mystical  conception  even 
persists  in  some  sources  and  among 
some  people  to  this  day.  It  was 
Xoah  Webster,  as  late  as  1799,  who 
declared  that  pestilence  was  caused 
by  earthly  convulsions,  the  earth- 
quake as  we  know  it.  Disease  was 
evidently  classified  as  evil  spirits, 
or  brought  on  as  a  result  of  evil 
spirits.  To  apjiease  these,  primitive 
man  indulged  in  burnt  offerings, 
later  he  resorted  to  sorcery,  and  still 
later,  charms  became  the  rule.  This 
was  demonstrated  by  the  use  of  sul- 
phur in  shoes  to  avoid  yellow  fever, 
and  the  mad  stone,  against  rabies. 

The  ancient  Hebrews  (Moses, 
our  greatest  health  officer)  were 
the  real  founders  of  public  hygiene 
and  preventive  medicine. 

In  Leviticus  7,  Chapter  No.  19, 
Chapter  13,  Nos.  46  and  52,  and 
Chapter  14.  No.  45,  and  Chapter  19, 
Nos.   14  and   15,  are  real  examples. 

Particularly  Leviticus  14,  No.  44 
and  45  speak  of  isolation  and  disin- 
fection as  follows:  "This  is  the  law, 
when  a  man  dieth  in  a  tent  all  that 
comes  into  the  tent  and  all  that  is  in 
the  tent  shall  he  unclean  ten  days." 

Inoculations 

However,  smallpox  inoculation 
came  into  vogue  perhaps  first  by 
the  Hindus,  and  certainly  was  used 
by  the  Chinese  early  in  the  sixth 
century.  Inoculations  were  per- 
formed by  placing  crusts  from  con- 
valescent cases  in  the  nostrils  of 
the  well. 

Ordinarily,  the  Greeks  could  be 
said  to  have  produced  very  little  to 
public  hygiene,  but  lots  to  personal 
hygiene,  .-\ccording  to  them,  dis- 
ease was  due  to  derangement  of  the 
elements  as  fire,  water,  etc.,  as  to 
its  qualities  of  heat  and  cold,  and 
the  four  humors,  as  blood,  black 
bile,  yellow  bile,  and  phlegm.  How- 
ever, in  the  Odyssey,  Ulysses,  after 
slaying  all  of  his  wife's  suitors,  re- 
quested "Bring  sulphur,  bring  fire, 
that  I  maj'  fumigate  my  walls."

Hippocrates,  400  B.  C,  held  that 
disease  was  a  result  of  morbid  secre- 
tions of  the  atmosphere.  Moreover 
Galen  recognized  the  contagiousness 
of  disease,  particularly  plague,  ra- 
bies, and  tuberculosis. 

Sanitary  Engineering 

In  the  Greco-Roman  period,  V'itru- 
vius,  about  50  B.  C,  left  behind 
him  marvelous  achievements  of 
sanitary  engineering.  Then  came 
the  retrogressive  Middle  -Ages, 
when  i^us  in  wounds  was  considered 
laudable  pus.  This  view  ])ersisted, 
except  for  only  a  few.  until  Lister, 
in  1(S67,  practically  settled  the  mat- 
ter after  an  interval  of  600  years. 

We  have  to  thank  the  Decameron 
of  Boccaccio  for  a  classical  descri])- 
tion  of  the  Black  Plague  or  Black 
Death,  which  ajipeared  about  1348 
and  caused  a  mortality  of  sixtv  mil- 
lion i)eople.  To  ])revent  its  S])read, 
the  V'enetian  Republic  appointed 
three  guardians  of  the  public  health 
whose  duty  it  was  to  (|uarantine 
infected  areas.  The  term  is  derived 
from  "quaranta  giorni."  or  fort\- 
days.  Three  Italians.  Frascastero. 
Pore  and  Carnaro  brought  iq)  the 
theory  of  contagion  about  1483- 
1553.  Some  of  Luigi  Carnaro's 
"Trattaro  della  vita  sorbia."  the 
treatise  of  proper  living,  still  exists 
at  the  Universitv  of  I'adua. 


Microscopes 

The  discovery  and  the  improve- 
ment in  the  microscope  opened  up 
new  fields.  Kirches,  as  far  as  1658. 
described  "worms"  in  the  blood  of 
jilague  patients,  and  jirohably.  he 
holds  priority  in  ascribing  "conta- 
gion animatum"  as  a  cause  of  dis- 
ease. It  was  Van  Leenrenback,  a 
linen  draper  by  trade,  who  became 
efficient  in  the  grinding  of  lenses. 
In  1863,  this  author  clearly  showed 
itacteria.  Controversy  raged  as  to 
the  source  of  these.  Speculation 
ran  riot  and  proponents  of  spontane- 
ous generation  made  a  great  hulla- 
baloo. Two  schools  of  thought  be- 
came prevalent,  that  of  biogenesis 
and  abiogenesis.  The  latter  theory, 
or  spontaneous  generation,  was  set- 
tled by  Redi  in  1668,  as  a  fallacy, 
but  raged  till  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. 

Vaccination 

J  e  n  n  e  r  introduced  vaccination 
against  smallpox  by  the  use  of  cow- 
pox  in  1798.  Within  five  years  its 
use  had  spread  to  Euro])e  and 
America.  In  America,  the  essavs 
of  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  on  puer- 
peral fever  were  classics  as  to  its 
contagiousness,  especially  when  11.5 
per  cent  of  confinements  died.  The 
mere  washing  of  hands  dropped  this 
to  1.27  per  cent. 

The  real  era  of  preventive  medi- 
cine begun  by  Moses  reached  a 
climax  with  Pasteur.  His  initial 
work  on  fermentation,  the  classical 
studies  on  the  disease  of  silk-worms 
and  his  marvelous  work  on  rabies, 
leave  him  uniquely  as  the  first  great 
scientist  of  bacteriology  and  labora- 
tory technician. 

Lister,  about  the  same  time,  revo- 
lutionized surgery  by  his  theory  of 
sepsis  and  antisepsis.  Laveran's  dis- 
covery of  the  malaria  |)arasite  in 
1884,  Manson's  affirmatio-i  that  it 
was  transmitted  by  the  mosquito. 
the  aflditional  work  of  Ross  in  prov- 
ing the  mechanism  of  infection 
within  the  mosquito,  the  discoveries 
of  Koch  in  tuberculosis,  the  work 
of  LoefTIer  and  Von  Behring  in 
diphtheria.  Kitasako  in  plague, 
Theobald   Smith   and   others,   added 
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tremendous  stores  of  information. 
The  use  of  immunizing  agents  such 
as  vaccines  and  curative  agents 
such  as  antitoxin,  created  new  eras. 
The  growth  of  large  cities  is  one 
of  the  most  conspicuous  social  phe- 
nomena of  our  time.  London,  Rome 
and  Paris  doubled  their  population 
within  memory  of  living  persons. 
Chicago  in  1830  was  less  than  100  in 
population.  In  1848,  San  Francisco's 
population  was  about  900.  In  1850, 
6%  lived  in  cities  in  the  U.  S.  of  over 
100,000,  and  in  1914,  nearly  2A%. 
The  population  change  from  rural 
to  urban  has  been  tremendous.  For 
instance,  the  rural  population  in  the 
U.  S.  was  over  70'^f  in  1880,  and  onlv 
50%  in  1910. 

Social  Phenomena 

This  social  phenomena  has  sev- 
eral factors,  the  economic  being  the 
most  important.  Fifty  years  ago,  2 
or  3  men  would  plow  2  or  3  acres  in 
a  day.  To-day,  one  man  and  one 
tractor  can  plow  comparatively  al- 
most unlimited  acreage.  The  revolu- 
tion in  farm  management  is  almost 
equalled  by  the  social  revolution 
for  the  attractiveness  of  city  life. 
Therefore,  the  uxljan  group  have 
shiftetl  to  the  crowded  cities  with 
very  little  slackening. 

While  economic  factors  have  been 
the  mainspring  of  city  growth,  such 
growth  would  undoubtedly  have 
been  impossit)le  in  medieval  times. 

The  death  rate  in  many  cities  has 
exceeded  the  birth  rate  and  increase 
in  city  (jopulation  has  been  due  to 
immigration.  London,  for  instance, 
did  not  show  an  increase  due  to  ex- 
cessive births  until  the  beginning  of 
the  19th  Century. 

San  Francisco's  death  rate  for 
1930  was  12.99.  If,  however,  you 
would  sulitract  the  non-residents, 
the  rate  would  be  10.084.  Curiously 
the  general  mortality  rate  of  San 
Francisco  for  the  last  five  years  has 
remained  quite  unchanged,  but  the 
resident  mortality  rate  has  steadily 
decreased.  The  death  rate  of  Cal- 
ifornia as  a  whole,  is  11.9.  Theri-- 
fore,  cities  are  not  to  be  classificij 
as  the  "Graveyard"  of  the  race. 

Cholera  Scourge 

There  is  no  doubt  that  within 
fifty  years,  cholera  and  yellow  fever 
scourged  many  American  cities. 
Even  as  late  as  1876,  1/10  of  the 
population  of  Memphis  died  from 
yellow  fever,  and  Xew  Orleans  lost 
4,000  citizens  from  the  same  disease. 
Both  diseases,  however,  are  disap- 
pearing into  the  limbo  of  things  ff)r- 
gotten. 


Of  our  modern  diseases,  known 
to  the  modern  physician,  typhoid 
fever  can  be  said  to  be  falling  into 
the  same  categorj-.  This  is  due  un- 
doubtedly to  the  chlorination  and 
improvement  of  city  water  supplies, 
the  pasteurization  and  certification 
of  milk,  and  perhaps  to  some  extent, 
typhoid  immunization.  For  instance, 
in  1890,  the  average  typhoid  death 
rate  for  ten  large  cities  was  54.22 
per  hundred  thousand,  and  for  1914 
it  was  11.42.  but  in  1930  it  was  less 
than  2. 

In  many  cities  of  Britain  and  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe,  the  intro- 
duction of  pro]ier  sewerage  svstems 
and  the  control  of  the  effluent  of 
sewage  away  from  water  supjilies. 
markedly  reduced  the  prevalence  of 
typhoid  fever.  More  recently,  milk 
as  a  vehicle  for  typhoid  germs  has 
become  recognized  and  the  challenge 
met.  It  is  not  beyond  hojie  that 
typhoid  will  disappear.  A  disease 
so  easily  preventable  as  typhoid,  to 
cause  a  death  should  mean  that 
someone  should  lie  hanged.  Typhoid 
fever  is  to-day,  a  rural  rather  than 
an  urban  disease  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  (1  fficult  to  supply  sufficient 
pure  water  and  to  dispose  of  our 
sewage  en  masse. 

Diphtheria 

Diphtheria  is  another  disease  that 
has  been  greatly  diminished  through 
proper  recognition,  proper  treat- 
ment and  immunization.  Modern 
methods  of  diagnosis,  the  use  of 
toxin-anti-toxin  and  suitable  educa- 
tional campaigns  have  given  the  city 
a  very  large  advantage  in  combat- 
ing this  disease.  We  find  the  mor- 
tality from  fliphtheria  in  cities  de- 
creasing more  rapidly  than  in  rural 
communities.      It   must   be   recalled 


that  any  precise  connection  between 
cause  and  effect  of  the  increase  and 
decline  of  certain  diseases  is  beyond 
my  discourse.  Scarlet  fever  for  in- 
stance, is  now  a  much  less  common 
cause  of  death  than  it  was  hereto- 
fore. Perhaps  its  diminution  may 
be  explained  by  a  change  in  the  vir- 
ulence, or  through  better  recogni- 
tion, better  treatment  and  isolation 
of  cases.  Scarlet  fever  however, 
fluctuates  in  epidemic  jirevalence 
quite  as  often  as  measles,  and  the 
newly  recognized  acute  anterior 
poliomyelitis. 

The  remarkable  decline  in  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  which  began  in 
1880  is  continuing  undiminished  in 
many  places.  The  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis rate  in  1926  in  San  Fran- 
cisco of  85.50  per  hundred  thousand 
population  has  been  graduallv  re- 
duced until  in  1930  it  was  74.95. 
Our  knowledge  of  bacteria  and  their 
transfer  to  other  persons  leads  us 
to  the  belief  that  close  contact  with 
advanced  and  open  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis is  of  prime  importance  in 
its  spread.  The  other  factors  of 
course  are  intimacy  and  the  length 
of  such  exposure.  Likewise  housing 
conditions  play  an  important  part, 
as  the  overcrowding  of  rooms  facil- 
itates the  diffusion  of  the  germs. 

Depression  Period 

The  present  period  of  depression, 
with  its  overcrowding,  its  lack  of 
food  supply  and  its  accompanying 
lack  of  personal  hygiene,  may  show 
a  definite  increase  in  our  tubercu- 
losis death  rate  within  the  next  vcar 
or  two.  Because  of  all  of  the  above 
factors,  suitable  hospital  provision 
constitutes  an  effective  measure  for 
control  of  tuberculosis  in  any  com-

measures  over  community  protec- 
tion. 

The  frequency  of  infection  in 
many  diseases  has  been  reduced  by 
preventing  disease  germs  from  find- 
ing access  to  the  human  body.  Sec- 
ondly, disposal  of  excretia,  the  safe- 
guarding of  water  and  milk,  the 
elimination  of  contact  with  active 
cases  of  a  disease  or  with  disease 
carriers  or  with  the  "'missed"  case 
in  the  home,  school  and  in  our  daily 
routine  of  life,  with  the  destruction 
of  insect  hosts,  are  measures  the 
Health  Department  will  maintain 
to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency. 

Of  course,  there  should  be  added 
to  this,  such  measures  as  will  in- 
crease the  resistance  of  the  indi- 
vidual, as  proper  food,  sunlight, 
clothing  and  personal  hygiene.  In 
some  di.'ieases,  particularly  pneu- 
monia, increasing  the  individual's 
resistance  is  almost  our  sole  defense. 
It  has  been  long  known  that  ex- 
cessive fatigue,  extra  close  confine- 
ment in  rooms  of  unsuitable  tem- 
perature and  moisture,  and  iiiade- 
c|uate  diet,  preflispose  to  infection, 
therefore  it  is  not  unreasonable  to 
limit  hours  of  labor,  especially  for 
women,  and  ofTer  special  provision 
for  recreation  and  exercise  and  the 
improvement  of  life. 

Safeguarding  Milk 

As  we  have  applied  measures  to 
the  safeguarding  of  milk  supplies. 
infection  of  the  alimentary  tract  of 
infants  is  steadily  decreasing.  Proper 
infant  feeding  through  infant  wel- 
fare stations  and  healthy  baby  con- 
ferences have  overcome  other  ob- 
stacles, decreasing  this  death  rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  San 
Francisco  for  \92f>  was  50  per 
thousand  live  births,  and  this  has 
steadily  decreased  in  19.30  to  -K)  per 
thousand  live  births.  This  is, less  by 
considerable  than  New  York,  Balti- 
more. Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  Los 
Angeles. 

Comparative  mortality  rates  of 
weekly  health  indices  prepared  by 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  of 
death  rates  of  various  cities,  show 
a  curiously  synchronized  rate  be- 
tween Boston  and  San  Francisco. 
The  reasons  for  this  are  not  avail- 
able for  analysis. 

In  infant  welfare  campaigns,  the 
importance  of  prenatal  care  has 
been  amply  demonstrated,  for  many 
causes  of  death  of  children  in  the 
first  year  of  life  are  due  to  pre- 
maturity, congenital  debility,  mal- 
formations, and  particularly  injuries 


at  birth.  Of  course  hygienic  and 
dietary  errors  may  account  for  a 
number  of  these  deaths  in  the  first 
week  of  life,  but  for  the  most  part, 
they  are  due  to  causes  operating  be- 
fore birth,  at  birth,  or  shortly  there- 
after. Therefore,  the  Health  De- 
partment demands  that  the  expect- 
ant mother  be  properly  advised  and 
aided  for  her  own  health  and  that  of 
the  expected  offspring.  Education 
of  the  expectant  mother  en  masse, 
through  bulletins,  is  well  within  the 
scope,  and  can  be  extended  to  a 
point  undreamed  of  in  years  gone  by. 

Infant  Mortality 

The  elimination  of  infections,  and 
the  prevention  of  deaths  of  infants, 
is  onlv  a  part  of  the  task  of  the 
Health  Officer. 

The  increase  in  the  adult  death 
rate  from  certain  types  of  organic 
diseases  cannot  be  ignored.  San 
Francisco  for  instance  in  1930.  had 
a  rate  of  241.88  per  hundred  thou- 
sand for  heart  disease :  207.37  for 
cancer:  114.76  for  nephritis,  and  for 
accidents.  76.05.  These  diseases  may 
be  stated,  with  every  emphasis,  to 
have  increased  far  lieyond  what  was 
expected. 

Nearly  ,3.000.000  cases  of  com- 
municable diseases  are  reported  in 
this  country  annually  and  of  course 
many  more  are  never  reported. 
.Aliout  half  of  these  occur  in  chil- 
dren, and  these  diseases  fiirnish 
about  15  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

Of  course,  in  addition  to  deaths, 
there  is  an  economic  and  social  loss, 
which  mav  handicap  the  child  for 
!ifc.  This  is  particularly  true  as  to 
permanent  disabilities,  because  50 
to  75  ])er  cent  of  our  crijipled 
children  owe  their  condition  to  in- 
fantile paralysis  and  tuberculosis. 
Blindness,  damaged  hearts  and  kid 
neys  also  follow  in  the  wake  ot 
communicable  fliseases.  This  in- 
crease in  the  death  rate  in  ace 
gr()U))s  above  40  in  the  ])opulation 
of  the  United  .States,  is  aiiparenth- 
more  marked  than  it  is  in  Conti- 
nental  Kuro])e. 

In  other  words,  these  rates  ha\e 
increased  di  sproportionatelv  the 
mortality  of  middle-aged  citizens. 
Whether  this  has  been  due  to  in- 
temperate strenuosity  of  plav  f)r 
work,  or  the  increased  consumption 
of  alcohol,  or  bad  alcohol  (the  death> 
in  .San  Francisco  from  acute  alco- 
holism and  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  for 
1921  was  5.  while  in  19.30  it  was  68), 
or  from  results  of  infections,  or 
handicaps  acquired  in  child  life, 
there  seems  to  be  urgent  demand 
that  these  causes  be  scrutinized  with 
Buy  from  firms  that  advertise  with  us 


every   care    and    the   public   advised 
to  modify  their  habits  accordingly. 

Cancer  Problem 

The  future  of  the  cancer  problem 
is  hopeful.  Whether  or  not  cancer  is 
a  growth  of  some  agency  from 
within  or  without,  there  appears  to 
be  no  doubt  that  a  high  grade  of 
prophylaxis  may  be  extended  against 
the  disease,  particularly  as  a  chronic 
irritation.  It  would  be  unwise  to 
consider  cancer  as  incurable,  but  it 
is  doubtful  that  the  human  race  will 
ever  be  entirely  free  from  this 
scourge. 

The  question  of  restrictions  by 
the  Health  Department  should  be 
considered  perfectly  proper  and  be 
judged  on  the  basis  of,  community 
welfare,  and  not  individual  conven- 
ience. 

As  Health  Officer  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, I  shall  endeavor  to  maintain 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  on 
a  scientific  and  reasonable  basis,  in 
accordance  with  good  public  health 
practice.

Probably  one  of  the  bravest  deeds 
in  the  annals  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  this  city  was  that  performed 
by  the  late  Police  Officer  William 
Manning  on    December   18. 

Despite  the  fact  that  he  was 
mortally  wounded,  Officer  Manning 
shot  and  killed  the  robber,  George

and  placed  handcuffs  on  his  wrists 
in  the  belief  that  he  had  onh- 
wounded  him. 

The  Coroner's  Jury  impaneled  by 
Coroner  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Leland  filed 
the  following  verdict  in  commenda- 
tion of  Policeman  Manning  and 
Chief  William  J.  Quinn's  splendid 
department : 

"That  the  said  George  S.  Rankin, 
male,  white,  married,  about  69 
years  old,  occupation,  not  known, 
residence,  1034  Ellis  Street,  came  to 
his  death  on  December  18,  1931,  en 
route  to  the  Mission  Emergency 
Hospital  from  shock  and  hemor- 
rhage following  gunshot  wounds  of 
abdomen. 

"And  we  further  find :  That  said 
deceased  came  to  his  death  when 
he  was  shot  by  Officer  William 
Manning  after  deceased  had  slint 
Police  Officer  Manning. 

"We  wish  to  commend  Police  (  )f- 
ficer  William  Manning  for  his 
bravery  under  fire,  who  got  his  man 
after  having  been  shot  by  the  sup- 
posed bandit.  We  find  this  to  be 
another  evidence  of  the  bravery  and 
efficiency  of  the  San  Francisco  Po- 
lice Department  commanded  liy 
Chief  William  J.  Quinn.

.Chief  Administrator  of  the  City 
and  Count}^  of  San  Francisco,  was 
born  in  the  Mission  District.  He  has 
lived  in  this  city  all  his  life.  He  was 
married  in   1918  and  has  two  sons. 

He  was  educated  at  St.  Ignatius 
(A.B.)  and  University  of  Califor- 
nia (B.S.)  College  of  Civil  Engi- 
neering. 

Mr.  Cleary  has  had  long  experi- 
ence in  his  chosen  profession. 

He  served  one  year  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Copper  Mining  Prop- 
erties in  Death  Valley  ;  two  years  as 
engineer  for  Associated  Pipe  Line 
Company  in  California,  supervising 
the  building  of  oil  pipe  lines,  and 
ten  years,  first,  as  Assistant  City 
Engineer  and  then  as  Chief  Assist- 
ant City  Engineer  in  charge  of 
Hetch   Hetchy  project.

WINS  PROMOTION 

Leonard  Sumner  Leavy  Appointed  Controller  by  Mayor  Rossi 

Supervisors  in  1923,  inaugurated  the 
purchasing  department.  Mr.  Leavy 
was  appointed  to  the  position  and 
proceeded  to  prove  his  worth,  but 
also  to  prove  the  far-sightedness  of 
the  author  of  the  measure  that 
established  the  department. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  bureau 
has  saved  the  city  some  $3,000,000 
in  cost  of  supplies  furnished.  Mr. 
Leavy  believes  that  the  department 
of  purchasing  has  handled  $1,500,- 
000,000  in  financial  transactions 
during  the  past  eight  years. 

The  new  Controller  has  served 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  past  thirty-four  years. 
He  was  Chief  Accountant  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  before  tak- 
ing up  the  duties  of  Purchaser. 

He  is  a  graduate  of  Lowell  High 
School  of  this  city  and  also  of  the 
University  of  California. 


MERIT  is  always  rewarded. 
Horatio  Alger  declared  this  in 
his  boyhood  stories,  and  time  has 
proved  this  adage. 

It  has  proved  it  in  the  case  of 
Leonard  Sumner  Leavy,  Director  of 
Purchasing  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.

from  which  the  East  Bay  cities  and 
San  Francisco  are  at  present  obtain- 
ing the  greater  part  of  their  water 
supply. 

Also,  during  this  period — 1923  to 
1931 — -Mr.  Cleary  worked  out  a 
solution  of  the  problem  of  prevent- 
ing the  incursion  of  salt  water  into 
the  delta  of  the  Sacramento  and 
San  Joaquin  Rivers. 

This  plan  obviates  the  necessity 
of  the  construction  of  the  salt  water 
barrier  at  Carc[uinez  Straits  and  is 
regarded  today  by  authorities  as 
being  more  advantageous  for  the 
state  than  the  Kennett  project. 

During  the  period  1921-1929,  he 
was  Consulting  Engineer  for  the 
State  of  California  on  the  develop- 
ment of  its  water  resources.  Mr. 
Cleary  was  also  the  original  pro- 
ponent of  the  Rincon  Hill  Trans- 
Bay  Bridge. 

The  new  position  pays  $10,000  a 
year,  which  is  the  same  sum  he 
received  as  Purchaser. 

Mr.  Leavy  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
financial  transactions  of  the  city.  He 
will  have  his  "finger  on  the  city's 
financial  pulse"  at  all  times.

[Y  A  margin  of  13,638  votes,  thf 
people  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  adopted  the  new 
freeholders'  charter  which  provides 
for  a  form  of  government  which  is 
unique  in  municipal  governments  of 
the  United  States.  While  resem- 
bling the  so-called  strong-mayor 
type  similar  to  that  of  Detroit,  it 
also  has  many  features  of  the  City 
Manager  form  of  government. 
Under  the  new  charter  the  powers 
of  the  Mayor  are  vastly  enlarged 
and  in  a  like  proportion  he  becomes 
responsible  for  the  efificient  admin- 
istration of  the  city's  business.  In 
addition  a  Chief  Administrator  is 
provided  for,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
^layor  with  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  who  resembles  the 
City  ^lanager  but  who  has  fewer 
powers  and  fewer  duties  to  perform. 

Elective    Officers 

Under  the  new  charter,  the  fol- 
lowing offices,  practically  all  of 
which  carry  important  powers  of 
policy-determination,  are  elective: 
The  Mayor,  members  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  (which  board  is  re- 
duced from  eighteen  to  eleven  mem- 
bers). Assessor,  Treasurer,  City  At- 
torney, District  .Attorney,  .Sheriflf, 
Public  Defender  and  judges  of  the 
Municipal  and  the   Superior  Courts. 

The  following  offices,  heretofore 
elective  but  not  involving  policy- 
determination  —  wholly  administra- 
tive as  to  their  duties  and  powers — ■ 
become  appointive  under  civil  ser- 
vice: County  Clerk,  Tax  Collector, 
Recorder,  Coroner  anrl  Public  .Xd- 
ministrator. 

Effective  January  8,  1932 

The  new  charter,  which  will  go 
into  effect  January  8,  1932,  centers 
executive  authority  in  the  Mayor. 
He  is  elected  by  the  people  for  a 
four-vear  term  and  receives  a  salarv 
of  $10,000.  an  increase  of  $4000 
over  the  present  system.  He  is 
made  the  chief  executive  of  the  city 
and  county  by  the  appointment  and 
tlie  budgetary  powers  that  arc 
vested  in  him.  He  ajtpoints  the 
boards  and  commissions  in  charge  of 
various  administrative  departments 
and  also  appoints  the  chief  admin- 
istrative officer.  Commissions  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  are:  War 
Memorial.    Education,   .Art,    Recrea-

tion.  Lil)rary,  Fire  and  Police, 
Public  Utilities,  Harbor,  Retirement 
System,  Civil  Service,  City  Plan- 
ning, Fire  Prevention  and  Permit 
.Appeals. 

More  important,  perhaps,  than  the 
appointing  power,  from  the  stand- 
point of  centralizing  executive  con- 
trol and  responsibility,  are  the  ex- 
ecutive-budget duties  of  the  Mayor. 
The  Mayor  is  vested  with  authority 
and  responsibility  for  considering 
and  acting  on  the  annual  budget  es- 
timates of  all  departments  of  the 
city  and  county,  modifying  these 
and  coordinating  all  such  requests 
into  a  single  complete  financial  pro- 
gram for  the  city  and  proposing  this 
to  the  Supervisors  as  an  annual  ex- 
ecutive budget.  Responsibility  for 
final  action  on  the  proposed  execu- 
tive budget  is  vested  in  the  Board  of 
-Supervisors. 

Chief  Administrative  Officer 

The  Chief  Administrative  Officer 
is  the  administrative  head,  the  coor- 
dinator, over  those  departments  and 
offices  that  under  the  new  charter 
are  not  placed  under  the  manage- 
ment of  a  board  or  commission.  He, 
as  stated  above,  is  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  receives  a  salary  of 
$12,000.  He  may  be  removed  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  oi  the  Su])ervisors, 


or  in  the  same  manner  as  an  elected 
official,  on  charges  filed  by  the 
Mayor  or  by  recall  of  the  voters. 
He  is  placed  in  charge  of  existing 
departments  of  public  works, 
health  and  electricity;  of  the  bu- 
reaus or  offices  of  Purchasing,  Coro- 
ner, County  Welfare,  Horticultural 
Commissioner,  and  Sealer;  and  also 
of  a  Department  of  Finance  and 
Records  in  which  the  offices  of 
County  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Re- 
corder, Registrar  of  Voters  and 
Public  Administrator  are  placed. 
This  last  group  of  officials,  now 
elective  officers,  will  be  blanketed 
in  under  protection  of  civil  service. 
A  new  department  is  established 
under  the  Chief  Administrative  Offi- 
cer to  handle  the  management,  pur- 
chasing, sale  and  leasing  of  the 
city's  real  estate.  Existing  boards 
and  commissions  in  charge  of  public 
works,  electricity  and  elections  are 
replaced  by  the  present  executive 
heads  of  such  departments.  The  ex- 
isting Board  of  Health  becomes  a 
purely  advisory  board. 

The  Controller 

.\  second  new  administrator  cre- 
ated by  the  new  charter  is  the  City 
and  County  Controller.  He  is  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  Supervisors, 
and  subject  to  removal  in  the  same 
manner  and  also  by  recall.  He  will 
receive  a  salary  of  $10,000  per  year. 
His  powers  are  similar  to  those  of  a 
county  auditor,  but  he  has  also 
additional  powers  and  duties  rela- 
tive to  auditing  departmental  rec- 
ords and  accounts,  maintaining 
accounting  control  of  expenditures, 
under  budgets  approved  by  the 
Supervisors,  prescribing  unit  cost 
systems  to  be  maintained  by  the 
various  departments  and  other  sim- 
ilar important  accounting  control 
functions.  He  must  supervise  the 
.spending  of  all  city  funds,  and  act 
as  a  check  on  all  departments,  in- 
cluding the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer.  He  must  see  to  it  that  the 
budget  is  strictly  adhered  to,  that 
no  (lepartnuMit  exceeds  its  allow- 
ance, that  funds  are  spent  only  for 
the  specific  purposes  authorized. 

Board  of  Supervisors 

Under  the  new  charter  the  Board 
of    Supervisors    becomes    purely    a 
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legislative  and  policy-determining 
body.  It  will  make  all  laws  and  ordi- 
nances, outline  improvements  to  be 
made  and  provide  the  funds  in  the 
budget  by  finally  fixing  the  tax  rate. 
The  board  will  be  reduced  to  eleven 
members  effective  in  1934,  three 
members  being  cut  out  at  the  elec- 
tion in  1931  and  the  other  four  at 
the  election  two  years  later. 

Under  the  new  form  of  govern- 
ment the  purchase  of  all  supplies 
and  equipment  by  the  various  de- 
partments will  be  centralized  in  a 
Purchasing  Department.  This  de- 
partment will  issue  all  purchase 
orders,  check  all  bills  separately. 
The  competitive  system  of  bidding- 
is  encouraged  and  in  most  cases 
required,  ^^^ork  to  be  done  or  pur- 
chases to  be  made  must  be  handled 
by  contract  except  in  actual  emer- 
gency when  the  Supervisors  may 
authorize  the  most  expeditious 
method.  The  Purchasing  Depart- 
ment includes  the  operation  of  a 
central  warehouse  and  stores.  This 
building  is  now  under  construction. 
It  will  have  charge  of  a  central  shop 
and  a  garage  for  the  upkeep  and 
maintenance  of  city-owned  equip- 
ment in  use  in  the  several  depart- 
ments. 

Public   Utilities   Commission 

Four  new  commissions  are  estab- 
lished, a  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion of  five  members  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  and  subject  to  recall  and 
to  removal  on  charges ;  a  Board  of 
Permit  Appeals  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor ;  a  Fire  Pre- 
vention Appeal  Board  of  five  mem- 
bers, four  ex-officio  and  one  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor;  and  an  Art 
Commission  of  sixteen  members, 
ten  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
and  six  ex-officio.  Provision  is  also 
made  for  the  creation  of  a  Harbor 
Commission  whenever  the  state  may 
grant  to  the  city  and  county  the 
control  and  management  of  harbor 
properties.  A  new  Street  Traffic  Ad- 
visory Board  of  seven  ex-officio 
members  is  created  for  the  purpose 
of  coordinating  activities  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  concerned  in  the 
problem  of  traffic  engineering  and 
control. 

Control  and  operation  of  the  city's 
public  utilities,  which  consist  of  the 
municipal  railway,  the  Water  De- 
partment, Hetch-Hetchy,  the  air- 
port and  any  others  that  may  be  ac- 
quired, and  operated  by  the  city  and 
county  is  vested  in  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission. 

The  commission  is  empowered  to 
locate  and  determine  the  character 
and  type  of  all  construction  and 
additions  to  city-owned  utilities  and 


to  determine  the  policy  of  construct- 
ing or  making  such  additions,  exten- 
sions and  betterments.  It  is  required 
to  appoint  a  manager  of  utilities  as 
the  chief  executive  of  the  commis- 
sion, who,  in  turn,  is  authorized  to 
appoint  and  remove,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  commission,  the 
head  of  each  utility  under  the  com- 
mission's   jurisdiction. 

Annual   Budget   Submitted 

The  financial  sections  relative  to 
utility  operation  require  the  submis- 
sion of  annual  budget  estimates,  the 
maintenance  of  accounts  in  accord- 
ance with  Railroad  Commission  ac- 
counting practice  for  utilities  of 
similar  character,  and  the  provision 
for   adequate   depreciation   reserves.

The  commission  is  vested  with  rate- 
fixing  power,  subject  to  review  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  A  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Supervisors  is  re- 
quired to  reject  any  rate  schedule 
proposed  by  the  commission  when 
such  rates  are  estimated  to  produce 
sufficient  revenues  to  meet  all  ex- 
penditures of  the  utility.  Any  sched- 
ule of  rates  that  will  not  meet  all 
expenditures  of  a  utility  shall  require 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Supervisors 
to  approve  such  schedule,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  the  Supervisors  must 
provide  for  the  raising  of  funds  by 
taxation  to  meet  the  deficit. 

Civil  service  is  continued  and  ex- 
tended in  the  new  government  effec- 
tive January  8,  1932.  The  civil  ser- 
vice commission  is  also  vested  with 
the  authority  to  clarify  positions  in 
accordance  with  the  duties  per- 
formed. It  is  required  to  compile 
and  propose  to  the  Supervisors,  for 
adoption,  amendment  or  rejection,  a 
proposed  schedule  of  compensations, 
under  which  like  salaries  shall  lie 
paid  for  like  service.  The  new  char- 
ter provides  that  the  commission 
shall  set  up  a  procedure  governing 
leave  of  absence  due  to  sickness  and 
disabilitv    and    fixes   six    months   as 


the  maximum  sick  leave  allowance 
with  no  limit  fixed  for  disability 
allowance. 

Pension  System 

A  pension  system  is  provided  for 
under  which  all  pensions  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Retirement 
Board.  Pensions  are  on  an  actuarial 
basis,  and  adequate  reserves  are  to 
to  be  provided  for  by  joint  contribu- 
tions of  the  city  and  the  individual 
employees. 

The  new  charter  continues  the 
several  existing  departments  with 
the  powers  and  duties  that  each  such 
department  now  exercises,  except  as 
these  are  changed  by  specific  pro- 
visions of  the  new  charter.  It  like- 
wise continues  the  legally  estab- 
lished positions  and  salaries  in  the 
various  departments,  offices,  bureaus 
and  institutions,  with  such  civil  ser- 
vice rights  as  the  incumbents  in 
such  positions  now  have.  The  char- 
ter also  provides  that,  where  any 
functions  and  duties  of  a  department 
or  office  are  transferred  to  any  other 
department  or  office  by  the  new 
charter,  the  persons  performing  such 
functions  and  duties  shall  be  trans- 
ferred therewith. 

The  new  charter  extends  the  re- 
call power  which,  under  the  old 
charter  is  applicable  only  to  elective 
officers,  to  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission, the  Controller  and  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer.  It  likewise 
provides  that  the  penalty  of  suspen- 
sion by  the  Mayor  on  written 
charges  and  removal  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  after  public  trial 
based  on  such  charges,  now  appli- 
cable only  to  elective  officers  and 
Civil  Service  Commissioners,  shall 
likewise  apply  to  the  Controller,  the 
Chief  Administrative  Officer  and 
members  of  the  Public  Utilities  and 
.School   Boards.

Many  Colors  Adopted  for  Auto 
License  Plates 


Thirty-one  states  will  change  the 
color  combination  for  automobile 
license  plates  in  1932  and  twenty- 
three  different  motifs  will  be  used 
throughout  the  country,  indicating 
that  almost  every  hue  will  be  rep- 
resented in  next  year's  parade,  ac- 
cording to  a  survey  by  the  Ameri- 
can Automobile  Association. 

There  were  thirty-five  states  to 
change  the  color  combination  in 
1931  and  a  total  of  twenty-six  dif- 
ferent motifs  were  used.  The  na- 
tional motoring  body  pointed  out 
that  thirteen  states  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  will  retain  the  1931 
colors,  reversing  them  as  to  back- 
ground and  lettering,  indicating  a 
trend  back  toward  standardization 
of  colors.  A  total  of  eleven  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  re- 
tained the  1930  combinations  last 
year.  Arkansas,  Missouri  and  New 
Mexico  are  the  only  three  states  yet 
to  select  colors  for  the  1931  plates. 
The  A.  A.  A.  survey  reveals  that 
first  rank  will  be  divided  between 
two  color  combinations,  with  white 
on  black  and  white  on  blue  each  be- 
ing adopted  by  six  states.  These 
color  schemes  'will  therefore  pre- 
dominate in  1932,  with  white  on 
black  retaining  its  1931  position. 

Second  honor  will  go  to  the  black 
on  yellow,  white  on  green  and  yel- 
low on  black  combinations,  which 
will  be  each  used  in  four  states. 
Black  on  orange  and  white  on  ma- 
roon will  each  be  used  in  three 
states,  giving  these  combinations 
third  place.  Beyond  these  more 
standard  color  motifs  will  be  found 
a  variety  of  colors  used  to  identify 
the  units  in  the  nation's  rubber-tired 
transportation  system.

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Stratford  Players  in  Repertoire 

Shakespeare's  Tragedies  and  Comedies  to  Be  Presented  in  January

Chairman,  Annual  Shakespearean  Declamation  Festival  of  San  Francisco  Senior  Public  Day  and  Evening  High  Schools 


SHAKESPEARE  is  coming  to 
San  Francisco,  not  in  person  but 
through  the  Stratford-upon-Avon 
Festival  Company,  a  troupe  of  Eng- 
lish men  and  women  players  who 
have  already  left  London  and  Strat- 
ford on  their  third  transatlantic  tour 
and  are  now  on  their  way  to  this 
city,  playing  nothing  but  Shake- 
speare. 

San  Francisco,  in  days  gone  by, 
has  welcomed  many  famous  actors 
and  actresses  of  the  legitimate — the 
speaking — stage,  stars  who  drew 
people  from  far  and  near  to  the  old 
California,  the  Baldwin,  the  Colum- 
bia, and  other  popular  theaters  of 
their  time ;  actors  whose  fame  in 
Shakespearean  and  other  dramas 
filled  those  theaters  from  pit  to  gal- 
lery, and  whose  charm  and  power  of 
voice,  gesture  and  personality  held 
their  auditors  spellbound.  Those 
were  the  days  of  Booth,  Barrett,  Irv- 
ing, Mantell,  Drew,  Forbes-Robert- 
son, Skinner.  Sothern  and,  later,  of 
Leiber  and  Warfield ;  and  of  such 
actresses  as  Bernhardt,  Terry,  Mod- 
jeska,  Ada  Rehan.  Minna  K.  Gale, 
Julia  Marlowe,  Viola  Allen,  Gene- 
vieve Hamper  Mantell,  Jane  Cowl 
and  others. 

Thev   were  masters  of  the  art  of

creative  illusion,  the  supreme  sym- 
bol and  unfailing  test  of  great  act- 
ing. Splendid  artists  were  they, 
although  sometimes  attended  by 
plaj-ers  of  comparatively  mediocre 
ability. 

Those  "legitimate"  actors  of  other 
days  are  now  being  succeeded  by 
companies — entirely  too  few — like 
The  Stratford  Players,  whose  aim  is 
not  to  develop  stars  of  such  out- 
standing   ability     as     to     dim     the 


achievement  of  their  fellow  players, 
but  rather  to  encourage  and  develoji 
versatility  through  the  interpretation 
of  many  characters  and  thus  to  pre- 
sent blended  and  finished  dramatic 
]iroductions  of  general  excellence 
throughout.

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Depression  Affected  Water  Sales 

General  Manager  Nelson  A.  Eckart  Reports  on  Revenues 

and  Employees 


CO.MPLYIXG  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  5.  Ordinance 
8691,  there  is  transmitted  herewith 
the  operating  statement  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  for 
November,  1931,  showing  a  compari- 
son with  October,  1931,  and  with  a 
like  period  of  last  year. 

Water  sales  revenues  within  San 
Francisco  decreased  $131  as  com- 
pared with  October,  1931,  and  those 
outside  of  San  Francisco  decreased 
$14,237.  The  decrease  in  San  Fran- 
cisco sales  for  the  five  months  period 
ending  November  30.  1931,  as  com- 
pared with  the  same  period  of  last 
year  amounts  to  §15,672.34,  while  for 
the  same  period  sales  outside  of  San 
Francisco  decreased  $19,783.  The 
existing  business  depression  is  ac- 
countable for  the  decrease  in  San 
Francisco  sales,  while  the  decrease 
in  suburban  sales  is  caused  princi- 
pally through  the  development  of  lo- 
cal resources  by  two  of  the  larger 
water  districts  in  the  Peninsular  Di- 
vision. 

The  increase  in  rents  from  Land 
and  Buildings — No\  ember  over  Oc- 
tober, 1931.  is  due  princijjally  to  the 
accrual  in  November  for  five  months 
proportion  of  taxes  billed  to  lessees. 
The  decrease  for  period  ending  No- 
vember, 1931,  over  same  period  of 
last  year,  amrjunting  to  $8,167,  is 
the  result  of  the  drought  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  returns  from  share 
crops  are  $6,079  below  normal ;  ad- 
justments in  period  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1930,  for  rents  applying  to 
prior  months  account  for  a  further 
decrease  of  $1,088. 

The  decrease  in  Miscellaneous 
Non-Operating  Revenues,  Novem- 
ber over  October,  1931,  amounting 
to  $13,206,  was  caused  by  taking  into 
account  in  October  the  estimated 
returns  from  sale  of  Walnut  crop. 
The  decrease  over  same  period  last 
year  is  not  the  final  figure.  Final 
returns  were  not  taken  into  account 
last  year  until  April,  so  the  exact 
decrease  will  appear  on  April,  1932. 
report. 

The  decrease  in  (Operating  V.k- 
penses,  November,  1931,  over  Octo- 
ber, 1931,  amounts  to  $3,814.  Water 
purchased,  decreased  $1,485,  and  re- 
duction in  amount  of  seasonal  re- 
pairs accounts  for  further  decrease 
of  $2,329.  The  increase  in  Operating 
Expenses  for  five  nu)nths  period  this

year  over  same  period  of  last  year 
amounts  to  $309,840.  Water  pur- 
chased this  year  and  cost  of  operat- 
ing Newark-San  Lorenzo  and  Sun- 
set Wells  Pump  amounts  to  $340.- 
000.  Flume  maintenance  work  on 
Pilarcetos  and  Stone  Dam  aqueduct 
and  painting  of  Bay  Bridge  in  same 
period  of  last  year  account  for  a  de- 
crease of  approximately  $30,000. 

The  increase  in  Taxes,  November 
over  October,  1931,  amounting  to 
$3,854,  is  caused  by  adjustment 
made  in  October  covering  four- 
months  period,  while  in  November 
one-twelfth  of  the  annual  taxes  is 
reported.  The  decrease  over  same 
period  of  last  year,  $6,495,  is  due  to 
reduction  in  tax  rates  in  outside 
counties. 

The  charge  tor  Newniark-San  Lo- 
renzo Pipe  Line  amounting  to  $20,- 
350  is  the  principal  cause  of  the 
increase  over  last  year  in  Hetch 
ITetchy  Aqueduct  and  other  rentals. 
Interest  decreased  $18,750  on  ac- 
count of  retirement  of  Spring  X'^allev 
lionds  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  a's 
of  July  1,  1931. 

The  decrease  in  Walnut  ( )rchard 
Expense,  November,  1931,  over  Oc- 
tober, 1931,  amounting  to  $11,692, 
is  caused  by  taking  into  account  in 
October  the  total  expenses  to  date 
that  apply  to  the  1931  Walnut  crop. 
The  increase  over  same  period  of 
last  >ear  $1,344,35,  is  due  to  the 
length  of  time  the  orchard  was  taken 


care  of.  The  ex])ense  this  year 
covers  a  period  of  11  months,  while 
last  year's  e.xpenses  date  from  March 
3.  1930,  a  period  of  9  months. 

The  decreased  earnings  and  de- 
creased e.xpenses  result  in  a  de- 
creased net  income  for  November,. 
1931,  over  October,  1931,  and  in  a 
decreased  net  income  for  the  same 
l)eriod  of  last  j-ear.

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Some  New 
Books

ALL  the  Broomes  have  charm  ;  it 
.  is  their  epithet" — thus  Clem- 
ence  Dane  begins  her  massive  novel, 
"Broome  Stages,"  the  history  in  fic- 
tion form  of  a  theatrical  family — 
the  glorious  Broomes !  With  the 
advent  of  young  Robert,  the  broom- 
maker,  upon  the  stage  in  1715, 
achieved  when  he  made  a  dramatic 
fall  from  a  hayloft  to  the  impromptu 
stage  of  some  strolling  players,  the 
English  stage  is  ever  represented  by 
a  Broome. 

Sometimes  it  is  a  darkly  savage 
Harry  Broome,  nervously  strutting 
across  the  footlights,  wiping  out 
with  words  and  gallant  speeches  the 
terrible  hurt  of  his  drowned  son 
Gilly,  whom  he  extravagantly  adored 
and  hoped  would  follow  in  the 
Broome  tradition.  Again  it  may  be 
a  thin  transparent  Robin  Broome, 
whose  gay  heart  and  frail  life  were 
wrecked  by  a  red-lipped  wanton.  Or 
the  perennial  Lettice.  who  married 
wisely  for  money,  but  gracefully 
saw  to  it  that  her  elderly  husband 
died  soon  enough  that  she  might, 
still  in  the  bloom  of  her  youth, 
marry  her  beloved  cousin,  William 
Broome. 

Temperamental,  generous,  fiery, 
each  Broome  wings  his  way  to 
heights  histrionically  great,  and  if 
occasionally  one  waxes  fat  and 
portly  there  is  always  another 
younger  one  ready  to  step  into  his 
place  in  the  theatrical  sun.  Though 
the  book  is  well  over  700  pages, 
once  started,  the  reader  simply  can- 
not put  it  aside  until  the  very  mod- 
ern John  Broome  ends  the  chronicle, 
at  least  for  the  moment,  with.  "I'm 
going  ...  to  taste,  touch,  smell. 
see.  hear.  feci,  think  .  .  .  I'm  going 
to  have  a  huge  success.  .  .  .  I'm 
going  to  enjoy  myself." 

Very  different  in  tone  and  treat- 
ment is  another  novel,  "Job."  by 
Joseph  Roth,  translated  by  Dorojhy 
Thompson.  Subtitled  "The  Story 
of  a  Simple  Man,"  it  is  just  that — a 
simple  modern  Job,  patiently  wan- 


dering about  the  ghettos  of  Ru.-sia. 
eventually  facing  a  new  land  in  his 
search  for  freedom  and  fortune  in 
the  swarming  streets  of  New  York. 
It  is  a  tender  story,  genuinely  emo- 
tional and  particularly  well  written. 

The  English  novelist,  Edgar  Wal- 
lace, has  done  right  by  our  Nell, 
"Our  Nell"  in  this  instance  being 
the  much  publicized  city  of  Chicago. 
Tony  Perelli.  super-de-luxe  gang- 
ster, plays  the  organ  with  feeling  in 
the  moments  when  he  is  not  hatch- 
ing nefarious  plots  against  the  citi- 
zens of  the  community.  He  is  un- 
usually successful,  until  another 
more  powerful  killer  muscles  in  on 
the  Perelli  territory.  A  typical  para- 
graph. "Tony  Perelli  laughed  softly. 
.  .  .  'That's  the  way  it  is,  Jimmy — 
killing  and  killing!  I  don't  want  to 
kill  nobody,  but  what  are  you  to  do 
when  these  guys  come  after  you? 
There's  no  law  for  us,  Jimmy ; 
we've  got  to  be  our  own  police  and 
our  own  executioners.'  "  The  book 
is  aptly  titled  "On  the  Spot,"  and 
will  no  doubt  enjoy  a  vast  popu- 
larity. 

When  an  able  novelist,  such  as 
Dashiell  Hammett.  edits  a  volume 
of  short  stories  it  is  botmd  to  be 
above  the  average  volume,  and  it  is. 
His  introduction,  too,  is  cjuite  as  en- 
tertaining as  any  of  the  tales. 
"Creeps  by  Night"  is  a  saga  in  short 
story  form  of  horror,  thrills,  and 
chills  !  Particularly  gripping  is  the 
first  story.  "A  Rose  for  Emily,"  by 
William  Faulkner.  It  is  the  life  of 
one  woman,  a  plain  creature,  who 
was  born,  loved,  and  died  in  the 
great  white  house  at  the  end  of 
town,  attended  throughout  the 
years  by  no  one  but  an  aged  negro 
servant.  Eerie  tales,  uncanny  shad- 
ows, noises  by  night,  they  are  all 
there,  and  it  is  strongly  advised  that 
the  reading  of  "Creeps  by  Night" 
be  done  in  strong  daylight,  unless 
you  want  your  imagination  to  play 
some  unpleasant  tricks,  for  you  will 
feel  the  touch  of  icy  hands  close  by. 


and  weird  shuffling  footsteps  will 
halt  outside  your  door. 

Another  worth  while  volume  of 
short  stories  is  the  1931  edition  of 
the  O.  Henry  memorial  collection 
edited  by  Blanche  Colton  Williams. 
Again,  Wilbur  Daniel  Steele  wins 
first  prize,  but  the  money  goes  to 
John  D.  Swain  for  his  "One  Head 
Well  Done."  a  grim  laugh  at  gang- 
dom, which  ajjpeared  originally  in 
Topnotch  magazine.  Other  contrib- 
utors to  the  collection  are  Katharine 
Brush,  Oliver  La  Farge,  Charles 
Caldwell   Dobie,   and   many  others. 

It  was  a  sad  loss  to  English  let- 
ters that  Arnold  Bennett  died  before 
completing  more  of  his  charming, 
poignant  short  stories.  In  the  en- 
joyment of  his  longer  tales  the  su- 
perljness  of  his  short  stories  often 
has  been  overlooked,  but  in  the  vol- 
ume, recently  from  the  publishers, 
"Night  Visitor,"  we  find  Bennett  at 
his  best.  Far  from  the  luxury  and 
comfort  of  the  Imperial  Palace  we 
are  plunged  into  another  world,  a 
stratum  of  shabby  gentility,  wherein 
we  find  the  great-heartedness  of  a 
box  office  manager,  the  story  of  the 
strange  little  creature  who  plays  the 
cornet  and  drinks  his  tea  at  the  tiny 
battered  cafe,  the  tale  of  the  flower 
shop  girl  and  her  twin,  and  so  on, 
all  in  the  inimitable  style  of  which 
Arnold   Bennett  was  a  master. 

"Twelve  Secrets  of  the  Caucasus," 
by  Essad-Bey,  is  an  extraordinary 
book,  an  amazing  volume  that  viv- 
idly portrays  strange  tales  of  buried 
treasure  and  fierce  blood  feuds  that 
lead  to  death  and  destruction.  In 
the  Herald  Tribune.  Charles  Finger 
describes  it  as  having  "enough  of 
excitement  and  enough  of  horror  to 
make  any  reader  regard  Poe  with 
equanimity." 

In  these  days  of  statistics  and  re- 
search it  ma}^  be  of  interest  to  list 
the  books  that  at  the  present  mo- 
ment are  considered  to  be  the  most 
in  demand  in  the  LTnited  States.

Youthful  Supervisor  Follows  in 
Father's  Footsteps 


SUPERX'ISOR  James  E.  Power 
Jr.,  a  native  of  San  Francisco, 
was  born  at  Twenty-second  and 
Florida  Streets  on  May  3,  1903.  He 
is  the  son  of  the  late  Colonel  James 
E.  Power,  one  of  the  city's  outstand- 
ing leaders  in  i)ublic  affairs  and  who 
was  successively  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  Postmaster  of  San 
Francisco,  candidate  lor  Mayor,  and 
again  a  leader  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors when  death  overtook  him. 
After  spending  the  first  five  years  of 
his  childhood  in  the  sunny  Mission 
District,  James  Jr.  moved  with  his 
family  to  Goldfield.  Xevada,  where 
Colonel  Power  undertook  some  min- 
ing ventures,  .\fter  a  stay  of  two 
years  at  Goldfield  and  a  brief  resi- 
dence at  San  Rafael,  the  family 
returned  again  to  San  Francisco 
and  Twenty-second  and  Bryant 
Streets,  from  whence  Jim  departed 
every  morning  for  the  old  St.  Peter's 
Parochial  School. 

Later,  when  the  familj'  moved  to 
the  Ashbury  Heights  District,  he 
attended  the  (irattan  (Irammar 
School,  from  which  he  graduated  to 
enter  St.  Ignatius  High  School. 

At  high  school  those  qualities  of 


leadership  which  had  distinguished 
his  father  in  pul)lic  life  began  to 
show  themselves  in  Jim  Jr.  (or  as 
he  was  known  to  his  classmates — 
"Bud"),  and  he  was  active  not  only 
as  a  student  but  as  an  athlete  and 
leader  in  student  activities. 

Later  he  entered  St.  Ignatius  Col- 
lege, now  the  University  of  San 
Francisco,  and  graduated  with  the 
degrees  of  A.  B.  and  LL.  B. 

While  at  college  he  was  promi- 
nent as  a  leader  in  student  affairs, 
l)articipant  in  public  gold  medal  de- 
bates and  manager  of  athletics,  and 
has  the  unique  record  of  having  at 
one  time  or  another  held  nearly 
everj-  class  and  student  body  office 
that  the  confidence  of  his  fellow  stu- 
dents could  bestow  on  him. 

Since  leaving  college  he  has  been 
actively  identilied  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  James  E.  Power  Com- 
])any,  Goodrich  tire  agency  in  San 
F'ran Cisco,  and  had  no  thought  of 
entering  politics  until  he  was  ap- 
])ointed  by  Mayor  Rossi  to  fill  the 
place  on  the  Board  of  .Supervisors 
recently  left  vacant  by  the  untimely 
death  of  his  father. 

His  present  term  runs  until  Janu- 
ary   1,    1934,   and    young   James    F-.
